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1656. 

January 1st and 2nd. — Fine weather. Wind South-west. ni.')«' 

January 3rd. — Rainy ; strong breeze from N.W. Fire seen on "• 

Bobben Island during the night ; suppose that ships have been 
sighted or that the men have been molested. The Rohhejacht 
ordered at once to proceed thither, but the weather being too 
stormy and her fore-sail blown to rags, she returned. 

Janueu'y 4th. — Weather still too stormy to send a boat with 
oars to the island, and the wind too unfavourable for the Rohhejacht 
to proceed. 

January 5th. — Fine weather. West wind, at night somewhat 
southerly. Bobbejavht leaves with 36 sheep, to be placed on the 
island, and if the fires meant nothing particular, to proceed to 
Dassen Island for skins, and carry the necessary communications 
to the men there. 

January 6th. — Fine weather ; light breeze from N.W. 

January 7th. — Ditto. 

January 8th. — Ditto. Wet weather in the morning. 

January 9th (Sunday). — Dry. S.S.E. breeze. 

January 10th. — Weather as yesterday. Herry arrived this 
morning at the fort with one of his wives, but loitered outside the 
bridge until he was unexpectedly confronted by the Commander, 
proceeding to the gardens. He was kindly asked where he had 
been so long, and replied that he had remained at a distance 
because the Commander had so much cattle, and there was not 
sufficient pasture, but when the grass grew again he would come 
with his all to the fort. He was shaking with fear all the time, 
and could hardly speak. Everything was done to give him 
courage. At noon he was fed from the Commander's table and 
given some wine, whilst pleasant conversations were held with him 
to remove his fears. We felt however that he was suspecting us, 
aiosed bv the hatred of the men of the fi^arrison, in consequence of 
his treachery, and who threatened to kill him. He complained of 
this to the Commander, and said that if the latter left, ne would 
not dare to come to the Fort. He was told not to mind the men, 
as he saw that the Commander liked him. This made him more at 
ease, though the Commander hardly dared to look up or speak to 
anyone, as he at once supposed that he spoke about nim. It was 
therefore difficult to manage him with his restless conscience.

Those i>f tlie forest repfirti'il (hat he wus ■■ncuniiwil in 7 i atfi at 
tile fdot of the moiintaiu bi-low the forest, having with him a good 
number of cows and sheep. Last night he had tiekiil them in thu 
forest for Kiiglish tobacoo. but was told that thej- hud uone, but 
only two strong English d"g8 and Bre-mins. ILemiid nothing and 
went away. 

He wiBlied, at dinner, to advise ut- to protect nur cattle with 30 
iir 40 Boldiers against the Snldiinhui-H, as 10 of the latter were snp- 

iiosed, witli their assegais, tn be able to overiM>\ver one of our men. 
["hey eould muster in great forei.!, but nol we, uidess ships were in 
the bay ; so tliat they would take us unawareH whi'n at i.iii' weakest. 
^'h'lUgh it is necessary to be c>n our guai'd, we consider his state- 
ment entiiflly false, as the fuel-carriers, (.'awpraeii and others, have 
often told uB that he has many limes endeavi luriHl t<i persiuide them 
to jisaist him again to steal our cattle. He likemse still retains 
the animals procured with the Company's e-ipper. whicli he pro- 
fesses to have been stolen from him. I'liym-'iit must be made 
however in time. Our cattle now guarded by 1-i or 14 stiupdy 
Boldiers, and, when we see many natives in Ihu neighbourhoo<l, by 
2(1 to ^5 men. 

HeiTy requested to sleep in the fort, not Ving williny tii trust 
himself in the company of the Caapmeu. The latter ai'e strongly 
prejudicing us against him, saying that he wilt do Ids best to nuike 
H>nie more profit for himself out of the (.'ompaiiy's cattle, as soon 
as he has the chance. 

At night, strong wind from S.S.E. 

January llth. — Full moon. S.E. too strong to work at the 
kilns. The men sent to the mountains for fuel for the second kiln. 
The first kiln contained 40,000 bricks, well burnt, and whioh are 
to be used for making the Corps de trarde and other buildings on 
the .ither side, along flie curtain; also to make the gate strong and 
fir<'proof. The heaviest work has been all completed, viz., cellars, 
stores and dwellings for the chief officers, likewise the battery, four 
feet tliiok all round ; the rest will thereffjre be ••any and soon done. 

Eclipse of the moon, total. 

January r,'th. — Fine weather. Heny took oaivful notes of the 
walls of the fort and the cattle ki-aals ; he was allowed to do so, but 
ca!*efiilly watched. At table he stateil, on being asked what he 
thought of the works, that the Saldaiiluirs cf iijd easily tivke the cattle 
fn)nithe kraal at night (every one having 12 assegays) by cutting 
the cord with whioh the gate is fastened : but he did not know and 
was not told tliat at night the gate »as closeil with a good look. 
lu the meantime the hunters were oi'dered to go to Herry's camp 
and see how things were t)iere. Wliilst still at table 3 or 4 
Hotteutoos came to tell Herry to return home at once, us swarms 
of bees had come into his camp, greatly troubling the inmates and 
cattle, so that they woidd be obliged to move. &c. Heny then left, 
■taking all the fuel carriers, &.O., with him, so that not one Hotten- 
d with U9. The story of thelti's wus fal?e, the hunters 
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J found at Herry's oamp only tho stout Uajitaiu of the 
CaJipmeu with ^ wives mid lot' cattle without t-Vfii a herd; on 
their i-etiuu many Hotteiifooa, walking briskly, had passed them 
about a musket shot distance, and going in thu direc'tioii of Kerry's 
tamp. As at present mity Kerry s peopli- and the Caapmeu are 
here, and uur fuel carriers have left iu tne same inaiiiier as when 
the t-attle were stolen, we carefully watched Hen'y, ami therefore 
have sent out aoouts tu ace what is going on, whilst the guns on 
the fort are loaded with grape, especially th'jse Jifar the kraal. The 
guanls are also atrengtliened ami the rounds are made oftener. On 
thfir return the soldiers reported that they had found Kerry with 
20 men in his five huts, eating thick milk and uuiinned: their 
anus tiiey hide in the bushes; his oattle numljered about 100 
lai'ge and iJOO small. All this the rascal procured \vitli tlic cojiper of 
thf Company, which he pretended he hail liei'u robbi-d of. A 
certain girl, called by us Lva {living in tite house of the Com- 
mander, pr()perly olotheil, and in that way already able (u converse 
in Dutch) had told our people that Keiry inti-nde'l to pitch liis 
tents neai-er to the fort. Of our fuel carriers not moi-e thau 'i or it 
were witli him ; all hail joined the Caapmeu, uiakiug us fear that 
the rattle is iu danger, for the i-Iiief of the Caapiiien was also in 
Kerry's huts, with not more than 2 or 3 womeii and only a few 
fhildren. Strong N.W. wind and clear sky. 

January 13th. — S,S. East wind and chmdy aky. 

January 14th, — Westerly breeze, and clear sky. 

January I5th.— Daik sky, wind N.W. Kith, tb.' same. 

January 17th.— As above, dark sky and a diy west wind, 
desti-o^-ing the pasturage so that nothing almost is left for the 

kttle to eat ; some old I'owe are faiKng iu consequenc'C, and we 
compelled to kill them for food ; the mileL cows are drying up ; 

■ryyear it becomes plainer that during the dry season very little 
'can be obtained from them. From June to October they yield 
milk fairly. The horses also feel it muoh. hut iire daily fed on 
barlej' ; as they ore working heavily at the kilns and the carrying of 
siiiid iind salt, they are getting very thin. Kerry hae gone to the 
Kout Bay with his oattle ; his and our cattle are together too much 
for the pasture. We dare not send ours too far away lest they be 
Btulen by the number of Hottenfoos about. To set an example, 
Gerrit 0. 8tensz : of ZwoUe, marine, and Severyii Abrahamsz : of 
the Kague, soldier, have to-day been condemneil to serve \ a year 
in (Jmius for stealing in the gardens, and are also to receive SO 
laehes each with the forfeiture of a month's wage?, 

January 18th. — S.8.E. wind and slight showera ; the latter 
blown ofE by the former. 

January 19th. — Strong 8,E. wind and drought, 

January "JOth. — Fine weather, western breeze. 

January 21st. — Ditto. Died Maiten Jimsz ; of EuLkhuyseu, 
sailor of the Avond Star, left behind here sick. 

January 2'.ind. — Wind and weather as above. 'i'M, ditto. 




1656. January '24tli and 'Joth. — Ditto. The boat returned from 

— Robben Island, stating that everything was progressing tliere 

favourably. A larger boat sent bact with provisions and orders to 
bring back Marten Gomelisz, who is dilatory in his work there ; also 
not to voyage any more in the small boat, which is only to be used 
for fishing. 

January "iGth. — New moon. Heavy wind ; 8.S.E. : drought 
continues ; pasture getting worse ; cattle finding nothing almost to 
eat and growing very thin. Arrival of a galiot in the morning ; 
because of the heavy wind it anchored on the other side of the bay. 

January 27th — Pine warm weather ; galiot arrives, and proves 
to be the NachtgUis from Tristan da Cuima. Officers report that 
the coast was very rough and landing difficult ; and because of the 
misty sky they had never been able properly to take their 
bearings. Ceaseless hurricanes, heavy seas, and frightful deptlis 
to within a stone's tlirow off tbe shore, where there was no sand, 
but only stone and rock, and not more than 4 or 5 fathoms broad, 
bare and bleak and for the rest stonv mountains, impossible to 
climb ; everywhere else the same, as the mountains overhang the 
sea ; no grass or anything green except some thin reeds ; these 
were the results of their investigations. Fish, however, could be 
had there in abundance, also water, but with great danger. Tliere 
was no suitable roadstead, for in consequence of the steep eroimd 
and the little wind, which blows there daily very strongly, the 
anchors eould not hold, and no shelter could be found anywhere. 
The Company, therefore, can do nothing there, and no more 
vessels should be ventured thither ; all these matters are fully 
contained in the journals of the skipper and mates, and also the 
charts, of which we are making copies to send home. 

Four men arrive during the afternoon, among them 2 English- 
men, sent by Woutersz : in a small boat from Dassen Island, and 
belonging to an English smack named the Arosia or Stary and 
oommanded by Capt. Edward Stanjan, very ill and lame in hands 
and feet ; 13 men on board, and mounting 4 small iron pieces of 
one and two-pounders. Had on board Spanish money, cloth and 
lead to caiTy to Bantam or Coromandel. Had left London 20th 
March last year. He would have been glad to come here, but 
was kept back by calms and 8. Easters. Kequested some refresh- 
ments, &c. Jan Woutersz : also asked for the Penguin to continue 
the seal fishery in Saldanha Bay, as the animals are very shy at 
Dassen Island, caused no doubt by the Company's and English 
Bhips which called there. 

Two Letters of J. Woutersz: d:d: 10 and 24 January. 

** On 30th Dec. the English vessel Aroma arrived, carrying 13 
men and four small guns ; Captain lame in hands and feet ; 
vessel laden with cash, red and purple (cloth), and lead. Intends 
to proceed to Bantam and the coast of Coromandel ; left London 
20 March last year. The seal fishery not yet successful ; would 
have already been at Saldanha Bay if we had a vessel, and would 



have left those here in peace until our return from the Bay ; they 1656. 
cast their young chiefly during November and December. ~" 

Expect both sloops as soon as possible, also provisions ; would 
also like to have two smart young sailors and another quarter- 
master on the small sloop, as the present one is much too hot- 
headed, and falls out with the men during their trips from one 
island to another, when I am not present. Send you 1900 small 
and 269 large and also 40 well prepared skins. Wish you a 
happy New Year, &c. 

2. This encloses the above to inform you of matters here ; to 
save time 4 well armed men bring it overland. Send them back 
with the Pengttin and with our stores; with the Rohbejacht we 
might then proceed to Saldanha Bay (should we be allowed to 
liave that boat also^, where we expect to obtain many animals, as 
for a \vhole montn the wind here lias blown otherwise than 
southerly. 

Tlie mate of the Rohbejacht states that lie is badly provided 
with anchors. We told him he could lie close under the island 
here, and therefore also in the bay, where there is loss dans^er. 
S]>oke as if he had no intention to accompany me to the bay 
unless by letter from you to himself. Please send the English 
Captain, an entire invalid, if you can, some tuiiiips and other 
greens, Ac." — Dassen Island, 24 Jan., 1656. 

January 28th. — Fine warm weather. Tlie Nachtylm having 
suffered on its voyage to Tristan da Cunha, it was resolved to 
beach her at Saldanha Bay for the necessary repairs (see Besolu- 
tion). The sloop Penguin is to proceed to Saldanha Bay in 
accordance with request of Woutersz : . 

January 29th. — ^Fine warm sunshine. 30th (Sunday). — ^Ditto. 

January 31st. — Ditto, at night strong S.E., eaiTying the 
Nachiglm and Penguin towards Saldanha Bay, with letters and 
provisions for the men there — 1 firkin arrack, 1 anker brandy, 
1 cask meat, 3 casks bread (each of 630 lbs), 2 casks rice (1080 
lbs.), 1 anker vinegar, 1 cow, 3 bags cabbage, 2 bags carrots, some 
cucumbers, radishes, turnips, &o. 

February Ist. — Fine weather. 

February 2nd. — In the morning dark sky and N.W. breeze 
with rain. Arrival of the English vessel with the lame captain ; 
tlie mate dead, and still having 13 men on board ; allowed water 
and vegetables. 

February 3rd. — Dry, calm weather. 

February 4th. — Dry, calm weather, liiebeeck proceeds to False 
Bay (the roads being favourable), accompanied by a guard of 
soldiers, to see whether the canal proposed by Y. Groens could be 
made across the isthmus ; took the river course to see whether it at 
all approached False Bay. Foimd that the Sweet River (now 
liesbeeok), which with tne Salt Eiver nins into Table Bay, runs 
snakelike 3 or 4 leagues crosswise over the isthmus, and at some 
places appears to be stagnant, forming small lakes, between which 



landy lands lie, until witliiit !i league of certain higu 
B&ndhills of False Bay, wh^i-e it again turtis into small stivamd, 
whicli gradually become broader and fonii a river o^ fresli wat<-r 
running furtlier i^n int'i a large lake almnst as broad us tbe Meuse 
and about 2 In nirs on foot in drcumf ereui*. with deep und bi-iiokish 
water full of a-u-i-owa and Bea-horscB, and supp'ied from tbe downs 
of False (.'ape. Theie was apparently no opening, but the water 
peroolatpfl through the snnds. The lake is still about 1^ houi-s on 
foot &«iu the seashore, which is about i an hour's walk broad : the 
downs al)Out a league, and eo high that they ore almost mouutiuua, 
20 or 24 behind niie another. It would, therefore, bf impo^ibla 
to cut them througb. Besides there would be lakelets in the llat«, 
some J others J leagiie broad, to be cut tlirough, in order to let on« 
nm inti.1 the other. This would also be difficult, because of the 
atony gi-ouml. as we found the nest da\-. after having spent the 
□ight in thf veld. The matter is. therefore, impossible, and would 
be useless and most injurious to the Conipimy, as tlie oauid coidd 
not be made s-i wide and deep as to prevent the natives from 
swinuLiing across with their cattle. In case it is supposed that nn 
this aide the passage would be closed to them, it must be borne in 
mind that a large sheet of water on the south side of False (.'ape, 
about -i hiiui-s' walk in eircumferenoe, becomes a large dry and salt 
flat in summer, so that no proper oanal could be pierced through 
it, as the saud is soft and the downs are high, wMch latter would 
continually fill up the channel ; thousands of men would he 
required to keep it open, so that the CJompany cannot for a moment 
thmk of it, as tue expense would be enormous in comparison with 
the advantages to be derived. Millions of gold would hi' re^juii-eii, 
and if finally the work be finished and communication with the 
natives cut oft. it would be absurd to suppose that lhe\- oould be 
confined on this side, for the artificial inland would have sucb 
dimensions that in order to control it a large number i if men would 
be reijuu'eil, scattered everywhere in the veld, not a few but a;^pod 
many aoldiiTS. 

The idea that suuh a canal would enable the householders to live 
more securely is hardly worth considenng, as those who may choose 
to live here and there may build stone dwellings .sufficiently strong 
to protect them from the natives. And should such free houw- 
holders cost Ihe ''umpany so much that soldiers are to be kept for 
their defi'noe insteiul of their assisting the ( 'ompaoy and eniibliug 
the latter to reduce the garrison, it would be better that nn fre«- 
men should be allowed here excepting a few about the fortress for 
tbe convenience of the passing ships, who might breed fowls, geeae, 
ducks, iiigB, &c. 

Febniary 5tli. — l*'ine diy weather. Commander returned home 
in tbe evening; lve]it from sleep the preceding night by the 
numbei* of aea-cnfts, lions, tigers and other wild animals, which 
continued tlieir noises near the tents, as generally also happens 
aroiuid Ihe walls of th> fortress. ^h 



^' February Gth. — Su,nip weatlier. English Captain visits the 
Commandei', apologising for declining the latter's Jnvitatinu to 
duiner in consequence of his lanieiiess, the food having to he 
brought to his mouth ; is very grateful for the kindness shown 
him, eept'cially for the peniiission to lodge in tho barber's dwelling. 

February 7th.— l*'ine weather, hut not good for the oattle, as it 
Diakes the paatuve dry and the animals lean. The brick kilu, with 
250,000 bni'ks, set on fire. Daring the night heavy S.E. wind. 

February 8th. — Fine, S.S.E., and calm weather, during the 'lay 
the wind became very strong and lasted until midnight. 

February 9th. — Fine sunshine. Tlie English captein dwly visits 
the Comman'ler for a ohaf ; toM the latter that in August, 1644, he 
had been at Musambique on hoard of the English ship John, 
whence they batl to take the Governor, whose time had expired, to 
Gou. The Uaptuiu of the J'lhn having arrived at one of the May- 
otta Islands liiul left on short- the ?p?aker (Captain Taugan), who 
was then of lower i-ank, and others of the king's party, running 
away with all the possessinns of the Governor, Upon this the 
Queea had the Govemur and his family transferred in a canoe to 
Ifoaambique, whence tliey were afterwards removed by an English 
shipi. During all that time passed at Mosambique, and also fi-om 
the Governor and other Portuf^uese, he had heai-d tliat all thi^ir 
Bupplies of rice, beans, peas, wa\, honey, &o., were obtained at 
Madagascar from tlie North-west coast, between 12 and \'y', with 
small vessels of lU to 20 lasts, carrying unly one or two pedereros 
or 7 or 8 muskets, and ooiumaniled by 1 or ^ native Portu- 
guese, the rest of the crew biiug nbout 8 or 10 half oa8t«> with 
Better oounige. These vessels obtain tltere also mueli amber for 
gold, cloth, copper, tin. iron, beads, i^c, also oattle and shew, as at 
tlie Cape, for refreshing the Portuguese ships trading with Mosam- 
bique, and which besides St. Helena have now no other i-efi^eshm'-nt 
station, and viwst call at Mosaiahique just as the Company's ships 
do at the Cape. He believed that witli one handy yacht and ono 
flmall galiot with ■! masts, like hi-t own. and somewhat like the 7'c//i, 
that traiBc might be taken from the Portuguese, and those of 
Uosambique be reduced to great strait,-^, as they have many mouths 
to feed and must get their 8nl)plil.'^? from Madagascar. On Mosam- 
biqae Island only orange^, bananas, lemons, and such fruit are 
abundantly found, but no rioe or anything to serve for bread. On 
the continent it is just the 8.ame, and tlience the supply of water is 
to be drawn and brought on in boats. (Jf their oattle, whioli they 
hare in abundance, a large quantify is annually consumed by tlie 
ships and themselves, so that they must :ilways recoup themselves 
from Madagascar, Should we visit Madagascar, the natives would 
show us the harbours fi'equi'Uted by the Portuguese, The vessel 
should however in the first voyage sail under a Portuguese 
or English flag, and the natives should be well treated until they 
grow accustomed to ns. Tliis woidd greatly perplex the Governor 
and the people of Mosambique, as tliey cannot live without Maila- 




lOoo. gascar. The Portuguese obtain much amber there at small cost, 
" and this trade could be taken from them by trafficking with Mada* 
gasoar; those of Mosambique would then be greatly incon* 
venienoed and compelled to give up the settlement, and the Portu- 
guese losing that station would, with difficulty, be able to continue 
their Indian navigation, as they would have no refreshment station 
on their outward voyage. 

Begarding the East Coast, he stated that from False Capo to 

CoiTientes navigation was dangerous because of the heavy winds 

and seas rolling towards the land, so that with little Avind it was 

very difficult to keep away from land, but between Cape Corrientes 

or north of the tropic, along the coast of Sofala towards Mosam* 

bique and lower, it was generally easy for light yachts or galiots, 

which might look for the gold fetchers sailing from Sofala to 

Mosambique, which are as small vessels as those used for the trade 

with Madagascar. He \^dshed that he had a letter of marque 

against the Portuguese (now friends of the English), for he would 

then voyage thither with his small vessel and venture his all in the 

matter. According to him it would be profitable to the Company to 

cause distress to those of Mosambique, aud endeavour to obtain 

possession of that place. This would greatly hinder the Portuguese 

in their Eastern voyages, for they would lose their necessary 

refreshment station ; and he also told us that the Portuguese 

feared this danger from our occupation of tho Cape, having heard 

it mentioned by their agent in London ; also that the new viceroy 

voyaging to Goa had decided, if the wind favoured him, to 

do mischief to the Company at the Capo and ruin the foiiress and 

plantations. He therefore advised us to be more on our guard and 

better prepared, as numbers might easily overpower us, the 

facilities in the way of landing being greater than the number of 

men at hand for presenting it. The fortress could easily be 

aT)proached and besieged, and in this he spoke tho naked truth. 

Wind W.N. W. and warm sunshine. 

February 10th, 11th, and 12th.— The same. 
February 13th. — Heavy S.E. and drought. 

February 14th to 19th. — Fine weather. Wind west, weather 
sometimes cloudy. The English captain having somewhat re- 
covered wished to leave, but his sister's son find his cabin boy, who 
had daily to feed him, having run away, his mate having died, and 
with nobody on board able to navigate (for he always had tlie alti- 
tude taken by his sister's son) he could not leave without that boy, 
and requested us to help him to get him back. We sent some 
Hottentoos to search for them, promising them tobacco, arraok and 
food, and within a few hours the runaway was brought back, but 




progress, as he has no mates and very uL>\illing men.

Bni-jes, and before this he had left an English ship to go ou board 
the Frenclunan. We also send you in addition to the skins sent 
i.vi'riand the hides of two sea hons and Ij firkins ol' oil ; with the 
liol.hrj.,cht we will sen.l more."— Saldanha Buy. Hi Febr., 1656. 

The l)oy toM the following atory : — He had h-ft Nantea about 
2 years ago with the French ship, bad touched at (Jape Venlo for 
wnter, &c. There were 10i» men on board and '■^n gims. Had 
tukeii six months to reach Madagascar and the French fort there, 
ilistaiit about 3 leagues from St. Lucie Bay, ami called Tolaidiaei', 
garrisoned by 50 or 60 Frenchmnn and their slaves, Suid fort is 
murcly a square enclosure of poles no thicker thfui sparr^ ; the 
liousi'S miule of sticks, bamboos and leaves ; the guns lying useless 
on the ^mund without any carriages- — only :i are raoimtcl on very 
old carriages; hardly lialf the number of men iin' jii'ovided with 
giiii> or Pide aims; they have at pi-esent only one small keg of 
gunpowder, but continue to make war on the iiiitives, of whom 
they bml killed a king, a prince and many men. Tour of the captive 
Hiildren are on board the Sf. Giorge to be taki-n to France, also a 
l)Ox with minerals taken from ceriain goldmines ^ll6^vll them hy the 
ttaid king, from whom they had also obtained some p"ts lilled with 
pieces of eight which bad been buried. The French business con- 
sisted of collecting hides, wax, ebony and gum — th<y also there 
put together their small vessels obtained Iroiii Fiinn-e for their 
iiiniti'-al expeditions in the lied Sea. The governor of Nantes, Iiti 
Miliery, bad the charter of that settlement, and as they often for 
mBny years see no shiji fi-oni France, tbey bad by means of their 



slaves commeneed u> cu]tiv;ite rice for their anpport. Of all thmm 
lii'lee, was, &e., Ihe ship had s large cargo on board for France, 
al*. 2'i0 n.lls ot tobawo, each of lIlO Ibe. weight, ami grown ou the 
i^ilanil Mascnreiihae. whtr* six yean ago 7 Prenoli aud 8 slaves 
had l>eon 'tatioiied, merely ior cultiratliig tobacco ; they liveil uiily 
on j>ork and goats' meat : ')jey lived in huts made of branchee and 
leaves.

Hlnim Rivers situnte"! to tli-' s'juth of Antongil Bay, and wlu-re in 
11 short tiiUf they half tille"! the ship with rice cheaply bought at 
the river Mamistnim ; thiy had also olitnined some precious .-(ones, 
which the raptniii lielicve-! would cover the expenses nf his voyage 
liitherto, Bf that he was going to abandon the trip to thf Re"! Sea : 
hut|gettiiig into diffieultie' with the natives of that river lie had been 
killed by tln'm. 'i'lieerew not being nMe to get enou^'li '.'attle, .^r.. 
for refrfsliing theraBclves, ha-l done great injury to the natives ami 
sot them against each otlier by the enrs s-i that all the villag--s 
were warring on <-iich other. Ci insequeiitly those of 8t. Maria 
greatl^>' fearoil the Fi'enc-h, whose large vessel was anohoretl in their 
harbour, and who ('■inlinuing to tradi- on the ooaet might iiW> 
involve them in n wiiv with those of the interior. He also stated 
that the king and prin.e who hatl been killed were very favoiir- 
ably inclined to the Dutch, whip hod no desire to war but 
only to tiwlewilh thein. After i mouths' stay at Monamboehi 
they hail pi-'nt-eded lo the li«d Sea to nib the Moore ; there they heit 
chaseil a vessel siipposeil '" be a Moor, but found it to he English, 
and having sent their small bark and sloop against it, were IhniIcu 
off with the lose of 60 men. Hisappointed they hud i-etunifd to 
the island Saceafora, where ihey obtained mu^, livet, ami nine 
oasks of aloef. Thence they returned to the islan<l Masoareuhas. 
where the 7 Fivnoh and "^ slaves were stationed for vuLlivntiug 
tobacoo ; there thi'y took on hoani the 200 rolls of tobacco and 
ngain jtMi^rriled ^'ia St. Maria to the French fortreas Tolanhaer 
nt Miidagasijar. where ih^-y discharged the rice for thi.- garrisou, 
slikipiiig about sinO hides, some was, gum, minerals and the said 
4 Royal fhililren. also a&raiill box about afo^it square and coveroil 
with gTiiy ololh, which i-ontainetl great value as was supijosed. 
About .-iis weeks ago the French ship had met at St.. Mana tlie 
Tufp, whit^h had obtained -orae rice, ami had thenoe proceeded lo 
Monambo'-hi to i'Oui]jlete its cargo. Two of the Tul/i'-i guns had 
burst, killing 4 men and wiainding others. The one had burst at 
Mauritins, tlie other at Antongil, very likely when a salute was 
being fireil. For the re?t they were jirospering well. 

February -J-Jud.— Strong 8,S.E. wiml, The English vessel 
leaves tor ISantam, ami thenoe to Jainbi for pepper. I-i^f't one 
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deserter beliiad hate, liequested us not to deliver him, if found, 
to another English sliii>, but fo keep him until the vessel's return 
from India, and to let liim work fl^^ his food, &.c. Was very 
grateful for the kindness shown him, and wished to pay, but 
was told that hr> was treated ns a guest and a brother, besideB 
nothing had been sjient on his men, who were all strong atd 
healthy. Thei'aptain could nli-eady use his legs very well, but his 
hands were still lame, and the boy bad to feed him, &e., and take 
the altitude. Xo other one on board who oould na\-igate. 

February 23rd. — S.S.E. wind and drought, 

February 24th, — Fine sunshine. 8.8. E. wind. Riebeeck giws 
to Bobben Island fo look at the oattle there, taking with him 1) 
sheep to be left there. At night the deserter of the English ship. 

whose name was , came to the fort. 

States that he had b<'eii in Saldanha Bay, and with his shirt on i 
Btick had signalized to our men on tlie islands, but not being se-n. 
had been obliged to return hither. During his absence had lived 
only on mussels, and was obliged to drink his own water. Had 
deserted on account of the cruelty oi his Oaptain, who had sworn 
that on his arrival in India hi^ would sell into slavery him, th" 
gunner, and another. These threats had foroed him to run 
away, and the whole crew would have done the same, if they could 
haveeHcajied from the ship, llequeated to betaken into the Com- 
pany's service. 

February 25th. — Strong S.S.E. Biebpeck i-etums from Robbeii 
Island. Found pasturage ther>' tor an additional nnmber of 
2,000 sheep if nei^essnry, in spite of its apjiarent dryness and 
the absence of a single hla<le uf grass. The sheep have abuu- 
danoe to eat olf the bushes there. Ijeing all extraordinarily fat. 
The whole island had lieen I'lrcumnavigated and soundings had 
been taken all round — a chart having been made of the whole. It 
was found that the Whale Rock was not more than ^league from the 
island and li league from the Lion's Tail. The passage between 
the mainland and the island is therefore excellent, and as soon ii= 
Table Bay is entered, everywhere good anchorage is found, wbeie 
a Tesael would be safe, however hanl the S.E. wind may blow. N 5 
heavy seas are I'nused by the wind, which does not last longiT 
than two or three times 24 hoijrs, and vessels can always safely 
reach the anchorage opposite the fort. The whole bottom of the 
bay is sandy, as has already been stated in former ad^■ioeB. 

The Englishman baing asked by the Commander why he ran 
away, he repeated the same stat>'ni"nt, requesting to be allowed to 
serve the Company. He was told that deserters were hardly fo 
be trusted, but I hat lie should u(>t starve he might eat and (Iriuk 
with the men until his master's return. 

February 2iith. — Warm westeily weather. CJaliot discharging 
the ekins, and ordered to fetch a cargo of shells at Robbeii Island. 
Herry arriving told nt that with his cattle he was at Hout Bay, 
and wished to come lion- durinjr the rainy season. He was told, 
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1650. in order to ward off suspicion, not to come during the dry season^ 
^ there not being enough pasturage for the Company's cattle. The 

Caapmen were with their cattle about 6 miles away, but were 
also told not to come nearer, as they never sell anything, and are 
always on the lookout to steal what they can get. They were 
rather surprised when they saw how well wo had secured the kraa]^ 
1 resides having placed two small guns in the half moon of the same 
to protect the cattle. It is now evidently impossible for them to 
niaKe a raid, as Ihe enclosnie is watched day and night. 

February 27th (Sunday). — Misty. Westeni breeze; at night 
strong S.S.E. 

February 28th. — S.S.E., going doAvn somewhat at noon. The 
Nnchtgias proceeds to Bobben [slaud taking 10 additional men to 
gather shells. 8.S.E., strong during the night. 

February 29th. — Fine sunshine, light N.W. breeze. 

March 1st.— Fine, warm weather, N.W. breeze. Vessel sighted, 
also Nachtglas from Robben Island : at night weather S.S.E., and 
therefore a whaleboat was sent off to the unknown vessel, which 
reported that it was the Muyden from Texel, 4th October last, in 
company with the Draaky &c ; had been delayed 4 weeks at the 
Isle of Wight; has 165 men on board and only lost 2, the whole 
crew fairly healthy. 

March 2nd. — Fine weather. West wind ; yacht arrives. 

March 3rd. — Robhejacht returns to Robben Island for shells, and 
30 sheep to refresh the sliips, &e. At night strong S.S.E. 

Marcn 4th. — S.S.E. Diy, warm sunsnine. Men sent to drag^ 
beams from the forest for the jetty, which is to extend a good 
distance into the sea for the ships' boats, that the men may na 
longer be obliged to go up to their necks in water. 

March 5th (Simday). — Fine sunshine, N.W. breeze. Arrival 
of the Weespj consort of the MuffdviK all the men well ; had lost 2. 
Nachtglas returns with the sheep. 

March 6th. — Yesterday's weather, The lirvukeh consort of 
Muydeuj arrives. AH the crew well. 

March 7th. — Misty weather, Westerly breeze, Muyden ordered 
to weigh, takes with her 24 convalescents left behind ; Nachtglas to- 
go to Saldanha Bay for the sealskins on hand. 

March 8th. — Rainy weather, N.W. breeze. 

March 9th. — Arrival of the i>;Y/<^A', with healthy crew; 2 men 
lost by accidentally falling overboard. The Robbejacht brought 
3,000 skins with a letter from Woutersz : as follows : — ** Ton receive 
797 large and 1,654 small skins. We hope to get 3,000 more 
here, and if you wish it, we may again try Dassen Island. Expect 
the Robbejacht back again with meat or pork and oil, also 100 
clubs, and some arrack ; | anker we gave to the Mate Claas for his 
men. Drew from the Robbejacht for the Penguin a painter, as we 
lost one on the rocks of Jutten Island ; it was not required by the 
Mate Claas, who had lost his kedge at Dassen Island." Madagascar 
Island, Saldanha Bay, 3rdMaroh 1656. On the back was written,, 
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** On the 5th we shipped additional skins as follows : 306 large and i656 
343 small, total 649." - 

Before midnight the Sm Horse arrived, from Zealand the 22nd 
Noveniber, in company of the Brouwershacen ; had been 9 days off 
England ; had touched nowhere else ; its 185 men all well, lost two 
men ; five days ago it had been in company with the Hercules^ &c. 

March 10th. — -Pine, calm weather. Another ship in sight. The 
Robbejachi sent to Bobben Island for more shells and some sheep 
for the Muyden^ still detained by contrary winds. The Dolphyn 
arrives, from Texel 21st November, with 213 men, lost one man. 
Mnyden leaves in the afternoon. 

March 11th. — Fine weather; arrival of JSre*^^/^ from Texel 10th 
December, had lost 15 men and still on board 236 fairly well ; also 
of Browcersharen from Zealand 22nd November ; lost two men, 
still on board 197 fairly well The Weenp leaves for Batavia and 
the Nachiglm for Bobbeu Island. 

March 12th. — Weather as yesterday. 

March 13th. — Fine weather, wind fickle; Brmkel leaves for 
Batavia, also the Draak, both witli healthy crews. Achilles arrives 
from Texel 10th December last, lost one man ; still on board 122 
fairly well. All the vessels have been well supplied with fresh 
meat and vegetables, as much as they liked ; Robbejacht returns with 
30 sheep. 

March 13th. — Fine weather ; changing breezes. Maarscn arrives 
with 75 men. No dead or sick. 

March 14th. — Fine weather ; Robbejacht sent to the Island for 
30 sheep. Five ships sighted at night. 

March loth. — Same weather; return fleet arrives under the 
Hon. Jaspar van den Bogaerde, Extraor : Councillor of India, 
ocmsisting of the Prot^intie, &e. 

March 16th. — Amval of the Zvehond from Zealand 22nd Nov., 
with 105 men ; no dead ; all well. Misty N.W. weather. In the 
afternoon S.E. ; Nachtglas sent to the Island for 50 sheep and 
ehdis. The Robbejmht proceeds to Saldanha Bay. 

March 17th. — Stiff S.E., dry weather ; arrival of a vessel. 

March 18th. — Stiff S.E. No work to be done. Preparation 
eermon held by Rev. Sas. Sacrament to-morrow. 

March 19th (Sunday). — Calm weather. Arrival of the Tor 
Schelling from Zealand, 11th December, lost 2 men; 198 on board ; 
few sick. Nachtglm returns from Bobben Island, lost one of the 
whale boats in consequence of the heavy wind, but fortunately 
recovered a boat of Hon. lioogaerden with one man in it, which 
had drifted away from his ship, and had met the o^aliot at the 
island ; only the boat lost, which will delay whale fishing. 

March 20th.— Misty N.W. weather. 

March 2l8t. — ^Pine S.S.E. weather. Nachtglas sent to the 
Island for 50 more sheep ; the Dolphyn^ &c., leave for Batavia. 

Maroh 22nd. — Har<l S.E. Avind; about 100 men prevented 
from returning on board, who are to be fed with pork and bread. 
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Tlua often happens and t■auBe^ a lai'gr uoni-umptiou of these 
expenure articles. 

March 23nl. — Fine, simshiae au'X calm. Heavy 8.£. at night. 

March :i4th. — The same ; the Broad Oouiioil convened byfioog- 
aerd which resolves that the fleet shall dilay till the day after 
to-morrow, and should the other m-hscIs lu vsliich there arr things 
for the Capp not arrive before tht- tftli or 10th of Api-il, then to 
despatch the Nachtglu'^ to St. Helena for the articles t-ent to ub 
from India, Four vessels sighted in the evening ; wind too Btroug 
to reach the roads. 

March 25th. — Wind ahating ; XiidUylux Jespatclied to the vessels 
to pilot them in ; found them ti' l".- French and at ouoe ri'tumod; 
vetisels were : The Admiral's ship Ln Diir/"--s.-.e, Capt. Ia Roche 
St. Andrew, carrying 400 men and 40 guns. The iice-Adniiral's 
ship La Miirechal, Capt. CoL-n, cnnying iiOO men and 36 guns. 
The Larman, Capt. Kiohmoud. laityiug 200 men and 30 guns. 
The St. George, Capt. Labriauts, ctirryiufr JOG men and 20 guns. 
Had captured 2 small vessels imdei- the charge <if u ship still at 
sen. Four others were to follow, id! sent hy the Governor of 
Nantes, Lii Miliery, in the KiiigV mime t(i Madagascar to colonize 
it and secure it for France. i\\o ships had already preceded 
them; what their further designs may he thi-'y keep secret. As these 
adventurera are not to he trusted too muL'h, it was resolved tliat tlie 
t^hips in the bay, 8 in number, viz; (J i-etuni and "~' outward bound, 
be placed in a state of defence, in oi'der nut lo be sui'prised. Al»t 
re:*olved that the ships shall leave in company, and that the 
N.tehtglas shall cruise aoout in onler to warn the other return ships 
agiiinst the French. Twenty soldiers were diiifted from the ships 
tc strengthen the garrison, which is \ery weak, as many had been 
wilt on to Batavia. The Fwueh ai-e in suffioiont numbers to 
trouble tia here, and are therefore to Ih' oiiilly treated, otherwise 
they might take by force what thr-y want. 

March 26th. — Calm westerly weather. The Hottentoos warned 
iiut to trust the Frenth, who might take their cattle and themselves, 
&c. In the meanwhile the Frenth admii'al greeted the Commander 
ff the Fleet and the Fort with a cask of Canary wine, some raisins, 
&c., for which he was reoompensed nitli some refreshments, com- 
pliments, &c. He waa very auxious to have some sail oloth, which 
was politely refused. He was allowed to have water. 

March 27th. — Calm weathei' ; tht- Fremh Adminil visited 
Eoogaerd on board and was festively received there, likewise on 
board the Hop' Van Zeeiainl, whlvh he visited in the evening, 

March 28th.— S, 8. E. breeze. The fleet under Boogaerd leaves 
for St. Helena. The Ter Si'/'Ci/iiig and Heehond de^Mirt for 
Batavia, and the Naclit<jliis starts for its cruise. Not trusting the 
French, we keep the men under .irms and have double guards at 
night. The officers are all provided in their homes with loaded 
rastols in order to be well prepared. During the evening the 
French pitched a tent near the fiTt and carried into it 40 sick, who 
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'ate iodividiuila who iia'l garilens. As 
i this proceeding, tlie teuts wero care- 
fully wijtchi'd, ami tlie inmates politely tijM nol tn go out iluring 
the uight. tliat they migiit not suffer injury from the natives. 

Muroh 29th, — Fine, oalm, warm watltor. Th- miriiirtil and 
stafV visit the Commander on shor--, and were tVatively and 
[lolitely treated. He insisted ujion buying oxen and sheep from 
ns. anil hinted that if refused, he might be ii'mpelh'd to take mmv 
from the natives, &o. As he had n strong foroe to buok him, and 
wi> would not very well be able to ptt-vent him, without causing 
greater ti-onble to ourselves, it was resoUed tn keep on as friendly 
terms as possible, and allow them for the tour shijis i>ight oxen and 
10 or [2 shef'p at two reals of eight, with pemiission to buy from 
privati- gardeners as much vegetables as they could get, who would 
mak<' a nioe ptjnny by it. This satisfied the admintl ; the day was 
piieaod agreeably, and he left iit night weW isatisHed, intending to 
ieave the day after to-morrow for T'lanhaer, iit St. Lueia, to 
strengthen it and provide it with a governor, who was pres«mt. 
After that he intended to proceed to St -namliO'-lH by tlif Bay of 
Antongil, to secure these two phices i'i>r France, b'indlly they 
would see what they could do against thf- Enpfliah about Malabar 
iind the Indian coast. He iilainly stated that his chief design wa» 
^igtiinst the English, and if lie could alsu catch a Moor he would 
not let him escape. More he would not tell. 

MoTi-'h 'JUtb. — Calm, dark, misty weather. S.S.E. iu the after- 
noon. A whaleboat sent to Robben Island ivith provisions for th'> 
men, and orders that the men of the Bl<ii<pshall I'eniatn armed with 
muskets on the island until the French have left, att it was 
hinted thiit they intended to send a sloop on shon- there i«v 
ponguin.s. At night a ship and the Ifdcl'f'j/ti" were sightoi. 

Mai-L'h yist, — Calm, fine weather. Sliii- ai'rives with a N.W- 
hreeze, well prepared for battle. Sb.e was the Ili-r/or. Lett 
Holland 5th December; lost three men. 'i-i'-! on board. Men 
fairly well. Sent at onoe an ox and a K'f ot vegetables on board. 
Ordercfl U> send for fresh meat and greens every day. 

April 1st. — Misty, N.W. weather. 

April 2nd. — Fine weather. The (our Freneh vessete leave \vith 
n 8.E. breeze, relieving the feai- of the g;ini.son, which during their 
ntay had day and niglit remained under aims. 

A]iril <ird. — Dark, misty weather in the morning; I'lear and 
N.AV. breeze afterwards. 

April 4tli. — Bainy weather, and wind a^ yestenlay, Rolibrjaciit 
and Peguyii arrive from Satdanha Bay with liOUO skins and 
Woiitorsz : and his men. 

April 'jth. — Fine weather; wind west. 

April 6th. — The annual day ot prayer < ibserve*! to-day. 

April 7th. — Fine weather; wind S.S.E. The Hectw leaves. 
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1650. April 8th. — Fine weather ; westerly breeze. The NachtgJas 

■~ to leave for St. Helena to obtain the cargo for the Cape sliippe<l in 

the return fleet. 

April 9th (Sunday). — Full moon; dark, misty weather ; N.W. 
wind. As this is the first Sunday after the departure of the 
return fleet the men have been allowed, aocording to custom, to 
hold their annual " kermis," and were presented with i leaguer 
Spanish wine, tobacco, and various garden fruits, that they miglit 
enjoy themselves thoroughly. The Nachtglas leaves for St. 
Helena and the Rohhejacht for Robben Island for shells, 

April 10th. — Dark, misty weather, N.W. wind; both vessels 
therefore put back. 

April 11th. — The same >vind. In the afternoon the Robhvjachf 
was able to start for the island. When the Nachtglaa came out- 
side it observed four vessels, Avhidi it piloted into the bay, viz., tlie 
Oranjey &e., under the command of the Hon. Sarcerius, from 
Batavia 3rd February, 

April I2th. — Strong N.W. wind, greventinc; us from sending 
supplies on boaixi. The Robhejavht returns with a small quantity 
^f shells. 

April I'ith. — Strong N.W. wind and rain. Saroerius lands, and 
with his council resolves, that although the four ships in the Bay 
bad brought what was required at the Cape, nevertheless to 
despatch the Nachtglm to St, Helena to inform the Hon. Boogaert of 
the safe arrival of these vessels, that he may wait for them awhile, 
60 that they may proceed home together, as the following letter 
will show : — " On the 5th of February last we passed the Straits of 
Sunda, and anived here on the 12th inst. with disabled ships and 
many sick. Being told of your depar:ure by Biebeeck, and the 
OKphaut very much disabled, we decided to despatch the NachfglaH 
to St. Helena to inform you that if you could delay a little longer 
ihan your orders state, as the OUphant will require about ten days 
for repairs, we hope to make our appearance in sufficient time to 
enable us to proceed home in company. As the Indian Secretary 
has forgotten to give us an inventory of the cargo of these four 
ships, we can only tell you its value, viz., fl ,363,383. 18.,4, &c.

-Gth January : lost 1 man, 169 on board, 4 sick ; one ox and vege*^ 
tables sent on boaixl ; to be supplied daily. 

April 16th (Easter). — Same weather. 

April 17th.— Fine weather ; east wind ; Nachtglus leaves for St. 
Helena. The cable of the OUphant breaks and the vessel drifts 
on shore, fortunately escaping the roeks and grounding on sand 
below the Lion's Rump, 



April 18th. — Vessel foi-tuiialely got off, do leakage oaused by 
the ao>;ideat. •Sai'oeriuB, KUbecck and M&mis proceed on board, 
and having anaoged fiverytbiug r'-tum on shore. God be praised 
for the safety of the Bhip. 

April 10th. — Fine, lalm weatlier. 

April 20th and 2l8t. — The same. The Ti'rfoleu receives oi-dei-s 
to depart aud take h'tters to India fn.im Hon. Sarcerius and 
Biebeeok. 

April 22nd. — Dirty weather, N.W. -wind. 

April 33rd (Sunday.) — li'arae weather, preventing tlie departure 
of the ships. 

April 24th. — Ni'xv Moun. Fine weather, but calm. 

April 25th. — Calm weather Tlie Tertolen manages togetoutside. 

April 36th. — N.W. wiud continues heavily. 

April 27th. — Calm weather; wind South East ; the return ships 
leave. 

April 28tJi and 2!tth, — Fini' sunsliiue ; wind variable ; a lot of 
carrots put into the ground, and a morgan of ground sown with 
wbpat. The raioy weasun having commenced the time has arrived 
to prepare the empty plots and new acres, and fill them with Euro- 
pean seeds ; work zealously uommenoed. The beams for the jetty 
are also being brought in, iibo palisades for enclosing the gardens, 
as the fruit is stolen by Ihe rommoii people, especially those of the 
shine. Thorns arc almi oolleotfd to be planted outside of the 
palisades. 

April OOth (Suntlay).— Fine weather. 

May Ist, — Bark, rainy weather, slight N.W. breeze ; resolved to 
reward the seal banters with a month's wages in money, and to 
search for more land to extend cultivation ; (dso from to-day to pay 
the married oftii^ers and assistants board wages, and look for a 
suitable site for an inn ; likewise to increase the pay of some, 
aooording to orders from home. 

Uay 2nd. — Same weather ; in the afternoon a dry S. Easter. 
The Caapmen arrive witli their cattle near the fortress, requesting 
to be flowed to sijuat behind Lion's Rump ; they were told 
that as they rlid not care about selling us any cattle, rather to keep 
away some distance as the pasture grounds were insufficient. They 
however ])er»stcd in remaining, wluch we did not like, unless they 
sold ua cattle like tlie SaldunTtars, for they sJiid that if any other 
natives arrived they would not dare to move far from the fortress 
for fear of being robbod. They were told that we were willing to 
protect them, but then they ought to trade with us. We preferred 
having others around us, but they tould not he persuaded to trade. 
Obtained two sheep from another tribe. 

May 3rd. — Dry weathi?r ; heavy S.E. 

May 4th. — Fine S.E. weathur ; some rye, wheat, and barley sown. 

May 5th. — Fine westerly weather. 
^_,Hay 6th. — Hazy weather ; west wind. The Commander pro- 
H Yol. TI. c 
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iCt'wi. oeeded a distance of 2^ leagues from the fort, behind Table Monn- 
~~ tain to the flats between tne continent and the promontory, and 
the neck between Table and False Bays, to find out according to 
Eesolution of the 1st inst. what serviceable lands there might be, 
and where forts could be conveniently placed. Found five lands 
which could be easily prepared, and where with little expense a 
fort might be made which would command an extensive view for 
their protection and that of the cattle. It might be garrisoned 
by the soldiers emploved to herd the cattle/ who have now a long 
distance to go with the animals. Sometimes the latter might be 
stationed at the redoubt and sometimes here, but this plan would 
include the building of 3 or 4 watch-liouses about 18 or 20 feet 
square and 8 feet high and provided with loop holes ; in this way 
the promontory would be thoroughly cut off from, and sk) weU 
secured against the Hottentoos that they would not be able to come 
into the foits or have the grass eaten off by the^r cattle, as we 
found to our cost when we had their large number of cattle so near 
us. The forts could be made of material at hand by the men and 
without expense. 

May 7th (Sunday). — Fine weather, N.W. wind; sowed some 
wheat on the outside beds of the garden. 

May 8th. — Dirty, rainy weather, strong N.W. wind ; l»l>our 
interfered with. 

May 9th. — The same ; but little lain ; sowed some turnips, and 
prepared the ground for fresh seeds to be ready for the ships. 

May 10th. — Wet, stormy N.W. weather. 

May 11th. — Fine and calm ; obtained 2 oxen and 4 sheep from 
an unknown tribe. 

May 12th. — Bainy weather ; stiff N.W. winds ; agtiin bought 
3 sheep. 

May 13th. — The same ; the Caapmeu and Herry, with their 
cattle, passed the fort intending to squat within cannon range, 
but they were kindly told to go further behind the hill, as we were in 
want of the grass about here. Herry maintained that the land of 
the Cape belonged to him and the Capemen, but was told that we 
also required pastures for our cattle, but if, like the other natives, 
they also would sell us cattle, we would readily allow them here, 
but if not, then we cared very little about tliem and preferred other 
people in our neic^hbourhood, as our chief object was to obtain 
cattle ; we added tnat we considered them the chief impediments in 

gaining that object. Herry replied that he always did his best to 
ring me other tribes to us, &c., so that he deserved to be allowed 
to squat imder the guns of the fort, with all his friends, viz. the 
Caapmen and the black Captain. He was told that permission would 
be granted if we saw the result of his efforts, and that his claim to 
the ownership of the Cape lands could not be entertained by the 
Company, which had taken possession of them for its own purposes, 
&c. He is a sly rogue and must be carefully looked after. It 
won't do to say : They are merely wild savages, what can they do ? 
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for the more tlieyare known, the mure imjiertineut they are foimii ""iftw."' 
to be, aud certainly not ao savage and atnpid as 'leastn. They will 
seize their chanou whenerer it o&^ere, whil>t their daily interouurse 
with the Dutch makes them sharper every day. Tliey already say 
that it is a tedious and troublesome proce^ to manage the large 
BUD, nhilat the fusees of the mu^et^ uaauot burn in wet weather. 
They, liowever, don't like the firelocks, pistol*, and p"ps, which are 
in their opinion discharged without fire and frighten them. 

May 14th (Sunday). — BoistemuB weat}ier ; same wind ; loth and 
itJth ditto. 

May 17th. — Fairly fine ; wind the saniL'. At tin* Roudehosohjen, 
about '2 miles fruiu this, about } morgeu of land was sown with 
wheat, rice, and oats by way of trial. U- see whether tliere is 
more shelter there from llie S. Easter, and it will be worth while 
next year to work on a laiger scale. That the Hotleiitons may not 
ilestroy it, a small wittoh was stationeil there in a house of sods, 2 
men viz., who have daily to go to the forest. Should the wind not 
blow so heavily there, we shall deem it a great success, as 
magnificent lands lie about there. The Rohbijiirlil takes provisions 
to llobben Island. Jan Woutersz : is to coiuit thw wheep and to see 
whether tlie orange trees of St. Helena planted there are growing. 

May 18th, — Fine, cloudy weather. More land to be prepared 
at the Kondebosehjeu. and during the wIkjIc season watchers are to 
be stationed there ; all the seed won lust year to Iw sown ; also the 
old oats received from home. Horse.s, plnuglis, ifec. sent thither. 
Obtained from titrauge natives of the interior 6 oows and 13 sheep. 
Resolved also to lease the cattle from tn-day until next January 
and after that every uew year ; Aniietje the " Imerin " agrees to 
take the lease for 100 guldens, whatever the number of oows may 
be ; Aunetje having also 8 ohildreu. aud finding it difficult to 
support them ou her husbaud's board wiiges, is lu'ovisiunally allowed 
to kei'p an inn for strangers, no other having iia yet ventured to ask 
his discharge for that piurpose. The Roh)'fjm-ht brings a sheep and 
reports the number ou the Island to be ;WU — all well — many though 
had died. The orange trees also lnul perished ; here they grow 
famously. 

May 19th. — Fine N.W. weather. Wheat sent to Rondebosjen 
to b<- sown there. Obtained 3 oow.s ami I't iiiheep from the rew 
uativee for copper, tobacco aud pipM, and sometimes a drop of 
arrack added. At night, heavy N, W. and rain. 

May 20th. — Wet and dirty, as abo\e. 

May 21st. — The same (Sunday). Wiud not so strong. Marriage 
of Jan Woutersz : with Oatheriuii Aiithouis, ol Bengal. The 
gardeuer brought home a Spanish radish, weighing tij Iba. ; this 
root grows here famously, aud is a splendid refreshment for the 
ships. 

May 22nd. — Fine sunahine. N.W. The Cuapraen pass the 
fort fiflm behind the bill, with all their cattle, towards the fliita 

luth of Table Mountaiu, where some new tribes had encamped.

(Uid sold us aorac outtle. Now that these Caapmen have f 
they have movod off. We would have preferred them to remain, 
and wish'"1 the Oiiapm'H to go aa far as possible, as nothmg can 
be <loii<' with them, though thej are riot in cattle, and only aet as 
brokers bi'tween onrselvee and the other natives, from whom they 
manago to obtain a good share of copper and tobaooo, to the gi-eat 
injury of the tmffio. In this Kerry takes the lead, gradually 
enrii:hing hirat^elf and nsing to the rank of chief captain, as appf*r8 
from his cattle feeding behind the Lion Mountain. 

May '-i'-itA. — Moileratf N.W. weather. 

May 24(h. * -New moon. Fine weather ; west breeze. The rest 
of the wheat, with some oats and barley, oown at the KoudeboBJen. 

May '-'■'ilh.— Asoeusion day ; boisterous and stormy N.W. 
weather. 

May "^Hth.^Better weathpr. Death of the a^lnr, Jaoob 
JaodbsK Sobiip. left behind siok by the Olip/itini in April hist. It 
seems in this season of the year, whilst the monsoon is turning, to 
tie somewhat unhealthy, aa many become ill daily. It does not 
laat longer than three weeks : no one esfiapes without a touch, bat 
i-arely anylxidy dies. Wind strong at night, with heavy rains. 

May 27th. — Bain ceased about one o'clock p.m. In the upper 
garden two beds were sown with pursnips, and the little garden 
next to the fort was filled with turnips. Lime kiln set on fire. 

May ^Stli (Sunday). — Fine sunshine; westerly weather. 

May 29th, — Ditto. The sick haviag ao mattresses, lOO were 
ordered to be matle of sail-cloth for their comfort. The Rohbpjacht 
and Ptyiiiu to proceed to Dassen Island and -Saldanha Bay to bum 
some train oil : in oonst-quence of leakage and consumption we ara 
Ijadly provided. They are also to searcn for French letters from 
Miidagaecar for news of the Tu!p, still remaining absent ; are 
to catch some fish, and bring some reeds, <Sc. See Resolution. 

May 30th.— Strong N.W. wind. 

May -tlst— Ditto ; not so hard, though. 

June fst. — Cloudy N.W, weather, and some rain. 

June 2nd. — As above. 

June -Ird. — 8.8,E. breeze. Rohhejacht and Pfguyn leave. 
l>eeck goes to Rondeboajen where he finds the wheat, &o., growing 
splendidly, about 1| niorgen. A small Eu^liah vessel, tbe flood 
WUI, arrive* from Masulipatnam on the 26tn Jan., with saltpetre 
and Indian cloth on board, as they say. Captain's name if Stephen 
Mitchell, and the merchant's, Christopher Aeoinden ; had a long 
aud difficult passage, and experienoed heavy storms between Nat^ 
and this ; liad taken 40 days to do that short distance, and suffered 
frightfully. Twenty-five days ago they had sighted a large and 
a small ship in a frightful storm, to the east of Agulhas, doing 
their beat to come here. Had loat sight of the large one, whilst 
the small one put back before the wind. Perhaps it may be the 
Tulp ; its long absence makes us uneasy. \^ ater was liberally sup- 
plieil to 'I-.e Euglisbmaa, who was also allowed to buy vegetables 
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from the gardeners. We told him thiit ive were baillj Bup[ilied 
with ciittle, which were all required for the CompiiTiy's eliips. We 
gave him 2 oxen and 3 or 4 sheep, as they saw that we were well 
8iq>plied. From Ceylon we liad no later tidings than those per 
Hon. S&roerius. 

Jime 5th. — Fine, oalm weatlier. One of the horses brought 
home, attacked and seriously wounded by a wild animid aWve th? 
BoDdeboejen; will perhaiis be iif^ver again fit for wrk, or jierhaps 
die- 
June 6th. — Fine W. weather. Yestei-day the Hottentoos stole 
the chain and other iron of the plough lying at the blacksmith's 
shop ; upon this we seized three of their oittle. Heiry :it once 
oame to oomplaiu, hut he was told that it wa." done l>y order, tliat 
he could better than we discover the thief among his people, that 
the cattle would not be- restored before the iron was brought back, 
and the thief puinted out, who would then be tied to n post and 
thrashed by hie own people. He did not like this, and i-equfsted 
that the thrashing might this once be forgiven. He wonhl see 
that the iron is at once restored, and tliis lie did within half an 
hour. The cattle wei-e then given back, but he was told that if a 
theft were again committed, their cattle woiibi again be taken and 
ktfj)t until the stolen articles had been returned, whilst tln' thit>f wa.s 
(o Ih- surrendered for punishment by hia own peopl". llerry was 
also informed of the injury caused to our oattle l:>y bis own, which 
he brought in tlie neighbourhood to eat up the grass and without 
selling us any. We told him we did not like it. It was tin.illy 
a^eed that he might remain near the fortress provided that for 
every large slup aniving he sold us 10 head of cattle, and for every 
yacht or small ship 5 bi-adjbut for a larger (junntity of i«|iii6r and 
tobaci'o than what was given to the other Hottentoos that he might 
make some profit, and when he had parted ivith most of his own, 
then to proceed inland to buy otliers, leaving his family :ind cows 
in our cai-e. To-day he brought 5 fows, as we hod mafb' hiiu under- 
stand that he was to provide the Englishman also. We hope this 
agreement may last, that we may be henceforth more crtuin as 
regarding the supjily of meat for the ships ajid the fort. He 
wished us to maintain liim as supreme chief of tlu' Hutteutuos, and 
that only he and the Dutch Commander should he acknowledged 
as masters of the land, but he was told that we lirst wishml to see 
him fulfil the conditions, when he woidd be satisKed, He seemed 
to \x- satisfied ; time will show. 

June 7th, — Full moon; fine weather; W. wind. 
June 8tb, 9th, 10th.— Same weather; N. W. at night, with 
hea^y rains. 

June 11th (Sunday). — Dirty boisterous weather. One of the 
cattle of the Hotteutoos killed by a lion near the fort ; the beast 
had continued roaring round the Company's kraal the whole uiglit, 
but coidd not get in ; we feared, however, that hf might attack the 
> gate, which, being built of stone, ami not yet 



Smsheil, whb open, but lie was soared by the fusees and the 

June r2th. — ^Samt- boisteraus weather. 

June 13tli. — Still, misty weather. The EagUsh busj- wasbiug 
the linen which had bei'ome wet. At night they found that 7 
pieoeB were stolen. On inquiry it was iliaLOvered that some of out 
peo})lp had bribed some Hottentoos witli a little tobaooo to steal 
the stuff. We thei'e(oi« rcoovered 5 pieces at onoe, and ordered 
thiit some of the Ilottentoos" cattle should be seized to-mnrrfiw, in 
oixier that the two pieces still wanting might he traoed. Stuffs 
recovered by Herry ; English very grateful. 

June 14th. — Fine, i-alm. siinBhine; English fake their leave : pay 
for -3 oxen 3ii, anil 4 sheegi 8 reals of 8 and are well satisned. 
though I bey bad asked for ok ire. 

June I5tb. — Calm, ns yesti'j-day ; dt-atli of a slave presented to 
the t'ommander hv ihp Freuoh Admiral in March last. Th« 
Englishman leaves with a 8.E. breese for London, taking letters 
for the Masters. It was further agreed with Heiry that he shall 
also deliver rv.'iy 4 days an ox for slaughter and one sheep, 
nominally for the ( 'omniander. As long as he kept faith he would 
be allol^■ed to remain near the fort, and it was stipulated that theft 
should br previ-iited on i)i)tli sides, and the thieves thrashed by their 
own people at a post. If this arrangement is txintinued he may iu 
course of time be acknowledged as chief of the Hottentoos. aud 
perhaps even more satisfactory conditions might be drawn up. if in 
course of time we learn to understand each other better ; the 
HottentotiB are nli-eady leaniiug to speak Dutch, especially the 
ohildren, but they dr. not like to live in our houses; they are 
grievously torm-nted if they are not allowed to wallow as swine in 
all kinds of filth. They ^ve satisfaction in fetohing fuel for a 
little tobacco irnd foiwl, sirmetimeB also some arrack, &c.. a great 
convenience to us. 

June 16th. — l,'nlni, sunshine. The groom having let out the 
horses i-ather early this inoriiing, the best of them, a stallion, was 
entirely devoured by wild beasts, greatly inconveniencing us, oa 
one horse can do more than 10 men in ploughing, and carrying on 
clay, &(i. In the wet seosou the wild beasts seem to be abundant 
here; we shall therefore have to make better stables for our 
horsea, sheep, Ac. l>urinj.' the forenoon the Commander saw 
many marks nf wild beastfi in the garden, and a little later al>imt 
50 yanls off a lion jumped up and prooceded slowly towards Table 
Mountiiin. The serg<-ant, hunters, and others were sent to kill 
him, am! at once the}' were followed by about 200 Hottentoos with 
all their sheep nod rnlile driven before them. At the foot of 
Table Mountain ilie In^aat was so thoroughly enolosed in a deep 
kloof ihat he could only escai>e through the toop of sheep, which 
the Hottentoos intended to be a defence. Tlie lion waa lying 
under u buah, and they remained between their sheep and cattle. 
When the lion ali'>wnd ilsi4f. and roaring, ivished to break through 
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,1, Aey TtLthed forward will 
sheep, moklnR a, great noise ; tlie lion then retired, looking rmmd 
very thoughtful ly, but as the Hotteutoos could not very well reach 
him, the sergeant (the liuiiters and others being about H' yanU 
away from tht? beaet) fired but missed; the hunters, however, seni 3 
bullets througii Its head, so that it fell down dead at once. Tlien 
the Hottentooa bci^amp valiant, and tried to give the animal ii 
hundred stabs after death, but they were prevented from dning so 
in order not to spoil the skin, that, properly preMied, might be 
hung up in the large hall used for a ohuroli. The eariase wns 
therefore brought home in a cai-t, and weighed 426 Dutch pounds, 
length 9 feet in all, ami 'i\ feet high. Seemed to be as strong 
and high as nn ordinary English or Java pony. In its stomach 
WES found a good deal of the flesh of our poor horse, also some 
porcupine quills and 1^^, &c. 

June 17th.— Fine weather ami wind as above. Kesolved to 
offer the following rewards ; For oatcliing and killing a lion, ti ; a 
tiger or wolf, 4 ; and a leopard 3 i-eals. The huuters received 2 
oases Spanish wine, -i lb. tobacco and 2 reals. Heavy 8.E. at 
night. The lioness came at night to visit the lion's carcase lying 
outside tlie gate and ate of the same. Unsuccessful attempt* made 
to "bag" her also. The whole week employed in sowing and 
planting, and masoning at the gate. 

June 18th.— Dry ^veath..>r. Strong S.E. 

Jiuie 19th, 2flth, "Jlsl.— Fine, wai-m sunshine. 

June 22nd,— New moon. Same weather. The Caapmen stole 
during the night 12 hi<leg, Si^rgeaut sent to Herry to inform him. 
Skins at once prodmed, but alieaily nut up. Herry ordered to 
appear with the thieves Wi'ore llie Commander, that they might be 
punished according to agreement. Herry came and said that tlie 
thieves had escaped ; he wisheil that the matter might be overlooked 
this time, promising that lie would take care that we would not be 
robbed in future. Not to i'ause unpleasuntness and seem to be too 
severe, the matter wits left in abeyance. 

June 23rd and 24th,— Dry, warm Bunshiue. Very favourable 
for completing the gate. N.W. breeze. To-day Herry is again 
to brin;^ uu ox and a sheep for the fort, but not fulfilling this 
agreement he ^a^ sent for and was told that unless he complied 
with it, he wiia to leavi- the neighbourhood at once with all the 
Caapmen, as we i-e"[uii'ed the pastures for our own cattle, and <lid 
not wish them destroycl. He reiilied that he would send the 
cattle to-morrow and can-y out the agreement, 

June 25th (Sunday.) — Same weather. The Caapmen ulreiidy 
on the move, and Herry |>re]iiiving to go. To the east of Holt 
River a large trib"' with much ciittl" was seen approaching. We 
hope to be able to trade with them, as it is evident that Herry 
taid the Caapmen will do us no goo-l, for having sold us 10 or 12 
of their leanest kiue they refase to part with any more. Two 
1 Bt>nt out to Salt Uiver f-ir grass to fill the mattresses. They 



shot there a large Bteenbok, as lieiiry ae n Javanese or 
pony, which was purBue'l by four \\olves, two ni whom were hanif- 
mg to its buttocks, whilst the twn others endeavoure^i to check its 
progress. Seeing our men the wolves immediately left the buok« 
which wae shot. 

June 26tU. — Fine, warm iveather. Hen'y sent woid by a Hot- 
teutoo who could speak a little Diiteh that he bud left, and we 
wen? tn send him some more i^opper, to emible him to get us some 
more oattle ; but ha%'iug onte ileceived ns, we are of opinion that 
he iviahed to help hims^f, and perhajia soothe our impatience witK 
11 few lean animaU. Sickne^^s \'ery severe, Day of prayer and 
fiiBting appointed for Thursday next ; thi- men exhorted to do 
their Christian duty on that day and to refrain fmm all sin. 

As some take their meals like pigs without asking a blessing 
or retumiug thanks, the Gunner is ordered to pay j>artioular 
attention to this matter, and when dinner is served to go round 
and fine all who neglect to perform their sacred duty — i real for 
the tirst offence, J ditto for the second, hu<1 four times as much 
for the third, besides arbitrarj- punishment acconling to Resolution. 

June 27th. — Fine, cloudy W. weathoi. Men sent out to see 
where Herrj' and liis friends were ; one piii-ty went behind the 
Lion Mountain and the other eastward ti^s'aids the forest. In 
the aftemtjon the latt«r reported that a troop of oattle fuund by 
them on the other side of the river beioiiged to Kerry and his 
friends. The camp consisted of ^5 huts and many oxen. They 
stated that Herry and the Caapmen wei'e expected to meet them, 
and when together they would proi-eal inland. Keny was afraid 
f<i drive his oattle past the fort lest thp (!'ommander might seize 
it, because he had failed to eaiTy out his agreement. The other 
party returning fi'om behind Table Mountain reported that they 
had found there a onmp of I'f houses and about 200 head of oattle 
belonging to the Caapmen, who had stated tliat HeiTy had pro- 
(«eded along the .seashore to Hout Bay, and wished to go further 
inland ; that he intended ti> return wiHi much oattle to sell to us. 
Time will show. 

June 28th, — Fine sunshine. The 2 Hotti-ntOfi camps mentioned 
were atill stationary ; would not sell any t?ftttle, however civilly asked. 

June 29th. — Ihe appointed day of pmyfr observed Fine 
sunshine. 

June 30th. — Rainy. N.W. wind ; at night drier and calmer. 

July Iflt. — Heavy rain and N.W. wind, preventing mason and 
garden work, already impeded by the sevej'e sickness raging now. 
The hospital is full ; one out of every ten is ill ; all are falling in ; 
even the officers and the surgeon, A^'bo until yesterday had to be 
le<l by the hands out of his bed to see his patients, especially those 
suffering from old complaints ; he ha-^ only an appi-entice of IG 
years fild to help him, who also fell ill yesterday. The junior' 
surgeon has gone to Saldanha Bay, so that Ihe Commander was 
oorapellod to revert to his old profession. 



July 2nd (Sunday). — Pine sunshmi>. Weather fiokle. Bick iflSff. 
as Lad as before. "^ 

July 3rd, 4th and oth. — Same wtiitlier. The RohlH-jurhl arrives 
\sitli reedfi, skins aod oil from Saldutiha Bay. ^\'ollt^■rz : had re- 
mained behind to boil some mori" oil at 1 'assen lelaiid. Th''re wer& 
iiitiiiy natives near Saldanha Bay, "hfj hail much caltle and were 
inclined to trade. Had found no letters. His note is as follows: — 
■' Wo send you, per Rohbejncht , reeds, skitis and oil. The seaBon is 
unfavourable at pvMent for fishing, and the sein is tO" bad ; found 
no letters on the Island ; natives witli eattlo liave befii hei-e. WiU 
delay with the Pegnyn at Dassen Island about 10 days fir more 
oil ; «'tll then visit Kobben Island, to take in some sheep for the 
Fort." 4th July. (Signed) J. Wouterz : . The ltol>hinchf ordered 
at once to return to Saldanha Bay, with soiur oopper, to see 
whether any cattle can be had there. I-itter tn Wouterz: aa 
follows: — "As we have henrd that the natives abmit Saldanha 
Bay are inclined to sell us some caltle. «'e s^.'nd tlii ■ Rohliriarht with 
Ho lbs. wire and 25 lbs. plate Loppcr. also 12^ lbs. tobacco and 
i gross of pipes; with thf wire sheep are to be bought, and with 
the jilates fine young oxen, or calves, as full-grow u animals would 
ho too Urge to convey in the yacht. The animals ooidd all be 
placed on ISobaapen Island as long as the trade lasts, ami the yacht 
• nn take than thence gradually to this or Robbt-n Island. In case 
no trade is possible, should the natives have left, the yacht is to Ix" 
laden with reeds without interfering with the comfort oi' the sheep. 
You may also semi the Peijiiijn hither with as mau> men and tools- 
ui may be necessary, and yourself proceed to the Hay with the 
yacht for trading puiT)08eB. Should j'ou require tho f'l'ij'iyii you 
niay also take her. The Fiscal lias been inetrtirli-d to investigate 
your charges against tht- mate; it would be an ugly business it he 
nmb'-zzled the men's rations and wasted them in dissipation. Yon 
are to attend to this carefidly, for if the oversi.'ens get drunk the 
prfwious time is wasted, and the poor fellows, who have to do the 
work, an.' robbed of their o«ti, and tliis cannot be tolerated. Vou 
receive If more axes for cutting reeds. Only one plate is to be 
given for ycung cattle, and of tbis good tobar-co only tw'i 'spans ' 
for eaeh sheeji, in addition to this 2. ■! or 4 pieces of copper wire ; 
but of the other wire you are to give as much as the length of a 
sheep. Try and get young and healthy animals ; othei-s jou will 
not be able to bring here alive." (Signed! J. v, Hiebeeok, 5th 
July, 1656. 

The Narht'jim arrives from St. Helena. Tlie Heel of Boogaert 
had left 5 days before its arrival; Ncchtghm becalmed 7 days 
Hear the Cape. The horses at St. Heletm being very wild 
could not be caught; the vessel, however, bi'ought a lai-ge 
number of orange and apple trees, about 300 ; so that wo hope in 
course of time to Iiave a good supply. Had left on 1st of June 
4nd esperienoed long calms, consequently took a month and 5 days 
' jlget back. It brought also a letter fr-jm Snreerius as follows : 
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*«66. " We arrival liere ou the I7th May. The NaMglas arrived ou 
•" the 7th June. From a letter left by Boogaert we were informed 
that he had left ou the 1st May and that two English ships had 
also called here. In the OHphnnt we found 18 packages of silk 
damaged, which we brought on shore and washed in fresh water. 
Ob the 20th the English ship Lion arrived, four months from 
Bengal, and laden with saltpeter, silk and linen. Among the 
sailors five were very malioious, who had been punished 
aooordingly. We send you one Pieter Jansz : of Leeuwaarden, 
condemned to serve two years at the Cape in irons. It has been 
impossible to catch the horses in spite of the best efforts^ My 
opinion is that it is useless to make any more attempts. The 
skipper Jan. Sleutel will bring you more orange and other trees 
ihMi you thought of getting. Tour letters to Boogaert we have 
opened and will carry out your request as reganls the foresails and 
padi." On boanl the Orange^ 27th May, 1656.

July 6tli ^full moon). —Heavy N.W. storm : heavy rain and oold 
liail. Uesolved to despatch the Nachtylaa to Batavia, via Madgascar 
And Mauritius, to look after the Tulp^ as the Resolution will show. 

July 7th and 8th. — Same weather. Table Bay looked like an 
angry sea ; the lands and gardens all inimdated and much of tliem 
washed away : the embankments of the old works of the fort 
rained down in three places ; will take us about two montlis to put 
matters right ; will do as we did with the back curtain, and cover 
the whole with soils. 

July Dth (Sunday). — Dirty, wet, but calm weather. 

July 10th. — Fine, sunshine ; did our best to carry the river a 
distance away from tlie gaixleiis by means of a canal, to j^i'^^ent 
the overflow <>f water: tJie rivers even could not contain tlie 
quantity. 

July 11th and 12th. — Wet and boisterous weather. A strong 
rush of water in the rivers towards the sea, so that where tlie 
galiot lay the water was quite fresh. In the afternoon the storm 
abated and the Commander went behind Table Mountain, and 
found that the lands there had not suffered, but were dry, and the 
crops in splendid condition. At night the Robbejacht left, the 
wind being S.E. 

July 13th. — S.E. wind : warm and calm in ^he afternoon. 

July 14th. — Fine, sunshine. W. breeze. 

July 15th. — At night a larffe troop of Hottentoos and friends of 
the Caapnien arrive with muc*Ii cattle, which they had driven from 
behind the Lion Mountain along the beach and past the fort, 
having been camped between the Kloof and Table Mountain. 
They were chased by the Soanqua, enemies to them and all the 
Saldanhars, and really robbers; the former requested to squat 
under the guns of the fort, and were told that they could do so if 
they complied to the conditions agreed to by Herry, viz: to sell 



weekly to Q» 3 oxen and 'i ain'^p for L'0]>peT and tobacco, &o., to 
feed the fort and the ships. Tliey replied that being obliged to 
live upon their cattle tliey could not sya.ro so nmcli, and we tbeu 
told tnem to march, as tliey only stny here to eat the gras», no that 
our cattle suffer grievously. 

July 15th. — Boisterous wet weather. Sent men to find out 
what had become of the HottentO' ps. Tiiey reported that the camp 
waa about ^ leagues distant, ami tliat Herry was near them, whom 
they had spoken to. He wns on liis march, hut deoliued to come 
to the fort. In the meantime the t!.'aarmen had sent messengers 
to propose to the Gomiuamler tn -^eize Herrj' and his cattle, as he 
had so often deceived the Compauy iin<l by diflhouest means en- 
riched himself, only requesting in return that when attacked by 
enemies they might be allowed to take shelter with us, living 
amicablj" with ns and for food und tu-bacoo collect fuel for the 
cooks and do otJier work. They could not, however, undertake to 
supply as much cattle us Herry had bargained for, as they required 
it for their support ; they would, however, undertake to get what we 
required from the Saldanhars aud act iis faithful mediators. They 
were told to call their chief and »' or 3 headmen, in order to con- 
sult with them aud make a jiroper agreement, which would bind 
both parties; they were niso told to d'?tain Herry in a friendly 
way, in order more easily to get hold of him. In the afternoon 
two sons of the I'hief came, but they were told to bring their 
father, to which they afl;ree<!. Treated well, they left at night. 
The whole night through heavy rains. 

July 16th (Simday). — Wet. rainy weather from the west. Three 
sons of the chief arrived stating that their fatlier, becauee of 
the wet and his oorpulenfe, iould not very well come, but agreed to 
the proposal. They sold us i'> fiue sheep, and stated that they 
abided by yesteiflay's jnnposals. If we kUled Herry we would do 
them a great kindness, and they would get as much cattle from the 
SaJdanbars as we wante'l. who also woidd be served ; and to clinch 
matters they were prepared to pin&'i'd inland and invite the 8al- 
danhars to oorae hither, &■: Tliey would leave enough men behind 
to fetch fuel and do othiT S'-rvii'e. They were told that they might 
always dwell here in friendship «ith us, but that we would kt'ep in 
consideration the catching of Hi;rry. pretending that such a oouree 
might displease tbem a« well as tin- Saldanhars. They, however, 
declared unanimously that tiny would be delighted if we caught 
Herry by the neck, as he had riihly deserved it by stealing our 
cattle and afterwards our cupjier. ]ii-eti?nding that the Saldanhars 
had stolen it, wliirh was a lie, ns tlie SaldanJiars had traded with 
him for those stolen articles, by whitOi means he was continually 
growing richer as long aw we eount^nanoed him. Tlie Caapineii 
ftnd Saldanhars also fean^l that one day he might persuade us to 
take all their cattle. Already he wa~ conspiring with the Soanqua, 
in order to obtain a lai-gr olaii. ami many were already gathered 

mod him. Not one oT tlif-m i- "1' his own people; he had 
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650. neither child nor wife, except those whose parents and husbands^ 
"~ were deail. This course he pursues daily, in ordw to become bjr 
increase a mighty chief. We were also reminded that when 
we came here he had not even a skin to cover his body with, much 
less a hut to live in. At night he had to sleep under the bush. 
Now, however, he plays the master over the Caapmen and all 
others. There was much truth in all tliis, and it gave us cause 
to reflect. It was resolved to keep tliis consultation secret from 
him, and that the Caapmen should try and persuade him to come 
and live with them near the fort, when he coidd be more easily 
seized if necessary. 

Also resolved that on both sides care shall lie taken that no 
inconvenience be caused to either party ; offenders on both sides to 
be pnmshed ; agreement closed, and the Caapmen at once arranged 
for the ordinary fuel carriage and other services ; payment to be a 
stomaoh-fuU of food, tobaooo, and sometimes a little arraok, of 
which they are amazingly fond. They seemed to be satisfied, and 
promised to persuade the Saldanhars to come and trade with us for 
cattle. 

July 16th. — Fine, very calm ; the Caapmen brought a few 
sheep, urging us to do away with Herry, &c. 

July 17th. — Fine, sunny, calm. 

July 18th. — Fine, sunslune. East breeze. NachtglaB leaves for 
Batavia. 

July 19th. — Same weather. The road makers sent out yesterday 
to repair the road to the forest, report tliat about i league on thi» 
side of the forest the mountain stream had uprooted and carried 
down a large number of trees. The Commander went to see 
whether they could be used f(»r timber. He found a cutting about 
50 feet in the bare rock from the mountains and the wood washed 
down in large quantities, with rocks which had uprooted trees 
as long as masts. They were, however, only fit for fuel. They 
might easily be brought to the foit if we only had horses— our 
greatest want. Fuel greatly wanted, and we are compelled to 
employ the Hottentoos for the purpose. With wagons and horses 
we would have enough firewood, and be enabled to prepare lands 
for corn in order to supply ourselves. 

Ertman Gienge, of Straalsont, was tliis morning confined for 
stealing a popgim from the armoury. Having been allowed by the 
gunner to ease himself, he ran away. 

July 20th. — Fine weather. Wind as above. One of the men 
returning from the forest foimd on the road side 7 or 8 young 
cabbages and carrots. The garden being inspected, it was found 
that during the night many young cabbages nad been destroyed^ 
and a good lot of carrots taken out. No doubt the rimaway 
had done it with a Hottentoo, judgiuff from the footprints ; many 
young ^ants had also been ruined by eareless treading on the 
beds. Having assisted in the garden, the fugitive knew well 
where the best vegetables were, and being assisted by Hottentoos, 
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come every night to ateiil. Men were then.'fore sent to search for 
him, also some Hotteiito()s, who were promised some tobaoeo and 
arraok if they brought hitii. 

July '21st. — New Moon- — Same weather as above. 
July aSnd. — Same weatlier. Men sent for beams to the forest 
forthejetty, which is already commenced, and will require a large 
quantity of timber. It will have to extend into the sea about 70 
or 80 roods. The runaway brought back ia the afternoon by two 
of the Oaapmen. The first night he had slept in Herry's camp 
and bntugnt thither witii -i'lf Herry's Hottentoos the stolen greens. 
The latter Iiaving been consumed on the following day, llerry had 
turned him off to gel more, but knowing tliat a careful watch 
would be kept he had hidden himself in the huts of th^ hunt^^rs, 
which were erected in the places where the birds abound, until to- 
day, when he had been cAught by the 2 Hottentoos, who received a 
feed of rice and bread, some to^eco, and arraok for their trouble. 
They were also warned to tell their voimfrj-men not to enter tlie 
gardens with any of om- men, as orders had been given to the 
eentiios to shoot all found in the gardens. 

July 23rd (Sunday). — Same weather. One of the forest men 
Irrought home a leopard shot near the com lands at the Rondebosjen; 
be therefore received -t i-eals according to Resolution, and to 
encourage others, 

July 24th. — Same woath'T. Rain in the afternoon. 
July 25th. — Fine, sun.shine; Kiebeeck goes to Uondebosjen, lo 
search for more lands suitable for a tobacuo plantation This herb 
has already been reared here successfully. A plot marked off for 
the purpose, and to be oleiireii by the two men stationed there to 
•watcli the corn lands. 

Ertman Glenge tried to-day tor stealing whilst on sentry, Ac, 

and sentenced to l>e scourged and kept in chains during the time of 

bis service, and without pay to be employed for all dirty work, &.c. 

Jidy 26th, — Fine westerly breeze; sentence as above cairiod 

out. 

July 27th. — Fiue weather ; provisions sent by boat to Eobben 
Island; on their return tht'y reported that some sheep had died but 
the increase Iiad bi;en in proportion Tliey brought 2 fat young 
rams and 1 fat tails of ewes, cut off in Hottentot fashion, as inter- 
ferine with the facilities of propagation. 

Jmy 28th and 29th. — Same weitther; Riihliejficld and Pefjiiyn 
return from Saldanha Bay with only 2 sheep ; they might have 
obtained more, but the Hottentot is had surprised the meu of the 
Bobhejaclif and robbed them of their cop|.ier and tobacco and also 
a gun : they had also broken the boat in order to obtain the iron. 
Traffic consequently oame to an eml. In order not to cause greater 
enmity they had resolved to return. This conduot of the Hottentoos 
shows bow little they are to be trusted, and that we are continually 
mUt be on our guard ; the more so as they are getting every day more 
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enlightened. It is better therefore to meet them here to prevent a^ 
massaorey as going to them can only be accomplished by a few,, 
whilst the mission of many would be too expensive. 

The men of the wagon whilst mowing some grass at the 
Bondebosjen met a lion not ten yards away from the vehide, old, 
lean and famished, and determined to fea^t on one of the horses ; 
he would have suoeeeded in spite of the efforts of the' unarmed men,. 
but they beat him off with a stick aud made a great noise ; he,, 
however, followed the wagon tlirough the bushes and hid himself 
somewhere near the fort ; during the night he managed to enter the 
kraal, the walls of which had been damaged by the rain, and 
woimded two oxen, when he was shot by the sentries, who received 
six reals aooording to Besolution. 

Julv 30th (Sunday). — Fine weather as above; the cattle herds- 
brougnt home a porcupine, in which some suppose that the valuable 
stone, the pedra porca, is to be found ; the same was therefore care- 
fully opened and examined, but nothing was found. 

July Slst. — Same weather as above ; the Hottentoos brought na 
a male and female poronpine ; both were searched but no stone was 
found. It is a wonderful animal, and so clever with its quills that 
it is almost impossible to catch it ; when chased it shoots its quilla 
hindwards, forcing them into the enemy about a span deep or more ; 
this was evident in the hist lion killed, which nad a lot of quills 
through the skin and deep in the flesh, and also in the hedgehog 
caught yesterday, which in the pi'esence of the men shot its quills 
bacKwaids and wounded the dog that chased it, in its mouth, and 
when it had been caught, the dog would have been compelled to 
let him go again if one of the men had not smashed the brute's 
head witn the butt end of his musket. All were afraid of getting 
too near and being riddled with the quills. 

August 1st. — Fine weather. Some sweet potatoes planted in 
the sandy soil behind the Fort, the garden soil being rather too 
wet. 

August 2nd. — West wind. Wolf shot at Bondebosjen ; 4 reals 
paid for it. S. W. wind and heavy rain during the night. 

Angust 3rd. — Weather continues till the afternoon ; arrival of 
Hentiette Louise with 273 men ; left Zealand the 8th April, only 
one dead (died to-day), many scurvy patients on board. Skipper's 
name Cent Amers, junior merchant's Jan Mastin, and minister's 
Wilhelmus Vinderus. 

August 4th.— N. W. breeze. 

August 5th. — ^Full moon. Sickness among the men continues, 
greatly delaying the works, especially the jetty, as most of the 
carpenters are very ill, and the rest still very weak, or complaining. 
A Urge ship sighted. 

August 6th (Simday). — Fine weather. A boat sent to the ship, 
which was foimd to be the Parel^ from Tezel ind Scotland on the 
11th April last. Lost 3 by death ; scuny commencing. 

August 7th to 12th. — Fine, sunshine. 
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August 13th (Sunday). — The same. The Lord's Sacrament 1656. 
celebrated. 

August 14th. — Cold, N. W. weather. No communication with 
the ships. Heavy rain at night. 

August 15th. — Heavy N. W. wind. Tlie Hcurivfte Zo«/^<3 picks 
up the small boat of the Parel ; its long boat was washed on snorer 
and when the weather moderated somewhat, the big boat was sent 
with about 30 men to inform us, but it tlrifted away beyond Salt 
River towards the breakers, where it with difficulty held its own 
until we sent them our two sloops to help them and bring them to 
the Fort. In the evening one of the boat's crew, Jan de Logie, 
took up a loaded gun, which went off and lodged its contents in the 
back of the head of another man named Jerasmus .... who- 
died a few hours afterwards. On icquirv it was found to be an 
accident. See Resolution. 

August 16th. — Stiff N. W. wnd. Council held to inquire into 
tlie accident ; found that it was so, and resolved that the prisoner be 
absr^lved from the charge of culpable homicide, but in consequenoe 
of his carelessness he shall serve the Company without pay at the 
Cape for one year. Our papers for' India sent on board the 
Loiiii<e, 

Aug^t 1 7th. — Very calm weather. The Louise trying to get 
outside. 

Aug^ust 18th. — Misty weather. Loui<e lying at the entrance of 
the bay. 

August 19th. — Same N. W. weather, finally changing for North. 
Louixe leaves. A dead lion foimd near the beach, which had a 
porcupine quill sticking into his chest about two hands deep, 
when skinned he was found to be so thoroughly riddled with quills 
that it was evident that he had been killed by that little animal. 

August 20th (Simday). — New moon. Fine, calm weather. 

August 21st. — ^The same weather. The Commander, with Skipper 
Jonassen and Junior Mercliant R. de Carpentier, proceeds to the 
com lands and the forest to put things straight there and show the 
strangers the promising crops, that they may tell of it at Batavia,- 
and show them how much 30 or 40 horses are required here. 

The Brabant and white clover sent per Parfl are coming out 
well at the com lands ; fine forage for the horses. Com and wheat 
looking remarkably well. 

August 22nd. — Dark and misty in the morning ; fine diuing the^ 
day, at night strong N.W. 

August 23rd.— Same N.W. 

August 24th and 25th. — Fair weather. The Parel leaves for 
Batavia with our letters. 

August 26th. — N. E. breeze. Robhrjacht sent to the Island for* 
sheen 

Almost 27th (Sunday).— Stiff S.E. 
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U^' August 28ili. — <.loridy, cmlm, N. W. weatker. Roib^ht returns 

" with m fine sheei» ; the rest were in good condition on the Island, 
many ewes haying to lamb diortly. 

August 29th and 30th. — In looking about for trees fit for tran»- 

?lanting around the gardens to senre as ahdter from the wind, the 
'ommaiider found amongst others a sort of pine about 6 feet 
high almost similar to what we received from hinne in the Parel; 
we theref <^»re planted some about the gardens and alao tried some 
cuttings, flue, warm sunahine. 

Aiigu^ 31st. — Dirty, rainy 8.E. weather. The Commander pre- 
vented from i>TOoee«ling in his search for more trees of the pine 
fiort, in order t/> >ie used as hedges round the gardois, as it win be 
always difficult to keep the oommon people and others out of them. 

Scfit'fTnber Ist. — ^In the morning fine, calm weather. The 
Commander goes out as stated above, and has some tobacco sown 
at the com landif, where the wind is not too severe. Proceeding 
furth^ behind Table Mountain, where the forests are, he found 
very many sorts of trees similar to pine, but no real pines, and not 
one higher than 5, 6, or 7 feet They seem to die sveiy year 
'from drought, judging from the appearance of those higher up. 
Some were taken out to be planted in richer soil near the fort, &c., 
io see whether they would grow there. 

Septembo* 2nd. — ^The same trees found in abundance on the 
slo][>es of Table Mountain behind the fort ; they however look 
more like the juniper tree, in consequence of their prickly leaves. 

September 3rrl (Sunday). — Fine weather, wind west. 

September 4th and dth. — The same. 

September 6th. — Dirty, rainy weatiier; N.W. wind; work 
stopped. Very heavy W.S.W. wind during the night ; hail and 
rain. 

September 7th. — Resolved to have some shirts made for the men 
of guinea linen. 

September 8th. — Fine, calm weather. 

September 9th. — Same weather. All the men sent to the forest 
to fetch [lalisades for repairing the walls of the fort. SEarder wood 
used now, as the old stuff only lasted three years. We trust that 
the new material, being very hard and ffreen, will last longer, 
otherwise new wood will be wanted every three or four years, and 
prevent no end of other necessary work. 

Septembei- 10th (Sunday). — Fine, windyS.S.E. weather. 

September 11th. — Fine, air varying. The flute De WaeckemU 
Boeij arrived with 40 men. Had parted from the Partly &c., in 
the North Sea. Had been delayed by calms. No deaths. Scurvy 
commencing ; refreshments sent. 

September 12th. — Heavy S.E. in the afternoon. 

September 13th. — Ditto. A small ship seen off Bobben Island. 

September 14th. — Fine, calm sunshine; N. breese. Small 
vessel arrives, named the Zee Bidder, from Ziealand, 11th May ; 64 
men on board. Skipper's name Jan Leendertsz Boscam, and the 
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l)Ookkeeper's Pieter Texel, of Middelburg. No deaths ; only 1666. 
seyen or eight with scurvy. Sent refresliments at once. Had met — 
the Emh near the coast. 

September loth and IGtli. — In the afternoon strong N.W. wind. 
The Emlo arrives ; skipper, Frans Hendriksz, of Straalen. Had 
left the Vlie the Ist May, via Shetland, with 19 men. No deaths ; 
many scurvy patients however. Much rain during the night. 

September 17th (Sunday). — Rainy and windy, N.W. 

September 18th. — New moon. Boisterous weather and fickle 
winds. 

September 19th. — About the same. 

September 20th. — Fine weather. Our lettei^s sent on boaixl 
the PTakende Boey for India. 

September 2l8t. — Rainy, N.W. weather. Arrival of Prrwc^s^r 
Jtoyael; skipper, Reynout Engelbrechts, and merchant Jacomo 
Manryoque, 31st May from Amsterdam, in company with the 
^diot Ureky of Enekliuysen, and followed on the next day by the 
ireda and Ulysses^ with another galiot from Hoom, as they heard 
at sea. No deaths. Some scurvy patients and 356 men on board. 
Had called at St Vincent, but brought no assed, pretending, wliich* 
is all humbug, that they could get none. 

September 22nd. — Same wind and weather — S.S.E. at iiiglit. 
The Wakende Boey leaves. 

September 23rd. — Fine, warm weather; strong S.S.E. in the 
afternoon. Vessel seen off the land. 

September 24th (Sunday). — Same heavy weather. Death of a 
sailor left behind by the Parel^ viz., Jan Albertsz Croon, of 
Aelsmeer; also another landed from the Princess Royal, Ship 
eeen at Bobben Island went to sea again. 

September 25th. — S.S.E., increasing during the day. 

September 26th. — Fine, sunshine ; same S.E. at night. 

September 27th. — Same weather. Died this morning tlie 
soldier Pieter Matthysen, of Westphalia, left behind by the 
Princess JRoyal, Broad Coimcil convened to try two prisoners 
who had conspired to set the Princess Royal on fire and commit 
murder, aoooitling to their own confession, viz., Jan Leendertsz, of 
the Onde Weerin^h, soldier, and Jan Meyns, of Qroningen, sailor, 
the lattea* having been persuaded by the former, as appears from the 
evidence. 

September 28th. — Fine weather. The prisoners sentenced, viz., 
Leendertsz to be scourged and branded with a club, with a wisp of 
straw plaoed on the forehead, and to be confined in irons for 15 
years, confiscating all his pay. Jan Meyns to be keelhauled and 
thrashed, confisoating six months' wages. 

September 29th. — Kne weather. Another half acre added to 
the oom lands and sown mth buckwheat seed raised here— some 
also sown near the fort. The sentences carried out. English 
veoeel arrives — wind too strong for communication. Our letters 
for Batavia sent on board the Zee RvMer and Emlo,

Coatine laiuL Name of the ressel the Iledgrhog^ proceeding to 
»Siirat, manned with 28 men, who, excepting foor or five, were 
huffering from scurvy. Left England in April. Water aUowed 
them, and alao permiaBion to buy vegetables from private parties 
— did not tell them there were Company's gardens, lest they ahould 
become too importunate ; also ^'anted faeU which we could not 
hupply, &c. Informed us that about 50 shipe of all kinds were 
leaving England for India. Boat of Princevf Rojfai ci^aized in 
coming towards the land for refreshments ; they therefore sent 
another boat. 

October Ist (Sunday). — Rne weather. Our sloop brought 
word that, excepting tluree men, vSX in i\w capsized boat had been 
saved ; the boat had been lost. Tlie Rolbtjacht found it near 
Bobbm Island. The Zee Bidder and Em/o leave for Batavia. 

October 2nd. — ^Dark, dirty weather. N.W. breeze. Robbejacht 
returns the lost boat but little damaged to the Princexs Roy ah 

October 3rd. — Bainy N.W. weamer. With tackle a portion 
of the jetty was placed in position — heavy beams connected with 
holdfa^Sy and dovetailed. Another English vessel arrives ; had left 
Dover in June last for Batavia^ t^u:^ts to get a f-argo there at once, 
iu order to return immediately — 42 men on board; Captain's 
name John Brampton, that of the ship the OUce Branchy nearly 
all welL Asked for cattle and refre^mients — leceiyed the same 
reply. Our letters for India sent on board the Princess Royal. 

(jictober 4tlL — ^Fine W. weather. Busy vdih the jetty, which 
we would have got into proper position if the tackle blocks had 
reached sufficiently far. Postponed until low water. The Eng- 
lish Captain landed a pipe of beer, as a present to the Commander, 
also 6 tongues, for which in return he received vegetables out of 
the garden and other presents. He begged hard for cattle, but 
was reminded of our own wants. 

October 5th. — Dirty weather. Wind as above. The Com- 
mander presented each of the Captains with half a sheep. 

October 6th. — Quiet, cloudy weather. Commenced to fill up the 
inside of the jetty with bush and stones. Dirty, rainy N.W. 
weather in the course of the day. 

October 7th. — Pine weather. Began to reap the barley behind 
the fort, sown on 4th May. This is too early sowing, as the ears 
have been much destroyed by the heavy hail and rains. In the 
afternoon the weather was 8. The P. Rayal leaves ydOi 350 
men on board. English Captains invited to dine with the Com- 
mander to-morrow, and were also each presented with half a 
bullock, which had been killed^ there having been something the 
matter with it, in return for a cask of beer and a box of gin 
brought on shore by each one of them. 

October 8th (Sunday). — Fine weather. N, breeze. English 
well treated at dinner, leaving at night happy and pleasant, the 



C&plain of the 0//^ liranch also bidding farewell. The jetty 
having entailed extraordioary and heavy lalwur on the men, every 
menri was jireseuted witli 3 tankards beer and some tobacco, £o. 

ttctolier 9th. — Pine weather as abuve. Rtebeeok bad another 
spot jiri>pai«d for planting horse beans n.'ceived per /c' Rklili'r. 
t'oiind the barley at Roudebosjen in good ortler^here the wind 
bad dnmag^ed it very much. Corn will theift'ore thrive there very 
well, if we only had Iiorsea for the plough, and also slaves tor 
lab"iu'. Busy carrying stones to the jetty. 

October 10th. — Cloudy N.W. weather. One of the castrated 
bulls, eliowing signs of dying, was killed, und given to the sit-k of 
the Knglish vessel. The animal, like tlie other, was not siek, but 
we were obliged to kill it, and therefoif could make it appear 
that we were acting liberally towai-de th-'iu. Last week the first 
Dutch aspBi'aguj, sown last year, nas <.'Ut. twiitie as thick m th« 
thumb or finger, so that this vegetable siiemw to thrive very well 
here. The wild ai«piiragus found here abundantly i^^ also doing 
well. Ajli(?hokes are ako so abundant that we hardly know what 
to do with them. A large square marked off by Riebeeck behind 
Tuble Moiintiiiu, for planting beans and tobaeeo ; the whole enolo- 
Bure of '.^.V morgen to be protected with poles from horses and 
cattle. 

October 11th. — N.W. wind. Sweet potatoe Bhoots planted. 
This tuber grows very big here, and will, in time, be very abundant, 
aa we only obtajnetl 'i or 3, 3 years ago per Huii t-tv Vok, from Brazil. 
More barley cut behind the fort ; salad transplaiiteil as the seooml 
orop, also artichokes. Currants and str a whirries are thriviug well, 
also cherries, peas, plums, oaks and aah ti-ees. The St. Helena 
orange trees, and those from India, are also doing well, so that in 
oourse of time we will have all these fruits in abundance. 

October 13th. — 8. wind; good weather. Men sent to prepare the 
ground marked off on the 10th. The Olirr Hram-li leaves for 
jBantnm ; the IIiKlgehog still detained by its sick kept in a tent on 
*liore. 

October 13th and 14th. — Fine weather: 8 W. wind Land 
prepared for horae-boans, i£c. At night, heavy 8.S.E. 

October l-'tth (Sumlay). — Same S.E ; warm sunshine. Uiebeeok 
goe» to the Rondedoombosjen to find out whether the wind blows 
there as heavily as here. It was so strong that it was almost im- 
possible to walk in it, but the more the corn-lands were approached 
the weaker the wind became, and at the corn-lands it had tm^led 
into an ordinary fresh summer breeze, which wiuld not damage the 
com. On our return, the nearer we approaclied the fort the 
stronger the wind became, whilst behind the fort the barley had 
been olown over the whole land. At Rondebosjen hardly a sti-aw 
would have blown about. In order to know the difference well, 
orders wore left at the fort to observe the wind diu'ing the Com- 
mander's absence. It was reported to him that during his absence 
the wind had blown even stronger. It is therefoie evident that the

Hott«itoos from the 
inferior repioit that a g>:>d many others wei^ coming with cattle to 
adl to MB. WouteRz : stated that they w^re the same men who liad 
attac-ke<l and robbed them at Saldanha Bay. bat all w^ ordered 
to pretend that they were not aware of the fact, and to treat them 
kindly, that they may hie made to understand that we only intend 
to dwell with them on friendly terms ; at the same time we took 
neoeoBaiy precautions against thenu in order to Movent annoyance 
and maaaacre. The watch was told to be on their guard, but also 
Tery friendly, as in this way the Company's intereata would be best 
aemd. eapeeially when no chance is allowed them to insult us ; 
rmdenoe is therefore neoessaiy, for thev cannot help stealing, and, 
hftiing done so, are afraid to return, tn this way the oattle trade 
anSen. Men of the Bred'i landed in the evening and placed in a 
-. aa all oould not be accommodated in the hoapitaL Two died 
^onshore, and two had been buried on Bobben lalaad, ao that 
V6 died. To be abtmdantly supplied with refreshments. 
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Octol>er 19th. — Pickle weather. The Rohbfjarht proceeds for 1656. 
repairs to Saldauha Bay ; takes 8 sheep to Kobbeu Island ; and is "~ 

to touch at two other islands to see how the seals are getting on. 
She is also to try and buy calves and sheep at Saldauha Bay, as her 
instniction will sliow. More men sent to Rondebosjen to prepare 
more land for beans. 

October 20th and 21st. — Fine weather ; at night strong S.E. ; 
after midnight wind changed to N.W. The prepared lands at 
Rondebosjen sown with horse beans about ^ morgen ; some sweet 
potatoes also planted; not having used any of it, the produce is 
already large. The sam^ has been also done with other vegetables, 
in order to obtain abundance of everything Witli grain especially 
we have advanced, and we would liavo had much more if wo only 
had horses in sufficient numbers. We are also making hay for the 
horses, which have hitherto been fed on barlev ancl rice drawn 
from the ships, in order to be able to do tlieir liard work properly. 
Those of the HeiUjehog (which looks more like an eagle or other 
bir<l) took theii' leave for Augustin Bay in Madagascar, especially 
for fuel and meat to be salted down — thence thfy proeee<l to 
Mozambique for ivory, and thence to Surat, (Joromandel, etc., 
for cloth ; thence they proceed to Macassor for cloves, and thence 
via the Straits of Bali to England. To-night the Caapmcn bring 
lis two lean bidlocks, the first of '.he season, for which we paid more 
than usual to encourage them. 

October 22nd (Sunday) . — Cloudy, fickle weather. The minister 
Brockboru preached in the Fort, and baptizcMl the child of the 
gardener Hendrik Boom with the name Dirk. The Ilcihjehofj 
leave.s. 

October 23rd. — Fine sunshine. S. W. breeze. 

October 24th. — The same. Riebeeck goes to Rondedoornbosjen 
to see after the planting of various kinds of beans, and the hay 
makers, who had already collected a large (luantity and were still 
goinff on ; the clover being about knee high and standing thickly, 
will be of great service for the horses in the dry season, when there 
is hardly anything to eat. As at home so here — hay must annually 
be made of it. The corn looked beautiful, and altogether safe from 
the wind. About the Fort it is very much beaten out by the 
wind. Wheat or grain farming must consequently be earned on 
here and further off, the ground in Table valley being left for 
pasture — some seed of the scurvy plant also sent to the forest to be 
sown there in shady and damp places. 

October 2oth and 26th. — Weather as above. The minister again 
preaches and baptizes a sailor named Abel 8 j oars, whose parents 
were Meononites and are now dead. He had always adhered to 
the Reformed Church, &o. Various sorts of beans sent to Ronde- 
bosjen to be planted there. Behind the fort the first tobacco plants 
were planted from seed grown here. 

October 27th and 28th. — Fine weathc^r as above. 
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October 2)ltli (Sunday). — Warm sun shin e^fiokle winil. The 
Jii-fla takes our lett^ra tor lodin un board. At night a vessel eiglited. 

October 3Htb. — Which arrived this morning with a W. breeze. 
She was thf Uli/x«e^ of AmBt'nlam ; Iiad met the Rohli'Jarht on the 
2llth at Saldnnha Bay, wIhtp it had taken in water and obtnined 
biiits and eggs. Tliiiiy men on boiird, 1 dead, 1 sick, and 4 f>r ■"> laid 
up with seurvj". Skijipt-r'.-i name Jan ThymonB/; had on the 14th 
sigliteil an Kn;2;lisli vopsel. No Hotteutoos in Saldanba Bay ; the 
men of the Ito/i/ic/iirh/ aitling reeds for this place. Thi' diy 
feason setting in. the making i>f bricka is commenced. The jiresent 
kiln in fonniition will sumce for a long time, as all the heavii-st 
works within the f jrt have been finished, and only a few liouaee 
and stables ari' rciiuirt:>d outside. 

November l.sf. — Wt-t N.W. weather; rain semoeabla for the 
tobiicoi Permission granted to Rev. Brockboru of the /livJa 
to i-eiiiain bei'e imtil tlie arrival of another ship, aa he t'omplained 
of ill-treatment on board the llinfn. No room for liim and family 
on tiie I'/i/itei. A" he will consequently remain liere some lime- 
it WHS i-esolved to liavi' regular aervioea on Sundays and Wednes- 
days ; to conimcnoe to-day ( Weilnesday.) The Bmln leaves with 
a 8.S.W. breeze. The /'/;/«s.a also rea<ly to go, having oom]tli'tod 
i-epaira in Saldanlia Ba^'. It had only to take in water here, some 
sheep and vegetnliles, I'ic, for the voyage. The sick exchanged for 
healthy men. Obtained 8 bullocks and 10 sheep from natives 
inti-oiluted by the (Jaupmon; they retained 3 pack "xen to larry 
their luggage home ; they promised to bring more ; hope that the 
cattle trade will re\-ive. 

November "^inil. — Kull moon : heavy 8.8, E. Ifiif/inri lea.vi-H. Tlie 
Commiinder again piiioeeds to Bondednonibosjen to see how 
things are thriving liurinj; this gale. Found, especially in the case 
of the rijte bailey, ^own for trial, that not one ear had bei-n beaten 
out, und the olher giaiii was succeeding admirably. The wind 
there not blowing a tenth as hai-d as here, being only ii summer 
breene. Hen- it blows »> heavily that the houses in the fort look 
as if they can tumble about our ears. Evident that that and the 
neiglibourhn'fl is the jilaci' for grain.

November 9th. — Fine, I'loudy weather; west breeze. The 
Mc'iku of Hoorn mxives, consort of the Bredn ; 36 men on board, 
1 (lead, also tlie wife of the rnck comforter, the rest suffering from 
acurvy ; hail only fouelied at St Holi?na Bay in '6'i\ lat. ; had found 
no water, but birds and [.mi-Bliiin ; had itleo undergone repairs there 
and taken in some ballaat. Arrived on the 24th and left on the 
last day of the montli (October) ; had been retarded by the S.E. ; 
found the grounds between Saldauha and St. Helena Bays fine for 
snohorin^ in, at 20, ;!0 and 40 fathoms, and 8t. Helena Bay as 
good as, if not better than Tabl'- Bay for (ill winds except tlip N. 
and N.E. ; easily c-ntered nod left. 

November 10th.— Yestei-day'a wpather with drizzling rain. An 
English flute, smaller'than the WrdeiiJf Boi-ij, and of Dutob miike, 
arrives. Its name is tlie Poxtili'Hi, from London 28th June, and of 
about 120 tons, destination Bautam; skipper John Kingenian ; 
Merchant, Samuel Keerdt ; 30 or 40 men on board, all well except 
2; touched nowliere; wanted water. Also asked to buy cattle, 
aheep and vegetables. Told tbeiu we liad no cattle to spare, wat-^r 
they oould take, luid fish tliey might cati-h with their sein; they 
might also buy vi'gefables from jirivate parties. At night Nti'ong 

November Ilth. — The same wind; pi-eventing the Englishmen 
from dining on shore ; the men sent to the forest for timber for the 
jetty. Men also busy six miles away cutting fuel for their kiln ; 
60 that the ball is kept nilliug, whIUt tobacco-planting is also going 
on, etc. 

NovembtT I2th (Sunday). — Fine. S.E. weather; wind stormy at 
night. 13th. S.E. 

November 14th. — Wind strong again in the evening. 

November 10th,— The sarat-. Those of the Meiilen unable to go 
on board. 

November Kith. — Heiivy gale. Riebeeck goes to the baek of 
Lion's Ruinp to hci- whether it blows there. Found it to be calm 
and a W. breezt- bl'iwiiig; he therefore considered whether the 
ground there might not be favourable for corn ; found it 
rathei- poor, however. Will examine further and make a trial 
next season ; before the grain is hiilf ripe the seeds are beaten out 
by the wind in Table Vallej . but at Rondebosjen this is not the 
case, though the S.E. does bluw lliere, but never so hard as within 
a league of the fort. 

November 17th. — After suniise it began again to blow heavily

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November 27th. —Stormy S.S.E. weather. Fine weather near 16J6» 
the ei)rn lands and the forest, to which the Commander proceedod "" 
to give orders. 

November 28th. — S.S.E. wind until the afternoon, when a N.W. 
breeze? blew. The Rohhejachtjen returned from Robben Island with 
20 fine sheep, reporting that there were still about J^60. 

November 29th and 30th. — Fine N.W. woather. Rain at 
night. 

J)ecember 1st. — FcJl moon. Mostly N.W. wina and rain. 

December 2nd. — Fine weather. Rohhejacfitjen and Fegnijn 
proceeded to Saldanha Bay with 28 men, tools, &e., for seal fishing 
under Woutersz :. The Wachte)* receives our letters for Batavia. 

December 3rd (Simday). — A sloop sent to the vessel lying at 
the entrance of the Bay that the W^(7r//^<'y may report her at Batavia. 
Vessel found to be the Vogehangh of Amsterdam, skipper Robert 
Uam ; had left 27th June. Has 208 on board — 8 dead and many 
suffering from scurvy. The Wachfor ordered to report this ship 
at Piatavia. 

December 4th. — Westerly breeze. The Vogelxnugh Jinchors in 
the roads. 

December 5th. — Fine weather as above. Hiebeock goos to 
inspect the com lands and the work in the forost, in order to 
encourage the workmen, and takes with him in the wagon all the 
Dutch women of the Cape, in order to provide them with a little 
pleasure. They enjoyed the growth of the corn, i^c, very much 
at Rondebosjeo. Everything grew as well as in tho Fatherland. 

December 6th. — Wind and weather as above. The cattle henls 
reported that Hottentoos, with 3,000 or 4,000 head of cattle, had 
arrived, some of whom stated when at the Fort that they ^^'i8hed 
to sell some to the Company. 

December 7th. — Same weather. The gardener and some men 
sent to Rondebosjen to sow the last crop of peas. The Hottentoos 
.sold us one lean ox and four do. sheep. 

December ^<th. — Fine weather. One more ox obtained from the 
Hottentoos ; they told us that Herry was encamped, with a large 
herd of cattle, at the Salt Pans. 

I)ecember 9th. — The weather being fine, the Sergeant and some 
soldiers were sent to Herry mth the assurance that if he brought 
us much cattle he would be treated as a friend. The Sergeant 
reported that Herry with 5 huts, 200 sheep and about 200 cattle, 
and in company with four other Hottentoo troops, mustering 
together 64 huts and much cattle, were in the neighboiu'hood of 
the mustard plot. Herry was afraid of being made prisoner, and 
at last appeared shivering like a lady's lap-dog, when lie had been 
told that no harm would befal him. His conscience pricked him. 
He wished to be again graciously received, and in that case would 
come with 20 oxen and sheep to sell to us. He ^^'Oldd also get 
other natives to come and trade with us if we only had copper and 
tobacco. 
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1 0th Sandfly *< . — Fine, snn^hiiie. Henry not urriving, 
the Commander, in the afternoon, after the parole, and in 
the Ci>mf>anT of some soldiers and the officers of the Vogtlmngh, 
went to his camj*. and at the same time riated the jdantations. 
Herrr was gr^tlj fri^tened, thinking that he was to be made 
isptire, for he often a^kcl whether the Commander intended to do 
Urn misr-hief or to kill him ; he was told not, but tiiat henceforth 
he might \irit the fort and eat and drink there as before, if he 
only remain^ h* >nest. and took care that the Company received 
many oxen an^l sheep. iV:e. He answered that those with him now 
— Caapmen and friends — had to lire on their cattle, bat in about 
10 days others would arrive and bring as modi cattle as we could 
bay. The Commander knew vary well that nothing could be had 
frcmi the (Jaapmen. as their cattle were their only ridies. The 
Commander had to be satisfied, and to show his goodwiU gave 
Herry a cup of shern* ; the other Hottentoos were treated with 
arrack and tobueaj. Upon this the Uott^itoos and their wives 
commenced to jump and dance, and left us in good spirits. We 
trui^t that )>\' bringing in cattle, Herry will show that there is some 
good in him. 

December lltli. — Fine, sunshine; in the afternoon strong S.K. 
'Conimenee'l to reap the com at Bondeboejen ; not one ear had been 
injured by th** wind, though left till it had become over-ripe, 
^uite sure now that the wheat will thrive there Some sweet 
potatoes also planted. 

De^-ember 12th. — Fine, warm weather. An ox and sheep 
ser;ured for the Vo*jelmngh. 

December 13th. — Cloudv, calm weather. Some buckwheat also 
reaiied at Bond^lxisjen ; veiy good, and as large as peas. 

Deeember 14th. — Warm o.W. weather. The Yogelmugh leaves 
with our letters, leaving l^ehind 2 sick. Wishing to pass to the 
west of Robben Island lie was obliged to put back, but was told by 
the Commander that with that wind he should always pass on the 
other side, as mostly all the ships did. G^eraUy off the Lion 
Mountain therf was a dead cahn, and ships were in danger of 
getting on th«* r<K.»k.s under water off Hobben Island. Between 
Bobben Island and the mainland there is no such danger, every- 
where the anchorage is good, and with a S.W. the sea can easily 
be reaohe<l. With a S.-Easter the ship can run before the wind 
and then full and bye. The N.-W. would be below the island 
.equally favourable, and enable them to double the Cape easily. 

Decfeml^er V^Wx. — Fine weather — S.S.E. The Vogelmngh leaves 
as directed. The last com reaped behind the fort ; only some 
buckwheat left. Next week all the wheat at Rondebosjen will be 
^pe. The deaie*! plots h^re are being manured and prepaivd for 
-cabbage, ikv. 

December IHth. — Fine weather — S.S.E. Herry and friends 
left and srjuatteil 1| leagues farther T>ehind Table Mountain, below 
the forest, in tlje valley where next year we hope to sow com. 



i. December l~th (Sunday). — Fine weather and wind. The 
GomiDaiider goes to Ili'rry >ift«r parade, and found him hiding, as 
he had not kept bis pramise to bring cattle and sheep. Nothing 
could persuade him to make his appearance, and we gave the other 
Hottentooe (some 1,000 or 1,200) each a little tobacco and armck 
as a eign oF friendsliip ; arrived at home at night, hoping that we 
may be more sufvessful with olbprs, as nothing can be done with 
this lot. 

Deoemb>:-r 18th. — Fine sunshine — south-west calm. Addeil 
another ]jie<«, and made in tlie same way, to the jetty. Eleven 
more of these casoa an' tn bo made and I>e distant 15 feet from each 
other, connected togetlier with heavy beams laid across bridge- 
like. Lots of work slill tn bf dime, as the wood is far away and 
difficult to get. 

December 19tli. — 8;ira<> wather; wind as above. Two more 
oases plaoetl in position, and sunk with branches and stone. The 
Sergeant visited Heny to-day. but he kept himself so grand that 
he did not even fome out of his house, and would not say wliat hit 
intentions were. 

December 2Ist to 'Sirii. — Fine weather ; in the afternoons fi'esh 
8.W. More beams sent forfnim the forest; ti or 8 more casf^s 
required for tlie jetty, imd more heavy beams and planks, Ac, for 
the top. The (Jommunder found on his usual walk of inquiry in 
the sandhills I>elnud Lion's Itnmp, about ^ an English mile from 
the fort, very fine white limestone and easily cut. as good as at 
Batavia ; a great convenience for building, as much labour and 
time is required for making bricks. 

December 'Hth (Siimlay), — Fine weather. 8.8.E. in tlie after- 
noon on the other Hide uf the bay, 

Ist ChriHtnias, 25th . Christmas seawm ; dry warm weather. 

2nd Do. 'ifith 

3rd Do. -iTth ) The wiiid west. 

De<^mber '.iStli. — Fine weather, cloudy sky and showers : Ibe 
first in six weeks" timi-, and therefore very serviceable for the plan- 
tations; left off toe s-ion. Some men sent to IlondedoomboKJen 
to reap the corn ami buckwheat, and others to thresh tlie same ; all 
the cari)cnters Hud earriers sent to the forest to out some more 
beams for the jelly to finish it before the winter season that the 
ehipa' crews may heiicefortli ol'tain water without getting wet. 
Bnokmaking conlinue.'^ ; lliree leagues away fuel is to be collected, 
and the battery is belug raised higher. Expect soon to hear about 
the seal fishery at Saldaiiha Bay. From all this it is evident that 
much is still to be ilone, besides repairs, whilst in one or two 
months' time *'f must again riet to to reolaim land for agrioidtui'e, 

December 20f h. — Sanio weather. Strong S.S.E. in the afternoon. 

December ;10th. — -Fine weather; all men sent to the forest to 
drag the beams to the roiid. 

De<.'«mber 3]at (Sunday). — Fidl moon; fine warm weal her ; 
strong S.£. durinj; the night. 
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1657. 16-J7. 

January 1st. — New Tear's Day ; lieavy S.E. 

January 2nd. — Warm N.W. weather ; at night S.S.E. 

January t3rd. — Same weather ; at noon fine and calm. The- 
forestei-s report that Herry an«l the Caa]>men were proceedings 
towards False Bay ; another small party had afterwards encamped 
at the mustard plot. There beini^ many fires all about, it is to be 
hoped that other tribes are near, wlio may l>e inclined to trade. 
Herry and his friends having seen that we always use the manure 
left behind by their cattle for oui' lands, set fire to the whole this 
time to our great loss. Strong S.E. at night. 

January 4th — Fine weather in tlie morning; strong S E. at 
night. 

January 5th. — Abating in the morning, hut strong again in the 
evening. 

January 6th. — Same weather. Mm sent for more beams to 
the forest. 

January 7th (Sunday). — Fine, sunshine ; 8tli, the same ; heavy 
S.E. at night. 

January 9th. — The same; 10th — l£th, fair weather. N.W. 
breeze ; at night strong S.E. 

January 14th (Sunday). — Strong S.E. loth to 17th, the same. 

January 18th — Calm, N.W. weather. 10th, misty and drizzling 
rain, N.W. breeze. 

January 20th. — The same. Kiel >ee(k proceeds to Rondebosj en 
to inspect the works there; found everything in order and worth 
continuing ; men also sent to the forest for more beams. Near 
the Salt Kiver a troop of Caapmen had settled, 150 in all, and 
with a good lot of cattle ; would sell none. Came herewith 10 
oxen laden with steenbrasems, killed with assegays in a lakelet at 
False Bay, and which they exchanged for tobacco ; as much as will 
keep the garrison for 4 or 5 days. Some were salted. 

January 21st and 22nd. — Same weather. 

January 23rd. — Slight S.E. liohhrjacht seen o£E Robben Islands 
January 24th. — Fresh S.E. Rohlcjncht arrives with 5,000 skins 
and 9 half aums oil ; brought the following letter : " Since the 
25th December the vessel has been detained by the S.E. wind, 
Avith 5,000 skins, &c., as described hereA\ith. You will be able to 
judge which way of preparing is the best ; those with the fins on 
can only be prepared at 20 per day, and require 14 days to dry,, 
besides being in danger of rotting. We believe the skins which 
have been sewn together to be the best, and will continue prepar- 
ing them if provided with twine and needles. Would like to have 
the following articles, viz : rice, as J of what we got was dirt \ 
arrack, of which 100 cans are consumed monthly ; and bread. Oil 
and vinegar we have in sufficient quantity until February. About 
a J of the meat cask was empty. 200 clubs and six spars for the 
^'^nt ; also 3 dozen knives with sharp points ; 2 leaguers wooden 
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pins. Empty half aums for the oil, Dutch shirts and socks i657. 
for the men. All are well, and we hope to get about 10,000 "~ 
flkins here, but we wish to have five or six more men as we 
are saddled with 5 good-for-nothings; 2 we now send back, 
viz., Lourens Anthonisz and Cornells Huybrechtsen. They are 
not worth their salt. Have been obliged to take two men 
off Gerrit Harmansz in their stead; would otherwise have had 
1,000 skins more. Have for this cause also been compelled to 
remove the chains from the prisoners." Written on Marcus 
Island in Saldanha Bay, 17th January, 1657, and signed J. 
Woutersz :. "P.S — Send us also 1 or 2 canes; we took some 
Iwine from Harmansz ; we also require some rose water, as one or 
two have sore eyes , also some cotton cloth for lint, and some rope." 

January 25th. — Pine weather. Skins being landed, and vessel 
prepared to leave again. 

January 26th and 27tli. — Same weather. The yacht laden 
with the articles for Saldanha Bay. The brick kiln ignited ; 84 
loads of fuel collected for the purpose about 2J leagues away, 
taking 3 months. 

January 28th (Sunday). — Dark, misty weather. The yaclit 
leaves. 

January 29th. — Full moon ; same weather. At night it com- 
menced to rain. Weather S.W. 

January 30th and 31st. — S.W. weather ; cloudy ; rain at night. 

February 1st — Same weather. Some Caapmen, having seen 
that we annually gathered salt at the pans, brought a lot on 
13 oxen, about a last, for which we paid about 25 lbs. tobacco. Got 
.as much last month ; this saves our men a great deal of labour. 

February 2nd. — Cloudy sky. Nourishing W. weather. 

February 3rd. — Same weather. More beams sent for. On 
Saturday afternoon, when the men had ceased work, they under- 
took to drag the logs towards the road for some brandy and 
tobaoco. As the wood wagons in coming down the mountain must 
dn^ bushes behind them in order not to go down too fast, they 
^ere ordered henceforth to drag beams to be left at Eondebosjeny 
in order to have a supply for the redoubt there. From this place 
they are to take every morning a load of bricks to be left there. At 
mm 8.S.E. 

February 41ii (Sunday). — ^The same weather. Vessel sighted off 
Bobben Laand ; the Robbejacht sent to inquire. 

February 5th. — Fine sunshine ; N,W. weather. The Hikersmn 
airiveB wim letters from the 17, dated 12th October, 1656. 54 men 
on board, skipper Jacob Jansz and bookkeeper Jacob Buyck, all 
veil. 

February 6th. — Rainy, fickle weather. 

F0lNnjai7 7th. — The same. Biebeeok goes to Rondedoom* 
bosjon. He ordered that that bosjen should be levelled inside and 
turned into a kraal, or otherwise to serve as a defence for the 
redoubt projected there. He proceeded 1 or 2 leagues fmrther to 
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16.37. examiue the rich soil, and show everything properly to Hon. van 
— Goens on his anival. lie unexi>eetedly came upon about 90 
Hottentoo huts nnd much cattle, aU Caapmen. He also came upon 
Herry thoroughly surrounded by bushes. He was very much 
afraid^ but was re-assured by kind words, and he told us a lot of 
lies to get into favour again. He told us that our men stated daily 
that if ne came to the fort he would be killed. During the evening 
service the garrison, on pain of punishment, wei^ orally and in 
writing ordered to refrain from such talk. 

February 8th, 9th, and 10th. — Fine N.W. weather. Men sent 
for more beams. 

February 11th (Sunday). — Same weather. The Hiictnmm 
receives our letters for Batavia, and a note for Dassen Island to be 
^iveu to the seal fishers that the fishing may cease sooner, accord- 
ing to orders from home. The vessel also to take on board the two 
guns lying there, and advised to catch and collect as many bird» 
and eggs as possible. 

February 12th. — S.E. breeze. The Hilwrmm leaves. 

February 13th. — New moon ; cloudy sky and rainy. W. wind. 

February 14th. — Dry fickle weather. 15th, the same ; S.E. at night 

February 16th — S.E. Tried to brew beer; no proper yeast 
obtained. 

February 17th. — S.E. going down at midnight. 

February 18th (Simday). — Fine weatlier. After service Eiebeeck 
proceeded to the mustard plot, about li leagues from this, to find a 
suitable place for a bird tnip to be made when the men arrive from 
the Islands. 

February 19th. — Hazy weather, N.W. Biebeeek proceeds about 
3 or 4 leagues to the flats behind Table Mountain to fix upon a 
spot for a fort to protect the lands, for whose cultivation many 
were ready to ask for their discharge on conditions favourable 
to the Company and themselves. Heavy S.E. in the afternoon, but 
only a summer's breeze where the lands were. 

February 20tb. — Same S.E. More people ask for their dis- 
charge and for the same object, Biebeeek goes with them to mark 
out tneir plots and draw up preliminary conditions. Called at the 
camp of Merry and the Caapmen ; gave them some tobacco and 
brandy. A Hottentoo had been stun^ by an adder in his f oot^ 
which was much swollen ; he had the leg under the knee tightly 
bound in two places, and on the foot small mcisions were made as the 
cuppers are accustomed to do ; the foot itself was placed in hot 
cowdung; a man and woman were sucking the blood from the cut6„ 
spitting it out on the cowdung, and pulling away as heartily as a 
child at its mother's breast. There is evidently a great feeling of 
affection towards each other among these people ; £dl were equally 
busy helping to further the man's recovery. Herry, the fat chiefs 
and others, seeing us looking about and hearing us say that we 
intend to build houses here and there (many of them imderstanding 
and already speaking Dutch nnd using that language when 



rtaiing), asked wliere they were to go tu if we oooupied th« land, 
[•>y tltey wew oampeil when? wmie free men hail selcth?"! their sites. 
Wi- told theiti that they might live umler "ui- protfi-tion, ami there 
w.ia room enough for all. The gi-ound would be useil liy us for 
growing Ci>rn and tohacco, •>{ whiili we would as goi>il friends give 
themashaiv; thoyeeemed tube satisficl, but "nlyliall'Iiki-d the idea. 

February 2lBt. — Fine suuBhint.', fickle weather. Many Imving 
hveu informed of the intention of the Masteit- to establish fi-eemen 
all about, and under favourable eonditioiis, a party of fivt- .selected 
11 Idt-ality oQ the other side of the Pi'esh Itiver, uanie<l by us the 
Amstel, below the forest and beyond it wLer» our woo< I- cutters are, 
near the ojwiked tree about 3 leagues fi-oni the fm-t, and as long 
aud as broad as they wished it, on condition that they were to remain 
i-it the other side of the river. Another pai1\ of foiii- selected a 
fjiot about It league nearer, at the Htjudebusjen on tliif* side of the 
river or Amstel, from the MUiall bridge leadiogtn the forest as far as 
the sp"t dioa-'n for the reiluubt, near where the bird tnip in to be 
biiilt. Theb"UD(laryof that land will be ',' league long, the river will 
divide them from the otlier party, and they may go hack as far as 
tliey like towards Table and the other niouutjiiD;-. The party of 
5 may go forward towards the mouutaius of the contiiient proper, 
as far as they like — these twit partisB lu'e therel- ire ^tationeit right 
on the isthmus on fruitful soil. The further colony has therefore 
Iteeu named Amstel, or the Qnjenevelt, and the furthest redoubt will 
be i league beyond it. The nearer colony at iinndebii.sjea (which 
is to l<e converted into a cattle kraal, aud provided with a gate) is 
ti. be called the Dutch Ganlen ; ii redoubt will als'i be built there.

fowls, &0, ; anything, in short, that may benefit tliem. The chief 
object of Uie Company, however, is agriculture. Freedom granted 
" f the men on the following terms, subject to approval from home. 
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IC67. For Haniiaus Colony at Groenevelt. — That they receive in free- 

"" hold as much land to the east and on the other side of the Anistel 
River near the crooked tree, as they may be able to plough in three 
years' time alone or with whatever additional help they may be 
able to obtain, and that no taxes shall be required of them during 
that time. After that the ground shall be subject to such taxes as 
the Company may deem necessary for their protection. The 
ground will however remain tlieir property for ever, to do with it 
what they like, subject to notice to be given of the same to the 
Commander or his deputy, and to serve instead of mortgage, &<i. 
Before the expii*ation of tlie 3 years no sale may take place, bu; 
the wheat culture especially is to be diligently prooeeded with, also 
that of tobacco. The Company to buy the produce at a fair price. 
On the 1st April there will be sold to them a plough, a harrow and 
12 oxen, to be trained before that time, and each to cost 25 gl., also 
spades, &e., required for their farms, and at cost price in Holland. 
Their provisions to be paid for at the same rate as that fixe<l for 
the married. May fish Avith hooks everywhere in the river, but at 
first not for the sake of selling ; only enoueh for themselves, that 
agriculture may not suffer, which is the chief point. Their garden 
produce not required by the Company they may sell to the ships. 
They shall not however go on boaid before the third day and 
buy no liquor there, in accordance with the plaocaten on this 
subject. Neither shall they keep any taps in the country, but 
confine themselves to their business. They shall also not buy any 
cattle or anything in the world from the natives on pain of having 
all their property confiscated. Tlie cattle required for the farms 
they are to buy from the Company, viz., for a cow 25 gl., a sheep 
3 gl.,anda living pig at so much per lb. Their animals they may only 
Bell to the Company, at the prices named. As re&^ards the increase 
of their cattle, the Company is to receive a tenth, in payment of 
the pastures used ; nothing however will be charged for pigs, fowls, 
&c., Decause they are fed by hand. On these conditions letters of 
discharge were granted to them in the form of those in vogue at 
Batavia, without prejudice to their agreement with the Company. 
The conditions with the Stephen's Colony — the "Dutch 
Garden '' — are as follows : — From the 1st March they shall occupy 
in freehold tlie land to the west of the Amstel, and as much as 
they can briiiff under cultivation within tliree years between tlie 
small forest brid^ and the site of tlie redoubt near the binl 
trap; all tliat time they are to pay no taxes. The small 
plot cultivated by the company last year is also included; 
as well as the tobacco stUl growimj there, as Stej^en Jansen 
himself planted and looked after the same. As there is no 
plough at hand for this party, and they are consequently to use 
the spade, which is hard and tedious work, a wagon and six 
oxen IS allowed them at the price stated for carrying manm^e on 
the land. The oxen are to be ti-ained by themselves, and they are 
to get on the beet way they can until a plough is imported. As those 



free men have very little muwy. and littie to draw from the Oom- 
peny, it was furtliei' resolve'l to advance them what they required on 
eecurity of their ••raps, to bf Biiixeudered in payment of the debt; 
for tlie rest their laxuh, &o„ reniain mortgngad to the Compuny. 
That proper order may be kejif among tliem, they shall be subject 
to the aame laws in lorw a1 home and io India, and to othere 
-which may still be made f< ir the public benefit. For their protec- 
tion they shall also be alloweil suoh arms and ammunition as they 
may require. Because those of the Stephen's Colony will have to 
use the Bpide, they shall, when tlie tobacco is ripe and properly 
prepared, receive fur it et. per lb., subjeet to approval from home. 
Five ships sighted, viz., the Pn'm Willcm, 4c., 4th December 
from Batavia, and under command of the Hon. Mathye Crab, 
admiral; Pieter Hackius, vice-admiral, and Pieter Kemp, rear- 
admiral. Value of cargo fl,402,8ti9 8. 2. Had some stores and 
merdiandise for the Cape on board, and lettei-s from India to us. 
Were told in them that the Drwik ha<l with llSmen been wrecked 
on the south land. Afterwards 70 more weie added to the number, 
making a total of 197 souls. God help the poor fellows, as much 
eSort has hitherto been made tr> save them, but in vain. Three 
more ships would follow, the 67. Louise, &c., and we were told that 
Batavia was at war with Bantam, and that Colombo had been 
lAptured by the Company after a seven months' siege. That many 
had lost their Uvea, amongst them the Hon. Director-General 
Gerard Hulst 

February 22ad. — Fine, calm weather. The five vessels 
.ttchored on the oppoate side of the bay. Sloop sent thither witli 
shments and the following note : •' We hold a sealed lettor to 
from the 17, very likely containing further instructions. 
8.E. prevents me from coming off myself. Having seen you 
have called together your Broad Council, I have seut you notice of 
the presence of the letter, as you may decide to leave for St. Helena 
without caUing here, and so remain ignorant of its contents. 
^Sgned) BiHBEECK. P.S. — Send you some refreshments with the 
gunner. Boat is small, wiad strong, and the distance great, would 
otiterwise have sent more." Wind growing very strong ; afraid 
that the sloop would drift to sea ; tnuk refuge behind Robben 
Island. The ships tould not reach the road. One appeared on 
ihore, as its head was not pointed to the wind, and it had 
lowered its top masts. This was confirmed by a Hottentoo, and 
nan were sent cin the beach to gather full particulars. Anotlier 
ihup sighted at night near Robben Island. 

February 23rd. — Wind not so strong. The men reported that 
^ vessel was on shore, about the distance nf a musket-shot fi-om 
the beach. Expected to be gut off during the spring-tide. News 
iroazht at night that the Amerafoort had been got off safely. 

E^roary ^th. — -Fine, sunshine.; W. breeze. The ships arrive 
in Qie roadstead. 

VoL VI. E 
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V'. Februaiy 2'3tli. — Same weather. A lx>at of the Dorrh-tcht sent 

~" to Bobben Inland for 30 sheep, and with the followiDg note :-=— 
'* You ma^ send us 30 ewes which have himbed long ago, and the 
best wethers and rams. The 3'oiing ewes you are to keep for 
breeding. Heudrik S^^nens and Christiaan Wilhekns are sent to 
reliere oybrant Beinker and Willeiu Harmensz. — (Signed) Rie- 
beeck." Heavy S.E. at night. 

February 26th. — Same §.E. ; le&> during the day. Riebeeck 
take^ the Commanders, Crab and Kemp, to the lands and gardens 
given to the free men, and phows them the various places fit for 
agriculture. From Herry and the Caapmeu they gathered that 
the Saldanhars were near and had killed some of the Caapmen ; 
they also intended to drive Herry c.s. away, and take possession of 
the nei^^hbourhood. Herr^' and the Caapmen had therefore united 
to repel the attack. Riebeeck told them that he would not allow 
the »Saldanhars, when visitiug him, to be moleste<l. They did not like 
tliis, and said that the Saldanhars were Dot Cape people ; that they 
were the owners of the soil, and would not allow others to occupy 
their pastures. They were answered that the Saldanhars should 
be allowed to come to us to sell cattle, and in the meanwhile Herry 
and Caapmen could retire, for safety *s sake, behind the Lion and 
Table Mountains, until we had o1>tained sufficient cattle. They 
might then again take up their old position after the Saldanhars 
had left. They seemed to be satisfied, but gave us to understand 
that they would not tamely submit to the Saldanhars. The boat 
brought the sheep. 

Feoruar^' 27th. — Fine N.W. weather. 

February 28th. — Full moon ; strong S.E. 

March 1st to 3rd.— Strong S.E. 

March 4th. — Fine weather, N.W. Riebeeck, Crab and Kemp 
visit the Hottentoo camps and the freemen. Strong S.E. at night. 

March 5th. — S.E. ; fine at noon. Commander Crab calls his 
Broad Coimdl together, which resolves that the vessels shall leave 
the day after to-morrow for St. Helena, to wait there for their 
cons(Mrts. Pork scarce on board ; resolved to put the men on 
allowance and supply oil instead. Riebeeck having reported that 
many ships had delivered short cargoes of rice at the Cape, it was 
resolved to supply the deficiency, reckoning 5 p.c. for waste. The 
Council, however, would not consent to advance the stores still on 
board the Wapen van Holland^ which had most likely proceeded to 
St. Helena, where the fleet might recoup themselves easily. All 
the stowaways from Batavia to be left nere, with 2 or 3 others 
who have been offending on the voyage. 

March 6th. — Fine, calm weather. Seal-skins shipped in the 
vessels (5,000). 

March 7th. — Fine, calm weather. Letters for Holland sent on 
board the fleet. The Rohhejficht returns from Dassen Island with 
the seal-fishers, who report that about 7,000 more skins could have 
been easily obtained. 
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March 8th. — S.E. beeeze. The fleet leaves. (''i>mplaiiit Iai<l by 
the seal-fiflhers against their now cbief, Gerrit Ilarmnnsi!, charged 
with irregular and disorderly conduct, and waste cif provisions, in 
consequence of which the men had abundance at the beginning, 
but aftetwards suffered hungi.'r and ilistreBt-. He daily allowe<l 
eveiyone to fight and quarrel for liia brandy, and do mauj' other 
improper things, too ehainetul and sinful to be described, 
as the following will ahow : — "To Kiebeeok. As in conse- 
quence of our former oomplaints, Gerrit Harraansz was ap- 
pointed our superintendent, arriving at the island on the 
5th, and distributing om- first rations on the 6th February, 
victualled for a month with 4 ank.^rs niTocfc, 1 anker brandy 
{of which none of us received anjthing excepting 1 or "2 
glasses), also with 2 casks of Hit, and om- of mi>at, and an anker 
of \iiiegar; we were grateful, and sittisfivd wilh what you sent 
us, but hitherto we have only rereivfd the half of fver^ihing ; one 
anker arrack was empty when the j'aclit arrived. On the 6th we 
received our first rations of aiTack and rice, and Wouter Comelisz, 
one of the best seal-catchers, was appointed caterer, who for eight 
days distributed the rations properly ; after that 12 or 13 of the men 
received (from Harmansz) 8 days' rations in advance for a spree, and 
the others received nothing. There wei-e some who received i-ations 
for 8 days, some for 14 days and some for three weeks ; some hod a 

floas of brandy, but the largest number did not receive a drop ; 
[armans said the brandy was given bim for himself alone, and he 
only gave to others by favour. We only ate meat 7 days, when tliere 
was nothing more to be had ; Hannaus himself i.'onsimied the liquor 
and the meat, the former to slake histhirst instead of water. Noordcr 
is maintained, and everyone is made to scramble for what he wants ; 
whoever can fight or throw the best, is promised a glass of liquor, 
and when Evert Berentsz exposes himself he i-eceives a glass ; the 
butler soon saw that whatever he desired he tried t-j buy forarrack 
or brandy, henoe after being o or 6 days in the bay one cask of rice 
was already empty ; the waste waw great, and at first we did not 
think that we would soon have a favourable wind tu leave, for when 
he arrived the fishery hail been concluded ; many were beginning 
to feel siofc, there being mi wind to leave; there was no rice, nt> 
arrack, no meat, no oil, no bread, we had only bii-ds to oat, tor we 
were at the Mai-gasen Island. Ontlie 18th, Vi of them had a spree 
with 8 days'provisions when the last arrack was consumed. During 
the night of the 19th the v,-ind became favourable, and the yacht 
unfurled sails but waited for the huat ; but as Harmaus delayed su 
long in bringing his things to the boat precious time was wasted, 
and when we started the wind changed and the yai*ht went out to 
sea during the night, about 8 or 9 miles, before a heavy S.W. wind, 
dragging behind it 2 full boats. The smaller one being leaded with 
casks consequently sank, but hung on to the bigger one. The men 
cried out : ' We are sinking ' and they were not very far fi-om it ; 
H&rmans then oame from his bcl and said, ' Be quiet ; may the

Let him rather give me a flute or jacht; that wouldearre 
me better.** The above declaration oc*cfinned on oath bj the men, 
azid the fis>?ii5 Grdered t«> proceed to-monow mcmin^ eaxlv on boaid 
the BM>eJ<icht with the gonner of the foftreas, a sMer man and a 
good nayigator, and take charge of the vessel ; make an inTOitoiy 
<.f everything, and bring Harmans cm shoie in ii\>na far triaL 

March 9th. — ^Yestenlay*^ order cairied ant ; foond on board also 
&>me egg shells and ihin^xezos hcana, which Harmana no doubt 
embezued. Skins diacjiaiged from the boat to enable her to run 
regularly between this and Eobbeu Island. Heavy S.E. during 
the nighL 

March 10th. — ^Fine weather. Men aent to forest far beams for 
the jetty. 

Mardi lltk— Kne N.W. weather. 12th.— Fine weather. One 
of the Stevens colonists came to iT>mDlain that the Hottentoos had 
robbed their tobacco beds and i^^fuaed to restore the 100 Iba. weight 
stolen, showing the points of their asaega}^ One Cornoral and 10 
men eent to persuade Herry and the chief of the Gaapmen to 
restore the articles and to forbid their men to steaL We would 
otherwise be obliged to allow our people to saixe their cattle, which 
oould not promote a friendly feeling. The men were ordered, if 
receiving a refusal, to give no offence, but only to remain on their 
guard in case of attack. Not io be the fint to attack, but rather to 
prevent all causes for hoetility, and await a convenient time to pay 
them off. The men un their return r^rted that Herry, &o., were 
fleeing into the kloo& of the mountains towards the Hout Bay, 
having dropped some aasegays in their hunr, and left behind 5 
oxen, whida were being brought hither. Near the mustard plot 
the animala hid escaped as far as Harman^s colony, where an 
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•ttenpt WM maile to stop them, but 4 or ■) Hottpntoosmann^^ to 
outmanoeuvre the i'oIoiiist« ami di'ive tlie uattle away, not wishing 
to approaoli our men at !iU, however kindlj iavited, Tlii? men 
thereforp retumod. bringing the assegnya only. The Hottpntoos 
nf-ar tlie fort ha<i also nm away in the meanwhile, afraiil of being 
made scapegoats. What the restilt will be is difficult to say; we 
are t'l be careful, however, and h- on flie defensive, espeoiaUy as 
regards the free men, for whose prot«"'tion and that of the uattle, 
brk-k^ and beams are ciilleote<l in unler to build a redoubt. At 
night two Hottentoos ai-iived, imd somowhat able to speak Dutch, 
told ue that they were running away beeauso they feared that we 
would do them harm for steuling the green tobaooo lejivee. They 
were told the contrary, and urged tn forbid their people to ste^il, 
Ihaf we might live together in amity. We also showeil them the 
usegays, and told them that the owner eonld have them baek if he 
came for them — all we wanted was to prevent annoyance on either 
ride. They were told to infomi Heiry and the Oaapmen of oiu- 
wishee, and having been well treateii went away. 

March 14th, — Fine weather, N.W. breeze. The Commander 
and 30 men proceed to mark off the spot for the bird trap about 
I ^ leagues away. He visited also the two colonies. The men found 
busy building houses, and fairly inilustrious. Rain at night. 
Some garden thieves sentenced, and Hnnnnns sentenced to be dis- 
rated and again became ordinary sailor. 

March loth. — New moon. Uainy weather. N.W. breeze. The 
case of Woutersz : settled. Resolved that he be disrated, as in 
the cnse of Uarmaus, and that for the libels uttered by him he is 
to apologize, at the waine time retracting them — his tongue is also 
to b«- pierced, and he is to be hanislied on Robben Island for 3 

May Itith. — Fine weather. N.W. .Sentenci- on Wouteraa: 
mitigated, bis tongue not ti be piercoil, and hiniself not to be 
banished, but disrated to the rank of common soldier. At night 
a boat visited the Rabhcjiirhl , stating that the vessel sighteil in the 
afternoon was the Vrnugiea, now anchored off tb'' Lion's Rump, 
with the Hon. V. Goens on Iwjapl, It was afraid to eome at onee, 
OS news had been received that the Cajic liad been surpriseil and 
sacked. V. Goens wanted a gun fired to give him uotifo that 
everj-thing was all i-ight. This was done, nu'l a boat sent to him 
with refreshments, Ac. — the commander ■)f the Roh/iejuc/if to act as 
pilot for the Oinnijieii. 

March I7fh- — Fine weatlier. Riebeeek goes on board early. 
OranguH had left the Vlie the -JrhiA November with 403 men — 3 
had died and 2 were drownd ; ha<i touched at St. Vincent, and 
had spoken about the Angola trade with the director <if the West 
India Company on hoai'd of a ship also lying there, and proceed- 
ing towards the Gold Coast and the Gutt ot Guinea. The junior

At night strong 8.E. 
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i6o7. March 18tli. — S.E. weather. Rohbejachtjen sent to the Island for 

"" 30 good sheep — the men in charge there to send us word how the 
increase is progressing, also how the rabbits are getting on. They 
received also one month's provisions, and had to castrate the young 
rams — the ewes which had been landed a long while ago were to 
be sent over for the ships, and also some wethers. Six young 
ewes and 5 rams were sent thither for the stock. News brought 
at dinner that a vessel was entering the bay, which proved to be 
the Malmca^ which had left Holland with the Orangieti ; few sick 
on board and only 3 deaths. 

March 1 9th. — Fine, calm weather ; W. breeze ; 20th, the same. 
Rohhejacht returns with 30 sheep. 

March 21st. — Same weather. By order of Van Qoens 40 wood- 
cutters are sent to the forest to help until Monday, in order to get 
xts many beams ready as 200 men could drag outside towards the 
road and for the jetty. Men also ordered on shore to accompany 
Van Ooens and Kiebeeck in their inspection of the whole settle- 
ment and promontory, and with a whale boat to visit all inlets 
along the whole coast, sounding the latter from this to False Bay, 
making exact charts of the wnole. Van Qoens also intends to 
land on the beach within sight of the sloop, and whenever possible 
take notice of everything, and further proceed inland to have a 
good look at the country and a drawing made of it. 

March 22nd. — ^Fine, calm weather, v an Ooens and Kiebeeck go 
by the back of Lion's Rump along the shore to Hout Bay, where 
they passed the night iu a tent. They waited there for the sloop 
under command of the chief mate of the Mafaccay but the lattcor 
strayed into a small sandy bay behind the mountain called the 
Sugar Loaf, on the outside of which the Hout Bay is situated. 
Van Goens therefore took his bearings and drawings pn land. 

March 23rd. — N.W. wind. In the afternoon Van Goens and 
party leave Hout Bay, and pass through the Hout Valley through 
the oloof called the " Pass," a good distance towards the flat of 
the isthmus between Table and False Bays. There they were 
kept by the rain and passfed the night ; the neighbourhood was 
carefully inspected, the levels taken, and drawings were made. 

March 24th. — Fine weather. Van Qoens proceeds early in the 
morning towards many distant points of False Bay, where he 
visited most of the valleys, mountains and corners of the whole 
Cape, took their levels, and made charts of the same. At night 
he reached the Harman's Colony and slept there. 

March 25th. — Same fine weather. Van Goens marched through 
a large tract of the before-mentioned flat betweeii the mountains 
of the Cape and the continent, and had a most careful survey 
and measurement made of the country between the two bays. 

March 26th. — At night he arrived at the fort and ordered that 
proper drawings were to be made of everything ; also that the 
timber cut in the forest should be dragged out of the forest by 
200 men of the Orange and Malacca, 



Mnroli 27tii. — Fine, eliaiiging weath(?r. Men sent to the Sand 
Bay beliind the Sugar Loaf to fetch the sloop. The Malav&i 
ordered to make sail to-morrow morning early ; sloop arrives 
safely. 

March 'i-^th. — Fine weather; general eounoil held. Uuestiuu 
considered whether Herry should lie removed, or the matter stiU

e aiused to the Saldanhars expected here during the wet season, 
and from whom a large number of cattle may possibly be bought. 
A fixed reijuiaition for suiiplieis for the year deoided od, and to be 
drawn from the sliips. Vacancies on the Mahccn filled up, and 
the latter ordered to sail with despatches tor India. Strong S.S K. 
in the afternoon. 

March 29th. — Full moon ; fine weather. The landenrveyor 
and some men with beacons sent out by Van Goens to beacon nff 
tin- flat above-mentioned in a etraiglit line. The Malmvu L.'aves 
with 363 men. 

March 30th. — Rainy N.W- weather. The surveyors return 
without having eumpleted the right measurement ; they were 
ordered to go again to-mon-ow, and were given full instruotions 
hiiw to proceed, Ji.0. 

March 3l8t. — Rainy N.W. weather. The French ship La JH'ire- 
cii'il arrives, returning from Madagascar ; one of the four whloh 
w< re here last year, Admiral de Laros on board and 170 men ; 
lost about 400 men at Madagascar in consequence of the unhealthi- 
ness of the climite ; the otlier -J vessels were too weak-handed to 
l©!iye. It brought us 4 men of the Tulp, which during the night of 
the 2ni of December, 165-5, hud been overtaken by a huiTicane 
near the river of Calamboela, opposite St. Maria, and been lost 
with about 40 hi%fs of rice bartered there ; all the men and some 
merchandize had been saved ; excepting 11 all had died on St.Maria 
ot sickness. Among them F. Verburgli ; ihc skipper, and assistant 
Cornelis van Heyningen and mate; (J of these had voluntarily re- 
mained with the French, ami were looking after the merchandize. 
Van Goens sent a we'eome to the French admiral, and an invita- 
tion to dine with him in order also to obtain more news. After 
dinner we gathered that this itm-echn! had been in the Red Sea 
and i»ptured a Moorish jiri/e filled with musk, civet, amber, aloes, 
&e. Tt was now proceeding liome. The following has been state<l 
by the four men regarding the T^lp : — " During the night of thf- 
Sod of December, the Tulp was overtaken by a hun-ioane, torn 
from her three anchors and hurled towanla the sea ; the wind being 
very strong, they had to cut the main mast, and were knocked 
about until they were tlu-owu nn sliore at Colamhoela, when both 
vessel and cargo were lost. The next day some merchandize wa? 
fiaved, a.s the list will show ; we I'eniaineit 7 or t* days at the wreck 
when a certain king visited us and also .some blacks. They brought 
our goods to a large square, where a few houses stood, in which 
theynarbiured us for about a month. The king of the Island St.

mained. Ahout the Ist Augusf| the French had observed a galiot 
cruizing before Tolanhaer about 8 days; very likely it was the 
jVachtgias J which left the Cape the 18th July last year to search for 
the Tnlp ; but as it did not call, the French were afraid to go near 
it. 

April 1st (Easter) — Stormy N.W., and rainy weather. 

April 2nd. — Fine, N. W. weather. French Admiral unable to 
accept Van Ooens's invitation to dinner in consequence of yester^ 
day's storm. 

April 3rd. — Biebeeok instructed by Van Goens to measure the 
distances between the beacons and the noai^est mountains of the 
main land, which were found to be fully Ih Dutch miles or 266& 
roods. The surveyor found tlie distance between those beacons and 
the Cape Mountains to be 1000 roods, total 3()66 Rhineland roods. 
Vessel sighted. 

April 4th. — Fine weather ; the Voge/ PhwuU of Delft arrives ^ 
had left Goeree on the 25th December last ; skipper Cornelis 
Stamper, crew 312 men, 3 dead. 

April 5th. — West breeze ; the RohhejavM sent to the Island for 
30 sheep ; the overseers- there ordered to let us know how many 
there are now, as Van Qoens likes to be informed. Van Qoens and 
Hiebeeok again go out to inspect the beacons on the isthmus, and 
had all distances surveyed and marked. 

April 6th. — The same was done to-day, and at night Van Goens- 
returned to the fort. Strong S.E. in Table Valley out hardly any 
wind in the country. 

April 7th. — Fine weatlier ; Van Goens surveys the Table Valley 
and others in the neighbourhood. 

April 8th. — ^French Admiral dines on shore ; heavy S.E. at night. 

April 9th. — ^Tlie same ^vind; Van Goens visits the freemen^ 
and leaves instructions regarding the boimdaries of tlieir farms. 

April 10th — Fine weatlier; 3 sheep and some vegetables pre^ 
sented to the Frecch Admiral, who allows three of the men their 
discharge. The fourth he wished to take home to give evidence re- 
garding the English prize captured by him on his outward voyage \ 
this was oousidered but fair, on condition that on his arrival in 
France he should be allowed his liberty. S.E. at night. The 
following promotions made, see Resolution of 10th April, 1657. 

April llth and 12th. — Fine weatlier and same wind. lictters 
for India sent on board the Phoenh\ 

April 13th. — Calm weather. The P/urtiu- leaves.

ddpper, Hendrik Juriaansz; lK**:^-keeper, Rejnier Pbuw; 245 
wen on board. Had left the Vlie 24th Dee. last. Had not been 
able to touch at Dha Fuogo and therefore brought no asses ; only 
two deaths. 

April 22Ld. — Warm sunshine. 

April 2^rd. — Same weather. 100 men sent to the forest to drag 
out some beams for the jettj. Full council held to consider 
despatch fn>m India, dated 4th Dec., ordmng us to SMid a vessel 
to the Southland in sean-h «>f tlie crew and cargo of the Drtiek^ 
wrecked there in 325 1^^- 1^*® ™^^ ^^ h^n left in deplorable 
circumstances, and not been found bv the Valk and Ooede Hoopy sent 
out from Bataria to search for them, and which also left behind 
them elerea men, k*,. ie. See Beeolution of 23id April, lt>57.) 

A[>ril 24th. — Same wind. The English vessel leaves, 
for us a letter for the direct t»rs and one lor Middelburg. 

April 25th. — Same wind. The money on board the Fi/^vy 
transhipped into tlie Ve*neiibnrg^ which proceeds direct to Batavia^ 
whilst a voyage to the .Southland is not without much danger. 

April 26th. — Same win«l. The land*surveyor and two others 
proceed to survey and measure the hith^o uninspected portion of 
the Cape Point, in order to have a correct chart ready for the return 
fleet Ploughing commeDce<l yesterday and to-day. Oxen too 
joung and untrauied for the work — have to use horses ; having 
-only six at hand, only one j>lougli c-ould be employed. 
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April 27th. — Cloady, N.W. weather. The Vincq gets as far as 1657, 
Robben Island. — 

April 28th. — Full moon — fine sunshine. The Viticq gets safely 
to sea. 

April 29th. — Dark N.W. weather — stormy and rainy in the 
afternoon. 

April 30th. — Same weather. The land-surveyor returned and 
reported that he had closely examined and surveyed all possible 
points between the Cape and False Bay, excepting one high, stony 
foreland. He had, however, well observed its bearings, as the 
drawing will show ; but it will not be placed on the chart before 
Riebeeok himself shall have visited and examined the same. During 
the night the boat of the Veencnhurg, laden with refreshments, 
was cast on shore by the heavy sea. The next morning it was 
repaired and sent on board with another supply. 

May 1st. — Wind and weather as above, but not so storaiy. Our 
letters for Batavia sent on board the Veenenhurg. 

May 2nd. — Fine 8.E. weather. Departure of the Veenenburg, 
Wind veers to 8.W. Oyevaar arrives at dusk; Skipper Jacob 
Doom and bookkeeper Fran9ois de Coninek ; had left Z3aland on 
the 24th Dec. last, becalmed a month at the line ; 219 men still on 
board; 9 dead and 2 drowned by falling overboard; scurvy 
appearing slightly. 

May 3rd. — Fine N.W. weather ; 80 men of the Oyemar sent to 
the forest to drag forth some beams. 

May 4th. — Drizzling niin, ceasing in the afternoon. Vessel 
sighted — 8.B. at night. 

May 5th. — S.E. until nom. GekrooiuJe Leeuw arrives ; had left 
the Vlie with the Veenenburg 24th December; touched 3rd 
Febru«iry at Cape Verde because of its sick and loss of spars ; 
found good refreshments, and left on the 12th February ; lost 22 
men; has still 357 on board and fairly well. Skipper Dirck 
Gomelisz: and junior merchant Arnout de Heus. 

May 6th. — Calm weather. Officers oT the Oekroonde Leeuw 
bring our letters on shore. 

May 7th. — 100 of its men sent to the forest to fetdi beams for 
the jetty. The millwrights select the spot for the horse mill, the 
timber required to be obtained from the forest. The sailors on 

froceeding to the forest were surrounded by about 4 or 500 
[ottentoos, who robbed some of their food. There was nearly a 
fight, but a mate being present who was here before, and who 
knew that quarrels were better if avoided, as the roads would 
l)eoome unsaier than they already were, he led the men towards 
the Duinhoop redoubt, where he asked for an armed escort, which 
was granted. 

May 8th. — Fine weather : death of a colt : cause unknown. 
May 9th. — Drizzlins^ calm weather from the N.W. An English 
fihip the Mayflower arnves from Coromandel the 29th January, old 
style — cargo, cloth, sugar and saUpetre; 50 men on board; 
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I6d7. destined for London : Captain William White deceased ; vefisel 
"" commanded by his son, who was but badly obeyed ; had a very 
painful voyage of 3 months ; lay about a month off and on between 
Agulhas and this ; very much in want of victuals and ship's tools^ 
&c.y for which they begged hard : also for beef. Told them of our 
own wants and allowed them water and to fish along shore. 

May 10th. — Pine, somewhat cloudy weather. The sloop sent 
for 30 sheep at Robben Island and a letter as follows : — ** Send us- 
30 sheep of the ewes which have lambed long ago and of the 
finest wethers, also as many tails as you may safely cat off from 
the larger ewes. You receive one month's provisions and 4 young 
sheep, among them 2 half bred Europeans. When the latter are 
fit for use you may send over the old Cape rams, &c." 

May 11th. — N.W. wind, sloop cannot leave. English Captain 
threatens that if we do not assist him, he intends to go inland and 
obtain cattle from the natives in a friendly way or otherwise. He 
was told not to do so, as the Company liad taken posaesBion and 
would never allow another to interfere with its jurisdiction. He 
ought rather to be satisfied with such as>istance as we in our small 
way were able to render him. He seemed to think it strange that 
he could not do what he Iike<l and go whither he wished, and was 
told that this liberty was not allowed even to our own men ; that 
the Company incurreil great expense in order to have the sole 
occupation of the country for securing refreshments for its vessels^ 
of which some were sent on board of his ship, besides a sheep, in 
return for which he promised to take some letters for us to Holland. 

May 12th. — Wet N.W. weather: victuals &c., allowed the 
English ship Mayflower, See full particulars in Resolution of thi» 
date. 

May 13th, New moon (Sunday). — Rainy N.W. weather. 

May 14th. — N.W. stormy weather, heavy rains. Riebeeck visits 
the orchanl, &c. 

May 15th. — Same weather ; not so severe. Riebeeck measorea 
the Company's and freemen's lands, finds 20 morgen prepared, as 
much as will contain the see<l on Iiand and reared here ; f to be 
divided between the 3 companies of freemen and J for the Company,. 
and to be sown at once. Deatli of a convict, Jan Leendertsz. The 
Oyevaar takes our letters for India. 

May 16th. — Fine, calm weather. 

Mav 17th.- N.W. fine weatlier; 30 sheep arrive from Robben 
Island; 15 lambs had been born, so that 320 were on tlie island. 
Males required for the rabbits there. 

May I8th. — N.W. wind; wheat sown below the forest. 

May 19th. — Dirty, heavy N W. weather. 

May 20th (Pentecost).— N.W. breeze. Tlie English Captain 
takes our letters for Holland, also those of the Hon. Van Goens^ 
as we fear that the second return fleet has passe<l. 

May 2 1st. — Dirty N.W. weather. 
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May 22iicU — S.8.E. breeze. The O^eraa/- leaves. Riebeeck visits 1657. 
Ihe oom-lands, of which a large portion had been sown. The wife ~ 
of the sick oomforter, Pieter van Staels, gives birth to a daughter. 

May 23rd. — S.E. weather. The Mat^flower leaves. The Ge-> 
hroonde Leeutc receives our letters for Batavia. Arrival at midnight 
of the St. Louiaay under command of Admiral the Hon. Yol- 
^erius Westerwolt; had with its consorts left Batavia the 4th 
February last. The Rohhejacht sent after the MayflmcerioiTj and 
^t the letters back in order to forward them by this vessel. 

May 24th. — W. wind and fine. Westei'^i oldt lands, and receives 
supplies, as per Resolution of this date. He gives us letters from 
Batavia, dated January Slst, 1657. No chance of reaching the 
English vessel, which had left last niglit with a fine S.E. 

May 25th. — ^Fine, calm weather. 

May 26th. — Dirty, rainy weather; N.W. wind. 

May 27th (Sunday). — Dirty, as above. 28th, same. N.W. 
weather. 

May 29th. — Fine, S.S.E. weather. The Gekrooiide Leeuw leaves. 
The Robbejachtjen takes some convicts to Bobben Island, in order to 
<K>mmenoe work at the stone quarries there, where beautiful white 
stone has been found, and easily worked. This would be better 
than brick, to make which entails much labour, and requires much 
fuel. Three servants, and three male and female convict slaves 
have therefore been sent to the island — 1 as superintendent, 1 as 
shepherd, and the rest to work the quarry to see what success can be 
-secured. 

May 30th and Slst. — Fine, calm weather. Biebeeck and Wester- 
woldt find the oom-lahds, about 2 hours' distance from the fort, to 
l)e 20 morgen in extent, and properly sown with wheat; 14 
belonged to the freemen and 6 to the Compan^jr. Have no more 
seed to put into the ground, as there is much time for ploughing, 
and much ground ready for oats, barley, peas, beans, linseed and 
hemp, &c. The quarry at Eobben Island commenced to be 
worked. 130 sheep still on the island. 

June 1st. — Fine sunshine. Some land ploughed behind Lion 
UilL 

June 2nd. — Rainy, W. weather. The ground above-mentioned 
sown with some wheat, barley, oats, rye, beans and peas, hemp and 
linseed, millies and white Zealand beans, also some rice in wet 
ground. Death of the sailor, Juriaen Willemsz, of Amsterdam. 
Westerwoldt decides to prooeed to St. Helena, and there wait for 
the other vessels, until the 4th July. He receives our letters, and 
those of Van Goens, for Holland. 

June 3rd. — Dirty, rainy, W. weather. 

June 4th. — Pair, cloudv, N.W. weather. 

June 6tb. — ^Drizzlinff, N.W. weather. Three freemen had pro- 
ceeded, without our knowledge, about 16 hours' walk inland, 
mostly towards the south, and had there found two native encamp- 
ments, with about 500 or 600 people, some of the friends, or pre- 
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1657. tended friends, of tlie Caapmen, but eepaiated from the latter by 
— a beautiful river, on both sides thickly studded with bitter almond 
trees, and in such a fine, moist valley, to which those of the Cape 
bear no comparison. They treated our people very kindly, and at 
once brought wood for a screen to keep away wild animals. They 
also erected a hut for them. Two young oxen and 3 sheep were 
bought from these natives, who were unwilling to part with more, 
and said that the real Saldanhars were 10 or 12 days' journey 
further away, and would be here in the dry season to sell cattle. 
They (the natives) called the spot fheir Holland, or Fatherland,, 
because of its rich pastures and in order to give our people an idea 
of the excellence of the spot. If we had obtained asses we might 
make arrangements for a land journey, in order to explore the 
country. 

June 7th. — The same dirty, N.W. weather. Death of the 
marine, Gerrit Juriaensz, of Dorum, a good ploughman, whose loss 
will be felt ; also of Meyndert llemmersz, cadet. The St, Louise 
leaves at night with a S. breeze. Some garden seeds, sweet pota* 
toes and horse-radish sent to Bobben Island to try them in the 
sandy soil there, as will appear from subjoined letter to Woutersen : — 
" We send you the seeds, &c. (mentioned above). The sweet pota- 
toes grow well in sandy soil, and the Company is much interested 
in the growth of the horse-radish. You are to look well after these 
things without neglecting the work at the quarry, and better than 
your predecessors, who nave been very careless. As the master 
mason has no doubt given you sufficient information, and the 
quarryinig is progressing satisfactorily, he is to return to his work 
here. Keep the work going, and send us what you already have 
at hand ; do this whenever a vessel arrives, imless otherwise 
ordered. * P.S. — Mr. de Man sends you the clothing for the men, 
also some medicine, &c." 

June 8th and 9th.— Fine, clear weather. 

Jime 10th. — Fine weather as above. This being the first Sunday 
after the departure of the return fleet, a holiday was given to the 
men to keep their Cape " keimis '' according to annual usage, &c. 

June II tn. — New moon — same weather as above. The JRobbe- 
jacht brings some hewn stone and the report that there was more 
on hand, but about half an hour's walk distant from the beach. 
Resolved to make another trial with the stone in the downs here 
to find out whether cutting them would not be cheaper. An 
En&;lish shin sighted. 

June 12th. — Fine, calm weather. 

June 13th. — English sliip Welcome arrives — skipper's name 
William Hardgreave, 55 men on board ; cargo, saltpetre, pepper, 
Surat cloth — allowed some water and refreshments, the latter to be 
obtained from the freemen ; Captain dined with the Commander. 
Had met about 100 miles away a Rotterdam ship, perhaps the 
Slot van Homngefij and a week later an Amsterdam vessel with all 
its yaixls broken, no doubt the Arnhem from Batavia, which was 
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80 leaky that it was comi>elled to make for Mauritius. They told 1667. 
us also that 5 ships from Goa and one from Persia liad arrived at "" 
Surat, also the Nachtglm, which had left this last July via Mada* 
gasoar, to look for the Tulp. Twelve vessels were lying before the bar 
at Goa, and Colombo had been taken hy the Company. 

June 14th. — Fine weather. The English officers dine with 
Siebeeck, and told us that the Poitugees were faring badly every- 
where in India, &o. 

June 15th. — Misty N.W. weather ; a sheep and some vegetables 
presented to the English Captain, wlio promised to take our letters 
to Holland. 

June 16th. — Fair weather. Riebeeck goes to inspect the plough- 
ing, &o. 

June 17th (Sunday). — Dirty, rainy and changing weather. 
Riebeeck's wife confined of a daughter. 

June 18th to 2'^rd. — Dirty wet weather — strong W. wind; 
ploughing continued. Death of tlie marine Pieter Comelisz Fock. 

June 24th (Sunday) — Fine S.E. weather. 

Jime 25th. — Full moon— westerly breeze ; our letter sent on 
board the Welcome. 

June 26th. — Hazy N.W. weather. 

June 27th. — Stormy, wet N.W. weather. 

June 28th. — Wet weather and the wind much stronger. The 
rivers overflowing in all directions — the lands of the freemen all 
under water, a regular inundation wliich may cause serious loss ; 
the new garden behind the fort, 4 moreen in extent and newly 
sown, under water completely, and washed away by the river 
streams. Next year a recurrence will be prevented by making 
embankments and ditches around it. The Company's lands, how- 
ever, about 20 morgen in extent, still compai'atively dry and unin- 
jured because of the trenches made through them. Had the free- 
men taken our advice and done the same they would not have 
suffered the loss. The wood wagons unable to move, the road 
being in many places from 2 to 4 feet under water ; shelter made 
for the oxen at the granary. 

June 29th. — ^Dirty, stormy weather from the N.W. Riebeeck 
goes to the lands to see how things are and find means to draw off 
the water, &c. Resolved to have drains made through the lands of 
the freemen and embankments above, &c. He further proceeds to 
the flats, where Van Ooens wishes to have the canal dug (about two 
hours away), and finds the whole country so inundated with 
rapid streams that the whole cutting, with redoubts and all, would, 
if made, be swept away at once. The flat had become a combination 
of lakes ; the work should therefore for the present be left in 
abeyance. 

June 30th. — Scune wet stomiy weather. The waters increase on 
the lands, and as the English ship has not yet been able to leave 
we wrote a short note to the Masters warning them not to be in 
too great a hurry with the work, &e.

Jalv 9th- — ^Fine, oslm wrAlber. Bielteeick goes out to see what 
gpcrmd* there may be aV-^it thr 'Jo p wgwi alrettdr eohivated. for 
furore operata^ais. Haring .Toased tbe drr bnsli liver lie found 
abcnrr aa mnch as had b^en rJrBadr cohiTi^tad en tida side. He 
also a77ang>Ed for maikiiig & draix: &rcRind the laada vt the Bteren's 
CciosiT. the latter beciir r^ro weiak-haBded to do so alone, aa the 
Ooaipanr''s wagons witk th-esr lo&'ls of wood are unaUe to cross 
thci«ieb>:igsin n^^. He also c-rieredthax a eertainkind of Ti>iing 
tre^ ihoald be planted ronijd the gardens in VaUe Yallej for 
dieher against Vtt^ \i^at\ SX. winds. He also found the best 
fp0t for a redoobt to protect the lands, to be jut between the 
dwelling of Jan Beynitra and thr Steren*5 GolonT, on a fine hill 
and («8mnanding the Cool]«dt*5 whole orLharls and the places of 
the fre«men ; also that :r.<lBr*d of 4 only :? watchhonaes would be 
p ooGfl M g y, (oe ojiposite Sah Rirer, where the redonbt Th:inho(^p is 
nnder the eye of the f orL and the fnrtheist aboTe the Hannan's 
Colony, and <v«iiinanding about 4 or 500 monen of arable land, 
both together being aV*nt *Ji Louis' distant Iran the fdrL just 
below the fca^ost when^^e the timber is drawn* so that Duinhoop will 
be} hour distant from the fort: and the first watehhoosel hour from 
Dmnfaoop ; the redoubt to be boih jti<;t as fv , and the furthest 
watchhouse above Harman*5 Colony aK«t an hour away on foot 
By this arrangement as much land ean be protected as is i^uired 
at present and may be e^tivat<^l af^awaId&. 

July 10th. — FixK" weather &s vest^dar. Men sent to make the 
drains on the freiemenV lands. ^I%e lana-^uireyor alao despatched 
to take the bearings and distance of the coast between this and 
Hout Bay, and to take the souniinrs, that eivything may be laid 
down on a chart, and if pussiUe w:u>out mistakes. 

July llth. — New mvx>n ; dark, dotidT, N.W, weather and oold 
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July 12tli. — Fair, N.W. weather. Biebeeok had the orchard iSi'^r 
surrounded with a (renoh to keep out the cattle, which often break "" 
the palings. Surveyor prevented by the rain from completing his 
wort. 

July 13th. — Vessel anchored on the opposite side of the bay ; 
arrived at noon the Maria ^ on the 10th April from the Vlie ; 38 
men on board, a few dead ; skipper named Claes Fran9ois Bordingh, 
and with the Ha^aelt (its consort) destined for trade on the coast of 
Ghiinea and Angola. It was decided to discharge its Cape cargo 
and keep the goods for India at hand to be transhipped into the 
first vessel arriving. See Resolution. 

July 14th. — Dirty N.W. weather. In the afternoon somewhat 
southerly. Provisions sent to Bobben Island with the following 
letter : — " You receive provisions for 2 months ; let us know how 
many sheep there are and what the bonfires of last night meant ; 
keep the men going at the quarry, &c." 

July 15th (Sunday.) — Fine, calm simshine. 

July 16th. — Heavy S.E. in the morning. 

July 17th. — ^Fine weather. The Besolution to build the redoubt 
Dninhoop, &c. See Resolution of this date. 

July 18th. — Fine, calm, simshine. 

July 19th. — ^News from Eobben Island that the quarrying 
promised badly, but that the sheep had increased to 350, and thn 
horse-radish and other seeds, &c., were progressing favourably, as 
per following note : — " Why we lighted fires was because the stone 
quarrying promised no success. The overhan^ng rocks were 
broken on, and no proper blocks could be fashioned out of the 
sandy stuff foimd further below, which crumbled to pieces in the 
hand ; the rain melting those already prepared. Not 4 out of 10 
blocks are saved, so that we cannot make more than 100 per 
week. We require wedges and sledgehammers to get along, the 
crowbar being useless, and three more men acquainted with the 
work if it is to be continued, to take the place of two others 
always ill, and who never are able to lift a stone. Eva does 
nothmg else than running about the Island, chasing the sheep and 
separating them from the lambs ; she requires somebody to look 
after her ; she does not attend to signs, gesticulations or tlirashings, 
which she does not appear to comprehend. No credit derivable 
with such people. On the N.W. side of the Island we have made^ 
a garden, 100 ft. by 60 ft., surrounded by a ditch 3 ft. deep ; all 
the seeds are coming out, except the sweet potatoes ; the horse- 
radishes give fine sprouts, also the turnips. At present we have 
350 sheep, all told ; those bom this year are mostly bastards and 
ewes. Some old ewes might be safely removed hence. On the N. 
aide we found a grey rabbit dead, so that we have at present one 
idiite, one grey, and one black. If we had a male they would 
soon increase largely. We cannot see that the rock rabbits are 
increasing. We send you 7 tails. Very little will henceforth be 
obtainable, as all the lambs are cross-bred, growing into fine 
Vol. VI. F 
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1657. animals. With the men we have we cannot out a tail or castrate." 
*~~ (See Resolution taken after consideration of this letter of this date.) 
The surveyor again proceeds to survey the coast, as mentioned 
above, and with 5 men takes provision for 6 for 24 hours. Biebeeck 
intends to go to-morrow to select a site for a granary, to be ready 
in December, near the corn lands, where the com can be cleaned, 
placed in sacks and brought to the Fort. Trench commenced 
around the orchard at Kondebosjen, about If hours on foot 
from the Fort. 

July 20th. — Pine sunshine, like yesterday. Biebeeok and the 
Captain of the Maria go out to fix upon a spot for the granary, 
and on their return draw up the estimates of expenditure on the 
same. The Company would require 50 or 60 morgen for rearing 
breadstufFs, &c., for the garrison, slaves, &c., and expects that the 
rest will be found by the freemen within three years at the 
furthest. Its lands are to be worked by its own servants, without 
additional expense, therefore the granary is to be built as follows. 
(See Brcsolution of tills date.) At night a strong S.S £. ; the same 
wind on the 21st, when at night it became calm. 

July 22nd. — Calm weather. 

July 23rd. — Resolution above mentioned commenced to be 
carried out. 

July 24th. — Gold, rainy weather. The Commander proceeds to 
the forest to give the necessary instructions, and on the way beacons 
off the site for the redoubt, Koomhoop, that the masons may com- 
mence at once. The Surveyor returns home, having satisfactorily 
completed his work. 

July 25th. — Full moon. Dark, drizzling, calm weather. 

July 26th. — Calm, sunshine. The Rohbejacht repaired. 

July 27th. — The same weather. Herry having been away a 
long time, visits us and asks, now that we are ploughing right and 
left, where he and the Oaapmen are to pasture their cattle. They 
were told to do so where they were now, that is, in the country 
towards the mountain range (overberg) of Africa, mostly towards 
the East and as much towards the North, about 8 or 10 hours away 
from this on foot. He said that the Saldanhars were coming this 
way, and would be here in the dry season, when they would kill 
them all and take their cattle, and requested that he and the 
Caapmen might be allowed to squat near us. He was told that 
we hardly had sufficient pasture for our own cattle hereabouts. 
He inquired whether the Commander, with whom he was on sudi 
friendly terms, wished that he and the Caapmen should be killed 
by the Saldanhars. He was told that if they were willing to sell 
us cattle they might go and live behind the kloof, between Table 
and Lion Moimtains, but not behind the latter, where the lands of 
the Commander were, which spot was required for pasture for the 
Company's cattle. He said that he could spare no cattle, as he 
had to live from them ; he would, however, obtain some for us 
from the Caapmen,^ and do his best to buj a good lot for us from 
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Assured hy ocular demonalTatiun, iind he waa permitted to Bijuat 
b^iind the kloof. He also asked [lermissioD to piteh his liuU ub 
&e neck in sight of the Fort, ;is he feared that the Saldanhiire 
might come upon him ci" th<: Hout Valley, and attack him without 
our seeing it. This was allowed, on condition that his tattle shall 
only graze between Lion's Head and the Hout Bay, along the 
Gable Mountains, hei^uaothe hinds of this Table Valley and the 
flat behind Lion's Hill (gniuted to liiebeeck by Van tioeus) were 
Inquired for the Company's cattle, &o. With this he and thu 
GuLpmen left, apparently satisfied. Herry also beggeii bard that 
tiu Oommander should, with the Caapmen, attack the Saldauhai's 
rind fake their cattle, but he was told that the Hollanders wore not 
at' nation to rob another of its property, but df sired to live in 
Msndsbip witb all people, and traile with them, &.o. He ilid not 
ibna to like this. 

July 28th. — Fine, clear, sunshine. 
■ July 29tii. — Strong S.E. at night. Sunday. 

Joly 30th. — Strong H.E. Biebeeck inspects the liueof tren(;hes 
baaooned off by Van Goens, and finds some beawns still standing, 
but others oarried awiiy ; ilImo a lot of water still lying on the 
(ground, so that it is evident that a oanal would always be destroyed 
by such inundations. A» the JIasae/i has not yet arrived, the M'iria 
was ordered to be ready to start for Robben Island to-monow 
mnming early, iu aooordauce with the Kesolution taken on the l!)th. 
Foundation laid of the Cnmheap redoubt. 

July 3lBt. — N.E. breeze, Riebeeek makes an attempt to proveed 
to Robben Island, but the N.AV. wind being too strong, lie was 
obliged to put back. A wbule boat washed on shore; attempts to 
be madii to-moiTow to recover it. 

August lat. — Cloudy N.'tV. weather and rain. 
August 2nd. — Wind somewhat less ; the Rohliejwht, having been 
rejioired, is again launched. Five or six sheep killed by wolves at 
Harfflan's Colony, because everybody had refused the night before 
to Htable them. They (the colonitjts) bad also this morning killed a 
ccUf and a sheep, and eateu them without, aooording to agree- 
ment, having beforehand obtained the Commander's permission. 
This makes us fear that the Company will derive little benefit from 
the cattle trade with the freemen, aa they only look after theni- 
Bblvea. It also appears that they are on bad terms with each 
other, outbidding one another in their trade with the natives, and 
ao spoiling it. 

August 3rd. — Fine, lovely weather, The wlmle boat found 
smashed about H hours from the fort. Arranged that the wreck 
should be broi^ht hither to build from it a boat for the Marin. In 
14 days' time we hope to finish the redoubt Condieap, Herry and 
Caapmen arrive at Salt Ilivcr with about ■'JOOK cattle, and wore 
shown their fiituj-e quarters on tiie Kloof. AVlien they ai-e once 
athey will be in a fine trap, and the freemeti fQS.y disoover

Aoguet 4th. — Same weather. The freemen kmdlT adTiwd not 
to Iveak the conditiona. Thev apologiseil and promued to do 
bener.

August 6th. — S.K'breeae. cloudy weather. Biebaeck goea to 
Island, where he selects a prrtper site tx heaeon fiies, 
to orden left bj Van Goena. to aerre tor 
fhifs into the bay, which maj then saQ betwe«i lion'a Hill an< 
tiie Island, in aider to aroid the Whale Rock, nntil the fire ia to tho 
K Ji.W. of them, when eren the laigesst ship mar Mfely go 
straight S.S J£. into the baj until it has sounded 8, 7, 6, 5, and 4 
iithoms abore a sandy bottom, in proportion to the aae of the 
yessels. They are, however, to remember that thej mnst take the 
gates of the fort and the battery in a line with eat-h other, and not 
go beyond. The gate and the battery will then be S.W. by 8. ; 
theseguides were supposed to be sufficient after oonsultation witii the 
ddppcr of the Maria. Riebeeck haying also examined the qfoany, 
and its minor importanee compared with that of muHiplyiDg all 
kinds of food, reaolyed to remoye two convicta from the Uand, to 
be used here for agriculture, leaying to take I'are of the dieep tho 
aoldiers Jan Wouters and Christ<^el Midler, besides a oonviot and 
a female slaye from Madagascar. They are to eultiyate horse 
radish as much as possible, and also sweet potatoea, and not to 
allow laay habits. The sheep had muhiplie^l to 360, so tiiat the 
increaae this year has sayed half of the consumption of the yoaseln, 
The rabbita require males to breed. The y are bur r o w i ng eyery- 
wheze and growing fat and sledL Will increase undonbtedly. 
Biebeeck returns at night, taking with him some abeep like oalyes, 
but is unable to find out idiat ship has been sighted. 

August 7th. — 8he proyes to be the Pronntie^ 13th April 
from Zealand, with 263 men on board ; 7 dead and drowned ; only 
2 or 3 scurry patients on board. Skipper Andries yan Neve was 
under arrest in consequence of adultery committed with the wife 
of the junior merdiant and odier women, according to the statement 
of said merchant and the diief mate. The latter had taken the 
skipper's place. There has therefore been some trcmUe on board, 
judging from the affidayits banded o^er to u& Yessd properly 
bertned and proyisioned. Beceiyed with her letteia from the 
Directora, dated 11th April, referring especially to the slaye trade on 
the coast of Guinea and Angola; but as the Ha^teU baa not 
yet arriyed we are without the instructions, so that we do not 
know how to proceed ; must therefore await the aniyal of the 
HMnelt or the OUphantj haying receiyed nothing with the Maria, 

Yesterday when Beebeeck was at Bobben Islmd, Heny allowed 
his cattle to afqproaoh that of the Company, and whilst our herds 
were shelteriug themselves from the rain, he stole 4 of our beasts, 
which were rapidly driven away by two of his men. Hie herda 



perceiving their loss !vt nuoe went among' Herry's cattle, who with 
all the Caapmen at once broke up their encampment and fled, 
a£rwd evidently of being made priaoners. Tlie herds, however, kept 
Herry fast, requiring him to restore the stolen animals, and 
threatetUDg him that foiu' of his own would be taken instead. He 
denied having any share in the theft, though their hurried flight. 
"waa suffieient evidence of tlieir giiilt, but our men having his and 
the Caapmen cattle within their reach, would not allow him to go, 
so he promised to send some men to look for the stolen animals, 
begging that he might be allowed with the Caapmen to encamp at 
the Salt Kiver. This was allowed bim, and our men then proceeded 
over the mouotaiu to the back of the Leopard Mountain, 4 or 5 
hours' walk from this, where they only this morning found tlie 
cattle in charge of 2 Hottentoos, who protended that they had been 
searching for tJie animiils hy Herry's orders, and asked for some 
tobacco for their troii\)Ie, which the herds refused, well knowing 
that they were f lie thieves. The Commander ordered that it should 
be pretended thiit their story was believed, and that Herry and t!ie 
other two Hottentoos should be given some tobacco for their trouble 
and be treated kindly. The freemen were told to do the same thing, 
but to look well after their oatUe. that we may give no rise on our side 
to (juiirrels, thai in course of time we may pay the Hottentoos off. 

August 8th. — Dirty weather, W. wind. Tlie Pt-ovinlu- nearly 
on shore. AfEair of the skipper of the Prorintie oonsidered. See 
Beeolution of the council of this date. 

August 9th. — New moon ; fine, oahn, sunshine. The Pmri/ilic 
busy fishing up its lost unchors. 

August Idth.^Fine weather; Riebeeck goes on board to investi- 
gate the fase of the skipper of tbe Provinl'm, who oonf<)8se8 to the 
adultery, but denies that he had endeavoured to take the ship to 
Angola. Evidence on this point itgainst him not sufficient. 

August 1 1th, — Fine weather. Furtber examination of the 
•kipper on board; no evidence a<ldiiced to show tliat he intended to 
faring the vessel to a wrong place. 

Angu«t 12th (Sunday). — N.W. wind and cloudy. 

Augu-st 13th. — Fine weather : Iliebeeok and the skipper of the 
Marin proceed to the Houtvlei over tlie kloof, to explore all the 
biding places and passes tbrji^h which the HotteDti>08 might 
escape with or without cattle. This was also done on 

August 14th. — When it was found that they could be closed in at 
6 different places, viz.. at the klo<if. between the Steen and Bosch 
Bergen, laid down in tbe I'hart of Van Gnens, and marked with 
the letter F; and at E., nn the knee of the Lion, also marked F ; 
further, in tbe kloof between the Lion and Table Mountains, and 
again in three other places in the Hout Valley; si-x garrison 
locstionB in all, which would keep Herry and the Caapmen confined 
if once there, and who would have sufficient pasture for their 
cattle, from which the Cimipany loiild alsobe supplied according to

The further 
inlaud they may live the better, tliat yon mny return with them, 
or you may further do what yi>u may under the nircumstanoeB 
consider th<i best course, 8hould you me«t with good trade and 
reijuire more goods, you may leave sonif volunleers among the 
natives and return with the cattle hart-Ted, or you may send baok 
a few men with one of the trusted Ilottentona and a letter ; in this 
way oommunioation could be opened up and continued. To ensure 
your ttafety, should a safisfaotorv trade be established, you should 
build a strong kraal of bi'anches in which to encamp duriug the 
night. You are also to Hnd out whether any pa^^-ing quantities of 
ostrioh feathers, tusks, rhinoceros horns, ci\-et, amber, gold, honey,

OdLfitr 2Ui .'Soalaj — I^earh •>! Jan CaneL of the iVariitti*-. 
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Ootober 22nd. — Full moon, fine weatlier. Three Gaapmen bring 1657* 
the following note from the travellers : " Travelling E.N.E. to "" 
within 3 hours jErom the Tigerberg, we rested there at noon and 
saw 3 Hottentoos at a distance, whom we called. They told us 
that the Saldanhars were in 4 encampments at the big river, very 
likely known to you, and 4 days' journey to the N.N.E. of this 
place. We shall hurry on to get them, trusting tliat we may 
obtain a large quantity of cattle. We are all well, &c. — Signed, 
A. Gubbema,21st October, 1657." Anotlier small note contained 
the following : " These Hottentoos have come to us and we can't 
get rid of them ; they being evidently Gaapmen and going our own 
way, we fear that their intention is to hinder us in otu: trade. We 
therefore send them to you to get rid of them and realize our pur- 
pose. We are doing our best to find means to inform the Saldan- 
hars of OUT approach, whom we have promised that you will give 
them much tobacco, &c." 

Ootober 23rd. — South wind, rainy. A vessel siglited off Robben 
Island. Repairs at the Fort finished, also at the '^Duinhoop." 
Commenced to cut the canal to lead the river behind the Fort, as 
resolved in Council on the 17th last. 

Ootober 24th. — Boisterous weather, S.S.E. 

October 26th. — The same. Wind also strong behind Table 
Mountain at the com fields, but not so strong as here, so that no 
damage was done. 

October 26th. — Strong S.S.E. rolling like thimder over Table 
Mountain. Much of the garden fiuit destroyed, especially Roman 
imd Turkish beans, peas, &g., though protected with mats and 
branches, &c. The hospital made of the wood of the old houses in 
the fort blown down, 3 beams entirely broken, and if it did not 
have a strong stone wall behind, it would have ffone entirely. The 
Commander inspects a forest about 3 hoiurs on foot away from the 
fort, towards the north in the comer of the forest hill, opposite the 
forest mountains, in a southern direction below Table Mountain, 

Eointed out by the free carpenter, Leendert Comelisz : of Seven- 
uysen, and requested by him, with the privilege that only he- 
shail have the right to take timber from it, promising not to de- 
stroy it, but to use the timber in such a way that the forest is 
improved. He wishes to work the timber for his own benefit, to- 
be taken off his hands by the Company and the freemen, and 
undertakee to deliver all kinds of planks, beams, &o. The proposal 
found acceptable and convenient. The piece of forest therefore 
granted to him, with 20 morgen arable ground near the hill oppo- 
site the forest mountains, on condition that he shall remain 15 
years and order his wife from the Fatherland. 

October 27th. — S.E. wind. The Robbejacht leaves for Saldanha 
Bay with the following instructions : ^' First to touch at Robben 
Island to land a basket with sweet potatoes to be planted there ; 
thenoe to proceed to Dassen Island and take on board the two 
English guns lying there, and the cannon balls on the beach: 
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1697. Should the wind be favourable you are to return to Bobben Island 
~* and land the guns there, and plaoe them in position on the best 
spot oommanding the Sand Bay, in order to keep off strangers 
who may at night endeavour to surprise the keepers. The cock 
you are to leave on Robben Island ; thenee you are to prooeed to 
the Malagas Island, in Saldanha Bay, and salt down in the 48 
half-aums given you, sea-birds for the men here ; the other casks yoa 
are to fill with seal oil. You take with you 71 lbs. copper wire, 
9| lbs. tobacco, and 1 gross pipes, in order to buy sheep should 
you meet any natives ready to sell any stock. The catlle obtained 
are to be placed on * Sheep Island,' whence they can be removed 
io Bobben Island. The old sheep« however, are to be brought 
hither for immediate consumption as they are apt to die off. Any 
young heifers that you may get you are also to bring to the fort. 
On me 'Sheep Island,' some time ago, sweet potatoes were 
planted ; you are to tell us what has become of them. You also 
take some seed with you to plant there, and also on Dassen Island 
and everywhere where sandy soil is found, also on suitable spots at 
Saldanha Bay, that some may be found everywhere, as it is a very 
thriving plant and may serve for bread ; hence we reoommend it 
io your particular care. The ground on Dassen Island is very 
favourable for it, hence the largest portion of the seed is to be 
planted there after having supplied SK)bben Island. You also 
take with you two poles with a board nailed to eaoh, in whioh is 
branded the mark of the Company, one is to be planted on Dassen 
Island on a suitable spot on the northern side of Saldanha Bay. 
The same mark shall also be cut out on one of the biggest rocks, as 
at Dassen Island on the rock " Reypermonde," wmdi cannot be 
rolled away, as a sign that the Company has taken possession ; for 
this purpose you take the necessary tools, which you are to bring 
back for further use. You shall, in going to and fro, always take 
soundings and note down the depth, grounds, reefs, rocks, sands, 
bays, &o., and the position of the coast, that all mistakes in 
the charts may be rectified. The Company is much interested in 
this ; you are therefore particularly to note everything, and, if you 
can do so, bring us drawings of the whole. Should you find any 
rhinoceros horns, tusks, &c., at Saldanha Bay, you must try and 
buy as man^ as you can get, also ostrich feathers, about whioh our 
men have hitherto been very indifferent. You are therefore to be 
more diligent in this, with an eye to the interests of the Company 
and your own reputation. Wish you a prosperous voyage." Signed 
Biebeeok, 27th October, 1657. The yacht also took the following 
letter to Robben Island : " Prom your last we gathered that the 
number of sheep on the Island was 350. The increase should 
always be your special care. You must also do your best to 
<3ultivate horse-radish, which is of great service to the. Company's 
xirews. You may expect the sweet potatoes to grow before Novem- 
ber. Now is the best time for transplanting, and therefore we send 
you more, as the soil on the Island is particularly adapted for this 
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iht. It wou't 1» necessary ti> breeil fowls on tbe Island, us tlie 
■emeu pivjduce a suffitienf number here, besides it woiild be too 
oostly fto affair tliere, as tliey aw to be fed, and we have hardly 
enough grain for th(? garrison ; likewise the profitB iif the frferaen 
■woiJd he curtaile<L You, however, i-eceive the cock asked for, for 
your convenience. Fowls arc a delicate food, and I'onsequently 
not destined for the ordinary sailor or soldier ; they are generally 
booght aa luxuries by the officers for themselves, and snould be 
ohtauied fnim the freemen ; the Company should not be saddled 
with such expenses. The object nf its servants should he to econo- 
mize in every way possible, tliat everyone may be provided for 
properly from what goes the longest way ; Roliben Island, for 
instence, is very well adapted foi- sheeji and eartli-frnits, both of 
wliioh are iudiapeusablp for men and officers, and are highly rc- 
freehing. We also send yon some garlick, leeks, and Batavia 
onions, i-eared here. You are to try them all, and inform us of 
the results. We also send 2 months' provisions and 1 large ba.sket 
with carrots, so that you are providetl until the middle of January. 
We expect tn hear from you about the vessel seen by us on the 
2Srd October to the west of Robben Island, and which we suppose 
was a stranger. You receive a spy-glass to enable you to observe 
the passing siiips. When tJonipany's ships are in sight you ai'e 
to light a fire in order to guide them into the bay. acoordiug to 
the signal code eatablishe*!. In the ease of foreigners you are not 
to do 90." To-day aiTangements were made for mowing grass for 
hay. to be at hand in the dry seaacm, when there is very little grass 
in the neighbourhootl. 

Ootoljer 28th. — Fine S.E. weather. Some strange Hottentoos 
brought news that our men had already met with some Saldanliars, 
and obtained a good luimber of sheep, but only 3 or 4 cattle, 

October 29th. — Same weather. lliebeeek visits the corn-lands, 
forests, itc, to look for more land suitable for oultivafion. lletum- 
ing home at nightfall he met, near the orchard, about 1^ hours' 
dutance from this, the interpreter Herry, quite alone, who. to 
serve his own purposes, had come to confirm the news, adding that 
when on the 4th night our men came upon the first encampment 
(the Charigrina), the latter had fled, fearing that they would be 
robbed, bat going on they ha<l met another lot,called the Coohooii, 
vith whom they had tradefl a little. Some distance away ^vere the 
Choraohouqua, who last year had robbed the freemen of their 
tobacco on the field. Among these, our men, letting byegones be 
byegones, enoampetl, being treated right royally with milk. The 
ChMTigrina, having been informed of this, returned and visited 
our party, also bringing sheep, and more milk than our people 
eould consume. The tobaoco and copper were soon exponded, so 
that the expedition would return within a few days, bringing w ' 
them fhe Saldanliars, who would buy ail our eojiper. W( '

left to rob and kill them. Herrr had sO fixed this idea in their 
miu'Is that they ooul*l not be persuaded to the contrary. Heny 
boldly asked for what reason Van Ooens had gone to the Hout 
Valley with s>i many men if he did n<*t intend to rob him and the 
Caapmen of their tattle. If he had been robbed the others would 
follow, though we told him that we never had any intention to do 
an\-thing of the kind, but were only there to lo(»k tar ships and 
lauds fit for cultivation, on which to settle freemen. He oould 
not be brought to believe us. From this we oonelude that he has 
communicated his fears to the others, whom it will take time to 
undeceive. It is doubtful, under these circumstanoee, whether we 
shall now get Herry and the Caapmen so near us that we may be 
able to lock them in. They openly say that they dare not remain 
in the neighbourhood with their cattle, especially when ships are 
in the bay, fearing other great captains, who might kill them. 
Herr}', the Caapmen. and the black Captain, imbued with this idea, 
are no doubt the cause that the others are so timid. 

October 31st. — Fine weather. The 6 cattle arrive ; 3 were sold to 
us. They promised to be back at the new moon with a lot of 
eattle. About that time we also trust h* have news of the ecqtedi* 
tion. 

The Commander spent most of the day oommunioating with the 

Haldanhars, by means of a girl named £)va, about 15 or 16 years 

old, sinoe the arrival of the Dutch in the sei^dee of Mrs. Biebeeck, 

and now already speaking Dutch very well. We gathered that

or tributary to this Chobona. They were known to us as the 
Sftildailhara, and by this nation as " Quena," being of one language 
ap4 drees. An aimy of the Chobona keeps them under prefer 
control, and punishes all rebels. This army is of the same oatwu, 
diWB aftd language as the ^danhars, and called Koohoqua. It 
consists of two sections. The second one is colled the Qoronai 
which baa nothing else to do than to fight the rebels, and this 
keeps them oonatantly busy. They are not suocessful in their 
objeot, as some do not wish to paj' the homage to the Chobona 
which he requires aa his right. These Kochoqua and Gorona ace 
ocnuequenUy always engaged in war. When killed they are sue* 
Oeeded by their children, brothers, and also sisters. The chief from 
whom we had bought the 3 oxen told us that one of his wives had 
''iTod in the house of the Chobona, and been educated there. She 
.na, therefore, a great friend of this big man, and he told us that 
luB wife had worn in her ears, round her neck and fingers, golden 
(anaments. Biebeeck immediately asked that he should briug 
hither his wife or one of her oruamenta. He replied tliat slie could 
not more, being accustomed only to remain at home, and to bo 
served by other young women. Walking would hurt her feet. Ha 
was offered a fine wagon to fetch her, but answered that she would 
die of fear if she saw the Dutchmen. Kiebeeok even offered to go 
himself, but this also would not do, As he intended to leave to- 
BWirov he was asked whether he requii'od any escort towards the 
Chobona, which might also invite other people to visit us. He 
deolined this offer, stating that if his friends heard that he had 
Putohmen with him they would all nm away and kill their cattlo 
by over-driving, for though they had beard of us they knew 
nothing of our good nature, as he did. This is his second visit. 
Heiry and the Caapmen had spoken only evil of our people 
wherever they went, out he would try and come to ua with all nis 
tribe, to make them gradually accustomed to us. Af:er that he 
miriit undertake to journey to the Chobona with some of our men. 

The chief living towards the East belonged to tlie GhainuBquaa, 
called so after their great chief Chaynunqua, who was very rich in 
cattle and the subject of the Chobona with the rest, some of 
whom were dissatisfied and rebellious, viz. : — 

The Choringurina, who had run away from our people and 
again returned, as stated in our notes of the 29th inatant. They 
are fairly subjeot to the Chobona, and war with the Chaynunqua 
for some private reason or other, as in Europe priuoes quarrel with 
each other who are all under one emperor. At present they v&k 
all agreed to live in peace, until all had during the season otm- 
dueled their trade with us, but no longer. They would th^efore 
molest no natives accompanied by Hollanders, in order not to

A penon should 
not however believe these things too readily, and expose himself 
to danger hy being too credulous. 

The " Kaygunna," great friends of the " Ghiynunqua" and 
obedient subjects of the Chobona, rioh in cattle, and mostly dwel- 
ling towDxds the East. 

The " Cbancumquft," also from the East, rich and numerous; 
also one of the principal ohiefs of the Chobona. 

Gharigraqua, { Rich and numerous, also living towards the 

Kainguqua. ) East ; subjects and friends of the Chobona. 

■' Namaua," living towards the North ; also rioh and courting 
the favour of the Chobona. 

" Oengayqua," living between the East and North, very power- 
ful and rich, consequently they object to acknowledge the Ohobona. 
The Koohehoqua army have consequently their bands full with 
these people, it being their duty, as stated above, to make war on 
such rebels at once. It seems, however, that these Oengayqua do 
not take much notioe of the one or the other. 

" Chorachouqua " are the tobacco thieves, the fellows who stole 
the tobacco out of the freemen's gardens ; very hostile to the 
Chobona. As, however, he ia very limited in uumbers, he is often 
severely punished ; but in spite of this he is often renewing hie 
game, consequently many of his tribe are living among the 
Caapmen. 

" 0-oringaycona " — Caapmen, \ All of them rebels and also 

Choeringaina. — Herry and [ oonviota of the Chobona, but as 
all the Watermen. / the Kochoqua have their hands 

full with the Ongayqua and others, these people, being far away and 
poor, have not been interfered with, excepting when some of the 
others come their way, when they are driven into holes and 
comers. This chief's party, however, had now made friends with 
them, thinking that that course would be satisfactory to us. 

The " Soanqua" are robbers, subject to none, and depending 
upon their arrows and assegays, treacherously robbing their neigh- 
bours of their cattle and their wives. This stealing of women in 
war seems to be general among all the natives, everyone boasting 
of the number captured by nim. The reason seems to be to 
increase their nimibers by breeding ; even the wife of the Chay- 
noqua chief is no native Ohobonar, but has been taken by Oho- 
bonar from one of the chief rebels among these tribes, and brought 
up in his house, as she was a great lady. She was afterwards 
given to him as his wife, a favour highly esteemed as one of great 
honour. By such means, giving wives out of bis own house, the 
Chobona connects all tribes witli his. 

November 1st. — Drizzling, W. weather. The chief having told 
us that gold was to be found in the Chobonar land, we showM him 
diamonds, pearls and gold chains ; excepting diamonds he recog- 
nized all the rest, a thing not hitherto done by the other Hot- 
tentooB. He fold us that his wife was abundantly supplied ^ 



uU and golden omftments, but not caring for suofa things she 
bad left them with the Chobona, wearing only a few on the ears and 
fingers. He also said that the Chobona wished to give 'nini all 
these trinkets with his wife, and also a. lot of gold, but as he did 
not know the value before he saw the like things here, he did not 
wish for them, and had asked what he was to do with them ; 
he would have it that we oould not have obtained the pearls and 

O' I except in Chobona's land, where before this some Euglishmen 
called on the coast and taken away many of the people. If 
we oame there they would think that we were of the same nation. 
It was therefore ueoesaary that he should first introduce ue every- 
^ere, and then he miglit take some of ours with him. Time will 
show whether all this is true. To attach him to us he was pre* 
sented with many gifts, tobacco, copper and some French electro- 
plate and gilt chains, also some imitation pearls which he oon- 
sidered to be genuine, and other fine omamente for the hands and 
neck, and carcanets. He would take none of these things, saying 
that his wife had a lot of it in great abundance, and therefore would 
not accept of it. We did our beat to persuade him to aooept the 
articles for his wife, but the more we insisted the more he excused 
himself, only wishing to accept for bis children the silver chuos 
and the pearls, with a few other trifles similar to those proonred 
last year, and which, according to him, would be acceptable and 
new to his wife. He left in the forenoon, and was conducted by 
Riebeeok a good distance, but he did not like the Commander to 
go any further, so that the latter went to the cornfields and returned 
at night, when he was told that the chief had reached Heny*B 
camp under the Leopard Mountain, about 3J hours' walk from 
this, where he had put up, and sold the three remaining oattle for 
copper. From tliis it is evident that Herry is looking after his 
interests, and knows how to do so. It is difficult to guess how he 
does 80, but it may be presumed that he has impressed the idea on 
the natives that without him they will not be able to do anything 
with us. Time will show. 

November 2nd. — Eainy, W. weather. Arrival of the TFalvkc/i, 
skipper Barend Ham, junior merchant Jacob Jansz : Fool, of the 
Chamber Delft. Had left the Vlie on the 27th June last, with 
340 men — 5 dead. Had, in 17° lat., met the St. Peter, from the 
dulf of Guinea, with slaves on board, and trending towards Rio 
de la Plata. It had called at Annabon, and having obtained & 
good quantity of fresh things there oould supply the Wtihkoh with 
some. It also gave the W<ilvUvh five pine-apple plants and some 
pips of apples to be planted here. A few were suffering from 
ecorvy. 

November 3rd. — Same weather. 

November 4th. (Sunday.) — Fine weather, S.8.E. 

November 5th. — New moon ; fine weather. Return of the expe- 
dition which had left on the 19th October last. Nothing more had 
been obtained than 7 cows, 3 calves and 41 sheep, which they brought 
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166Z. with thenu They stated Uiat they were not aUe to get fo^ 
'^ . certain laige wide riyeryfaQy 7^ leagoee from this and 2 roods broad. 
B^ond that the real Saldanhars are only found. In ooDsequenoe 
of its depth and strong ooirent northward, it conld not be eroesed- 
before the dir season, idien aooording to the statements of the 
Hottentoos the principal Saldanhars located oa its banks for the 
sake of the water — ^tnere being no other anywhere else in the 
nei^hbonrhood — ^where rich pastures exist Because of the depth 
oi uie riyer we could not communicate with the Saldanhars, and 
fiuled to get any more cattle from the Choraohouquas, who had 
stolen the tobacco, and were located on this side, also from the 
Charengurmais, from whom we obtained the cattle mentioned^ 
all of them stating, like the Gaapmm, that they had to live from 
their herds. Journal as follows : — 

October 19Ui. — 15 Europeans and 3 trustworthy Hottentoos, 
with 9 pack oxen, left this eyening, but with great trouble, as the 
oxen would not carry their loads. We went as &r as Beynierss's 
place, where we slept. 

October 20th. — ^Left early with fine weather. The oxen became 
more manageable, and we went across the Salt and Fresh Biyera 
oyer the flate in an eastern direction towards the side of the tail 
of the Leopard's Mountain, where we passed the night in a thom 
busL The Hottentoos wished to leaye us, but shomy afterwards 
returned* Some Hottentoos in the afternoon wished to persuade 
us that we were not taking the right road to the Saldanhars, but 
that we should pass alongsiae of the saltpans. We thought that 
they wished to lead us to Herry or some of the Gaapmen, so we 
determined to adhere to our course. Calculate that we haye pro- 
ceeded about 5 leasees to the East 

October 2l8t ^unday). — Calm, sunshine. Took our course 
E.N.E. along the tail ol the Leopard Mountain. Met 3 Hottentoos, 
who told us that they knew nothmg of Heny or the Caapmen, but 
that the Saldanhars were 4 days' journey further. To reach them 
we were to proceed E.N.E. to a laree riyer running under the 
mountain range of the Continent of Africa. We gaye them some 
tobacco and a letter for the Commander, &c. Haying proceeded 
about 7 hours in this direction, we gathered from the statements ol 
some Hottentoos that the Caapmen had stolen a maroh on us, 
though we had neyer obtained a sight of them ; perhaps they haye 
already informed the Saldanhars of our conung. The country 
eyerywhere is poor heath, with not sufficient grass to fill our 
oxen's stomachs. 

October 22nd. — Warm weather. Adyanced 5 leagues N.E. by 
E. and E.N.E., and about 4 o'clock in the afternoon we arriyed at 
the riyer, which we called the Gbeat Berff Biyer. Here we passed 
the night. At noon we passed the kloof between the Diamond 
and the Paarl Mountain, and on the other side the Elapmuts 
Itountain, a part of the same containing good land, the rest oeing; 
poor and sandy. 
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October 23ni. — Dry, oloudy weatlier. Took our ooiirse on the upper 
Bide of the Diamond and Paarl Mountain, following the ooiu-seof the 
river, in wliich we caught some fish called barmer, and of pleasant 
flavour. Rather full of hnncs, though, like the Dutch pike. On 
the march we saw the footprints and the dung of horses in various 
spots. Here tliere are fins lands for cultivation and goo d p astureB 
aloQg the river. In the afternoon the wind became W. and it 
began to rain ; we were therefore obliged to look for shelter under 
the trees, having only advanced 4 leagues. 

October 24th. — Cloudy sky and a little rain. Hoard a gun fired 
m soon as we were ready to leave. Believed that the sound oame 
irom Table Bay. We found many sea cows in the river. 8.S.K. 
wind in the afternoon — rain ceaaed. No heavy gusts of wind here 
as at the fort. Had marched 5 leagues in a westerly direotioc over 
.poor sandy soil mixed with stones, and in some places very rocky. 
Heard many spa cows around ub during the night. 

October 25fh.— Rainy, 8.E. weather. Proceeded in a N.N.W, 
direction ; came upon a rhinuoeros, which passed between the oxen 
without injuring them. A little while aft«r we reached a beautiful 
valley, about an hour's walk in length where there was as fine graas 
for hay as could be found in the Fatherhind. Here we remained 
until the rain ceased. In the afternoon we went W.8.W. through 
& high kloof, in which at a distance we saw a Hottentoo encamp- 
ment. At night we encamped about } hour's difltance from it. From 
some Hottentoos who visited us we gathered that they were the 
jellowB who had stolen the tobacco at the Rondebosjen ; we bought 
-■ome milk from them. They told us that the Saldanhars were a day's 
.journey from them and that they would go and tell them to- 
morrow that we were coming with copper and tobacco, and would 
try and persuade them to come and trade with ub. We therefore 
decided to remain here a few dayB, our pack-oxen's backs having 
become very sore from oarrying the loads, and wait for tie 
intelligence. During the night the tobaooo thieves came with a 
small sheep, wliich we bought with some tobacco. The tiiet 
kaimal obtained. 

October 26th, — Fine weather. Gathered from the Hottentoo 
mesBengere that the Saldanhars would be here during the night or 
to-morrow. Killed the little sheep in the afternoon. The natives 
brought a lame ox, which we refused to buy. 

October 27th. — Fine, warm, sunshine ; obtained 2 cows and I 
Bbeep for copper. 

October 28th (Sunday). — Same weather. Sent out 2 Dutchmen 
and 2 HottentooB to find out whether the Saldanhars were coming, 
also to find out what course we were to take and whether we would 
find pasture and water for our cattle. Whilst waiting we hekrd 
that they were coming with a good niunber of cattle, of which we 
Attained 22. They promised to bring more. At night our aoouts 
jreportefl that the Saldanhars hod promiaed to be here to-morrow, 
advising ua to remain where we were, &c. On the way they had 
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left belmul 4 Hottentoce with 8 sheep, who could not prooeed 
becaoSM of the darkness ; 20 cattle and s lot of sheep would follow. 
October 29th. — Fine weather. Saldanhars arrive and we hay 
all their sheep brought to as ; they promised tn bring more oattle; 
and as we are required t" make n virtue of patience, we shall 
have to remain here longer, but as some of the freemen aak why 
they should linger about h^^, it was resolved to leave to-morrow, 
and try to meet the Hottentoos, of whose whereabouts we are 

Saorant, The cattle and sheep are to be sent to the fort with 2 
ollanders and 2 Hottentooe. At night two of the tobaooo thievee 
oome running to us armed with assegays, who told u£ that two 
liooa were at their kraal, requesting our assistance. Four of the 
men were sent thither with their guns. The baeka of the pa(4 
oxen being too sore to leave, it was decided to remain one or two 
days more. Our men reported that they had wounded one of the 
lions, and that the Hottentoos would search for him through the 
bushes through which, he had escaped. 

October 30th. — Misty weather, fine during the day. Sent three of 
our men to the Hottentoo oamp with some copper and tobacco, with 
orders that two of them fihould try if possible to invite them to 
oome to US, whilst the third was to report progress. During the 
afternoon we bought 4 cows, 2 calves and 3 sheep. At night one 
of our men returned saying that the wife of the chief had become 
eiok 90 that the Saldanhars oould not come, but would be here to- 
morrow with all the cattle which they intended to aeU. 

October Slst. — Cloudy in the morning, warm during the day. 
Our two men returned bringing 1 oow and 1 calf, also 4 sheep, and 
stated that no more oould be had ; we therefore decided to go our- 
selves with 2 oxen laden with copper and tobaoco to see whether 
we oould not induce them to part with more. Some Saldanhars 
living on the other side of the Berg River had accompanied our 
men and left them for the encampment of the tobaoco thieves. We 
went to them the same evening and they told us that they (would 
oome to us P) as soon as the river was fordable, and that, as two 
years ago, we would not have sufGoient copper (to buy their oattle). 
We assured thera of the contraiy, stating tnat they did not possess 
as much oattle as we had copper ; when they left we gave them 
some tobaoco. They promised to persuade their chief to visit the 
fort when the water was low in tlie river. Upon this we decided 
to turn back to the fort ; there being no ehanoe of more barter. 

November Ist. — Cloudy sky and rain. Proceeded N.W. Having 
proceeded about 5 leagues througii a dry and sandy country, witn 
very little fresh water, excepting here and there small pools dug by 
the Hottentoos, mostly brackish, we found a Hottentoo encamp- 
ment in the afternoon of very little importance, with only 21 hu^ 
We encamped on a hillock, and in our intsrcourse witli tlie chief 
asked him whether we could obtain any cattle from him. Ha 
answered that he would consult the head men this evening. We 
promised that if he oould procure us 10 oxen and 20 E^eep he 



* would be presented with a tliiok piece of cupper wire and some 
tobacco. He promised to let us know early to-morrow morning, as 
we intended to leave at that time, and tbiB short notice might in- 
duce his people to trade. 

November 2nd. — This morning early we oould only obtain 4 
sheep, and were disappoiuted in our hopes that whilst travelling 
they might change their minds and bring more cattle. Returning 
in the artemoon to those in charge of the baggage, we found that 
they had shot a buck. Orders were given for an immediate return 
to the fort, as no trade seemed possible and the pi'ovisions were 
getting low. 

November 3rd. — Fine, W. weather. Travelled along a river whose 
borders were full of Dutch reeds; consequently we gave it the 
name of the Dutch Riefheecq. We travelled 5 leagues 8.W. across 
Bendy and heath lands, until about 2 hours before sunset, when we 
looked for a safe encampment. 

November 4th. — S.E. breeze. Travelled in the same direotiou 
along the same rivulet, which meanders for about 4 leagues into the 
kloof, the fort being S.W. by S. from us. 

November 5th. — Fine, sunshine. Left the kloof ; passed the 
Saltpans, through the Fresh and the Salt Hivers, towards the fort, 
which we reached in the afternoon with 7 cows, 3 calves, and 41 
sheep, besides our merchandize, viz : 426 lbs, wire and plate copper, 
16 lbs. tobacco and 6 doz. pipes, so that the animals have cost : —

If November 6th. — Fine S.8.E. weather, a little rain. The follow- 
ing Resolution adopted by the Council. See Resolution of this date. 

November 7th. — Dry, S,E. wind. Some Charingurinas visit us,, 
irfjo dwell on this side of the Berg River, bringing 25 sheep, which 
we bought at a higher price to encourage them. They were well 
treated and promised to bring more. We made no scruples aa 
regards the quality of the animals, and left them under the 
impreuion that they had the best of it by means of the burned 
barter, whilst our object was to cause no impediment to the traffic. 
We also received news that within 3 or 4 days the Chaynouquas 
would arrive with much cattle. This is to be hoped, as cattle is 
required for agriculture, and the making of butter, &o., besides the 
inorease. 

November 8th.— Strong 8.E. Freemen allowed to buy ivory, 
ieathars, &c. See Resolution of this date. 
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1667. November 9t]i. — S.E. abates, fine weather, N.W. breeze, at 

— mftbt again S.E. 

rlovember 10th. — S.E. till midnight. 

November 11th.— Fine S.E. breeze. The Wahiseh leaves with 
our letters for Batavia. 

November 12th. — Same weather. A big bush oat oam^t in the 
morning as big as an ordinary leopard, in the hedge of the gardfin, 
and in a snare plaoed there for the purpose, as many wild animala 
daily enter the enolosure and do much damage, especially in the 
vineyard, biting off the young shoots. 

November 13th. — Same weather. The wood-outters bring news 
that they have a hard time of it in the forest with the lions and 
wolves, and ask for some guns. The freeman W. Oomelisz 
Mostert told the Commander when on his lands, that moat 
unexpeotedly this morning he had oome upon a lion an4 nearly 
fallen down from fright, but in a most wonderful manner he had 
retained his presence of mind, before the lion had notioed him^ 
though the animal was not three yards distant from him, striking 
^^ water with its forefeet, and which river Mostert was to cross, 
xhe latter had retired and saved himself by dimbing into a tree. 

November 14th. —Fine weather. The Captain of the Chaynouqnas, 
mentioned before, arrived with 100 men and 71 head of cattle. 
They were treated with a little brandy and some food, and after 
that their cattle was bought at a higher rate than the usual price, 
that we may obtain breeding stock. After the barter they were 
again treated, so that some became rather jolly, everyone receiving 
some tobacco. They left in good spirits excepting the chief, who 
wished to remain till the morrow. He asked for a pack ox to be 
lent to him, that he might take his copper home ; in a few days he 
would return with more cattle and bring back the animal. This 
was allowed, and more was offered which he might require, in order 
to attach him to us, as he appeared to be a fine fellow upon whose 
word we might depend. 

November 16th. — Fine weather. Two oxen bought Some 
iron, an axe, copper and tobacco, also some small chains presented 
to the Chief of the Chaynouquas. His men having been fed and well 
treated also received some bread for the road. His coppe[r am), 
tobacco were placed on one of our pack oxen. He then lei^ 
promising to return with more cattle. Two of his men who haa 
been here with him before, seeing that we gave so many preeentp 
to this chief, as he represented hmiself to be, appeared very muoh 
dissatisfied, and asked why he alone should get all the things, aa he 
was not the great chief of the Chaynouquas, but only a man of 

auality sent by his tribe and with them to sell us cattle, cl which 
lie owners were many ; that they, too, had broujKht some aniynals, 
having received jpermission from their great chief to trade with ua 
if they liked ; tnat the other was of h^her rank tijan l^^y ^mro 
ihey acknowledged, having the daughter of one of the qhiera jba hja 
wife; but they could not imderstand why he should receive so' 



maiij presents. In order to appease them they were also presented 
with some copper and tobaooo. All these things were told us by 
the interpretress Eva, and in the presence of Herry and another 
named Peter, but called by the Hottentoos Otegno, and who oould 
Bpeak a little Dntch. Both affirmed the above, viz. : that tfaiB 
chief, though of rank, was not the head of the Chaynouquas, but 
had a daughter of the king for a wife, consequently he was in 
higher repute than the others. He also had many cattle. We 
were obliged to give Herry also a lot of copper, tobacco and 
some of the gilt chains, as he had plainly shown his dissatiflfaotion, 
and threatened that he would prevent all Saldanhars from coming 
hither. To prevent him from doing mischief he received the 
presents. But now Peter wished also to have a share, asking why 
Herry should get so much and he should get nothing ; he had 
interpreted as much as Herry yesterday. We were, therefore, 
obli^d to give him also something extra. Whilst Eva, Herry 
and Fieter were with the Chanouquas, we again showed the latter 
■ome gold and pearls, and asked when it would be convenient to 
have an interview with the Chobona, but as soon as we mentioned 
this, Herry became quite wild, and said it was not his duty to be 
humble to the Chobona, but the duty of the Chobona to be humble 
to them. Upon our statement that we had acted in accordance 
with what the Chaynouqnas had told us, he answered that they 
were mad and did not know what they said. He seemed partly 
to quarrel with them, and hinted, whilst we were looking on, that it 
would be better not to continue on this topic. Eva therefore 
clianged the conversation, for Herry, who had winked to Peter to 
aay as he said, angrily spat on the ground and oovered the saliva 
with his foot as often as we mentioned the Chobona, saying, " That 
and as much for the Chobona." From this we feared a rupture 
between him and the cliief, and told him that what we heard about 
the Chobona had been told us by others. In this way we 
endeavoured to avoid all quarrels ; but when we said that the 
large majority of Saldanliars considered the Chobona as their king, 
he replied that they were mad, as the great chief was the old stout 
man named Gogosy who lived among the biggest troop of the 
Caapmen, and wlio was acknowledged as snoh by all who dwelt 
on this side of the Great Berg River, and had been visited 
by our party, who hod obtained some cattle from them, and who are 
named as follows : — 

Goringaycoina, Caapmen'e largest troupe, with whom Gogosy 

— well known to ns — lives at all times. 
Qoringaina. 

Goringuaqua, the troop of Herry and all the watermen. 
Gourachonqna or Goraehauna, the tobacco thieves ; also the 

Charingurina who last year had surprised our Sobb^'achit 

and robbed the men of their copper, with the intention of 

murdering tbntn. 
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US7. An w«n wdlknovn to tlieGi^aiien,«iiddw«Ilontlii8 8ideof the 
'^ Great 'Berg Bj^er, and togedier«reoofitTnn«ny at war with the real 
BaHanharff on the other nde. When we told Heny tiiat some- 
tiinfis thej might be made sobjeet to theChobona, he replied that 
thoee who allowed this were ako often mad, bat that thej would 
bj light acknoiriedge no one aaTe Oogoay, iriiose kfnwnan Pieter 
Otegna was. He acknoiricdged that the Namana or Namaqiia 
was a powerfal and lich tribe, Kring towards the ncrfli and to the 
wwt of the Cape, where all these O^w abongines dwdl ; but they 
w«re not Hottentoos, and had no dominion orer them (Herxj and 
Ids associates). They had long hanging hot no cmled hair, as the 
Hottentoos. Ther were also dressed in aheepdins and obtained 
all tike oc^yper, but ne did not know whether tiney agun sold it to 
odier nations. From the Namaqnas they also obtained their red 
beads, whieh that nation made, and most of the cattle now among 
fte Baldanhars. 

The Kodboqna or Kochona were the largest snd most in^ortant 
of all the Hottentoos, not oni^ of thoee near the Cape and on this 
side of the Berg BiTer,bat of all the real SaManhare, who eonsisted 
of sereral groups, and were called the 

Gorona, or Goroqoa, of the Kochoqua tzfbe ; and 
Chaynooqna, or UhajnoonaywithwiKMnwe were now trading; 

ala^eandnch tribe; also the 
Kaygmma, or Kaygnnqna ; great friends of Chaynooqna, of 
whom some were yesterday with cattle among the 
CSiaynouqiia natires; 
Hancomqna and Charigmqna. 

These seren tribes generaUy Hve en kindly terms with eaeh 
odier, and often fell oat with thoee on this side of the Berg BiYer, 
bat for the sake of trading with as tiiey had made peaee antil they 
had had enoogh of trade. 

From the abore it is erident that Herry, Caapmen, &e^ are 
rebels sgainst the Chobona^ This was oonfizmed by Ets when she 
was qoestioned alone, and she foither said that Heny had 
qwairdled with the Chaynoaqoa Chief, and toLd him not to state 
ttiat any gcdd or pearls were obtainaUe here, for that wb woald, to 
get these artides, traTd throarii the whole ooantry. Hie Cliay* 
nooqoa seemed to be impreaKd with this idea also, bat when akme 
with OS he appeared as kmdly di^Kieed as oTer, meanir saying, in 
a laoghing wmy, that Heny was angry with hiin,bat Uiat he cued 
TeiyUttle for that. 

Norember 16th. — Strcxig 8^ 

Norember 17th. — Yme weather lata: in the day. 

Norember 18th (Sanday). — fine weather. Some 8 freemen, 
who had left to bay cattle, thinking to be more saeceeBfolthan the 
Oonqwny , retom home with one lean cow, three cahes, and 47 
old mnd yoong miserable sheep, obtained from the Channgotainas 
who had sm ps is e d the Bohbe/oeAty snd woold hare tried the same 
m tiwse men if the latter had not been warned by tiie faithM 



rttentooB whom they had with them. They consequently left as 

m S8 they oould, as the ChoraGhouquas (tobacco thieves) had to 

B passed on the way, who had aleo with the CharingurinarB made 

KrrangementB to attack our people who, in October last and to the 

number of 15, had been out. No Hottentoo dares leave with our 

Sle for fear of being killed. The freemen have, therefore, been 
^ itened, and are determined just yet not to go out on their own 
io^wmsibility. It is plain, and the HotfontooB living with ub 
Ffltmfirm this opinion, that the Oaapmen among whom the black 
Chief lives with Herry, and all on tnis side of the river, are not to 
be trusted. They will never sell us any cattle, except what is mad, 
dek or lame, or what they may have above tlieir needs. The real 
SaldaDhars, olasBified as above, aiul living on the other side of the 
Barff River, often going far inland, are inclined to trade, but do 
not like us to visit them, as we perceived from the Chaynouquas 
and Kaygunnaa, from whom we obtained cattle some time ago. 
All told the same story — that their Chiefs woiild, hearing of our 
■pproocb, flee, and drive their cattle to death. If, therefore, 
we would only remain at home, they woidd take care that we 
would have enough cattle, if we only had copper enough, and not 
run short as two years ago, 

November 19th. — Uuiet, rainy weather. S.S.E. in the after- 
noon. 

November 20th, — The same, but dry weather. liiebeeek proceeds 
to the com lands, where he had marked off the spot for the granary, 
and makes anangemeiits for reaping the barley, tbe other grain 
being also in tine condition. Of peaa and beans there will be a 
great loss, as they stand very bad. The land appears as yet too 
raw for these articles. Vessel sighted, supposed to be a s^anger, 
wbioh might have anchored off Robben Island if it possessed a 
OOpy of the Company's instructions. 

November 21st. — Full moon. Cloudy, fickle weather. Vessel 
proves to be an Englishman, Capt. Daniel Morgan ; ship's name 
the Oolden Dolphin, 150 lasts, 55 men ; had left the Downs on the 
26th July (old style), and was going to Bantam for the English 
Company, which had hired it at 200 Rds, per last, &c. 

November 22nd.— Strong S.S.E. 

November 23rd and 24th. — The same. 

November 25th (Sunday).— Fine, sunshine. 

November 27th. — The same. Men sent to the corn lands to work 
at the granary. Barley still being gathered. More men sent to 
cut the com, &q. To-day the freemen bought 10 sheep from 
the Cbaringuriuara, three of which, as they said, had by the care- 
lessness of the herd beeu drowned. They asked that they might 
sell the meat to the English vessel, but this was refused, as it is 
supposed that the animals were killed and not drowned. This 
always happens when English shipB are in the Bay ; then so many 
sheep or cattle are supposed to have died or been drowned, that 
with this excuse they may be sold. The consequence must be a 
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M67. large diminution of the stock. Bain in the afternoon and veqr 
"^ good ior the gardens ; as because of the drought, eyerything was 
mearly burnt d^. We could get no cabbage to grow, so that «e 
jear the supply will be small. The caterpillars, &o., have alio done 
much injury, eating up whatever is sown from time to time, ml 
the heat destroying what they leave. 

November 28th, 29th, and 30th.— Fine, fruitful weather ; W. 
wind. Resolved no longer to sell, for reasons stated, any silt 
meat or pork to the freemen either for cash or on credit. Ses 
Besolution on this subject of this date. Reasons also given w^ 
th^ are not allowed to go on another expedition inland. 

JDecember 1st. — Wet, N.W. weather. The OhaynouqaabnngB 
53 cows, among them six fine oxen. We bought alL He alio 
brought back the ox which he had borrowed. He promiBed io 
bring more. It seemed as if the freemen had said thai tiiqr 
intended going on an expedition towards the camj) of these peopk, 
and he therefore begged that we would forbid our men from 
doing so, as his people would run away, whilst they are now 
coming down in large numbers. Of the Couchouquas also Cfane 
men were here, who said that they also would bring oattle soon, 
being abready near the Berg River. All these people were weD 
treated. 

December 2nd (Sunday). — Wet weather; N.W. The Ohay- 
^ouqua chief still at the fort ; treated well in the Commandei^i 
house, and intending to leave to-morrow for more oattle. The 
freemen bought three cows and two calves at the house of 
Rejrniersz, so that they also are Retting well supplied. Ajb we an 
Tiow getting some oxen for the mough, three more men have makai 
for tiieir discharge, requesting 45 morgen of ground for cultiva- 
tion. They also receive permission to cross the River to ses 
whether they like the land on the other side adjoining that of tlis 
freeman, Caspar Brinkman, that the surveyor may bcMioon it off. 

December 3rd and 4th. — Dark, hazy weather as above. Tbe 
three men, Jacob Theunisz, of Cooltjesplaat ; Pieter Yisagie^ol 
Antwerpen; and Simon Jansen, in het Yelt, of Dor£reflU| 
receive their freedom for 20 years on the spot above mention^ 
each receiving 15 morgen to the east of liesbeeoo River, 
between Table and the Forest Mountains, according with me deeds 
given them. 

December 5th. — ^New moon. Wet weather ; same wind. 

December 6th. — The same. A letter sent to India by tti 
Snelish vessel. 

December 7th. — Fine western breeze. The English ship leavM 

December 8th. — Same weather. The freemen informed 0f mg 
Resolution of the 30th November regarding the sale to themjof^ 
meat and pork. They argued that the trade in cattle waa.^ 
slowly progressing, and that they had very few sheep to fall hadk 
upon. It was resolved, at their request, to accommodate :^em a 
little longer with preserved meat until we have more insight into 



thfl pro{p:»H of the trade. Thefreemeu also state tbateviuy night 
tteir nets are taken out of the riyer and cut to piecee, very likely 
by the Hottentooa, so that now they have no fisli to eat. It was 
resolved to give them together a good sein, for fislung iu and out- 
aide of the river, the Company to nave J of what thej- t'atoh for the 
BarriEou. For tliie they will receive gratis as much Cape ealt oa- 
they want, aa the salt brought by the Hottentoos costs very little. 
The value of the sein given them to-day is . . , . . , f40 

Two white lines, two skeins of string, 16 lbs. lead for the 

sticks, one small cask of salt, costing together, about . . fl8 
Af may be seen in the ledger under the head extra expenses. The 
charge of the sein, &o., is entrusted to Steven Janaen, of Wage- 
ningen, the first oouncitlor representing the fi'eemen on our 
council. He has to keep it in his house, and properly diy it after 
use, &o. He is not to leave it at the river, lest it might share the 
fate of the neta. He is also to repair all holes, &c. See Eesolu. 
tion. 

December 9th. — Fine W. weather. The freemen altogether 
obtain 19 sheep from the Chariuguiinas. 

Deoember lOth. — Same weather. The Commander proceeds to 
the forest possessetl by Leemlert Cornelisz, of Seven Huysen, three 
hours' walk from the fort, to see whether a better wagon road could 
not be made to it, as the present one is so full of stones and ru^s 
that the freemen's wagons are daily broken, and two wagon 
makers are continually employed mending them — a great expense 
to the Company. After careful search a good level road was found, 
but with an hour's circuit on the other side of the Liesbeeok, to the 
east of the freemen's lands, who live on the other side, over the 
bard sand or useless ground towards the north or on this side of 
the forest hill. This track was pointed out to the freemen, who 
were told to use no other, as their wagons would not again be 
repaired by the Company's wagon makers. 

December 11th and 12th, — -Fine during the day; strong 8. E. 
at night. Many of the Company's servants busy harvesting. The 
freemen do not pay much attention to this, but seem bent upon 
tnding for cattle. The latter is so insignificant that they suffer great 
lofls in their lands and consequently progress but little. 

December 13th. — Same weather. Some Saldanhars belonging to 
the Chaynouqua tribes bring 12 cattle, which we bought; their 
headman, called by us " the Resolute," had not been here for two 
years, and seeing, whilst busy trading with R. de Man, the 
Commander, and finding that he was stiU the same individual, he 
appeared much pleased, laughing, singing, &o., taking Riebeeck 
round the neck and holding his hands. Rieheeck paid him the 
same compliment and made him understand that he also was very 
glad to see him, and to prove this treated him and his men 
abundantly with brandy, bread, and beads. After this he Irft, 
[OOiaiaing to bring much cattle, whilst he added that we might also 
expect hifl friend the Captain of the Chaynouquas, from whom 2 or 
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r657. 8 large troops had already been obtained as mentioned above. The 
— freemen had also bought at Bayniersz's homestead 3 eattle, so that 
the trade, thank Q-od, is fairly prospering. 

Deoember 14th and 15th. — Same dry, warm weather ; S.E. 
wind. The Oommander measures off 60 morgen of land for the 
three freemen, whom another had joined, as mil be seen from the 
deeds of transfer. Herry, as broker for other natiyes inland, sold 
to the freemen 8 cattle, among them some oxen. He told the 
Commander, as soon as he heard that he was there, and fearing that 
he had done misohief , that soon other natives would arrive with 
much cattle and that he had only brought this little lot to the 
freemen. All this, however, is moonshine. 

Deoember 16th (Sunday). — Strong S.E. and drought ; the free- 
men obtain a cow and calf at Beyniersz's place, which is right in 
the way of the natives at the Fresh Biver, very nioely situated for 
trade, and an hour's walk from the fort. One ox, 3 oows and 1 
sheep bought from the tobacco thieves, and 7 sheep from the 
Charigurinars, among whom were three of the Oochoquas, who 
had never been at the fort. They had also come to see what sort of 
people the Hollanders were, ^ey were tilieref ore treated well, to 
make them friendly. They promised to bring much oatUe. 

Deoember 17th. — The sloop sent out to inquire what vessels were 
off shore, brought news that they were the 8lof van Haningen and 
the Amhem^ and also the following note to the Commander: — -With 
their consorts they had left Batavia on the 4th February, under 
the flag of the Honourable Yolquerus Westerwolt. Near the Gape 
during May they had experienced heavy winds and storms, and if 
they had continued to bear up for the Cape they would have 

Jerished. On the 21st May the Honingen was obliged to steer for 
[auritius, to pass the winter in the North W. haven there. It 
arrived there on the 2nd July in a greatly disabled condition, and 
in want of drink- water ; also with many sick on board, and weak 
and overworked men. Since leaving tne Straits of Sunda it had 
only met the Amhem on the 13th of this month a little to the East 
of Agulhas. That vessel had not fared much better, and had re« 
treated to Madagascar. It was in want of eveiTthing excepting 
rice, which it had obtained at that island. '' Things would have gone 
very badly with us if we did not meet the Hof van Zeeland at 
Mauritius which rendered us assistance in various ways. It oould, 
however, give us no rice or bread, and was also badly provided with 
eails. In case therefore we are prevented by adverse winds, &o., 
from reaching the roads and are driven to sea, we request you to 
draw from other ships the supplies mentioned and to forward them 
to us to St. Helena by the return fleet, as we will otherwise not be 
a.ble to proceed home, and our position is daily growinff worse, &c." 

Signed by J. Goosens and C. Spselkajt. 
At once the sloop was sent back with a sheep and some vegeta- 
bles, and also the following letter to Qoosens : — '^ Having heard of 
jour disastrous voyage, and that the other vessel is the AmAem^ 
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liodly provided with necessaries, especially anoliors and cables, but 
well provided with rice and other food, and also that you are afraid 
that it haa lost one or two anchors yesterday and may proceed to 
St Helena ; moreover, noting your fear that you also shall not be 
able to reach these roads in coneequeuce of the heavy 8.E. now 
blowing, we advise you in that cose, and in aocordaaoe with the 
ingtruotiona which you have on board, to make for the anchorage 
&t Itobben Island, Dassen Island, or Saldanha Bay, as J. Symonaz 
on board your vessel well knows. The instmctiona and the charts 
were made by hie advice, and we believe that you will be able to 
reach the roads, as you are already lying behind two anchors, and 
it bos never yet happened that vessels have been drifted out of the 
bay by the S.E., which causes no strong cnrront and blows off 
^ore. We therefore trust that the Arnhem will also arrive, at 
all events at Saldonha Bay, that you may he supplied from this 
with as much as we can give you, espeoially an anchor and cable. 
Ton are therefore to use your beat efforts that the vessel may not 
remain without the required assistance, ao that it may be unneces- 
sary to wait here for other arrivals, or at least that a proper plan 
may be adopted. 

Should you however be blown away from this, you are tooall at 
Saldanha Bay to see whether the Am/iem has put in there, and 
yon vUl oblige us by taking on board the accompanying copper and 
lead, which, with the copper in the Anthem, you ore to hand over 
to the men of the Robbfjacht, now burning oil and catching birds 
t^ere, but in case that boat has left, you ore to bury the lot on 
Sohapen Island, well known to skipper J. Symonsz, with a mark 
and a letter, whence we shall send for it. should the Arnfiem 
have proceeded to 8t. Helena the copper which it haa on board is 
to be buried there, as one of our yachts now cruising off Angola 
will viait 8t. Helena shortly and may in that way take it on board. 
"We require it badly here." I7th Dec., 1657. 

In the afternoon the " look out " men reported that the Arnkem 
was approaohing with a N.W. wind. This being denied by others 
Biebeeck himself ascended the mountain,and found the vessel beating 
up off Bobben Island against a strong S.E. The aloop returned 
mth the following letter from the Honingen : — We thank you for 
yonr kindness and c*ire ; the 20 ^ates of oopper ;^ou may look out 
for; the lead is not on board. With the copper in the Aniheni we 
shall do as you wish. You must have misunderstood our letter, as the 
Arnhem is not only in want of anchors, &c., but also of proviuons 
excepting rice, which she obtained at Madagascar. We, however, 
are fairly provided with food exoeptiag rice and bread, and unless 
provided with bread neither of the two vessels will be able to 
proceed home. We also require 20 or 30 water caaks, as most of 
what we have are rotten and unfit for use. If, therefore, you cannot 
provide us, we shall be obliged to await a ship from home, or the 
return fleet from Batavia. — Signed by J. Qooaens and C. Speelman.

Having by letter been informod, &o. Seo Eesolutioa of ITth 
Pec., 16^7. S.£. wind grew stronger d'jriug the niglit, and Hf 
maiued 80 oa the 18th during the toruioon, wheu it abated eon^ 
what, and the following letter was sent to the I£onin</en : — 

" Received your aeoond note laat night, ivhioh informed us of y<ra» 
Daoesaities. We have decided to provide from our own slendec 
means these two valuable ships, that they may be able to prooeed 
home, without waiting for other vessels, even if we are to soffat 
privation for a while ourselves, as the Company is muoh iuteteetod 
m the speedy arrival of these ships. Please therefora make a list o£ 
what you require, and as regards the water oaaks we hope to be 
able to help you, if you have preserved the iron hoopa of your ^d 
oaaks. Laat night I saw the Amkim off Kobbeu Island, and trurt 
that it will be able to reach the roads, and provided for, b& it hu 
obtained a good supply of rice at Madagascar and you also are well 
provided with stores. We will do our best to assist you further, 
though we are to suffer privations until the arrival of home Alps ; 
we prefer this course to save a heavy expense to the Company. 
The hoistiug of our flag will tell you that we have again seen tlw 
Arnhein. You are to do the same if you see her before we do BO. 
You abo receive some refreshments and greens for the men and 
your saloon, as much as the small boat cau oarry ; also 3 ixtt/l 
loaves for yourselves and the ladies. Milk is far too distant from 
the fort, about 1 i miles away, among the free men, and will besidst 
be carried with difficulty by the boat in this windy weather." 

(Signed! J. T. Kiebeeck, 18th Dec 1657. 

The boat with difficulty reached the ship because of the hearry 
wind. Tlie vessel immediately hoisted it£ flag, to show that it had 
»ghted the Arnhem. 

December 19th. — The same heavy S.S.E. wind, hot and dry ; at 
noon it abated a little, and the sloop returned bringing the follov^ 
log letter : — "Wewerevery glad to hear that you thought itposnble 
for you to be able to assist us and the Arnhein, and to further 
our voyage, so that it will not be necessary to wait for home shipS) 
or others from India. You will be able to do a great service to 
the Company. Should we safely reach the roads we shall offer you 
a list of things required by us, and further commune with you 
orally. We are grateful for the greens and the bread sent. We 
still see tlie Am'iem from the topmast, but she ia very far away; 
she ia evidently lying to, waiting for a favourable wind. Hops 
she may be able to come up. 

(Signed) J. GoosEss, Dec. 18th, 1667. 

N.B. — We are greatly in want of a topsail. Should the one w» 
have give way, we would he in great straits, and we would tli«r»> 
fore be glad if you could send us some oaavas to set the sailmakera 
at work at once ; also some tar for the windings aroimd the ioBe> 
mast, which shows a craok." 
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In the afternoon the sloop was again sent off with refreshments 
and some tar, &c., after Kiebeeok had returned from the com 
lands, which he had gone to inspect. The sloop had hardly 
reached the vessel when the wind began to blow again as hard as 
ever. It abated at midnight. 

December 20th (Full Moon). — Changing weather in the fore- 
noon. The sloop returned with the following note : — " We received 
what you sent in good order, and thank you cordially ; we thought 
that the wind would have turned to-day, but it has gone back to its 
old quarters ; but if you remain so mindful of us, it will be better 
to remain here than cruise about. For the rest we must trust in 
God, &c."— 19th Dec, 1657. 

(Signed) J. Qoosens. 

The Honingen anchors in the roadstead at noon. Since the day 
before yesterday nothing has been seen of the Am hem. In the 
afternoon the senior merchant Goosens and the skipper of the 
Saningen land, informing us further verbally of their destitute 
condition, and giving us the following list of what they are in 
need of, viz. : — 1 heavy anchor, 1 heavy cable, 2 anchor stocks, 1 
piece standing rigging, 6 puddings for the main rigging and six 
spars, 1 iron cable for downhauls, 1 do. for tackle and rigging, 2 
bundles of rope for the running rigging, 12 lines of 9, 12, and 15, 
12 bundles of housing, 12 do. marline, 3 or 4 large hooks and 
leather covers for the tackle, 6 pudding bolts, 25 water casks. 

Provisions. 

6i lasts of rice, 2 aums oil of olives, 1 leaguer vinegar, 1 aum 
train oil, 2 casks tar, 1^ cask pitch, 3 lar^e scrapers for cleaning 
the ship, 1 piece old cable for oakum, 6 roUs Dutch (uinvas for the 
main topsail. Should there, however, be no Dutch kind, then 325 
ells French stuff will do, and tor the mizen 220 ells Dutch canvas. 
For the foresail 430 ells Dutch canvas, 25 strands twine, 8 or 10 
bundles of oane. 

Done this day on board the Sht van Honingen (20th Dee.)

fieeolved to inform them that to-morrow a united council will 
be held to decide upon all these matters, and that they are to con- 
fine themselves in their requisitions only to what is absolutely 
indispensable to carry them home. 

December 21st.— Cloudv, N. W. weather and a misty rain. The 
Amhem arrives, having lam for 2 days at Dassen Island, with fine 
weather. It had also obtained there some greens, eggs, &c., for 
the sick, having only 10 men in good health on board, and also 
lost 37 by death. Refreshments sent on board, and some sheep 
slaughtered for both ships. The Arnhem had lost an anchor on 
the opposite side of the bay and required another.

i667. Deceniber •^'iiid — Wet N.W. weather. The offioei-s of the 

~" Arnlu'tn laud aud further report their condition. They required 

almoat everything excepting rice, 1 4 lasts of which had been obtained 
at Madagascar ; all the men were suffering from dropsy, 37 had 
died, among them 2 skippers, so that the cnief mate was now in 
charge. 

December 23rd (Sunday). — Cloudy, changing^ weather from the 
west. The two boats return from Saldanha !Bay with 31 casks 
salted birds and 17 do. seal oil. Had not had any trade with the 
natives, and had brought the two English cannons from Dassen to 
Bobben Island. Had also out the Company's mark on stones and 
fixed it on poles at the spots ordered, and brought back the follow- 
ing letter from Bobben Island : — '•The number of sheep is 400. 
It oeing very dry, there is little lo eat for them. On the 23rd 
October a large vessel was sighted and on the I6th a yaoht. We 
do not know whether the horse-radish will succeed; a lot are rotten; 
perhaps they have been planted too early in the rainy season. The 
sweet- potatoes have all perished, excepting those received from 
George, which however, 5 or 6 days after showing above ground 
Also died. We think we do not know how to manage these things. 
The bent things to grow here are turnips, salad, radish, cabbi^ 
and curly kale, but no carrots. During the last 4 months we only 
saw 2 rabbits ; the rest are no doubt dead. The rock-rabbits do 
not seem to increase. Send us 200 spars for the kraal, which on 
one side has only the height of a firkin stave ; also 15 or 20 bundles 
reeds for a watch house when a beacon fire is to be made in bad 
weather. We want one man more to help in castrating the young 
sheep ; one is to be continually in the garden to prevent the geese 
and birds from destroying it. We received two cannons from 
Dassen Island, but without carriages, so that they are useless." 
131st December, 1657. (Signed) J. Woutersz : . 

December 24th. — Cloudy, caun weather, like yesterday. The 
<x)llective Council of the 8ht van Honingen and Arnhem^ &o,, Ac. 
(See Eeeolution of this day.) 

December 25th and 26th (Ist and 2nd Christmas). — ^Fine sun- 
shine. Inspection of the vessels made. The sails might still do 
at a pinch, but the skippers are given time until the day after 
to-morrow for further dehberation and report ; when a final resolu- 
tion shall be taken in the best interests of the Company. All the 
sick of the Arnhem conveyed to the ho^tal on shore. 

December 27th and 28th. — Pine, N. W. breeze. As some still 
have their doubts about the efficiency of the sails for the homeward 
voyage, the officers are again to make a careful inspection and 
report accordingly to-raorrow. Elbert Dircksz of Emmerich and 
Christ in 51 Does of Uoesburgh request permission to be united in 
we'llock. (See Resolution of this date 28th.) 

December 29th. — Fine weather as before. Beport handed in to 
the Council h\ the inspector appointed. Council resolves as follows. 
(^See Resolution of tliis date.)

December SOth (Sunday) and 31st. — Fine weather and wind as 1667. 
abo?e. Mostly all the grain of the Company cut down, except a -^ 
fitde wheaty which was sown a little later for a trial, &o. 

1658. 

January 1st (New Year's Day). — Strong S.E. 1668. 

January 2nd. — The same. The freemen complained that "~ 
the cattle of Herry and the (Jaapmen had very much destroyed 
their peas and beans, and that the natives refused to drive them 
out. itiebeeck thereupon went to their camp at Salt River, upon 
whioh they concluded that we intended to attack them, and drove 
fheir cattle,about 15 or 16,000,and sheep, about 1,100, into a kraal 
together, sent away theii* women and children, and armed with 
bows and arrows put themselves in battle order. But when our 
mmi came nearer, they all ran away, so that we could have brought 
all their cattle to the fort without striking a blow ; but whilst fleemg 
they observed the Commander among a second company of his men, 
and at once laid down their arms, the women also returning, all 
wparently having great faith in Biebeeck, who called Herry and 
l£e chief men towwis him, who told him that they had run away 
beoause the freemen were angry with them, and s:eeing the soldiers, 
they oonoluded that they had come to kill them, but when they saw 
Biebeeok they were reassured. Biebeeck pointed out to them the 
aoaroify of pasture, and desired them to move to the back of the 
Oevel mountains or towards the Houtvalley, leaving the pastiu^es 
(m which they now stood to the Hollanders, which was too little 
for both parties. They promised to proceed to the Houtvalley 
to-morrow, where they will be nicely caught and confined until the 
Oompany decides their fate. Biebeeck returns home before dark 
accompanied by some of them. It is evident that the whole lot 
could have been easily caught. 

January 3rd, — Heavy S.E. Herry c.s. proceed over the 
Boeheuvel towards False Bay, where they were joined by the 
Ghorachouquas or tobacco thieves, who together had about 3,000 
<»ttle and 2,000 sheep, not one of whioh they would sell ; Herry 
told us, however, that very soon some Saldanhars from the interior, 
the Ghaynouquas, &c., would be here with much cattle for sale. 
Time wUl show. 

January 4th and 5th. — Same heavy S.E. No ^.ommunication 
with the ships. 

January 6th (Sunday). — The same. 

January 7th. — Thesame wind. The following Resolution adopted: 
— " Though 17 or 18 of the Arnhem are still ill on shore, and some 
others on board, it was resolved, after the case had been stated by 
the Commander, that as it was still too early in the season to proceed 
home by the Northern route, the vessels shall remain here at any 
rate until the 25th." 

Claes Speelman having stated, in consequence of the Resolution 
of th3 34th December, that lie is not at liberty to leave the Honrnfjea

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^658. for the Ai*}ihem, as suoh a proceeding would be against the orders- 

— of the General Company, which require that every skipper must 

return to the same Chamber which despatched him, and for whicli 

reason he was onlered on the Honiugen by the Gov. Gen., it was 

resolved to leave him where he is. 

The freemen who have decided to support themselves with 
fishing and burning of train oil on the islands and in Saldanha Bay 
proceed thither to-day with the Pengniny sold to them as she was, 
and on the following conditions : — They may sell all their dried 
fish and eggs to the burghei^s and ships at whatever price they 
can get ; what they cannot sell tliey ai*e to sell to the Company for 
the garrison at 5 gl. the 100 lbs. and train oil at 8 gl. the half 
aum. Like otlier freemen they shall sell to the Company all 
rhinoceros horns and tusks which they may obtain, at the prices 
already fixed. Tliey are further bound to remain here and work 
in freedom for 20 years, subject to all the conditions and benefits 
under and with which all the freemen have been discharged. 

January 8th, 9th, and 10th. — Same heavy 8.E. Riebeeek goes 
out again with some men in the afternoon to examine all the 
localities and passes behind the Steen and Bosbergen, and hit upon 
a plan to occupy them with the least possible exjiense. He re- 
mained»out three days until Satiu'day night the 12th, accompanied 
by the merchants tJlevesteyn and Cop of the jBToMin^^rt and -4rw/#^f/*, 
and concluded that at least three spots had to be fortified strongly ; 
the kloof pass being the most difficult in consequence of its width. 
He decided to revisit the two other spots on a future occasion, not 
wishing to trouble the men any more, who were thoroughly tired 
out by going up and down the mountains. 

Janu»ry 13th (Sunday). — Very wai-m weather. Marriage takes 
place between Elbert Dircsz of Emmerich, bachelor, and burgher 
resident here, and Christina Does of Doesburgh, spinster. See 
Resolution of this date. 

January 14th. — Calm weather, dark and cloudy, rain much 
desired, the S.E. having much parched the gardens. Herry oame 
to the fort and stated that he had heard from the son of the 
Captain of the Caapmen, who had been out with the Commander, 
that the latter had inspected all the valleys behind the Cape 
mountains and found fine pastures. He requested permission to 
hold them for his own use and that of the Caapmen ; he was 
ansAN ered yes, and that we would use the pastures on these flats 
>rithout troubling t>urselves about others. We made him believe 
that we had been looking for other pastures as that in the neigh- 
bourhood had become so scanty, but if they left the ground here 
for our use alone we would remain satisfied and leave them all the 
Hout and Mountain valleys, and with as much cattle as they liked 
to keep. He replied that he would not be altogether safe there, as 
liis enemies, whom he named, often visited some spots near the 
Steenbergen and would rob him and his friends; he bogged 
therefore that a guard might be placed there to protect 
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him and the Oaapmeu, promising to procure for iis as much i658. 
-ci^le as possible, leaving their cattle and wives under our care, "" 

and offering to take charge of a large troop of sheep on Bobben 
Island ; also to use the copper obtained from us for cattle for 
buying other animals in the interior ; he also wished that we 
should also take under our protection the Chorachouquas, who 
possessed about 2,000 cattle and 1,000 sheep. We replied that he 
should visit us with the Captain of the Oaapmen and Chorachouquas 
to speak of these matters. He promised, but wished tliat the meeting 
should be secret. Resolution adopted in Council regarding the 
command of the Arnhew, &c. See Resolution. 

January loth. — Warm, sunshine. Sudden death of one of the 
derks, named Gerrit Kalandt, from a severe attack of " Zinkins " 
in the throat. 

January 16th. — Same weather; Ralandt buried. 

January 17th. — S.E. breeze. The jetty so far advanced that the 
Oommander could, whilst prticeeding on board, walk over the 
planks towards the boat. Planks of T inches thick are now being 
sawn in the forest for covering tlie frame and enabling casks to be 
rolled to the boats. 

January 18th. — Same weather. Hans Pietersz Faesberger, 
burgher, drowned in the Fresh River whilst placing a net in it. He 
was a fine agriculturist, and leaves a debt to tlie Company of 
f61.9. advances to friends at home. 

January 19th. — Full moon ; hard S.E. and hot drought. 

January 20th (Sunday). — The same ; 21st, the same. A small 
yacht casts anchor under Robben Island. The most important 
part of harvest time. The Sergeant Superintendent sick ; another 
wpointed in his place to see that every one is doing his best to 
thresh and gather the com, peas and beans ; will not save a tenth 
|Murt of what has been sown, so that it is pretty evident that pulse 
IS no success here ; on the contrary, all kinds of grain and vines are 
thriving well. 

January 22nd. — N.W. breeze. Maria returns from Angola rid 
ICauritius, with following letter from Officers of Hasselt : — " Left 
Table Bay on the 10th September, intended to take the cannons from 
Dassen Island, but were obliged to pass, as the Maria and the 
Robbiijacht had done so, and we could do nothing without their 
assistance. On the 26th we reached 8^ 30 min. lat., tlie position 
of St. Loanda de St. Paulo ; on the 30th we sighted a vessel at 2 
glasses in the afternoon. Found it too late in the day to give chase, 
and took in all our sails in order to escape observation. The vessel 
lay with her bows towards the shore, which was in our direction. 
when it had become dark we unfurl eil the main and topsails, hoping 
to meet her. At four glasses of the first watch we saw her to 
windward, though it was very dark. We hailed her, and she replied 
that she was from Flushing. We told her to furl, but she made all sail 
possible, and finally escaped. She may have been a Cruizer or a 
Portuguese. Until the loth of this month nothing noteworthy

The Maria aUc *.r flig ht from the idand (8c. Hdena) a letter 
wntten hj th<^ Hon. ^Vlesterwolt. stating that haTing left this on 
the 7th June last, hrr hsA arrived ihere on the 20th and left on the 
2iid Jaljy with onlj I^ tons ric^, baring foond <mlv a few |ng8. 
The Hon« G^b. wLo h^d caught abore 600 pigs, had left with iiis 
six sliips cm the l^t Maj. A certain English diip, the Sae$eif, Lad 
aL«o arriTed a^ St Helena on the 9thOetober in company ot the 
Eagfe and otLers, haying wintered during 10 m^eeks at Madagaec^a-, 
and also found at St. Helena the Of^rthmneh^ whidi had lain near 
the noningen at Mauritius, and in companT of that yeesd had left 
for St. Helena on the loth October. 

The Saldanha freemen return in the P* Hgnim with a good quan- 
tity of fish, birds, and many thousands of eggs obtained at I^iseen 
Island, so that they -^ill by this first venture draw a pretty penny 
out of the ihijis lying here now. and which readily boy everything. 
Tliey also 1m>ught c letter frcm Robben Island : — " Tlie number of 
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sheep now is 416 all told. The garden is not doing well ; every- 1658. 
thing, horse-radish and sweet potatoes, have been killed by the ~~ 
drought. Qt)d only knows whetner they will grow again when it 
iwns." Jan m>uTERsz : . 

Janoary 23rd. — ^Kne weather, N. breeze. Following Resolution 
adopted. See Resolution. 

Jannory 24th. — Dryweather, S.E., dark and misty. 

Januajy 25th. — N, W., rainy, dry afi^ain at night. Would ha^ e 
liked the rain to have oontinued 8 or 10 days. Biebeeck out in 
search of reeds for the granary, about 3 hours' walk from this. He 
did not find enough ; left r^rders to out what was found, and to be 
bronght on in wagons. The reeds all about here used up by the 
freemen. 

January 26th.— Heavy S.E. and di-ought. Riebeeokfiuds more 
reeds some 5 hours away ; left orders for gathering them. 27th, 
same, S.E. 

January 28th. — Cool, N.W. breeze, strong S.E. in the afternoon. 

January 29th. — Same weather. The Saldanha farmers return to 
the Island with a letter to Woutersz : on Robben Island : — 
** Instead of Thomas Christoffel Muller, who has received his free- 
dom with Jurien Jansz and Oerrit Harmansz, Ryk Oveihage is 
sent over to help you. As the garden will not succeed, you are 
allowed for your encouragement to catch and dry fish and deliver 
them to the Company at 5 gl. per 100. You can make and 
ooUect your own sidt on the rocks. For the kraal and watch-house 
^ou will soon receive the materials, and you are especially to mind the 
increaae of the sheep. Send us information about the exact number, 
that we may know what to order for slaughter for the ships daily 
expected. The grindstone is the property of Jurien Jansz, who 
has bought it ; you are to sharpen your knives for castrating the 
sheep on another stone." 

Januaiy 30ih. — Fine weather. Following Resolution taken. 
See Beeolution. Heavy cannon firing heard here and in the 
country. News brought that 2 ships were near the land, which were 
afterwards lost sight of ; did not know what it meant. Men ordered 
to proceed to-morrow early along the coast of the promontory to 
see whether one or other ship had been anchoring anywhere. 
Heavy S.E. during the night, ceasing as usual at midnight. 

January 31st. — Fine weather. The men sent out. Shortly 
afterwards the ffoningm fired a gim, and hoisted a fiag behind, 
the signal that she had sighted a vessel. The Arnhitn had also 
seen it. Biebeeck in vain tries to discover it ; he only sees heavy 
waves on the Whale Rock. The scouts returning report that they 
had also seen a vessel towards the West. Riebeeck could not see 
this one either. A N.W. breeze then spnmg up, which must 
bring in whatever vessels may be outside. 

Bought 4 cows and 29 sheep from the KoeLoquas, who promiHcd 
to bring more ; th^ were well treated. 

February Isk.— Calm, cloudy weather, drizzling rain at night. 
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Kdt. The Saldaiiha burprliers r€turue«l with eggs and fish from Da&seu 
" Island ; they also bud lie«ird a gun, but seen nothing. 

February 2nd i^New Moon;. — Heavy 8.E. wind. The sooub^ 
return, having seen notliing. 

February 3rd (Sunday). — Misty, N.W. weather. 8JE. in the 
afternoon, ^^-ith wliich the Rohbrjaeht^ destined for Angola with the 
Maria, makes a trip to Bobben Island, with reeds and spars and 
25 lambs to be fattened there. Takes also this letter : — " You 
receive the spars and reed*^ asked for for the kraal and fi^oard house 
on the fire hill. Be careful in always having a good Deacon fire, 
as the signals eutirely de]»end upon it, mat the ships may 
enter the bay in safety. It was supposed here on Wednesday and 
Thursday that 2 sliips were off the land and that shots were heard, 
but not one has appeaivd here : let us know whether you also have 
heard anything ; always light a fire when you see ships in the 
offing before dark, that in this way we may also know whether our 
own look-out men have looked well. It is unnecessary to have 
more than 3 men on the island. We expect you to make proposals 
which may diminish but not increase expenses; this study of economy 
reveals the faithful servants of the Company ; this economy we 
urge upon you besides the care of the sheep. N.B. — ^Tou also 
receive 15 youna; ewes and 10 do. rams, so that you must now have 
altogether 440.'^ 

The Maria prevente*! from \\eighing its anchor bv the strong 
S.E. 

February 5th. — She leaves this morning with a S.E. breeze. Is, 
in company of the Robhpjacht, to hug the coast as far as Angola 
and explore all ports, bays, rivers, &c., and find out whether no 
slaves or other merchandize can be obtained. After that she is to 
proceed towards Loaiigo St. Paulo and look out for a Portuguese 
prize, returning hither via St. Helena, about the time when the 
HaHaelt is expected from the Grulf of Guinea, I'.f., in May. The 
Saldanha burghers, having sold their fish and eggs to the ships, 
returned home to-day. Heavy S.E. in the afternoon. 

February bth, 7th, and 8th. — Vehement hurricane from the same 
quarter, lliebeeck in the afternoon procee^ls to Hout Bay and the 
Steenbergen to find out exactly what passes there still may be for 
the Hottentoos to get through. 

February 9th. — This morning early he ascended the mountain 
from the Houtvalle^', where he had slept in the open air ; examined 
the Steenbergen right to their summit, from the kloof pass right 
away to the furthest pr>int of False Bay, aid found that there were 
so many passes that it would be utterly impossible to confine them 
exi^pt with 10 or 12 redoubts, ^vith extended wings or entrench- 
ments attached to them of 4 or 500 roods, to prevent an exodus. 
In parts the giound would be very stony and difficult to out, in 
others again easier, and 1 00 .soldiers would be required ; but even 
If the work be completed >vith much cost and labour, a very careful 
watch would be necessary, which if neglected at any time would

afford the Hottentoos an opportunity to escape, when they would ic58. 
never again be tempted to come near us, and never again have " 

faith in us ; so that all the trouble and expense would be useless. 

February 10th (Sunday). — Fine, sunshine, N.W. breeze. 

February 11th. — Calm, cloudy weather. S.E. in the afternoon. 

February 12th. — The same, dry, S.E. Resolution taken regard- 
ingthe stores of the Arnhem and Honingen, See E»e8olution. 

February 13th. — Fine weather. The officers of the Arnhem 
report that the men of the Honingen had refused to deliver to them 
the 2 oasks of pork, at the instigation, it was said of Skipp<^r Klaes 
Speelman, though there were fuJly 12 or 13 casks, besides as many 
of meat, in that vessel. The Arnhem only had 3 casks of meat and 
not i do. of pork. This is not unlikely, as yesterday Speelman objected 
mo6t emphatically in the Council against the transfer, and soon 
after sent all his men with all his boats on shore from the Honitujen 
with the request that as much rice might be given them as would 
enable them to continue the voyage. They said that their skipper 
had told them that we had quite enough. They were told that if 
we could have heljped them, we would have done so long ago ; that 
they should be satisfied with our endeavours to provide out of our 
own slender stores for themselves and the Arnhem equally until fr«*sh 
supplies arrived, which might be looked for every minute. Tliis 
answer appeased them, though still grumbling, and they returned 
on board, leaving however sufficient evidence that they would not 

fart with the two casks of pork according to yesterday's Resolution. 
t is evident that transhipping and sharing of provisions between 
the two ships that they might leave together will not succeed, and 
that a prudent course of action is necessary. The skipper is 
thorougnly in the power of his men, and we allow the Arnhem now 
and then to send for rice, whilst the boats of the Honingen su'e sent 
back empty, with orders that no rice shall be given until they have 
oomplied with yesterday's Resolution regarding the 2 vessels. A 
cold S.E- in the afternoon, as customary at this time of the year. 

February 14th. — Wind continues until noon, when skipper 
Speelman, of the Honingen, lands without having CDmplied with the 
Coonoirs orders. When reprimanded by the Commander for the 
absurdities which had taken place yesterday, by sending all his 
men on shore and creating the disturbances, which might have 
had serious consequences if a prudent course liad not been adopted 
and the garrison on shore had not been restrained — believing, as 
they did, that the provisions in the fort were intended for their own 
use alone, to support them under their hard work, whilst those of 
the Honingen had nothing to do but lie quietly on the roadstead 
and wait for the supply ship — he had the impudence to reply that 
such a thing had even befallen a Q-overnor-Q-eneral, implying that 
he did not attach any weight to it. Riebeeck however held to 
regard more the interests of the valuable ship than the faults of an 
ordinary skipper, who could not be punished by deposition, as there 
was nobody at hand to take his place. He therefore sent the rice on 
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1658. board the Honinge^i^ with orders to trausehip the 2 cada of pork 
— to the Arnheniy informiDg the skipper Speelman tliat all damaee 
resulting from his disobedience will be placed to his aooount. He 
promised to give the pork if again sent for, and was ordered to send 
on shore the chief ringleaders, viz., the butler's mate, who refused 
to open the hold to have the casks taken out, and defied anyone to 
take the keys from him, and another young babbler sumamed 
Javenese, who had yesterday used very threatening language in 
the Fort. These men were to be proceeded against, and the skipper 
would be held responsible in ease of non-compliance with the order. 

February 15lh. — Fine, N.W. weather. 

February 16th. — The same. Skipper Speelman lands with the 
two ringleaders, but accompanied with two boats laden with men, who 
refused to allow the prisonerH to be taken into the Fort, and followed 
them inside. The butler's mate, however, was caught by stratagem 
and safely locked up. Upon this, the men showed strong oppoeition^ 
and created great disturbance. We only had 7 or 8 men at home, 
the rest were in the forest cutting timber for the jetty. The 
mutineers were, however, ordered to go outside, wliich they did with 
a bad grace, attacking the Corporal and guard so badly with stones 
that the latter requested permission to use their firearms. This 
was forbidden, and the gate closed to prevent further mischief. The 
one sumamed Javaan, however, escaped this time, but in his place 
we caught two other ringleaders, whilst the rest having committed 
a vast deal of mischief against the gate, only returned on board 
in the afternoon, stating that they would bring more men to liberate 
the prisoners. In the meanwhile the freemen's boat returned 
from Dassen Island with fish, eggs and oil, bringing a note from 
Robben Island asfoUows: — "The number of sheep at present is 450; 
only 48 are fit for slaughter. We send jou six, as verbally requested 
by Eijk Oberhagen ; we request in future to have a sealed order 
to prevent mistctkes. We saw no ships and heard no firing; twice 
a day we ascend the beacon hill to look out. If there had been 
any near we would have heard or seen them. We are grateful 
for the permission to catch fish, and request a boat of 25 or 30 gls. 
for which we are prepared to pay, but there is not sufficient salt 
for table use here. Tlie material sent has been used for the kraal 
and the watch house. We landed a six-pounder from the Maria 
and shipped into her the two English guns ; we also send the grind- 
ing stone of Jausen. Send us a bucket, the one here has perished 
from age. We pay particular attention to the sheep and their 
increase. Please sencl us some ink and paper." — (Signed) J. 
Woutersen. 13th Febr. 

February 17th (Sunday). — Wnnii sunshine; vessel sighted 
towards the W. 

February 18th. — Calm, W. weather. The yacht ScJtehis arrives 
fi-om Batavia with 38 men, 40 lasts of rice, and 8 ditto beans and cad- 
jangh, also some clothing for the garrison. It also contained a 
separate cargo for the slave trade in Guinea and Angola. The 
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hem and Honingen each receive 8 last^ rioe and 1 ditto beans to lOoS: 
5 tiiem for 6 months on their voyage home. They are ordered ~" 
eave at once for St. Helena to meet the first return ships 
9r Cnneus. 

ebmary 19th. — Same weather. Following Resolution adopted. 
RewFufion. Offioers of the ships ordered at once to take their 
*l*s share out of the Scftelvis, and to be ready for departure as 
as possible. Strong wind at nieht. 

almiary 20th. — Ships preparing for departure, papers for trans- 
ion being prepared. Strong S.E. during the day, impeding 
[reparations. 

dbniary 21st. — Same S.E. The vessels obtained their quantity 
ores from the Schelvia. The oflBcers of the Afmhem deliver the 
wing Resolution to the Commander and Council. See Resolution. 
sbruary 22nd. — Same weather. Papers for Holland sent on 
d the Arnhem and Haningen. Grateful for the deliverance of 
vessels by the arrival of the Sche/vis. The mutineers of the 
mgen were pardoned by us. 
&bruary 23rd. — Southern breeze ; the ships leave. 
ebruary 24th (Sunday). — Heavy S.E. 

?bruary 25th. — Pull moon, same wind. The following Resolu- 
taken. See Resolutum, 
ebnmpy 26th. — Heavy S.E. in the evening. 
dbruary 27th. — Same weather. Fifteen of our men and 2 
iworthy Hottentoos, under the Sergeant, leave for the interior 
6 pack oxen and 3 week's provisions, also 660 lbs. copper, 751bs.. 
ooo, and 3 gross pipes for buying cattle, 
sbruary 31st. — Fine sea breeze. 

!arch Ist, — Fine N.W. sea breeze, heavy S.E. on the other side 
le bay as usual. 2nd. Cloudy fickle weather. 
AToh 3rd (Sunday).— Dark, westerly weather. The AchUks^ 
res, carrying the flag of Hon. Cimeus ; was separated from the 
by a storm on this side of Mauritius; had 92 men on board all 
; 2 dead. 

!arch 4th. — New moon, N.W. weather, with a little rain. The 
leant of the Wapen van Holknd and 6 men arrive overland 
I Saldanha Bay, escorted by the burgher Jurien Jansen, and 
rted that said vessel was in said bay with many sick on board, 
had lost its consort in the Spanish sea.

larch 6th. — Clear sky, strong S.E. breeze: Tlie Orange and 
'or arrive from India ; 4 other ships sighted, 
arch 6th.— Clear sky ; N.W. breeze. The Parel^ Malacca ^ 
Oeoroonde Leeuw arrive. The Hon. Cuneus lands at once, and 
ves tlie proper respect due to liim. An English vessel, the^ 
^am^ also arrives. 

arch 7th. — Cold misty weather. N.W., sea breeze. Plans 
>ted in Council for repairing the Malacca^ and resolved to des- 
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1C3S. patch the AchilleH to St. Helena to the Arnhem and Honingen^ 
"" lying there, with orders to wait for Cunens, and on no aooount to 
prooeed alone. 

March 8th. — Fine weiitlier. The Penguin brings fish, birds and 
eggs from Saldanha Bay and Dassen Island, also a letter from 
Bobben Island, as follows. — ** There are now 454 sheep, 3 are dead ; 
the ewes having little milk because of the drought many lambs have 
perisheil. The burghers would like to build a shed for themselves 
here, if they arepreventedby contrary winds from proceeding further. 
We very much want the bucket, also some tar. There are 6 or 7 
«we8 whose tails are to be cut off. Some cross bred lambs have 
already been bom." Tlie Achillea is despatched to St. Helena. 

March 9th. — Misty N.W. weather. The Thotaua arrives from 
Plymouth after a painful voyage. Water granted, but refresh- 
ments not, as we requii*ed everything for ourselves. She had 20 
men on board, was of 50 lasts, and had no dead Heavy S.E. in 
the evening. 

March 10th (Sunday).— Same S.E. ; 11th, do. ; 12th, do. until 
midnight. 

March 13th. — Pine weather; S.E. opposite side of the bay. 
•Cuneus and Riebeeck proceed inland to inspect everything and see 
how the growing of com, &c , is progressing. 

March 14th. — Fine N.W. weather. Cuneus goes out again and 
inspects the camp of the Oaapmen and their cattle, &o. A 
Hottentoo told us that as fai- as the Berg Biver, 18 hours on foot 
distant from this, the Sergeant had not found any natives, and 
therefore resolved to proceed 7 or 8 days further, to bring home if 
possible a large number of cattle. 

March 15th. —Drizzling, fickle weather ; S.S.E. during the day. 

March 16th. — Same S.E. A boat sent to Robben Island for 
some sheep, taking with it some rabbits to be placed with the others 
there. 

March 17th (Stmday). —Fine W. weather. The boat detained by 
the S.E., which ha<l sprang up yesterday afternoon ; leaves to-day. 
S.E. in the evening. 

March 18th. — Fine weather; letters sent on board the Wnpen 
van Holland ; vessels very busy taking in sea stock. 

March 19th. — Fine weather ; Wapen of Holland leaves, followed 
in the afternoon by the fleet under Cuneus, and the English vessel. 
The boat brought 20 sheep from the island, to which we added 41, 
and which number we divided among the vessels. 

March 20th. — Misty, calm weather. The Penguht arrives fi-om 
Dassen Island with birds, eggs and fish, also oil. The following 
Resolution adopted. See Resolution. 

March 21st. — Fine, N.W. weather. The men return from their 
inland expedition, having found tlie j^ass over the mountain range 
of Africa, against which the Berg Uiver is lying, and through a 
kloof of which it runs from the far inland. On the other side of 
the mountains they liad found such a large flat that they believed 
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they might travel more than a hundred leagues without 166S. 
reaching another mountain range. The flat seemed to be ~" 
stony soil unfit for com, there being hardly any grass for the 
oxen, and no natives found at a distance of 50 hours. Hence 
they had returned, especially also because their food was runniug 
short, and some were sick. On the way tliey had met two companies 
of natives, also the black Captain, all belougiug to the Chariguriquas 
who had attacked us in 1656 in Saldanha Bay, and from whom 
they obtained some cattle and the information that the real 
Saldanhars were so far distant, that it \\ ould take more than a 
month to reach them. Two of the expedition had died on the way, 
whilst another had been seriously wounded by a lion, which hacl 
been killed by Sergeant Har warden. It was a meagre and 
hungry beast, no other like it was seen again. Sometimes 5 or 6 
were seen in company, fat fellows iudeecL They also saw an 
elephant, seme rhinoceroses, wolves, leopards, and very beautiful 
wild horses, elands, and antelopes. They brought the lion's skin 
with them, to be stuffed and placed in the large hall of the fort. 
Not much has been gained by this expedition, whilst we lost by it 
two men, the third havine lost his health. This has damped the 
ardour of some, but the Sergeant and others are prepare<l to go 
again, whilst theHottentoo JDoman (now called Anthony), having 
just returned from Batavia with the Hon. Cuiieus, is anxious to 
accompany them. The journal kept is as follows : — 

February 26th, A°, 1658. — This day we started to search for 
natives and buy cattle. We took our road over the Leopard Moun- 
tain towards the East, and passed the night near a small river 
behind the mountain. 

Couwe. StepB. February 27th. — Fine weather. Went 
N.N .E. 13,840. N.N.E. ; after proceeding about 2i hours 

we took a rest, and our dinner. 
N.E. by E. 9,890. In the afternoon we proceeded N.E. by E., 

600. about 2 hours, and startled 4 lions, which 

lay down about 100 yards from us in 
the underwood ; as they were in our way 
they finally jumped up and ran away, 
crossing a neighboming river. Followed 
this comrse for another hour, and then 
camped for the night. The roaring of 
the Uons was dreacmil. 
14,840. February 28th. — Same fine weather. Followed 
5,060. the same course imtil the evening. After 

having proceeded about four hours we 
found a rhinoceros among om* cattle ; it 
had two horns, carrjang them just as 
goats do. It did no harm to the cattle. 
When fired at, it ran away. It being 
now night, we went to sleep. 
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l6ob. Course. Steps. 

— 25,000. Maroh Ist. — Kept the same oourse, and 

having proceeded 5 hourSy leaving the 
Diamond and Pearl Mountains to oar 
right, and the Saddle Mountain to our 
left, we arrived at the Gbeat Berg Biver, 
whose banks we followed for about an 
hour, wheu we camped. 
N.E. 4,660. March 2nd.— Took different directions ; the 

N.N.E- 1,450. weather calm. We proceeded along the 

4,990. moimtain range of Africa and the Berg 

Kiver, a distance of about 2^ hours' walk. 

21,900. March 3rd.— Went N.NJB. along the moun- 

10,000. tain side, about 4| hours, to where the 

Berg River again touches it; here we 
rested our cattle, there beings much grass, 
and then pi*oceeded towards the moun- 
tains, which we had to cross. Advanced 
2 hours, and camped imder the moimtain. 
March 4th. — Remained here to-day, one of us 
being very bad with dysentery, and the 
cattle being very tired and re(}uiring rest 
N.E. by E. 10,000. March 5th.- Continued our journey, NJB 
E.&E.byN. 4,020. by E , until the foot of the mountain, 

•8.S.E. 1,040. where we remained, as the sick man 

14,300. could proceed no further, whilst the 

sergeant ordered the surveyor, Pieter 
Potter, 3 men and two natives, victualled 
for 3 days, to cross the range as soon as 
possible to see whether any natives were 
encamped beyond it. They left in the 
afternoon, taking an Eastern and E. hy 
N. course. When arrived at the moun- 
tain they proceeded S.S.E., and, having 
journeyed foui* hours' distance from the 
spot where they had left the sergeant 
they camped for the night. They saw 7 
wild horses of a dapple-grey colour, fat 
and beautiful, but very wild, and not 
easily caught. 
March 6th. — Kept the same course, and, having passed the 
mountains, they entered a large valley unfit for agriculture, fullj 
an hour's walk aci^oss. Marching tlirough it they found in it a 
large river, which came forth from the mountain-range mentioned 
(which was cut in two, and with sides like a huge wall) and fell 
into the Berg River. No paths were found along the river. This 
valley was much higher than that of the Berg River. Proceeding 
further they arrived at another steep mountain, which appeared to be 
insurmountable ; they therefore ascended a neighbouring hill, h'oui 
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whoAe summit they saw a plain, apparently more than 4 days' )^>^b. 
journey broad. l?hey observed, however, no Hottentoos or their "" 
camps. This discouraged them, the more so as the two Hottentoos 
had ascended another hill, and declared that as they also had seen 
nothing it was desirable to return home. There were no Sal- 
danhars here, and there was no probability of finding any by 
going further ; they therefore returned to the sergeant. 

March 7th. — Thev returned to*day, and heard from those who 
had been left behind that they also had seen no natives. Seeing 
the sergeant making preparations to return, the Hottentoos tola 
him that tliey had seen smoke, and still hoped to fall in with 
natives. They evidently said so because they feared that they 
would receive no tobacco or copper when back again, if no natives 
were found. Seeming dissatisfied, the sergeant proposed to them 
that they should themselves search for the Saldanhars ; they were 
entrusted with 3 days' provisions and tobacco, also with tobacco 
as presents to the chiefs whom they might find, and whom they 
were to persuade to bring to us a lax^ quantity of cattle. Time will 
show what this experiment will produce. The illness of our com- 
rade prevents us from going further. 

Maioh 8th. — The Hottentoos return without liaving seen or 
found anybody or thing. Resolved to return home to morrow. 

March 9th. — ^Left at 8 a.m. and encamped at night on the same 
qpot where we slept on the 3rd. 

March 10th. — At daybreak we again started and marched 4 
hours 8.W. by S. 1700 paces. At a distance we saw a lot of cattle 
gracing ; the Hottentoos said that it was an encampment of the 
Sounoua ; we turned thither, and having proceeded about ^ an 
hour 8. W. by S. we found the natives to be Charingurinas, visited 
before by the fiscus. They told us that the great cnief was lying 
with much cattle on the other side of the mountains, and we decided 
to send them to inform their chief of our visit. The messenger 
assmred us that he would bring about that much cattle would be 
brought to us if we would only wait for his return. We promised, 
and gave him some tobacco. From the small encampment where 
we were we obtained 3 cows and 2 calves, whilst we did our best 
to get into their good graces by presents of tobacco, &c. 

March 11th. — Fine weather. Left the Hottentoo camp and >vent 
on in the same direction as yesterday as far as the spot where we 
slept on the 1st March. The ox which carried Gerrit Beuekeren 
is getting so weak that it won't last much longer. 

March 12th. — Passed the day here waiting for the Hottentoos ; 
in the afternoon 3 Charingurinas arrive, stating that their chief 
was ooming with much cattle to sell to us. The sergeant 
visited a camp half a league away ; foimd it to be of the Souquas, 
who had nothing to sell. After sunset we obtained 14 sheep from 
the Saldanhars. During the night 12 Hottentoos told us that th^ 
black captain would send us 2 cows and 15 sheep. 
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166S. March 13th.— At daybreak thej- arriveil and we bought them. 

— There being D" chai.ce of obtaining more wt^ recommenced oiu: 

lo-'-mey, when a H-ttertco told iis that more cheep were coming. 
We waited for them on the srot where we slept the 1st March, and 
determined to re»t there 24 hours, as the cattle was very tired 
an! might be killed by going further. About 3 p.m. Qerrit 
Beuckercn diel. 

March 14th.— W*- hvai^X him t.Mlay. The Hottentoos bring a 
o>w, and we wer»^ ti Id tl-at in tw.. or three days the Saldanhara 
would be here with some m«»re beaats and sheep. 

March Icth. — Pas.-^l the day herc ; saw nobody coming. 

March KHh. — When ready for the journey some Hottentooj 
brcught 13 sheej* and a «>w, but as d\*8entery was oonmieneing 
amr»ng the men. and vit-tuals ii>mmenced to run short, we determined 
t* • move. 

March 17th.— Coiu^ West : pai-es 5460. No cattle obtainable 
at the small encampment visited by Elias de Pijper. Went on as &r 
a- the Paarl and Diamond Mountains, wherc we slept. 

March 18th. — Went as far as the spot wherc we camped on the 
27th. and again saw tliree lions. 

March 19th. — K*»aclied the river, wherc we had slept on the 26thy 
wherc a large lion had spnmg upon one of the men whilst the 
sergeant was serving t.»ut the provisionBy thrown him doif n and 
grievously woimded him. Tlie sergeant at first thought that it 
was one of the calves, but recognising; the lion, placed the muizlft 
of his gun against it^ f« ^rchead and snot it. Death of a oow. 

March 20th. — ^Another man verv' ill ; left two men behind with 
him to follow at leisurc. But when we had marched about an 
hf >ur we heard a shot. We then sent an ox and 2 men back for the 
l>ody iu order to bring it home ; but beforc the animal oould reach 
the place the man had died and l>een buried. At night, with Yery 
misty weather, we reached the fort, the survivors all in good healths 
We brcught 11 cows and 4o sheep, bought with copper pipes and 
t* bacco.

March 26th. — S. breeze. Both vessels leave. Arrival of the 
Wajttn ran Am^ferdoM with 317 men, 2 drowned, and 9 dead from 
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flease. Many siok onboard. On the lOtli Febriuiry itliad heard 1658. 
om the Atnerftfoort that it had taken on the Brazilian coast, iu ^ 

^ S. lat., a Portuguese slaver coming from Angola, and prooeed- 
g to the Bay Tote la Sanotos ; there were oOU on board. It had 
keii out 250, the rest were left in the slaver, which was old and 
iserviceable ; some were getting siok and also djing, because of 
le length of the voyage. On the 16th February both vessels had 
irted iX)mpany. 

March 27th. — A.rrival of the Spreemc, from Zealand on the Ist 
ctober, with 154 men on board; 15 were taken out by the English 
; Plymouth, and 10 dieil on the voyage ; she therefore has now 
liy 129 men on her, and many of them sick. A ship arrives. 

March 28th. — N. W. breeze. The Amerttfoorf casts anchor ; had 
!3 men on her, 29 dead and 30 siok. The weakesn brought on 
lore and exchanged for others. Was provided with refreshments 
r the crew and the slaves who were brought on shore, already 
duoed to 170 in number. Many of them still very ill ; most of 
em girls and small boys, from whom for the next 4 or 5 years 
cy little can be got. The boat brings 20 sheep from Kobben 
land, and the fiscus reports that he had placed Woutersen on 
iftrd the Se/^Ms and brought back with him the female slave Eva. 
hat he had carefully examined into everything and found 399 
leep on the island ; the rabbits were increasing well, and Uver- 
igen was a diligent overseer. The gardens however looked bad, 
it the men intended to make another trial when the rainy season 
;ai]i sets in. They therefore ask for all kinds of seeds, also a pole 
id pitoh-hoops for fires when ships are in the neighbourhood, and 
>le8 for the sheep kraals. The English ship Thoman leaves for 
oromandel. 

March 29th. — Rainy, N W. weather. 

March 30th. — Heavy S.E Arrival of the Ulynses from Batavia 
Q 17th January last, with 44 men on board. 

March 'Ust. — N.W. breeze. Het Hoff can Zeelant arrives with 150 
en ; 2 dead ; the rest well. Befreshments sent on board at onoe, 
ith orders to make immediate preparations to continue their 
)yage to St. Helena, to meet the other vessels already waiting there. 

April 1st. — Heavy 8. E. The Ulysses leaves for St. Helena with 
or letters to Cuneus and a despatch from Holland dated October, 
S57, containing sailing orders for the fleet ; also with our letter for 
le directors, 

April 2nd. — Arrival of the Princes Royael and Envkhuyseriy all 
ell ou board. Had beautiful weather at sea ; this is the best 
Mison for the return ships to enter Table Bay. Ships leaving 
latavia in December, arrive here in February, when the S.E. wind 
I so strong that it is difficult to reach the anchorage. Those, how- 
Hetj arriving about the middle of March or later are seldom held 
ack by this wind, which is strongest from December to February,, 
rhen it grows weaker every day. The boat sent to the Island for 
keep.

Boat brings 16 dieep, and the oth*^r, 
belonging to the freemen brings fish and eras from Dassen Island. 
The uiepherd, through oareleesness, loses 15 sheep ; all seaitsh for 
them in vain ; the herd punished for his inattention by being 
i.'harged 10 gL for every animal, that he may in future look after 
his work better.

April 7th (Sunday). — Rne weather. More sheep sent for from

Letters sent on board the Amen/oort and 
Spreeuw for Batavia. 

April 8th. — Pine weather, S.E. breeze. The Spreeuw leaves. 

April 9th. — Rainy, S.E. weather. The Amers/bort leaves and 
also the Wapen ran Amsterdam. 18 sheep brought from the island 
with the following letter : — " The only sheep left are lambs and 
ewes about to lamb, or still suckling ; there are no more full grown 
rams. The rabbit arrived well, the otners are all right ; a little white 
one is missing, very likely eaten by ravens, of which the downs are 
full. They are not afraid of stones ; if we had powder we might 
shoot them. You must send us the small boat to get the sheep 
into the large one ; at present we have to draw the latter on shore 
for the purpose. Many ewes desert their lambs, and this diminishes 
the increase ; it would therefore be advisable to send some hay for 
such sheep, which might be kept at home with their lambs and fed 
on hay. The kraal is broken ; we want 100 poles and a hammer 
for dri\ing them into the ground, some nails and a bore. These 
things were never looked after before. I am soiry to see the 
lambs dying. One of the ewes belonging to yourself has broken 
its leg. I have no more paper and request some." Signed Ryk 
Overhagen. 

April 10th. — The freemen's boat returns to Bassen Island. 

April 11th. — Fine weather like yesterday. Commander Quaal- 
bergen and the other officers of the fleet take their leave and our 
letters for Holland. 

April 12th. — Fine S.E. The vessels leave. 

April 13th. — S.E. wind. The Elhurgh arrives, ^rom Texel on the 
14th December, with 150 men on board ; only 1 sick ; had been 
be<*almed 4 weeks betAveen Tristan d' Acunha and this. 

April 14th (Sunday). — N.W. breeze. Arrival of the Mbcb^ from 
Zealaud on tlie I2th October, U;o7, Avith 65 men. Had lain at 
Faliiiouih 5 days, whero 1 man had deserted, six had died, one wa^ 
living, and the rest were mostly all f?iok. They had been becalmed

for weeks on the line, and for 5 weeks off the Cape. Steps taken 1658. 
to send refreshments on board. Marriage of Hendrik Hendrioksen ~~ 
and Grietge Fnmcois Meerhoff. See Ilesolution. 

April loth. — Hazj sky, N,W. breeze. 

April 16th. — Clear weather, S E. wind, fine in the afternoon. 

April 17th. — Fine weather. Arrangements made for establish- 
ing a school for the Company's slaves from Angola brought hither 
by the Afmrsfoort. The sick comforter, Pieter van der Staal, fx) be 
the teacher, especially as he reads Dutch correctly ; and that he may 
encourage the slaves to attend and hear or learn the Christian 
prayers, it is ordered that everyone shall receive after school a 
glass ef brandy and two inches of tobacco each. All their names 
are to be written down, those who have no name are to get one, 
paired or unpaired, young and old. Everything to be done in the 
pvesenoe of the Commander, who shall attend for a few days to put 
evexything in proper order, and bring these people under proper 
difloipline, signs of which are already apparent. All the slaves 
have been properly clothed, to protect them from the daily increasing 
cold. The strongest have been already set to work. 

April 18th. — Calm weather, cloudy at night. The following 
Beeolotion taken: — The officers of the Meea^ having communicated to 
us oertainooufessions of Qillis Huyglot, &c. — all soldiers on board 
that vessel — ^that it was their intention on the night of the 7th 
Mneh to kill certain persons and obtain possession of the ship, 
a eommission was sent on board further to examine the prisoners, 
&o. They reported on their return that they could obtain no 
evidence from anybody in the world to enable them to take further 
TOOoeedinffs against tlie meo, and legally torture them. Excepting 
Hnvglo tney all denied their confessions, declaiing that they had 
made them through fear of torture as the ship's council had alreadv 
pat the thumb screws on Huyglo (the pain of which the latter still had 
nesh in his memory, whilst the scar was still visible on his left 
thumb) in order to make him confess that he had stolen something. 
Though Huyglo acknowledges the accusation before the commis- 
sion, without stating whether the others are accomplices, who adhere 
to their denial, and declare that they are entirely innocent, there is 
no justification to proceed to torture or to a verdict. Moreover the 
vessels would be delayed too long to investigate the matter more 
thoroughly or any further, and as it is the Company's interest to 
despatch them as soon as possible, it was resolved to leave the 
accuaed on board as prisoners, for trial at Batavia, and with the 
papers send them over in the Elbar(jh, 

April 21st. — Easter. Dark, cloudy weather, N.W breeze. 

April 22nd. — Same weather. Our letters sent on board the Merx 
and Elburgh for India. 

April 23rd. — N.W. wind. Tlie vessels leave nevertheless.

Hay 5th. — Fine weather. Tlie boat s*^nt to Robben Island with 
the following letter : — To Rijk Ov>rhageii — " We send you 1 book 
of paper, some pens, and some nails ; also the tools for the 
ordnance. The powder is to \^ i^refully stored lest an accident 
happen. It is to be turned every week and dried. The bedding for 
the ran is not to be allowed t«.» sink awny into the sand. Material 
for the cattiepen is also sent — Coir rope« instead of nails, for fixing 
flie wdesL We also ^end you 6 i<isk> of hay for the sheep that 

wb; jon must let as kn«>w whether they like the hay ; also how 
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many sheep and lambs there are. Take good care, for much depends 1^68. 
upon the animals for the Company. Your good care will tell in your ^ 

iavour. The annexed instinictions will tefi you how to make a fire 
at night for the guidance of the arriving ships The 180 pitch 
rings you are to take good care of and use economically. Tlie boat 
will be finished this week and sent over at once. The carpenter 
who goes over to make the gun carriage is to come back as soon as 
nossible." 3rd May, 1658. Signed by J. v. Riebeeck and R. de 
lian. 

Instructions for Rijk Overhagen, superintendent on Robben 
Island : — "As it has been found necessary to light a fire on the 
highest point of the Island, the Vuurberg, for the guidance of 
ships approaching Table Bay during the night, but as the fiscus, 
Abr. Gtibbema, has reported that there is not wood enough on the 
Island for the purpose, we liave resolved to send you a capstan on 
which to bum pitch rings, which are also sent, and are to be 
•eoonomioally used, as pitch costs the Company a lot of money. Ton 
are to take good care if at nightfall any vessels of the Company are 
in sight to keep the pitch burning imtil you know that the ships 
ihaye oast anchor in the roadstead. You shall also keep your fires 
burning if the ships are blown back by contrary winds, but if the 
•ships are foreign or not Dutch (onduitsch) you shall at once 
•SK&ignish your fire. 

The young lambs are to be castrated at the proper time, and the 
tails of the young ewes, as soon as they are fit for breeding, are 
•to be cut off, salted, and sent hither in order to save butter. 

The ewes who no longer lamb, and the oldest and largest sheep, 
are Ae first to be sent to the ships, but only on receipt of a letter 
from us. 

Should a vessel of the Company anchor under the Island vou can 
sapply it with as much greens as grow at the time in a wild state, 
and silow one penguin daily for two men, also as many eggs as 
yon can get, should they like it. 

Under no circumstances shall you supply more than one sheep 
to every vessel, and only if there are sick men among the officers. 
Every effort is to be made to compel the ships to come hither, and 
prevent them from delaying at the Island. 

No sheep are to be milked, as the lambs are objects of great 
soliditade to the Company. 

No men are to be allowed to land or go further inland than the 
house ; no English, French or other foreigners allowed to be landed. 
To carry out this order the Hon. R. v. Goens placed a cannon in 
ihe Sandbay, where the boat« must land. Also take good care that 
your firearms are always in good order and ready to hand ; you are 
only to fire in case of necessity, so as not to make the birds afraid, on 
which alone our men on thelsland could almost subsist. Good care is 
to be taken of the powder, &c., tliat no accident may happen. 

Take good care of the coneys and rabbits, and let us know about 
them.

May 6th. — N.E. Ireeae. The Chainouqua captain sends word 
that he is stayii-g with the stout captain named QogoeotLr and 
waiting for the reruru of his men sent by him to fetch a lai]^ 
numb^ of cattle. Hi> place is about 30 days* journey from this. 
He had wished tc be sure, before bringing any cattle, that the 
same Dutch captain was still here, and had now sent men to report 
this fact to the paramount chieL He would not allow any of our 
people to accom^aLy his men, and advised us to wait until the 
nabves' fear of the wldtes had worn vS more. Arrival of the 
Ha»selt from tLe Gidf of Guinea, on the iJnd Febnuurfrom Pope, 
with 271 slaves ; 40 dead ; brought therefore 228. Had left Cabo 
de Lopo Goudalvo on tlie 15th lurch and Aimabon on the 2l8t do., 
taking 1| months for the passage. At Cabo deLopo Gbnaalvo it 
had captured 2 small Portuguese vesseb. They had shipped both 
Tessels cargo int . the largest, manned it with (> men. and despatched 
it to the Cape on the 15th November last. As it had not yet 
arrived, some misadventure must have befallen it, or the mate may 
have taken it to a \iTong haven. The latter was described by the 
West India Company's ship the Art-wl as a thorough drunkard, 
and his men likewise, ou account of which no doubt everything hs^ 
been lost The cargo was wortli about f 20.000, and oonaisted of 
185 casks of palm oil, thousands of boxes of 6oap, 65 caaks of 
brandy, 2 do. sugar. 10 ]»ipe6 Canary wine. No exact invoice had 
howeyer been made of the soap, and the Ila^tseif had proceeded to 
the Gulf of Gtdneu to conduct the ^lave trade. It also reported 
that a Danish sliip had arrived in the Gulf mentioned, and 
attacked and captiired the Swedish fort and trading station, and 
also captured and pillaged the return ship, in turn fortifying 
itself on that spot, viz., C^abo Cors. As our letters for the 
directors had been eatriisted to the Swedish vessel by the Sa^9clf, 
they haye no doul t falltn iuto tlie hand^ of the Danes, and it will 
be a great trouble to recover them, if ever recovered. 

May 7th. — N. WT. wind. The Gidnea slaves landed from the 
Basieff ; a fine, strong, and healtliy lot. 

May 8th. — Same weatlier. Resolution of the Council 8th Maj-, 
1658. Officers of the Hasself also seated at the Board. Said 
brought 228 slaves from Pojx>. Considered the orders of 
THreotora, especially of the 9th Octol^er last year, regarding the 
nent of the fi'/^^if//, viz.. that if it has Drc»ught a cargo of 
gad still has a large quantity of merehandise on board 
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enough for another oargo, so that this Council is to decide whether 165«. 
she is to go again or not. Found that the vessel had still a large " 
cargo on hoard valued at fd,975 ; that in the stores there are 
different kinds of merchandise sent from Batavia for the sla^e 
trade, valued at f20,792 15. The total of these amounts, f26,767 15, 
would be sufficient for the payment of 1,000 or 1,200 slaves, 
who might be brought in four voyages. But the officers of 
the HabseH stated that the goods were not properly assorted ; 
a most neoessary condition if we wic^h to have eood healthy slaves, 
and not the lame, halt, blind and old, whom the owners are only 
too glad to dispose of. A good quantity of '' bougys " and beads are 
required, which are not at hand now ; the chances are therefore, 
that the venture will be unsuccessful ; hence it was decided 
to stay the trade for a while, as we have not only been well 
provided, and abundantly so, witli slaves for the Company, the 
freemen and other private parties, but also enabled to send 40 
Angola slaves to Batavia in tlie Wapen can Amsterdam^ &c., and 
will still be able to send 200 more to India. The SaaseU is 
theirefore, to piooeed to Batavia as soon as possible, taking 140 
or loO slaves with it, also 30 Angola prize slaves brought by the 
Dordrecht^ and now already sufficiently refreshed. The cargo of 
the Basseli to be landed, and the officers of the Maria, daily 
eipeoted, to report what goods are readily willed on the West Coast, 
yAan the Council will also decide whether the Marin shall be 
alained for the slave trade, &c. — Signed by J. Van Biebeeck, 
Jac Hen. Moocker, Adriaen Van de ^ enne, Boeloff de Man, 
Jan V. Herwerden, Abr. Gabbema, Sec : The cattle boat 
letamed from Eobben Island, bringing the following note, 
^Aoknowledging the receipt of the stationery, nails, ammunition, 
Ac, and also 160 (and not 180) pitch rings ; further, salad, beet, 
and other seeds. Carrots, beet and parsnips will not grow here ; 
therefore, send more turnip, salad and cabbage. The ground here 
is too sandy, and perhaps for that reason good for sweet potatoes, 
if not too brackish ; 30 lambs born since Mr. GFabbema's departure ; 
lambs have died of such ewes whose former lambs have perished, 
and which consequently have no milk for the present ones. Through 
this carelessness which has caused the deadening of the milk chan- 
nels, there are, I fear, more ewes still running in the flock. No 
lambs have as yet been born from the Dutch ram — he stands too high 
on his legs ; you should send two or three other rams, the sheep 
would mmtiply faster then. I have not seen any young rabbits, bnt 
the white buck is dead, also a doe ; the black and grey ones are still 
alive ; the last buck sent is worth nothing, he allows himself to be 
Utten by the others, who chase him about ; tlie black buck is good, 
but he seems to have forgotten the does. The two *' clappermans " 
sent broke on the very first day. The carpenter must remain 
here for a while to make a shed for the sheep adjoining the kraal 
in which the hay is to be placed for the sheep with lambs.' — (Signed) 
Byk Overhagen. 
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1658. May 9th. — Fine, N.W. weather. The freemen and others 

"~ bought Guinea slaves on credit at 100 gl. each ; also before this 
some Angola slaves at 50, 52 J, and 75 gl. — aooording to age or 
size — for agriculture, wood sawing, fishing, &c. 

May 10th.— Cold, wintry weather, N.W. At night W.S.W- 
and heavy rain ; also the 11th ; fine at night. 

May 12th. — Changeable weather ; sunshine. Burgher H. 
Boom sent word that through the oarelessness of his herd he had 
yesterday lost 1 bull and 6 cows. It was supposed that they 
had been stolen by the Oaapmen, who all fled, with houses and 
everything. Their Captain Gbgosoa however, who is an old, 
stout, fat man, and not fast with his legs, was seized and held by 
the burgher Jan Rejniersz. The Commander at onoe sent 
thither some men under the fisous, with the Batavia Hottentot 
Anthony, to tell him not to be anxious, but to do his beet to see 
that the stolen cattle were restored ; when he would reoeive some 
bread, tobacoo, and brandy. He replied that the Soaquas had 
stolen the animals, who were quick in seizing an advantage when 
little oare was taken of the herd. These Soaquas had already 
driven the cattle behind the Leopard Mountains. He would, 
however, do his best to recover them through his people, and 
voluntarily remain on the place of Jan Beynierez. Ordered that 
he should be off and on treated there. This disturbance also 
unsettled the mind of the Chainouqua captain, who lodged in the 
Commander's house, awaiting the arrival of the cattle which he 
intended to sell to us. The matter was however carefully 
explained to him, and his fears were entirely removed. He said 
that he would show that he was a man of his word, and would 
not leave before he had brought as much cattle as we were able 
to buy with our co])per. The Dordrecht despatched to Batavia 
with our letters. 

May 13th. — Fine, N.E. weather. The Dordrecht leaves. Six of 
Boom's cattle brought back ; shortly afterwards we heard that 
the Hottentoos ha<l stolen 4 of the beasts belonging to the 
Visagie Company, and had thrashed the herd severely ; also that 
some of the cattle of the Steven's Colony had been stolen. Boom 
was ordered not to release the Captain of the Caapmen before all the 
animals had been restored. He was, however, to be well treated in 
the meanwhile, and not to be threatened in the least. To prevent 
this, the fiscal and the interpreter Antonie were sent thither to urge 
him to cause restitution to be made as soon as possible, and prevent 
such thefts by his people, in order to prevent the unpleasant 
consequences which must necessarily result. 

The fiscus returning, reported that H. Boom had received back 
all his cattle, and the Captain, who came with him, stated that not 
one of the other cattle had been found among his herds. He 
believed that they were sttjlen by the Chorachouquas or tobacco 
thieves, encampe^l about 3 hours away. At present he was in con- 
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tention with them, and did not dare to send any of his own people 1C58. 
thither to ask for the cattle. He would otherwise gladly do so. — 

May 14th.— Pair 8.E. weather. The Penguin leaves for Dassen 
Island, having promised to bring back a large supply of dry and 
salted seals' flesh. Biebeeok visits the freemen and the Company's 
lands, and also desires to know whether the Yisagie Colony had 
xeoeived their cattle. He found that they were still lost, the rest 
were busy ploughing, sowing, &o. ; also the men on the Company's 
lands ; whiLst 20 slaves were actively employed pulling up reeds and 
trees for more land. On the lands the Commander is told by 
Yisagies' people that they had caught 3 of the Gouroohouquas, who 
had confessed that they had stolen the cattle. Two of them, how- 
ever, escaped. The third had been securely guaVded. Death of 
Class Evertz van der Goude, sailmaker, left here ill by the Mana, 

May 15th. — Escape of the third Hottentoo ; after a c >w and a ' 
iheep had already been offered for his ransom. They will now, 
we rear, keep clear of the net and we shall never recover tlie cattle. 

tn the meanwhile we have our hands full to prevent Chaihantima, 
mentioned before, from getting afraid, and to persuade him to remain 
until the cattle have arrived. He was away two days in the camp 
of the Oaapmen, but returned this evening, and was treated in the 
Oommander's house even more liberally than before. He was 
«lao ffiven a good bed, and made jolly and glad witli a little 
hmdy. 

Ibkj 16th. — Fine S.S.E. weather. Bought 4 cows from the 
Ohainouquas. Chaihantima now requested a present of some plate 
oopper, as he wished to return home as soon as possible to get cattle 
anul Ixring hither a large number. He was told that if he did that, 
he might depend upon a good present of copper^ but that before- 
hand we liked to see the reality of his big figures, ere we parted 
with our valuable copper. He was however well treated with 
eating, drinking, and tobacco. With this seaman's overcoat he 
allowed himself to be cradled to sleep. 

May 17th. — Rainy, N.W. weather. Chaihantima returns home, 
his knapsacks and stomach well filled with bread and bnvndy and 
his hands with tobacco. He pretended that the people of the 
Ohainouqua, or his Chief, were afraid to come hither without him. 
They wished first to hear full particulars from him and receive 
sood testimony about the Dutch before making a movement hither. 
In 4 or 5 weeks, according to him, this would happen, and they 
would come with a large number of cattle, which are heartily 
t wished for, especially the oxen, which are much wanted for agricul- 
ture Already cows must be used for the purpose, but they are 
weak, and if used, breed badly. 

May 18th. — The same dirty, rainy weather. The Chaihantima 
Tetams during the forenoon, showing various wounds received from 
the slaves of tne farmers. The fiscus, the interpreter, and himself 

I lent out that he might point out who had done it, and that the 
wason why it had been done might be discovered. The fiscus 
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165*. returning, reported that it hail l«evii done on th^- liofiheuvel beoau^e 
"" h*- had come with some men among the plough-<attle there, and 
tL^r slaves had ooneequently ftar^ that it wus his intention ti» 
frtral them. One of the Guinf« slaves had made signs to him to 
g • awaT, bat as he would not It'ave the tjattle whicn '^'aa in the 
slave's charge, the latter had called one • >f his comrades, who had 
let kose the dog, which had run him in, and )>ivTfnted him frran 
escaping. The slaves would have killed him if the Dutch had not 
c >me t«* his aid and that of his f ellow-Uottentoos. We had quite 
eij:'iigh to do to sueee^ in i a* living him. and oidered all the 
fieemen to refrain from ktejong any t-f tliem under restraint, as 
even the <-aptain of the Choraehouq;ia& hatl l«eu at the fort and 
s M us 9 oxen with the promise that he wi luld in future take oare 
:•.' keep his cattle awav from that of th- ire*mf n. We recommendeit 
him to do so that we might live Lencefcrth as sooil neighbours. 
Fille<i and treated iR-ith bread, ti •l«icou az:d brandy .he left, promiaing 
tv bring cattle daily. Tlie Cliaihautima pa««ed the ni^t in the 
Commander^s house, in order t« ■ leav^- t«>m<:»mjw with new preaents 
and neiieasaries for the journey. 

May 19th. — Same weather. The Cl-.aihantima leaves in good 
spirits ; said that he will return in a few weeks with much cattle. 

May 20th. — X.W. weather, ioimoil resolves as follows : — 20th 

May, 165.''^.

May 2l8t. — Pine weather; 102 Guinea and Angola slaves 
8hii)i)ed in the Hmaelt for Batavia. 

May 2!8nd. — S.E. breeze. Hasselt leaves. 

Mav 23rd. — The cattle boat sent to Robben Island \>ith the 
following letter to R. Overhagen : — " We send you 4 casks pressed 
bay, and 3 months' pro\'ision8. We will send you the seeds asked 
for, if we know that you have sown what you received, as we are 
convinced that carrots, especially in the rainy season, grow well on 
the Island. Sweet potatoes will also grow well, as the ground is very 
good for them, but if too brackish you should plant them on high 
places. During the rainy season they will receive moisture enough, 
and in the dry months they like to stand dry and can be gradually 
u^ed up. When the gunner has arrived, you are after dark to fire 
the gim, that we may know whether the report can be heard here. 
You shall also ignite the fire beacon to know whether it can be 
Been far enough at sea. The carpenter must now come back. Let 
OS know the number of sheep on the Island. The Company at 
p gecon t pos-sesses no rams, but some will soon be sent if obtainable." 
23id May, 1658. (Signed) J. Van Eiebeeck and B. de Man. 

May 24th. — Fine weather. Saw the beacon light on Bobben 
Idaiid, but it will cost many pitch-rings. Tlie gim could just l>e 
hfitid. 

Death of Joh. Beuker of Leeuwardeu, soldier on the Dordrecht ; 
22 or 23 still sick in Hospital. 

May 2oth. — Dark, N.W. weather. Tlie sergeant reports that 
more than 9 morgen of ground had been sovm with seed ^von 
here from that imported rrom Holland in 1654. From this it is 
evident that in the beginning but little is reaped from impoited 
aeed, but that seed won here is very successful. This season thf* 
peas and beans must show whether it is true in their case also. 
Meidee, fresh raw land is never so good as that already cultivated. 

May 26th. — The boat returns with 8 sheep and R. Overhagen, 
who reports that there were 390 still on the Island. They had 
however been so badly looked after by his predecessor, J. Woutersz:, 
that the majority are old ewes unfit for breeding, having never 
been sent away to be slaughtered by the ships as ordered by the 
Commander. There might nave been at present 100 more. He had 
eome over to receive plain instructions from Riebeeck and also some 
Dutoli rams, in order gradually to get into the European breed, 
which has often been found to bear more than one lamb and has 
more milk. He also wanted tar to smear the sheep and clean 
them of scab. 

May 27th. — Fine weather. During the night some Hottentoos 
endeavoured to £cale the wall of the cattle i>en behind the fort. 
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1668. One was seen by the guard already on the top, and was wounded 
^ by him \Nith liis sword in the thigh ; he escaped, however. From 
everything it is plain that if they see a chance of injuring us, they 
will not let it go. 

May 2Sth. — Southerly wind. The boat returns to Robben Island 
with Overhagen and 3 Dutch rams, &o. A Guinea slave also sent 
over, as one more hand was needed to clean the sheep from lice, 
wliich greatly annoyed them and caused scab ; for this purpose tar 
WA9 also given him. 

Resolution of the Coimeil, v?8th May, 1658 : — Ryk Overhagen, 
who arrived here as soldier in 16*)3, having served faithfully and 
well in the fortress, on land journeys, on guard, Ac., andfinaJlj as 
8U)>erintendent on Robben Island, where he has shown great 
diligence and attenti<>n to duty, is c«mfirmed in the latter appoint- 
ment with a salary of fl4 per month. — Signed bv Riebeeck, de 
Jdac, Harwarden, and Gabbema. 

W. winil in the evening ; vessel in sight. The Penguin arrives 
from Dnssen Islands bringing 800 lbs. of seals' meat for the slaves 
and some eggs to sell to the ships. 

May 2JHh. — Arrival of the Maria^ from St. Helena on the l«t 
in St. On the same day the Hon. Cuneiis had also left for Holland 
with the retium fleet. The S^of ran Homngen had passed the 
Island without calling. 

The Hon. Uuaelbergen, vnXh the Prtnce9s Royn! and her two 
i*ousQrts, had not vet arrived at St. Helena ; thev had left the Gape 
on tlie IStli April. 

Tlie skip)>er i»f the Mnrin reported that the Rohbtjachi had parted 
company on tlie 13th Febiiiary under the tropic, and not been seen 
agtiin. Very likely she perishetl on a certain reiff 12 leagues broad 
and extending S leagu»^ into the sea. I'he Maria nearly stmflk 
on it. This loss is a great ini-ttnvenienc-e, as we required the vesttl 
for conve^-ing seals* meat and birds frxjni the Island for feeding 
the slaves. 

After that loss the skipper had reached Cape Neg^o. The 
)¥s)ple however, whi> all had short dresses? on, fled inland ; two big 
towns were found quite deserted. The houses were similar to the 
Hottentoo huts here. After that the vessel cruized for some time off 
Loango St. Paulo; finding nothing ther^, she came on to St. Helena, 
to be here in good time. She hatl seen 3 ships at Loanso, but no 
ahanee to attad: them. It seems that very little will be gained 
theie for the Company.

further, the Direotors having in their letter of 9th October last, "" 

ordered that the Maria should, on her return, be despatched to 
Batavia, not deeming it at the present time advisable to employ 
her for the Madagascar trade, thinking that we would get on well 
enough with the Rohbejaehty now lost ; though the Hon. Cuneus 
left instructions that if the West Coast slave trade failed, one of the 
two ships was to be sent to Madagasciir for slaves and rice, and 
to bring back the survivors of the Tulp^ and the men of the 
Arnhern, who would otherwise with difficulty find their way back^ 
so that no rice wiU at present be required from Batavia, on eon- 
ditioo, however, that we were to do nothing contrarj'^ to orders 
from Holland: — 

Iforeover, it beine considered that we are now sufficiently 
provided witli slaves brought by the Ha^se/f, that we only require 
50 or 60 lasts of rice for feeding all, viz. : garrison, 80 ; sick, 15 ;. 
Dutch women and children, 20 ; healthy and sick Company's 
slaves, 98 ; freemen, 57 ; slaves of private parties, 89 ; convicts, 7 ; 
total 360 ; and that that quantity could at present be more easily 
obtained from Batavia in a vessel arriving here in January, and 
lent back vid the Southland (Australia), or otherwise, as the 
India Board may determine — It is resolved, after careful de- 
liberation, to suspend the Madagascar and Angola slave trade 
entirely ; and as by the loss of the Robbejacht we are deprived of a 
vessel to communicate with Saldanha Bay and the islands, whilst 
the Penguin of the freemen does not convey a tenth part of what 
is wanted here to feed the slaves, who are fond of seals' flesh and 
^^s, to let the Maria make a trip to the Saldanha Bay to 
salt there as much seals'-meat and birds and fish as possible. In 
the meanwhile, the carpenters shall build a deck on the boat taken 
from the Wapen van Holland^ to be used for sailing to the islands. 
Vhen the Maria returns we shall be able to say whether we can 
spare her, and send her to Batavia, or even to Holland, with the 
goods sent us from Batavia for Ghiinea and Angola, and which the 
letum ships should have taken as ordered. 

None of those who ran away with the return ships having been 
Vrought back by the Maria, whilst even 4 men of that yacht also 
ieserted, it was resolved to close the accounts of all, and confiscate 
te the CJompany whatever they might have to the good. Their 
mnes are : Jurgen Carstens, Jacob Jansz, Sicke Jac(H)sz, Myndert 
Vitoop, Jan Janse Honde, U. Luers, Joris Taute, Jan Jacobsz 
tn Keynsburgh, Jan van Possel, Thomas Eobbertsz, of Kint 
Kobertson, of Kent?), Claes Frederiksz, H. Fransz, Isaac 
langat, Claes Schriever, Pieter lobrantsz, Qxdlliam Weerrys, 
ians Yisser, Jan Willemsz, Barend Theimisz, Jan Thomasz, and 
ail Pietersz. The first 8 are Company's servants, the 6 following 
'eemen or men servants, the next 3 exiles from Batavia, and the 
«t 4 deserters from the Man'a — 21 in all. Tin's fakes place every 
wr, and can with difficulty be prevented. But to [)revent it as 
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a668. much as possible, the fisous and sereeant are ordered, before the 
"~ ships' departures, to send the provost, the oorporal of the fort, and 
some soldiers to keep oontinual watoh on the jetty and at the Salt 
River, where the boats often sail in and out. — Signed by Riebeeck, 
Claes Fransz:, Bordingh, de Man, Harwarden, and Gabbema 
(secretary). 

May 31st. — Rainy, N.W. weather. Arrival of the Oeiloiuyen 
from Amsterdam. Had touched at Teneriffe for repairs ; 79 men 
on board ; 1 dead; all well. Skipper's name Jacob Symonsz 
Munnick, that of the bookkeeper Abraham Martensz. 

June 1st. — N.W. weather. 

June 2nd. — Fine weather. 

Jime 3rd. — The same. Seven Angola slaves deserted : 1 from 
the forest, 2 from the fort, and 4 from the lands. The oldest, who 
escaped from the forest, urged on the others. He had pretended 
the day before yesterday that he was ill, and came to the fort ; on 
his way he had passed the corn lands. In the afternoon the 3 had 
left again, and tne next morning they were joined by those on 
the lands. Some men sent out, and the Hottentoos promised big 
rewards if they caught the fugitives. They were given tobacco 
and bread to help them on the journey. The Maria despatched to 
Saldanha Bay. 

June 4th & 5th. — Fine, warm, S.S.E. weather. The Mann and 
Pegutjn leave ; no news yet about the fugitives, and new searchers 
<joutinually sent out in order to catch even a few, to make an 
example of them. The other slaves say that they are old and clever 
customers, men from the highlands Of the interior (Bovenlanders) 
und cannibals. 

June 6th. — Same fine weather. The land surveyor and four 
soldiers returned. They had been sent out to put down exactly on 
a chart all the rocks on the outside coast of the Cape for the benefit 
of the callinfz: vessels. They had also to look about them for the 
runaways. Had seen none however. 

June 7th. — Riebeeck visits in this fine weather the lands of the 
freemen and the Company, and having given such orders as were 
necessary, returns home in the evening ; no news about the alaves. 

June 8th. -Same fine weather. Different Hottentoos reported 
that the fugitives were not to be found ; but we fear that they have 
found and killed them, just like the Malafi^as}'- slave Antonie, for 
they are very jealous of them, and cannot bear them, being always 
at loggerheads with them. 

June 9ih (Pentecost). — Boisterous wet weather, stiff N.W. 
wind, which washed the Oeelmuydeti's boat away and threw it on 
the beach before the redoubt l)uinhoop. Drawn higher up by 
order of the Commander. 

June 10th. — A little better weather ; a boat came on shore from 
tlie Qeelmuyden to look for the wrecked one ; took in some refresh- 
ments, but was unable to reach the ship. 

June 11 th. — Same wind; not so strong ; boat able to reach the ship.

June 12th & 13th. — Fair weather, mostly rain. 1658. 

June 14th. — ^Ditto, 8.8.E. wind. The Oeelmuyde^i reoeives its ~ 
despatch and papers for India. She left this evening. 

Xune I5th.— Full moon, S.E. hreeze and fine sunshine. The 
sergeant reported that 9 morgen and 240 roods of land had been 
gown for the Company as follows, viz. : — 

Six moreen and 460 roods, Gape wheat ; 576 roods Cape rye, and 
220 roods Dutch barley, all nicely growing ; 784 roods of Dutch 
wheat do not show well. This has happened more times, and 
therefore we have decided to sow no more, but to grind the rest 
and also the rye, which also will not grow. However, we shall be 
able with our little Cape seed to eet on so far that next year we 
shall have sufficient for all the agnoulturists. 

A large ship anchors thin evening at Bobben Island because of 
the 8.E. ; supposed to be the Pnnce Wilhelm of 2iealand. 

Some of the Caapmen were at the fort to-day, stating that their 
women had seen some of the fugitive Angola slaves between this 
and Saldanha Bay on the beach, but the men could not find them. 

June 16th (Sunday). — Fine, S.W. weather. The vessel arrives 
in the bay, but on account of the calm, could not reach the proper 
anohorage. The senior merchant, Robert Bastinoq, lands, and 
reports that she had left on the 20th January last with 472 men, 
amoni? them skipper Jacob Enten ; 16 had died, and between 60 
and 70 were sick. Had touched at Torbay and afterwards at the 
island of St. Vincent (where one man had deserted), and where 
they had obtained goad refreshment of goats, 40 or 60 every day. 
They had also obtained from those of St. Ajithony four asses, who 
however, instead of delivering, had held them back. Whilst at Rob- 
ben Island the vessel had been supplied with penguins, birds, and one 
wether, and brought the following letter from the Island : — ^' I 
received your letter by the freemen's boat Penguin, containing 
notice that my salary had been increased. I thank you, and hope 
to oonduct myself in such a way that you may be pleased with me. 
We have fished for the grapnel but without success ; at the next 
low spring tide we will tiy again. Those who reported to you that 
we lighted fires here twice have seen badly ; it is a star showing 
itself in the North West. We did send you now and then a young 
ewe, but only such as are unserviceable here. All the ewes which 
get lambs but have no udder or milk in it to nourish their lambs, 
we send ; the lambs of such ewes are abandoned and exposed to 
the severe weather, wind, hail, thunder and lightning and con- 
tinuous rains. One ewe taking shelter in our house was placed 
near the fire ; after a short time it lambed, but in the morning it 
was found dead with both lambs. In the evening we immediately 
brought all the sheep which were on the northern part of tkie 
island near the little tree, in our house and the shed ; the rest were 
placed in the ' kraal,' as they would be safer there on a heap than 
when scattered over the fields. In the morning I found eight old 
ewes and four lambs killed by the rain ; the dav after four ewes 
and two lambs were dead ; total 23 dead, old ana young. 
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loo! . The white doe produced three young rabbits ; they are as quick 

~ as the wind. The mother is again with young, also the big gray 
one, which I at first believed to be a buck. The newly arrived 
yoimg ones roam about the island, the one is near the k elder, so 
that I fear that if they are advanced a little further, the rabbits 
will destroy whatever may grow in the garden, and if they 
commence to like sweet potatoes, nothing will keep them out of it. 
On the 16th June the Prins Willeni amved ; we supplied it with 
a large number of penguins and a wether. We wish to have- 
some turnip and curly kale seed."

June 17th. — Fine sunshine. The Prince FT t7//r/;/^ arrives and is^ 
provided with vegetables, a cow, sheep and a wild goat, for the 
men and the saloon. 

June 18th. — Dirty, stormy weather from the N. W. The freeman 
Caspar Brinkman came with tears in his eyes to complain that his 
four Guinea slaves had run away last night, also a female belong- 
ing to the Harman's Colony, with 50 or 60 lbs of rice, some clothing,. 
&c. Not one had been treated badly or beaten. As we cannot 
very well follow them up because of their swif tu' ss of foot, and 
hitherto have not recaptured the 7 Angola fugitives, though the 
Hottentoos had been encouraged with fair promises, but are toa 
lazy to do anythiDg* leaving us also to suspect that they harbour 
them, or have exchanged them in the interior for cattle or other 
things, some Hottentoos were sent to Herry (who for a long while 
has not been at the fort), and who came in the afternoon and wa& 
encouraged to go and look for the ninawa}'- slaves, to capture as 
many as he can, on condition that he would be allowed, with the 
Caapmen, all their houses and cattle, to dwell as good friends in the 
neighbourhood at all times, to be the better protected against other 
natives living in the interior. Upon this he was well treated with 
brandy, tobacco and food ; not only his stomach, but also his 
pockets (or bags) were filled with bread and rice. He promised on 
leaving to do his best. 

Some soldiers were also sent out, but they returned this evening 
unsuccessfully. 

June 19th. — Heavy S.8.E. ^vind and rain. The fiscus and the 
sergeant, an has often been done before^ were sent round to the free 
men to warn thvm to treat their slaves properly^ and not make them 
snrly by continual beating ^ thumping and scolding ^ that no more mig/it 
nni atcay, 

June 20th. — Fine weather. Men sent on shore from the Prins 
Willem to cut and prepare fuel. They were brought to where the 
Coithpauy's lands are being prepared, and many short trees unfit 
for timber are standing. These are to be taken out to make way 
for the plough. The men will therefore do double good. They will 
also help to drag to the road some beams out of the forest, which 
may afterwards he brought to the fort by wagon and used for 
lengthening the jf tty. 
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The Commander takes Bastinoq out to see the amculture, and 1G5S 
also give the necessary orders that all may be furtnered in their "* 

efforts. 

June 21st. — Fine N. W. breeze. Tlie freeman Jan lleyniersz 
complained that during the night all his slaves had run away, 
taking with them 3 or 4 blankets, clothes, rice, tobacco, &c. 

Upon this the new interpreter Doman, now called Anthony, who 
had returned from Batavia with the Hon. Cuneus, being asked 
why the Hottentoos would not search for the runaways, coolly 
replied that he did not know. Kiebeeck ^not trusting him) called 
the interpretress Eva alone into his office, who was asked whether the 
blacks were not harboured by the Hottentoos. Being told that the 
Commander thought so, she replied, ** I shall tell you straight out ; 
Doman is no good. What we spoke yesterday in master's room he 
communicated to the Hottentoos. I told him that he was doing 
wrong, but he replied, ' I am a Hottentoo and not a Dutchman, but 
you, Eva, are a lickspittle of the Commander,' " ttc. She added : " I 
beUeve with master, that the stout captain of the Caapmeii har- 
bours the slaves and intends to present them as gifts to the 
Coohoquas in order to remain on good terms with the latter, who 
would in their turn convey the slaves to the Hanoumquas, living 
far hence and cultivating the soil in which they grow ' daccha,' a dry 
herb wliich the Hottentoos eat and which makes them drunk, and is 
highly esteemed among them." She further begged that it might 
be kept a secret that she had said so ; if we did that, she would 
always speak openly. We ought, she advised, to seize the three 
sons of the stout Captain (Schacher, Peter Otegno, and Jan;, when 
the blacks would soon enough be restored. This she repeated to- 
day in the presence of the merchant Bastincq. Upon this Biebeeck 
vigited the camp of Herry and the Caapmen, with Bastincq and the 
fisoal, but on reaching the Sweet (? Salt) Biver found that they had re- 
treated to the Leopard Mountain with all their possessions. Herry 
however had come nearer to us with his camp and we foimd 
Schacher and his brothers with liim, but nothing was done to them, 
as it was deemed advisable to capture them when at the fort. 
They and Horry (the chief among them) were therefore kindly 
asked to go and look for the blacks, and told that they would be 
provided with bags of tobacco and bread if they only came to the 
fort to fetch them. We further promised to pay for every black 
man, as they called them, double the quantity of copper paid for an 
ox, besides a liberal supply of brandy, tobacco and rice if they 
brought the fugitives back. After tnai a little tobacco was dis- 
tributed among the chief men, and a few pieces thrown among the 
people to scramble for them. This latter is the sign of confidence 
when the Commander visits them with a stranger ; they are other- 
wise timid when they see anybody who seems to be of higher rank 
than a skipper or superior officer. At night news was brought that 
Harman Kemajenne, about two hours' away from his house when 
going in the direction of the Leopard Mountain to cut reeds, had 
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1658. lieflr<l on the way tliat the 4 slaves of Eeyniersz had gone straight 
' "" to the Oaapmen, and that following the spoor, he had caught one ; 
the rest were too swift-footed and escaped in a N. N. E. direction. 
June 22nd. — At 3 a.m the fiscal and sergeant were sent out to 
examine the recaptured slave and find out from him the reasons of 
their desertion. They were also to irispeot the cattle of the free- 
men, as it is said that they kill their sheep and cattle and sell the 
carcases to the ships. This stops the increase, and is very injuriouB 
to the Company, as they are all still drawing salt meat and pork 
from the stores, besides other provisions, making a large debt with- 
out the prospect of paying it off at present, if they don't pay 
attention to tneir stock and agriculture. It has also been observed 
that many pay more attention to their barterings with the ships 
and the profits derived in that way, than to the necessary agricul- 
ture and the breeding of stock. They were also to see how much 
land the freemen had prepared for barley, whose season is 
approaching, and which ought not to be neglected. They were 
also instructed on their return to see whether they could not 
succeed in getting the 3 sons of the Hottentoo Captain into the 
fort, in order after that to consider whether they should be captured 
or otherwise. 

Resolution : Saturday, 22nd June, 1658. About noon the 
BODS of the Caapmen's Captain, with some others and Heny, 
arrived at the fort in the hont hall. The chief freemen were 
there also, who with us maintained that the present opportu- 
nity should not be lost sight of, believing with us that the mgUive 
slaves were harboured by the Caapmen, towards whom Harman 
E^emajenne had seen them taking their course. Further, the cattle 
stolen from Hendrik Boom were at once returned when the stout 
Captain Gogosoa had been taken prisoner. Therefore the Council 
decided to keep prisoners Schacher and Peter Otegno, with another 
of the chief Caapmen named Osaoa. This was at once done, and 
they were told that the women had often been seen bringing 
roasted tortoises and other food to the slaves, and beckoning* to them, 
pointing to the Leopard Mountain. Further, that they themselves 
had been unwilling to go out in search of the fugitives, &c. — all 
which created the impression that they themselves were harbouring 
the slaves in order to convey them to the Cochoquas and so further 
to the Hancumquas or daccha-makers, and urged us to keep them 
as hostages until the slaves wei^e restored. They were therefore for 
the time to stay in the kitchen of the surgeon, where they would 
be well treated. 

The freemen hand in the names of the four persons notninated 
by thetn^ viz. : Hendrik Boom aud Jan Reyniersz, from Amsterdam, 
and Harman Remajenne, from Cologne, and Jacob Cornelisz, firom 
lloseiidaal, all freemen. Out of that number two were to be selected ti) 
i>erc€ as hnrgirraden in the Council, in order to inquire into and decide 
on filloftoHes occurring among the burghers. It was, however, decided 
by the Couucil always to have somebody of experience, and not 



every time novices, and thut therefore Stflven Janaz, appointed 
last year bv tlie Hon. v. Goeua as the first burgher Oouncillor, 
should Berve another year as ex-biirglier Councillor, and to appoint 
as his ooUe^Tie Hendrik Boom of Amsterdam. — (Signed) J. v. 
Kiebeeck, W. Bastincq, R. de Man, J. v. Herworden and Abr. 
Crabbema, seoretary. 

The Hottentoos, present in a large body in the fort, looked 
surprised when they saw the capture, and also Herry. but heiiring 
that the captives would be well treated, said that they would go 
at once and make a careful search for the slaves, not wishing it to 
appear that (hey knew where they were. But Doman or Anthony, 
iriift had been at Batavia, was very angry, and could not moderate 
his temper. In preaenoe of all the liottentoos be said that Bva had 
advised us to do so, and wished at once to destroy her offhand. She 
imme 'lately denied the charge, and we confirmed her denial, though 
it was true. Tliey were told that she had no share in the matter 
at all; that our only motive had been the sight of the intimacy 
existing between the Hottentoo women and the fugitives, and further, 
that Schacher and Olocboer (!') had some days ago reported that 
the fugitives had been seen near their camp, and could tell what 
they were doing, >tc. 

Aiithony, however, would not oeaae from accusing Eva, and 
therefore proved that he was not to be trusted and we were to be 
on our guani against him, It iii much to be wished that he had 
iwrer been at Batavia, or that he might be coaxed to go back 
■gain by sweet persuasion, and the more so as at Batavia he had 
been taught how to use firearms effectively, so that we have enough 
to do to keep them away from him. 

June 23rd (Sunday).— Wet, N.W. breeze. 

Resolution, 2-ird June 165S. The interpreter Doman, alias 
Anthony, is ur^ng us incessantly to capture one of Kerry's people, 
who some time ago stole 14 of the sheep missed by us, that they 
also might in that way he compelled to join the Caapmen in their 
search for the black men, thus unmistakeably proving that he is one 
of the Caapmen community, and that E va belongs to tnelot of Herry, 
although her mother lives in the camp of the Caapmen, for each 
one stands up boldly for hia or her side, aud V>ring8 heavy charges 
against the other, by which means very likely the right man may 
be discovered who murdered the henl five years ago and stole the 
Company's cattle Further, the merchant Bastincq being present 
in our midst, and informed of matters aw they were, as far as the 
shortnea-i of time enabled us to do so, the Council resolved, after 
consultation with him, to add Jan Cou, one of Kerry's people, to 
the number of hostages, lest the Caa)imen should tliink that we 
preferred one tribe to anotlier ; moreover as Doman assures us 
that Kerry's people laugh at and ridicule the Caapmen, who are 
the only ones detained, a thing that grinves them very much and 
may oaiiae a rupture between them — their mutual jealousy being 
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1W8. gr^t — aiid 5uch a rupture may enable u> t^*fiah out from the one what 
— the other may be plotting against us. and in that way both might 

})e kept in such a state of alliance as time will show to be for the 
befit aud vantage of the T'ompany — and as br»tli would alM) Vx» kept 
under [»roper control, as *li*^y 'lare not gfi far inland, feai-i ug that 
they will be robbed by the Saldanliars: for if the latt^^r c«»me down, 
they (the two parties; would naturally retire within our lines and 
feeek our protection — ffv iLe richer they become iu cattle the more 
evidently they would require our aid : — It was decided to make 
ft hostage of Jan CViu. that ]»oth fiarties might use their best 
endeavour to reooYer the sktves, Ac. 

This was nicely done at once. Shortly afterwards Herry and Eva, 
with the interpreter Doman or Anthony, called on the Governor 
and advised him, ar^eording to the suggestion of Sehacher, also to 
seize a hostage from the tribe of tlif- Gourachouquaa (Tobaoco 
thieves), when the three sections, treated equally, would make more 
determined efforts to recapture the slaves. All this was attentivdy 
listened to bv the Ouncil, and c-arefuUv considered. It nas 
further remarked that they were greatly interested in the hostages 
and very obedient, meeting us in everything^ and so to speak falling 
under our lash (of thea* own accord . whilst they declared the same 
thing of the Gourachouquas, if we held them fast — yea, that every 
tribe would be prepared to "fftr all their cattle for the release of 
the hostages, j^ersonally sliowing that they were prepared to set 
the example, and to submit to such ion«litions as we desired, by 
which means we might succeed in getting them under our control; 
always keeping some of them as hostages, who might be continually 
exchanged. In this way we might gain our ob]e«*t to get as much 
cattle as we required, and be reliev»^ of the ne^-essity of cutting the 
{>eniusula from the continent : for these tribes would then (with 
their hostages in our power; be a si»rt nf outer defence for ns 
against other tribes coming from the interior, and inclined to injure 
us. Or, on the other hand, they might become the means of drawing 
others to the fort, just as it might suit the purposes of the Company. 
This would be a far cheaper arrangement and prodnoe a greatar 
sense of security than all the fortifications intended. It was 
therefore resolved to grant the request of Uerry and Schaoher in 
this, viz. : to make a hostage of the Goraohouqua Captain — Heny 
and Saeher undertaking by sweet persuasion to entice him into 
the fort. By these means it is hoped that something good, and 
the object desired will be attained ; promises seem favourable. 
Signed by Riebeeck, W. Bastincq, S. de Man, J. v. Harwarden 
and Abr. Gabbema. 

The freemen all warned to be on their guard, in order not to 

^ surpiiaed ; also not to go about unarmed, those unprovided with 

MUM to apply for some ut the Company ^s armoury. All found 

^riuiont firearms on the roads, whether servant or maflter« 

4ti oBence forfeit two reals of 8. In order that every 

9p his gun at his own cost, pn^perly and in good order 
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there shall from time tx) time take place a proper inspectioiiy so isos^ 
that all oarelessness may be avoided. ** 

Jime 24th. — This morning 3 slaves returned, viz. : a man 
and woman belonging to Caspar Brinkman, who were found in 
tile night standing before the door ; and a female slave of Jan 
Bejnieraz found in the morning early before the mill ; evidently 

£* st in the same way as the cattle of H. Boom, stolen before this, 
d been so clandestinely restored during the night, to create the 
impression that they had returned of their own accord, the thieves 
not daring personally to return them for fear of detection, and 
unwilling to acknowledge that the fugitives had ever been amongst 
them. This, however, is of little importance as long as we get 
things back in this way. 

This morning Herry and 25 robust Hottentoos requested some 
Ifread to be used whilst searching for the fugitives; this is all 
luarney, for the reasons stated. However, we pretend to believe 
Chem in order more easily to get the G-oraehouquas into the trap and 
fio have the game in our own hands. We therefore gave the bread 
and tobacco. 

June 25th. — Fine W. weather. The Prim WiUem busy taking 
in fuel, cut by about 200 of the crew in the forest, and obtained by 
the cutting down of some trees standing on fine lands, which we 
hope to be able to sow on during this season, they having 
been cleared of a great many short and thick trees. 

June 26th and 27th. — Pleasant weather. Two Guinea slaves 
brought back by the Hottentoos, a man and woman belonging to 
0. Brinkman, who now has all four back again ; two only are still 
wanting-— one of J. Beyniersz, and one (a woman) of H. Bemajenne — 
besides the Angola slaves owned by the Company, and for whom 
the Hottentoos have promised to search carefully. For this 
purpose Herry had an ox killed to provision his men, whilst we 
filled their bags with bread, as they state that the fugitives are far 
sway. We pretend to believe it, and for the two slaves brought 
back we gave them six copper |^ates and six pieces of wire and 
tobacco, brandy and wine, &c. This encouraged the others also to 
go out and look. In the meanwhile the hostages are well treated. 

The Prina WUlem receives its despatch and our letters for India. 
Busy taking in refreshments. 

Jime 28tL — Fine weather. The Prinn WUlem still busy taking 
in refreshments. 

Ifetobition^ Friday, 28th June, 1658 : — The freemen request 
tiiat the fugitive slaves still confined in prison may be punished 
at once and then discharged, in order to be used on the lands, as 
ihev are urgently required there. The Council being of opinion 
^i^t the rest of the fugitives will soon be recaptured, resolves that, 
though it would be more desirable to wait till the last one has 
been brought in, the freemen and their slaves shall to-morrow 
attend at the Fort, where the Council will meet in order to consult 
ifith the burgher councillors, and decide on the kind of punishment 
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H58. to be inflicted on the fugitives, in order to deter others and check 

-" their inclination to run away. When all this has been properly 

arranged, the slaves shall be sent back to their masters. — Signed by 

Biebeeck, de Man, J. v. Harwarden and Abr. Gbtbbema (SeOTetary). 

June 29th.— Cloudy sky and N .N. W. breeze. The Frins WUIem 
unable to leave. A ship sighted near Bobben Island. The Council, 
assisted by the burgher Councillors, pass sentence on the ruQaA\ uy 
slaves. All were to be tied to a pole and scourged ; one of thdm 
was to be branded, two were to be placed in chains, linked to each 
other, until their masters request that they may be set free, as the 
sentences will more fully show. 

June 30th (Sunday) and New Moon. — Same air. Arrival of the 
Maria horn Saldanha Bay with seals' meat and 12 sheep, obtained 
at Saldanha Bay and also a fine calf. Eight sheep had been killeil by 
the crew, so that four lambs and an old ewe were brought hither ; 
also some salted fish. The skipper reported that the natives fi\;iii 
whom the cattle had been obtained had arranged to attack the 
whites for the sake of their copper, and to kill all who landed ; the 
conspiracy was, however, discovered and failed. They were the 
Charingurinars or Chariguriquas, who some time ago attempted to 
surprise the boat of the Robhejacht in the bay mentioned, and by 
murdering the men to get possession of their copper and tobacco. 
It is very desirable to get hold of their chiefs also, to make them 
pay for such wantonness. The following persons are legally 
engaged to each other for marriage : — 

Resolution^ 30th June, 1658 : — Wouter Cornelisz Moslaert of 
Utrecht, bachelor aud freeman here, and the virtuous damsel 
Hester Weyers of Lier (P van lier), 24 years old, pupil of 
W. Bastincq, merchant on the Prins Wilhelm, This vessel biing 
ready to leave, and the Council finding no legal impediment to 
prohibit the marriage, decides that after the sermon this morniag, 
the first banns shall be published, and the second and third on ihe 
two succeeding Sundays ; after that they shall be married by the 
Secretary of the Council, as we have no minister here. 

July Ist. — The same N.W. wind. The seals' meat landed (>ut 
of the Maria. Almost all the HottentDos who had been out io 
search for the fugitive slaves return to-day, stating that they have 
not been able to find any ; upon this the prisoners (hostages) com* 
menoed to cry and howl lustily, and also their wives, because they 
had been told that they would not be released before all the sla/es 
had been brought back, a thing which they at present see no chance 
of aocomplishing, as they perhaps find it impossible to get the fugi- 
tives back from those to whom they had presented or sold them, 
and who had already taken them too far inland. Doman however 
maintains that they have never seen them, but that they ran away 
of their own accord. This we do not profess to believe, but men- 
tioned the intimstcy between their women and the fugitives, so that 
they had to be satisfied with remaining in captivity until the slaves 
had been recaptured, or we knew what had become of them. This 
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i the interpreter's (Doman's) head to hang, and also grieved 
Kva, who said that the Hottentoos would kill her if Sohaoher wer*.- 
not relea-sed. She wae told to keep within the Fort, and if any 
body wished to harm her, the Commander would have hira captured. 
Eiebeeck also went to the hostdges and told them that no hnrm 
would i.*ome to them if only everything were done to i-eoJipture the 
runaways. Thev were also presented with some tobacco, bread and 
brandv, which cheered them a little. 

July 3nd.— The wind still unfa7.>ur)ible for the Priu^ Wil'em. 
Bastincq affaiii lands. In bin presi'iice Domaa requested the Com- 
mander, in the name of tlie fat Cap'ain of the Caapmen. Gogosoa, 
that ae it was impossible to reisuptnre the rest of the slaves, 
Schacher should be released, and that Herry should take his place. 
That Kerry's cattle should be taken from him, whifh, after all, he 
had obtained from the Chainouquas with our copper, briuffing ouiy 
10 to the fort. He also had the buy killed five years ago by Jan 
Con, already a prisoner, and Boubo, who is still with him, and after 
that carried olf alt our cattle. Jan Cou had also stolen the last 15 
sheep, which are now running in Kerry's troop. What the latter 
possessed was therefore the Company's property. Personally he was 
but a poor wretch, and merely chief of the watermen or beitch- 
rang^rs here, tie was asked whether the Gorachoaquas, Chari- 
gtinDars and the real .Saldanbars. viz, : — Chainouquas, Coohoquas. 
&e.. would like it, He said yes, nudoubtediy. He was told that 
the chiefs should visit the Commander to oonsutt with each other 
OQ the matter. He replied that only the Qoraahouquas, Gogoim, ■ 
or the C'lptaiii of the Caap/nrn, atui n ivi-ftiiii Siffinntan tuiiiirei 
Ati/coiaoa, rick in ulieep, lived rouml about hf,-e, to ir/iom alone the Cape 
land tielottffeil, and what they might decide ujion, the rest would be 
satisfied with, if Herry only could be put out of the way. He was 
told that if the Caapmen's Captain and the chief of the Gorachouquas 
were with Siginman to oome to the Commander for consultation. 
He then left to report the conversation to his people. 

July 3nl. — N.W.. rainy weather. Prim ii'i//mi still detained. 
iiastincq again lands at Riebeeck's request to oonsult with hira about 
the present condition of affairs. 

The following Uesoiution of the Council was adopted r — 
3rd July, 16-58. " As it is evident that no more of the fugitive 
slaves will be recovered, as reported by the Hottentoos who 
have been out searching for them, and the hostages are beginning 
to grow desperate, and pretending that they will die imder the 
infiiotion, the more so aa the Q-orachouquas, or tobaoco thieves, who 
cause us a deal of trouble, have fled iidand, and there is no chance 
left for the others to deliver the Captain into our hands ; and 
further that us the seizure of Sohaoher has already become known to 
the whole country and caused as much sensation as possible — it 
was resolved that ihe matter has advanced so far that it ought to 
be settled, as requested by the prisoners ; that aw the latter offer a 
^birge number of cattle and sheep for their liberty, and to make a 
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M. new and firm alliance and peace with us, on condition that Herrj 
"* and all his cattle should be seized, and also his people, he being 

the first cause of all the mischief, of the theft of the cattle and the 
murder of the Dutch boy David, stealing continually whenever he 
found an opportunity— only lately when the Hon. Cnneus was here 
stealing 15 sheep, which are still in his possession, whilst all the 
cattle which he owns were obtained with the Company's copper, 
tobacco and pipes, confided to him 3 years ago, bringing only 10 
oxen to the Commander and enriching himself with the rest, so 
that what he has is virtually the property of the Ghovemment — to get 
Herry into the Fort by means of sweet palaver, there to seize and 
brin^ him face to face with the others, when they will be able to 
speak against each other and so reveal everything. Further that 
as soon as he is captured, his cattle shall be seized (now grazing at 
Salt River) by the sergeant and some soldiers." — (Signed) Biebeeok, 
Bastincq, Claas F. Bordingh (skipper of the Maria)^ de Man, J. v. 
Harwarden and Abraham Ghibbema, Secretary. 

Within an hour the sergeant succeeded in setting Herry 
inside the fort, where he was well treated, and of his own accord 
joined the other prisoners. The sergeant then went back to get the 
cattle. This, however, was not accomplished so quietly ; some of 
Herry's men resisted, and the sergeant, who was mounts, was 
nearly pierced with an assegai. He avoided the missile, and with 
his gun wounded the Hottentoo in the legs, giving him a charge 
of shot ; another he wounded in the eye with a pistol bullet, who 
fell down at once. The rest all raa away, and with the help of the 
soldiers our men successfully brought all the cattle and sheep to 
the fort. As long as one Hottentoo was in the neighbourhood it 
was impossible to drive the animals, though there were 22 or 23 
men. It was found necessary to drive the Company's cattle before 
and behind the troop of the Hottentoos, in order to let all graze 
• together and at night get them easily into the kraal. It is evident 
that many men will be required to herd them securely. 

All this having been done, Schacher, assisted by the interpreter 
Do man, was brought into the Commanders office and before the 
Council, assisted by the Hon. Bastincq, he was asked whether he 
ad) ered to everything which he had charged Herrj' with, and 
would dare to repeat it. He was also informed that Herry had 
brought the same charges against him, and that the Council wished 
to know who was sincere and who was not. Schacher himself said 
as much as he could, and more through Doman (a dissimulating 
rascal) " Ijet Herry but come here." Thereupon the latter was 
brought in, assisted by Eva. At once they commenced to blab out 
vigorously. Doman wished to free the Caapmen from all blame, but 
Eva said that she would state the whole truth. Herry acknow- 
ledged that his people had stolen the cattle and murdered the boy, 
but the Caapmen had also had their share of the animals. Yea ! 
after Herry had had the cattle a few days, they were seized by the 
■^pmen of whom Schacher was the chief. Upon this Doman 
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mshed to subiuit in extenuatiou that the Caapmen and Herry's IMS. 
people were at the time hostile towards eacn other, and that '^ 
Bhooordingly the seizure of the cattle by the Caapmen was a deli- 
berate act of an enemy. But Eva said, if the Caapmen wished to 
be 80 honest, why did they not return the sheep to the Commander ? 
They are as great thieves and rogues as Herry's people. As soon as 
anything had been stolen, it was but a mutual orime, and both sides 
divided the booty. To lay all the blame on Herry alone was 
oertainly not right. These were Eva's own words, epoken by her in 
Dutch. She added *' the murderer of David is Claas," a Qottentoo 
of Herry's company, who has gone out of the way. 

A little while after, when Herry and the others had been looked 
up aeain, the Commander went outside, and Doman coming to him 
asked why we had not at once killed Herry. He was told that if 
they wished to do it they had a good opportunity, he being locked 
up with them in one room. 

Resolution^ at night, 3rd July, 1668 : — 

'' As it is to be feared under present circumstances that the natives 
may conspire together in consequence of what is still going on, and 
attack the freemen and Company's servants and cattle, and that the 
present garrison is too weak to beat off such an assault, as, counting 
the agriculturists, gardeners, plough and wagon makers, smiths, 
oarpenters, masons, those in the forest, outside, inside and on 
Bobben Island, the wliole number of Europeans is only 97, among 
them 19 or 20 sick left behind by ships — ^it is resolved to draft 
20 soldiers for the garrison out of the Prina JFille/n, and keep them 
here until the case has been decided and a fresh peace and alliance 
have been made with the natives. We trust that this will be 
iiecomplished before the arrival of the May ships from home, so 
that the additional number of men will only be a temporary and 
bridf burden, Besolved also that 1000 lbs. powder shall be landed, 
with 200 handgrenades and the two small copper guns of the Maria 
to be erected on the redoubt Koornhoop, in the middle of the lands 
of the free men." — Signed by Biebeeck, Bastincq, De Man and 
Ghabbema, Secretary. 

July 4th.— Resolution 4th July, 1658. " The wind still from the " 
N. W., and contrary. Hon. Bastincq therefore still onshore. Sohacher 
and Doman submit that the latter would not dare to proceed to the 
Caapmen's camp to ask them to come to the fort with their cattle, 
but that one of the hostages should be sent, as there was no other 
Hottentoo in the neighbourhood. They proposed to send Pieter 
Otegno, Schacher's brother, and younger son of the fat Captain. 
Resolved to do so — Schaoher, and Osaoa, representing the Caapmen, 
and Herry and Jan Cou, the chiefs of Herry's troop, remaining 
behind as hostages. Pieter was told to assure the Caapmen's 
Captain, Ghogosoa, and Ankaisoa, the great shepherd or Siginman, 
that we had no mischievous intentions, and that we were sorry that 
>ne of his people had yesterday been shot dead by the sergeant, 
9vhich, however, would not have occurred if they had not hurled

15iiL assegais at him. That we were also folly indined to settle all 

'^ disputes existing between them and us, and with them form an 

unBreakable allianoe. Upon this he left with some tobacco for 

their women." — Signed bj Riebeeck, Bastineq^De Man, Harwarden 

and Grabbema, Secretary. 

In the afternoon Uerrj's people, with their wives and huts, 
approached, asking us for a location under the euns of the fort, 
and on the common below Lion's Romp near the bushy dowDS. 
Among them appeared the 3 wives and sons of the Hottentoo 
who had been killed, requesting that they might have back their 
cattle and sheep still running among Herrj^'s cattle, also some 
copper and tobacco, as it were to atone for the loss of their husband 
and father, &c. They were told that the sergeant had been 
attacked the first and only fired in self defence, whilst the Dutch 
boy David had been eruellv and wantonly murdered by the 
Hotten^oos without our having hitherto received any satis&ction 
for the crime. Every effort would however be made to satisfy 
them and all the Hottentoos and ourselves also as soon as the camp 
of the Caapmen or Gogosoa and the huts of Ankaisoa had been 
moved hither. Then steps might be taken for a closer alliance, 
and all disputes completely settled. After that we might live 
together as good friends. In the evening Doman reported that 
Gogosoa and 3 other Caapmen chiefs would be here t(>-moiTOw to 
coiner with us. 

July 5th.— Fine, stiff 8.S.E. wind. The Prim WiUem leaves for 
Batavia. 

Besolution 5th July, 1658: — Pieter Otegno having returned 
this afternoon with Gogosoa, Schacher's father, and the fol- 
lowing ohief men, written down according to their rank, and 
desirous of making peace, were made to sit down in the IialL 
Doman interpreted. They were Gogosoa, paramount ohief of the 
Caapmen. From prison were brought the hostages Osinghkimma 
or Schacher, first son and successor of Ghgosoa ; Otegno or Peter, 
and Khuma, or Jan, sons of Gt>gosoa ; Bingattjj Osaoa, also a 
hostage oonfined with Schacher; Hodarimo, Wha<^a, Gt>a80, 
Lockhoeve's brother, Goatoe, Kanatij, Gotiko, Kherreby, Gt)egal, 
Heybuha, Douckhima, Lockhoeve Goaso's brother and Hottentoo 
Cau. 

Together they begged urgently that a proper and permanent 
treaty might be established between themselves and the Hollanders, 
and that all previous disputes might be settled. They protested 
that they would rather be killed in the fort than leave without 
having concluded a proper peace ; every one of them offering his 
head and neck to be cut off for that purpose. 

Besolved to enter upon peace negotiations ; but to keep them on 
good terms and cause no suspicion that we mistrust them at all, 
we decided not to stipulate that hostages should be continually 
held by us, as they had oome to us voluntarily to beg and pray for 
peace. 
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Negotiations eommenoed. We on our part brought forward all i«68. 
the troubles caused us from time to time, but after that the folloA\ - '^ 
ing conditions were mutually agreed on : — 

1. Whatever the Caapmen have done to our injury, andAvhat- 
ever we did against them, including the shooting of the Hottentoo 
yesterday, in the fury of the encounter, shall be considered for- 
gotten and forgiven as if nothing of the whole had ever taken 
place, and the dead Hottentoo had never been in the world, 
xlegarding the murder of the Dutch boy Da^Hd five years ago, we 
had to settle that matter with HeiTy and his people. They were 
innocent of the crime, and would have nothing to do with Kerry. 

2. Whenever any trouble was caused us by the Caapmen, or the 
latter suffered any inconvenience from our side, every offender 
was to be punished by his own side in the presence of the injuied 
party, as the crime may be. 

3. The Caapmen shall permanently dwell on the eastern 
aide of the Salt and Fiesh River Liesbeeok, as the pastures on this 
side are too small for us all. But if other natives from the interior 
should attack them, they will be free to retire behind the Lion, and 
under our guns. 

4. The Caapmen undertake that none of their cattle or 
sheep shall trespass on the cornlands of the Company or of the free 
men. Whenever such cattle are found trespassing, our men shall 
have the right of shooting them, leaving them where they have 
fallen, until inspected by a commission chosen from both sides. 

6. Whenever any slaves or servants of the Company or 
free men shall have deserted, notice sh&dl be given to the natives, 
who shall immediately do theii best to recapture the fugitives, and 
bring them to the Fort. For every recaptured slave they shall 
receive as much copper as is paid for a head of cattle ; whilst on the 
other hand the natives imdertake to do their best to recapture the 
10 slaves still at large. 

6. They shall henceforth no longer stop the way of the 
Saldanhars or other natives from the interior, but invite tbem to 
visit us for the purposes of trade and intercourse. But should they 
fear any trouble from such visitors they would be at liberty to 
8he]ter themselves under our guns, as stated in the 3rd Section. 

7. Henceforth the Caapmen shall supply every large vessel 
calling herewith 10 oxen and 10 sheep for copper and tobacco ; 
every yacht and flute with 5; and the fort witn 2 oxen every 
Sunday for the garrison, and with 2 sheep for the Commander 
and the officers. 

8. One of the Caapmen, assisted by Doman, shall always have 
the right of boarding every vessel, and receive 2 bags of bread or 
rice, 2 or 3 pieces of pork, and a small cask of brandy. 

All the above articles having been approved of by the touching 
of hands, with the understanding that they were to be strictly 
carried out as inviolable for both parties, the hostages were 
liberated, and on the other hand the natives, as a proof that they 
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HIS intended to abide by the conditions, presented us with 10 fine oxen 
^ and 9 fine sheep, not asking any payment for them, though copper, 
&C., were offered* They would not leave before the Commander 
had promised to accept the present as a token of inviolable alliance, 
otherwise they would remain under the impression that no 
permanent peace had been made. They again said that they 
would, under thocse cireumstances, prefer to remain in the fort and 
be killed willingly, to leaving without the certainty of a lasting 
peac-e. The peace thereupon conclude* I by the touching of hands. 
After this Herry appeared before us T\ith 9 or 10 of his people in 
order to treat for peace ; but in the presence of all the one murders 
of David was pomted out, and the case was postponed, whilst the 
miurderer menboned (named Namtesy, called by us Claes) was kqpt 
prisoner ^ith Herry and Jan Couw. — Signed by Biebeeck. Clsas 
Fraiisz: Bordingh, R. de Man, J. v. Harwarden, and Abr. 
Oabbema, Secretary. 

Julv 6tli. — Fine weather. Early in the morning the Caapmen 
brouglit their present and drove the animals among those oi the 
Company. In the hall they represented that among the cattle 
taken by us from Herry there were 4^ belonging to the foUowinjj; 
parties: — 

To Osingkimma or Schacher, 2 ; to the 3 sons of the Hottentoo 
shot, named Krounthumsa, 3*2 ; /.^., to Doohol 15, to Doeda 8, 
and to Euohoebe 9 ; total, 32. To Wacha 10, to Doechema 4 ; 
grand total, 48— the half of the booty. 

We replied that we considered what we found in Henry's 
camp to be his own, and inadequate to recoup us for what we 
had lost in cattle and copper. It was finally agreed that they 
should be content with the following : — Osin^hkhimma or 
Schacher, 2 milch ix)ws and their calves, DochoT 2, I^oeda 2, 
Euchoebe 2. For the children of the Hottentoo killed 6 milch 
cows, Wacha 2, Doecliima 2 ditto ; total 12, which, deductel from 
48, leaves 36. 

After this they were asked what should be done to Henry. They 
replied that they had delivered him into our hands, but if we s^ 
him free Schacher would fight against him with assegays. They 
preferred, however, that we should decide the matter, as he had 
mjured us by the murder of David and shown great joy in conse- 
quence. 

We asked whether, if we killed him, they or other natives would 
not become dissatifified with us ? They replied that we might do 
as we liked, and withhold all the sheep and cattle troni him and 
his people, as they were aU the Company's property. 

Jdtm this they were liberally treated with bread, brandy, copper, 
tobaooo and mpes. They then left for their encampment on the 
^^ast aide of tne Salt River, within sight of the Fort, a good hour's 
k distant. 

Mnained confined with the boy's murderer Boubo, alias 

nCknL The latter the Oaapmen offered personally to 

ks^ as when the Hon. Cfuneus was here, he nad 
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stolen 15 sheep and brought them to Herry. The Gommandor 1^ 
however desired to postpone this matter, as Jjoman had declared " 
that he had also taken part in the murder of David, together with 
Boubo, called by us Simon, and another named Glaas, now out of 
the way, and called the son of Herry, a strong big fellow. The 
Commander wished to investigate the matter, in order to acquit 
the innocent. 

The following persons were publicly engaged to be married as 
stated in this Evening^s Resolution^ 6th July, 1658 : — Jan Zacharias 
of Amsterdam, bachelor and freeman, 27 years old, to be married to 
Maria, spinster, bom at Bengal, 20 years old, ex-female slave of the 
sick comforter Pieter van der Stael, bought into freedom by the 
bridegroom, as shown by legal transfer. As Maria not only imder- 
stands Dutch perfectly, bat speaks that language plainly, and has a 
fair knowledge of Christ according to the reformed religion, the fair 
request of tne yoimg people was granted. The first notice to be 
published next Simday ; after the 3rd banns the marriage is to be 
performed in the Coimcil Chamber. — Signed by J. van Biebeeck, 
B. de Man, J. van Harwarden and Abr. Gabbema, Secretary. 

July 7th. — Fine sunshine. Cattle counted ; total . . 227

This, deducted from f875, leaves f375. Herry has therefore been 
told that there is no intention of returning anything to him, as the 
Talue of what he had stolen was more than what had been re- 
ooTcred, the probability being that if the cattle had not been stolen 
they would have increased largely. 

Moreover, the murder of the boy is still open — an open question, 
and not yet forgotten. 

After the sermon to-day the treaty of peace was signed with the 
Caapnwn^ and everytchere affixed. 
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lUh. Duriug the inorn'mj *! rcice iihont 60 or 70 HattentoM fcere loitering 

*" ^hout to ^eal the cattle, but jseeiag about 2o or 26 %oldier^ guarding 

tliettK th^y retired^ pretending that they had only coptte to hate a look. 
Eva declared that they were Caapmen, watefamg their opportanity 
to s^eal the cattle; they had declared that Oogosoa had made peaoe 
to get Schacher and Oasoa free, bat that they would, whenever the 
Commander and ?«ergeant went ont anywhere, endeayoor to kill 
both, b^cauJie Kiebeeck had imprisoned Schacher, and Herwerden 
had killed their comrade yesterday. After that they belieyed 
themselvee able to overpower the others. She farther said that the 
substantial pi-ai-e had been made ^ith the mouth, Imt that it was not 
meant. 

This was flatlv contradicted by Doman, who said that that was 
the intention of Herry's people, and that the men who had been 
seen had merely been on the rocks behind the lion to collect 
mussels during low water. The two are contradicting each other 
so vigorously that we discover a good many things. Gva stated 
that the Caapmen intended to form a bond with others inland, and 
with them surprise us. She was told that we would like them to 
come with much cattle, for then our booty would be so much larger, 
and that we were a match for all the Uottentoos if they would 
only try. It would however be better for them to adhere to 
the «?onditions of the treaty, that we might live as brethren. 
Doman replied, '* Yes, sir, the Caapmen are willing to do that, and 
you will see it, if only ships arrive, in their supply of cattle and 
their invitation to other natives to come down to trade with the 
i>mmander." Eva replied, *' Take care, Mr. Kiebeeck, Doman tells 
a story and jokes (meaning that he is merely bamboozling you) bat 
I shall tell you the truth. I listened to what Sdiacher said, and 
heard him speak ; but if you release Herry and allow him to live 
near the fort, with 4 or 5 cows, his people will always help you 
against the Caapmen." 

She talks thus through love for her uncle Herry, so that her 
words carry no weifi^ht. Nor can Doman's statements be worth 
much more, who said that of the Caapmen, who would proceed on 
board when a ship arrived, for bread, &c., Osinghkimma, alias 
Schager, or perhaps Chaj hantima,a principal chief of the Chaj nouquas, 
would be the parties. From the latter, two years ago, most of the 
cattle had been bought. We conclude that if Schacher dares to 
proceed on board, we need not fear what Eva has communicated. 
Urders have however been given to keep good watch and proper 
order everywhere. 

July 8th. — Fine sunshine. Meeting of the Council. Resolution : 
On the 30th May it was resolved that the question about the 
despatch of the Maria should stand over. Fiulher, it was considered 
that the instructions left by the Hon. R. van Groens had not yet 
been carried out, viz. : to examine the sea coast from False Bay to 
Agulhas, and lay down exactly in a chart all the shallows, rocks, 
reefs, sands, deptiis, breadths and directions of the bays between 
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e two plafies, ilikI that different navigators should examine each 
her'fl work, that errors might be reduced to a minimum ; but that 
T this purpo.se only the M<iri-i was at hand, the Rohliejacht having 
imaiued behind on the Angola noast. And finally thai as the Hon. 
Dmmissioner had written to Holland for a small vessel to be uaed 
jra, the Marin might be destined for that purpose, which 
issel could nicely carry out the work of examining the coast, and 
ter that proceed to the Southland to search for the crew of the 
reoked sliiji Drank, as ordered by the India Government. In 
lite of all these oonsiderations, however, it was decided to abide by 
ir Resolution of 30th May, to obey the instructions of the Directors 
send the Muyia to Batavia at once, as witt. G-od's blessing it 
mid be bai'k here in full time for proceeding to the Southland in the 
•oper season, and also bring us our supplies, so urgently required. 
Thilst proceeding to India the Marin may (as she goes) examine 
e coast between the Cape and Agulhae as far as Kio Dolce. The 
loriial and oharta of the voyage to be delivered to the India 
overnment. Thence they may be sent hither to be annexed to 
.e other charts, without making it necessary that the vt^asel should 
turn to the Cape. The same thing could always be done by all 
lall vessels in the most favourable seasous, when the work of one 
uld also, as Hon. van Goens has ordered, be examined by the 
her, to make the whole a& perfect ae possible. 
Herry appears before the Council once more. After a long 
lamination, we gathered from him the names of his people, viz : — 

Autshnniao, called by us Herry, the author of all ihe evil, &e. 

Khonomao Namtesy, alias Claes. 

Hemaoa Kliatimaa, Harry's great servant; both murderera 
of the boy Duvid, according to Herry'a confession, but 
out of the way and not to be found. 

Khamy, alias Jan Con, sheep-stealer. 

Boubo, alias Symon, also but doubtfully accused of the murder, , 
and therefore imprisoned with Herry. 

AiTe, Naratesy's brother. 1 

BymamKakoa-Danhou, alias Orenbai-e. 1 

Hum! ha Sankhumma. 

Khaik Ana Makouka, alias Claes Das. 

Thoe Makakoa, hit the other day by the sergeant with a charge 
' shot in his buttocks. He gave as an excuse that the Caapmen 
id otiiers oould not bear him from sheer hatred and envy, because 
! alone was usually admitted to the ships, where he received bread, 
c. For this the Caapmen had on 4 dlstinet occasions, and the 
oraohonquas once, ruined liis camp and robbed him of everj'thing. 
!e therefore requested pei mission to build a hut near the fort for 
s wives and 3 or 4 milch cows and sheep, ae he had been allowed 
I do on oiir first arrival, and again to serve us as interpreter. 
But 08 Doman tells \va that Herry had struck the first blow on 
le murdered boy five years ago, and the chief of the Caapmen and 
\ other natives protest that he has been the cause of all the evil 
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■itM. and misunderstanding, it was resolved to convey him to Robben 
— Island by the first opportunity with the two other prisoners, Khamy^ 
alias Jan Cou, and Boubo, alias Symon, as hostages, with th& 
promise that they would be released as soon as the real murderers 
shall have been placed in our hands. Regarding Herry, that we 
would wait for the orders of the Directors about him, &o. Should he 
wish, however, that his wives and hut shall also be transported 
thither, it would be allowed, whilst everything would be notified 
to the Oaapmen and the other natives. 

Though peace has been concluded with the Caapmen, it is 
considered advisable to retain the 20 soldiers for the present, 
drafted on shore from the Prins JFilfetn, and until the first ships 
shall have arrived from Holland, expected within 4 or 6 weeks' 
time, as we do not know what conspiracies the natives may not 
secretly hatch. 

As soon as Uerry has been placed on the Island peace is to be 
offered to his people and to the watermen, that we may be dear 
of all enemies, and able to journey safely from one spot to the 
other, and if any one does us any injury to come down upon him 
for damages, &c. As Rohben Island is so sandy and dry thai three 
months in the year there is very Httle pasture for the sheep^ it fffos 
decided whenever a vessel went thither to put on board of it as 
much green grass and clover sods as it coiild carry, that the said 
Island may in course of time be made as green as the tract in 
Tayouan between the Fort and the " quarter," about 6 or 700 roods 
(and done in 44 and 45 by Mr. Caron), and as suooessful. A poor 
heath has thus been converted into a fine green field, with long 
grass, that in future there might be no want of food for the sheep. 
The skipper Bordingh represents to the Council that oertam 
promotions should be made, viz., Jan Struys of Dordrecht to be 
trumpeter, Jan Zacharias, freeman and resident within the Fort, 
cook of the fiscal and clerks, to be Janitor and messenger accordinff 
to the conditions ana salary usual at Batavia. He consequently had to 
sicear according to the Batavia Oath, — Signed by Riebeeok, 
Bordingh, de Man, V. Harwarden and Gabbema (Secretary). 

Riebeeok having told Doman that he intended to visit the 
Caapman Captain to-day in his camp situated on the east or other 
side of the Salt River, said Captain sent one of his sons to ask 
Riebeek to do so to-day, as he intended to move to-morrow to tiie 
Leopard hills, for new pastures. The answer was that RiebeedL 
had no time to-day, but would visit Gogosoa immediately after his 
return. The messenger left with a present of tobacco and brandy 
in a can. 

July 9th. — Fine, calm weather and sunshine. 
July 10th. — Fine warm weather. The ex-interpreter, or, as the 
English used to call him, King Herry, was removed in ihB sheep's 
boat out of his kingdom at this furthest oomer of Africa to 
Robben Island, with two of his comrades, the one named Jan Coo, 
who whilst the Hon. Cimeus was here, stole 15 sheep, and the other 
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U^auj, alias c>xiuj^, wiio is suspected, but without muck oertaiuty, 1658- 
yi having had a hand in the murder of the boy 5 years ago. As — 
«^e have however been informed, the chief murderers have gone 
»at of the way. Time will produce more certain information, as 
Qie removal of the prisoners seems to be agreeable to the natives 
M &r as we can gather. 

The cattle boat also took to the Island 20 young ewes and some 

Eeen sods, hay, and clover seed, &c., that in course of time the 
land, instead of being sandy, may be converted into quite a 
green field, and so have suflGlcient pasture for sheep in dry and wet 
seasons. 

After having discharged its cargo and also Herry, the boat was 
to proceed to Dassen Island to look for the Penguin, belonging to 
rhe fireemen, and whose long absence makes us fear that sonie dis- 
aster has befallen her ; she was to bring from that Island a cargo of oil 
and seals' flesh, as is stated in thefolhtcing ktter to Rijk Overhagen : — 
" We send yon some turnip seed, crisp lettuce, purslaio, 3 bags of 
oats, " dawicq," spurge, and some old and new clover. All to be 
mixed and sown over the whole Island. Also 2 lbs. of tobacco 
to be given to Herry and the other Hottentoos now and then. As 
there is sufficient grass on the Island at present in consequence of 
the rain, you are to scatter the hay sent you before on such spots 
where there is no grass, and do the same with the two ba^ of hay 
seed now sent, in order to get more food for the sheep, x ou alsa 
receive green gra^s, quitch c^ss, and clover sods, to De laid down 
on the sandy spots, just as bleaching fields are laid out, in order 
to convert the Island, in course of time, into a green field. We 
also send you the ex-interpreter Herry and the Hottentoos J an Cou 
and Boubo or Simon, who are to be employed on st*ch work as they 
UkCy and not to be compelled to do anything ; but they are to search 
for their own food, in the shape of penguin eggs, klipfish, &c., as 
no provisions will be sent for them ; if, however, they are inclined 
to herd the sheep, you are to give them some tobacco, but nothing 
else. And you are to let us know, that we may send them some 
bread or other food if they deserve it. Jan Gou is a s^ood fisher- 
man, and you may encourage him in this matter ; the others should 
be urged to mind the sheep, or do something else, just as they like, 
but they are to be kept there and not be sent on board any ship 
without our express orders. 

Only after New T( ar you shall commence lighting your beacon 
fires for the ships, and for the rest carry out your instructions on 
this point. 

We also send you 20 ewes as stock. We are confident that you 
will dili^ntly discharge your trust. The Island being now pro- 
vided with a good many sheep, we believe that the manure will 
gradually fructify it for the growth of the seed already sent. You 
may also use it for your small gardens. You must always tell us 
about the increase of the rabbits, and how many sheep are bom, &c. 
This boat will proceed to Dassen Island to look for the Penguin^ 
Vol. VI. L 
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I6.i8. Auotber boat is being decked, to be ready in 8 or 10 days' time, and 
"~ which will bring you some sods. It can bring us the information 
wanted." — (Signed) J. Van Eiebeek and R. de Man. 

Arrival of the Penguin with eggs and 720 lbs. salted seals' flesh ; 
she had been thrown on shore at Dassen Island by a heavy N.W. 
storm, and much damaged ; will require much repair. 

Doman and Eva told to-day that now that Heiry is away all the 
watermen are to be told to come to the fort if desirous to take part 
in the peace made with the Caapmen. They were also instructed 
to tell Goeosoa, Captain of the Gaapmon, and Osinghkimma, alias 
Schacher, his eldest son, that they would receive the chieftainships 
ovor all, and that Kerry's and the Watermen people would be made 
their subjects. Should they refuse to fall in with this, then some 
plan must be adopted of proceeding in their case. This order 
Doman promised to carry out, and it seemed likewise acceptable to 
Eva. 

July 11th and 12th. — Fine weather. Doman and other trusted 
Hottentoos sent to the Caapmen's camp for the purpose stated, but 
found that they had left for the Leopard Hills and new pastures, &c. 

July 13th. — Fine weather. The Schapenjacht returns from 
Robben Island with 9 scabby sheep and a letter from the superin- 
tendent, viz : — " The orders contained in Riebeeok's letter would be 
carried out. We will sow the hay and the seed, but wish that you 
were here. You would then see that the whole place is covered with 
clover and wild sorrel, and can provide pasture for one or two thou- 
sand sheep. During the dry season the animals find more to eat 
here than at the Cape in the form of dry grass and bushes, which 
are always green. The seed sent will in the dry season be (blown 
away) by the strong S.E., and as the Island is only sand, whatever 
does come up will be scorched by excessive heat. 

The three Hottentoos sent over by you do not seem inclined to 
herd the sheep ; they say that they are to find their own food. If 
however, they show any zeal, it will be communicated. No beacon 
fires will be lit before the New Year. The last hard weather has 
killed many sheep, viz. : — 32, but the last 20 sent are better than 
the former 23. The dead were lean ewes, too old to rear lambs, 
dying with their young along the road. The new grass causes 
them to purge, and when rain falls upon them after that, they die 
in numbers, and we see and fear that there will be no end to this. 

The Hottentoos rambling over the island in search of penguins 
and eggs found a dead sheep, and asked whether they might haeeit 
to eat. Under cover of this they might seize living sheep, so that 
from daybreak the two boys are looking after the troop until the 
stars are visible in tlie heavens. At night they sleep in the sheeps' 
slied. The house for the herds sliould be sent, as they make a fire 
ill the shed when we are all asleep, A fire may be caused in that 
way, and moreover I want the whole shed for the ewes and lambs, 
wlif^n the former refii<o to suckle the latter. There were three hun- 
dr-id and oiio or two an«l ninety sheep ; by death the nimiber had been 
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reduced to 330. Thirty lambs were born ; so that we have 360. M69L 
We send 10 old ewes, so that including those sent with the "" 
Hottentoos we have 370. 

Four of the rabbits have gone inland, t>., of the young ones. 
The white doe has littered a^ain below the house but we have not 
yet seen them. We wish to have some reeds to make a cover for 
the boat, which is cracking to pieces from the effects of the heat." 
Bobben Island, 12th July, 1658. — (Signed) B». Overhagen. 

The Maria receives its despatch for Batavia and the despatches. 

July 14th. — N.W. wind. Marriage of the following persons as 
per Resolution : — Wouter Comelisz : Mostaart and Hester Weyers 
Van Lier. (See above.) 

July 16th. — Same weather. Biebeeck went out to examine some 
Hottentoo approaches, and find means of fortifying them in the best 
manner and with the least expense, that they might no longer 
steal any of the cattle or that oi the free men. For this purpose 
the Liesbeeck Eiver seems to offer a favourable position ; as because 
of its depth and marshiness it can only be forded in a few places. 
We therefore believe that if a little trouble be taken with it, the 
cattle (stolen) could be easily stopped. The examination was, 
however, stopped by heavy wind and rain, but is to be resumed 
again as highly necessary for our protection and that of the free- 
men. For if the latter's cattle are stolen, agriculture would at once 
cease. 

July 16th. — Heavy rain, hail and N.W. storm. The Caapmen 

Sne further inland. Though it is said that they have gone to 
x)h more men to attack us, we have decided to send 11 of the 20 
soldiers drafted out of the Prins WWem to Batavia in the Maria. 
We have a good many sick who will soon be well again and able 
to assist us. 

July 17th. — ^Dirty, cold weather from the N.W. 

July 18th. — Fine. The Maria leaves for Batavia. The Schapen- 
facht leaves for Bobben Island with grass sods and 30 young ewes, 
of which notice is given to the Superintendent, " who is to allow the 
Hottentoos to take for themselves the sheep found dead on the 
island, provided that no roguery is tolerated. The scabby sheep 
are to be cleaned and rubbed with tar ; those that cannot be cured 
are to be sent hither. You are to return with the boat and give 
UB oral information, and we send you a tarpaulin to cover the boat. 
You also receive a convict from Batavia, viz. : — Domingo of 
Bengal, who will be serviceable on the island. In his place you 
can send back a salaried servant, either Jasper Jansz : Duyfif, or 
Pieter Jansz : Sampus." — Signed by J. v. Riebeeck and R. de Man, 
17th July, 1658. 

July 19th. — Dry, S.E. wind. Khuma, alias Jan, third son of 
Gogosoa (sent by the latter), came to warn us to be on our guard, as 
it is rumoured that Herry's people intend to retake the cattle. We 
told him they might came, for they would be expected with powder 
and lead, as our men had been ordered to slioot down every 

K 2 
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MiL Hottentoo who approached the cattle without a little flag. Th& 
^ dead were to be brought into the fort to find out of what tribe 
they were, as we no longer cared about trifling on the subject, and 
would no longer stand anj annoyance from the Uottentoos, though 
we intended to do them every kindness possible. The Chapmen 
were therefore advised not to mix themselves up with any thieves 
if they did not ^ish to be treated similarly. Herry's people^ 
consisting only of 9 or 10 fighting men, will not dare to do it alone. 

This has also been told to Jan, and we conclude that if the 
attempt is made the otheii> will most likely assist. However, they 
were welcome to try ; we felt comfortable. 

July 20th. — Riebeeck and others proceed to the Salt River to 
inspect it for the purposes mentioned on the 11th. 

The Schapenjachf brings 5 sheep from Bobben Island, and Over- 
hagen states that he wants a large shed for the sheep in rainy 
weather. The number now is 400, that at the Cape 227. 
Unadvisable to send any more as jet to the Island, the dung being 
required for the lauds. The sheep might be kept at the Schuor^ 
IJ hours' walk from this. 

Marriage as per resolution of to-day of Jan Zaeharias of Amster* 
dam and Maria, bom in Bengal, bought into f reeilom by her bride- 
groom. See Res lution. 

July 9'2nd.'- Dirty, wet weather, N. W. wind. 

July 23rd. — Better weather. Riebeeck again proceeds to Salt 
Kiver and sails all about it in a little boat to find out everythinff 
about the depths, shallows, &o., in ord^r to find out the spots im* 
passable for cattle. The doubtfid spots to be tried by sending a 
few cattle across, that we may be sure where the cattle of the Hot- 
tent oos may be stopped, or ours, should they venture to steal them. 

July 24th. — Pine wind and weather. Riebeeci proceeded as far 
as the Bosheuvel to see how far, by means of the enclosure men- 
tioned, the cattle of the Coiupany and freemen could be protected. 
It was found that the Hottentoos could be stopped or warded off 
near where the Company's forest is situated below the river 
Liesbeeck, opposite Vasagie's house and brewery, about 2 hours away 
from the fort — t.e.y if the Liesbeeck is as unfordable for cattle as is 
stated ; but to be certain the Commander in person went from 
beginning to end through all the shrubs, flag flowers (fleurs de lis), 
reeds and marshes, whenever the weather was favourable. 

He also inspected the farming of the freemen, and sowing time 
for Dutch grain being now past, everyone had to do his best to put 
into the ground a large quantity of rm'/iefi or Turkish wheats obtained 
from Guinea per Hasnelt. The slaves know well how to plant it. 
Some having shown a disposition to refuse, thinking that there is 
grain enough, the Commander threatened to close the depdts, if 
every farmer did not plant at least a muid of thi^ seed^ which fvould 
he too old to plnnt ne>rf tjenry whiht at the aamo time no more ioouM h 
ohtainahlf'.

It is about 2 hours distant from the Fi\rt« as 
far as Yaaagie's dwelling, jnst bdow the foot of the Boeheurel, 
where the Gnmaumderone morning showed Com. ▼. Ooens^ when 
thej were walking orer the Boshenvel with a Hott^otoo who did 
not widi that land shooM be caltiYated there, a spot on which to 
boild a flnaU ledoobt or watch-house to pioteot the lands in the 
neighhoozhood, and to which spot the riyer liesbeeok oould be 
made narigaUe for small boats from the fort and through the Salt 
Biver. Bat aa the liesbeeck is thickly studded with reeds^ <Ke.^ 1 \ 
and 2 foet high, it will be necessary to make a clearing on the 
sides, in order to examine the whole even more carefully. 
For this some men of the flute might be used, but we prefer them 
to finish the lands first and clear them of trees on which to ^w 
the wheat reeeiTed by that vessel. Though a little late we trust 
that it will still answer. The rye, however, was 8)K)ilt, and will be 
naed for bread. 

BnohOwH of fkis duif'H date, 26th.— The Council found that 
the breeding of pigs, in si)ite of all eiforts to {iromote it, 
has hitherto been a failure, so that the number is really 
dunimshing, there being only 24 left out of the 50 alive when the 
booka were dosed off, instead of showing an increase of 1^ p.o. 
The reason seems to lie with the carelessness of the herds, who 
have been urged by kindness and all sorts of ways to do their 
duty. It almost seems as if they poison them, and then think tliat 
they no longer need looking after them. We have therefore often 
offered the pigs to the freemen, that they should feed them and 
sell them to the Company at 2^ st. when alive, being weigheil '24 
hours before they are killed. The farmers, however, would nt>t 
take them, as they could not very well keep thf^m out of the Un<K 
and it would be too expensive to keep them in styes. lle»<>Ivy>1 
to offer them to the married servants of the Company and buvghi^^ 
about the fort, who are mostly tradesmen, and easily live ui>on >x^^^ 
they earn. For this reason they have not been allowrnls ft"^ i^y» 
bm^ghen, to keep oows. The burghers are to make mant ^X^^'^V^'*^ 
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J navetoworfe hard, eo that without c 
not very well Bubsist, requiring the manure for their lands. The 
pigs are therefore, on the t'onditioDS stated, handed over to the 
following porsonB, viz., <i bows with young at 7| gl. selected by 
Wouter Comeliz Mostaert, free miller and briok maker, married, 
and with his wife living near the fort. 

One BOW with yiung, at 7^ gl.. chosen by Hendrik Vnn 
Zurwarden, free tailor, ditto. 

Twenty-one sows and boare, the remainder, small and big, sick 
and healthy, lameandoripple. juBt asthey are, seleotedby Jann«ken 
Boddys, wife of the sergeant of the fort (on condition that she shall 
also have gratis the first Dutch sow arriving from Holland without 
joung). for 4s, each. We further stipulated that no one shall kill 
more than one fatted pig for his household ann'inlly, but deliver 
everything to the Company at the fixed prioea, until the stock has 
largely increased. In this way we trust to get into a stock of pigs. 
To prevent the pigs from doing any damage to gardens the owners 
shall place round their necks a triangdlar collar, already prepared 
by the Company lest they shoidd go through any hedges. Owners 
to pay for offending porkers I'-J st, an pound fees to the gaoler, and 
satish' all damnges ; on condition that every one shall enolose hift 
garden bo well and strongly that no pigs can poasibly get in with 
their collars , 

As W. C. Moataart of Utrecht was in partnership with Jro 
ReJ^lierB^, and which was dissolved on the arrival of the latterV 
wife, KeyniersE remained in charge of all the milch cows, 
draught oxen, wagon, plough, and r>ther agricultural and daiiy 
implements, e.\oepting the half, viz. ■ 7 Dutch sheep, with 
which he does not know what to do ; but as he is versed in 
making pearl barley and grinding «'heat, and requests that the 
horse mill may be given to him in order to produce barley iit'd 
meal, to t^upply the Companj- and free men with his own 
serviints; and likewise 4 or more oxen to drive the mill, it was 
resolved that, considering that three men would be spared if llie 
offer be accepted, aud that the only wheat to be ground is the spoilt 
stuit' received from Holland, that the»e three men ilo not dn more 
than what they are pressed to do, that they spfiil the atones or 
badly oliisel them, a carelessness not unusual in some of the Oom- 
pauv's servants, esfiecially when we cannot be personally present. 
to say nothing of the fraud, which often is had enough, that the mdl 
should be granted to Wouter Cornelisz, a good, industrious and 
sober man, at present also married, and as we believe, ttt an indus- 
trious woman anxious to get on. Affreeraent consequently made 
with liim as follows : — That he shall have for his wheat nr r< i* 
grinding 2 stiver*, and for his malt 1 st. per bushel, also 1 lb. ou 
each bushel for flour dust, The making of pearl barley to stand 
over until after the harvest, to try whether the gi-ain can be dried 
without going into an oven (or kiln) or whether, as in Holland, it 
is to be kill: -dried. FueHieing scarce this would be a eonsi deration. 



lor file present all wheat and rye shall remain at 1 
posal of the Company alone, and private traffii- be prevented, he is 
expressly forbidden to grind for aiiybi>dy, freeman or otherwise, 
as all are bound to deliver their wheat, itc, oq1\" to the Cinnjwiiy,

The furniture for the mill will be given to the free miller, yrhn 
will provide all labour at his own risk, de will be responsible for 
the consequenoes of fire or for what may break in the mill and all 
other kiasea. The mill to remain the proper!*- of the Company, and 
with its furniture to be only granted for use to Mostert, who is to 
zepla>:-e whatever breaks, ihat he may the better keep careful watch 
over the whole. W. C. Mostert being also a good brick and tile 
maker, and the prospeotB of grinding at present very poor, exoept- 
xag the spoilt lot i-eceived from Holland, he is allowed to start 
'bnck making, provided that he burns them ha'-d and according to 
approval of a committee appointed by the Council, 8 inches long, 
4 inoliea broad, and 2 inches thick, delivering them to the Compan;' 
ior 5 gl. per 1,000, but to the freemen for 6 gl. The price of tiles 
to be settled afterwards. He further remains subjeL-t to sucli 
imposts, &c., as the Directors or the Government here may find 
■proper to deci-ee, &a. — Signed by liiebeeck, de Man, Harwardeii 
and Gabbema. 

July '^7th. — Fine weather. Doman and 2 ihief Caajtman wish 
to go on board to get their usual supply of 2 bags oE bread, a keg 
of brandy, and 2 or 3 pieces of pork and tobaci'O from each ship, but 
he was told that the Caapmen wer.i first to fulfil their promise, 
: to aapply the cattle and sheep agreed upon to the ships and 
OD Sundays to the fort. As long as they failed in this they would 
iget nothing, for they had already given sutficient cause to tis to 
■eiiie hostages from among their chief men aud so force them to 
oatry out tueir agreement. 

July 28th (Sunday). — Fine, dry oc>ld weather, L-e in some 
pools about half a finger thick. 60 men of the Nieirw/Mtort landed 
and sent to tlie lands to work until "Wednesday in order to root up 
Hie trees there. 29th, the same weailier. 

Jidy yOth. — Misty, wet, W. weather. The boat returns from 
Bobben Island with the following letter: — " Un the 2-5th we left in 
the dark; the current was strong and we missed the island; we 
Tirere driven so far into the sea that we could no longer see the 
island. The following night we could not reach the island, and 
liad to anchor on the op()osit« shore. On Saturday afternoon only 
■bed it. We Ihou'ihl that Em was dtiui, i/i^ having been mo 
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468. sea sick, but the sea calming down, she recovered. The rheebuck 
•" came over safely, nins over the whole island, and eats well. We 

send you a Dutch ram. We would have sent you more but the ewes 

are commencing to lamb." 29th July, 1658. 

Signed by B. Overhagen. 

8. and W. wind and rain. As no sheep can be taken to or from 
the island at present, the boat is to be used for carrying sods thither 
and bring back shells for burning lime. 

July 31st. — Stormy, S.S.E. wind. 

August 1st. — Fine sunshine and calm. Our despatches for 
Batavia sent on board the Niemcpoorty which leaves at midnight 
with a S.E. breeze. 

August 2nd. — Fine S.E. weather. The Ohainouquas Captain, 
viz., Chaihautma, arrived with 13 cows, which we bought. He 
said that he did not come, as before, with a larger number because 
the natives were everywhere provided with copper, and that hence- 
forth not many more would be brought. We showed him various 
kinds of beads taken from the Ghunea cargo, but he and others 
before him did not care about them, and least of all the fine ones. 
He asked some of the bad red ones as a present, but would pay 
nothing for them, so that oopper is the best article, and tobaooo, 
brandy, bread, or rice the same, as presents where a bargain is 
concluded. 

August 3rd. — This morning he left with presents of copper, 
beads, tobacco, iron, bread and brandy, promising soon to oome 
back with anoiher small quantity of cattle. The rye and wheat 
received per Niemcpnort distributed among the freemen for sowing. 
We hope that they will thrive better than the former lot. The boat 
brought 3 sheep and a car^o of shells from Kobben Island, and the 
Penguin birds, eggs and above 1400 lbs. salted seals' meat for the 
slaves, from Dassen Island. Overhagen writes that he had a« many 
shells collected as the boat could carry, and wants two shovels for 
picking them up ; 16 lambs have been bom ; some of the ewes are 
unable to rear their young. " I send you the note which you wished 
me to find when I spoke to you about the little enjoyment we had 
of the brandy. I also send three sheep unfit for breeding." 3rd 
August, 1658. 

Aui^ust 4th (Sunday). — Pine, cloudy, N. W. weather. 
August 5th. — Dirty, wet weather. Resolution. Offer of the free 
Saldanha traders to buy from us the Schapenjaclit, as the Penguin 
alone is too small for their purposes, and they desire to sail to 
Saldanha Bay and the neighbouring islands and so provide the 
Company with more seals' meat, &c. It was considered that we 
wore building another boat quite sufficient for communicating with 
Robben Island, that by selling the boat mentioned we would save 
the 3 or 4 men for the new vessel, and that this saving would cover 
all the expense twofold incurred by buying seals' meat, &c., and 
that therefore the said boat should be sold as requested for 300 gl.,the 
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tuyere undertaking to supply the Company permanently with seals' 1668. 
meat for the slaves. — Signed by Riebeeck, de Man, Harwarden and ^^** 
^abbema. 

August 6th. — The name of the Sehapenja^^ht altered into that of 
the Zee Leetuo ; it leaves for its destination. 

August 7th. — Arrival of the Leerdam^ oonsort of the Nieuwpoorf^ 
from Texel on the 16th April ; 172 men on board ; 3 dead Refresh- 
ments sent on board. The seed oom landed at onoe for sowing, and 
•60 men ordered on shore to elear more land for ploughing, in order 
to get as much into the ground as possible. The Penguin leaves 
to fetch eggs, &c. 

August 8th. — Fine weather, 8.8 E. 

August 9th. — Rough, wet weather. The Zs^ j&^^tr arrives with 
birds and eggs for sale amoug the burghen and the crews. 
Brought also 6 half aums oil and 1,400 lbs. seals' meat. In going 
to and returning from Dassen Island the boat only took S x 24 
hours. 

August lOih. — Dirty, N.W. weather. 11th and 12th, the same. 

August 13th. — Full moon ; wet weather. The Penguin leaves, 
also the Zee Leeuw, 

August 14th. — Fine, sunshine. 

Aug^ust 15th and 16th. — The same weather. Our despatches sent 
on board the Leerdam for India. 

August 17th. — Fine N.W. weather. Some water supplied to 
the Leerdam. Both slaves of the free fisherman Marten tfoohumsz 
ran away ; the Hottentoos sent after them. 

August 18th. — Dark, cold N.W. air and drizzling rain. 

Av^ust 19th and 20th. — Same weather. The Hottentoos report 
that they have not been able to capture the slaves. 

ResolxUion^ 20th August. — As the Company possesses 240 head of 
•cattle, itioluding many too young for work, and as there would be 
enough besides for abundantly refreshing the ships, if it were not 
indispensable to provide for the necessary increase, seeing tliat 
nothing or only bad oattleoan be obt€dned from the natives, and as the 
Directors in successive lettere have earnestly advised us not only as 
much as possible to promote agriculture, but also the increase of 
cattle, as this is the chief object of the Company at present here 
(consequently the freemen have the fullest liberty to keep cattle, on 
oondition that they do not get any from the natives), it was re- 
solved to provide the freemen with a lar^e number of cows in calf, 
i.e,j those employed in agriculture, that the manure may serve them 
for their lands, and they in that way may be able to subsist on the 
fruits of their labours. The others, viz., fishermen, tailors, millers, 
hunters, bakers, carpenters, sawyers, &c., who earn daily wages, and 
seem to prosper, are for the present to have no cattle ; they are only 
to be provided with it when the agriculturists have been thoroughly 
supplied. Every farmer is therefore, in addition to his draught 
oxen, to be provided with 6 cows. Those who have their wives and 
hil(Lren with them are to have 12, in order to breed cattle, and so 
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litt also gain a living from milk and butter, whioh give a fair return, 
*" With the rest we hope to get on for ourselves in order to refresh 
the ships as far as we can, and further add to the niunber by barter 
with the natives. 

The Company having also above 600 sheep, whose manure is also 
necessary for the lands, and the herds being very negligent, even 
goine so far as to kill old sheep in the veld, keepmg up their 
number by means of the lambs that are born (when the troop i» 
somewhat large), it was resolved to provide every farmer with 50 
additional sheep, viz., good breeding ewes, on condition that every 
one shall keep at least one Dutch ram that we may gradually get 
into the Dutch breed, as it is already seeo from the cross bree<i that 
they produce more young and have more milk for their off- 
spring than the Cape sheep. All the Cape rams bom are to be 
castrated, and when full grown sold to the Company for the ship 
at 3 gl. each, the price tiiey are to pay for the ewes. This will 

S*ve the farmers good work and a fair prospect of success ; besides, 
ey also draw a good profit from their garden produce, eggs, 
geese, fowls, ducks, turkeys, &c. 

W. C. Mostert havin^^ before this received seven Dutch sheep, it 
was considered unnecessary, although he is no farmer, but a nmler, 
to take them away from him, as he takes good care of them ; on 
condition that he shall not buy any more, but be satisfied with his 
o^n increase. All other craftsmen may earn a living by breeding 

Eigs, which the farmers cannot keep on account of their lands, and 
y cultivating their gardens, rearing fowls, geese, &c., or whatever 
they like. — Signed by Biebeeck, de Man, Harwarden and Ghibbema. 

August 21st. — Fine weather, S.S.E. The Levrdam left. For 
the first time the Commander, after his illness, went out to inspect 
the lands, &c., everywhere visiting all the freemen and acquainting 
them with the resolution of the Council. They were also told that 
they cmild each plant as matiy vines as their lands could can*y, or their 
house could hear, Sofne, however^ stated thattht^y were not in apotsitian io 
accept the offer ; sonie pleaded their ignorance ; only a /etc undertook to 
plant the stocks against their houses. Not one was tcilling to plant his 
lands with any ; the Commander consequently decided to plant tcitn the 
assistance of his private agriculturists aid slaves^ during the icaning 
moon, a large portion of the Bosheuvel with young shoots, that no delay 
shmild take place in the increase. The freemen might do the same 
thing, as all their seed is in the ground, and they have time enough 
for tne work. They however prefer to let their lands, now ploughed, 
lie fallow, in order to be able to sow com on them next year. 
This is also good, especiallj^ as they also are building houses, bams 
&c. 

August 22nd. — Same fine weather. Those settled on the further 
side of the Liesbeek,on the Groenvelt and in the neighbourhood, viz., 
Ilarman's, Brinkman's, and Yasagie's company, told us that as they 
have been so well provided with cattle, one of them (a European) is 
every day told off with proper firearms to herd the lot, as they are 
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more exposed to Hotteatoo depredations thao tliosc on this side ; 
ibat the eatlle miti/ not be i/okn, ix ha.-! alremlij often Imppcnefl. Fnr iW 
Company cannot afford to supply othTS, seeing that cattle is wit i 
difSouItj' obtained from the natives for supplying the ships. What 
tiie latter bring is old and hspIpss, Everj- oni> is oai'efully to look 
after the inorease. That the above order may be oaretully i^arried 
oiit. the freemen are told that if found negligent, the Company 
will take back the cattle, and tliat a daily insp^-tiou will take place, 
espeoially ti> find out how the stock increases. 

Aniviil of tht- ffenriette Louise, from Zealand .>u the -"ith May; 
252 men on board ; 3 dead. Provided with fref-h meat and vege- 
tablea. 

August ■^■in\ and 24th. — Fine weather. JJaily some sheep imd 
small calves brought in by the Uuapmen and (jorachouquas. and 
bought with a certmn kind of beads whiuh the\' seem to like and 
long for more than copper. Wliether this will last remains tn be 
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seen. Theih<vp ol)taiiie<t in Ih'" nvi/ ilo not i 
one utifei: 

August ^otli. — Lovely weatlier. 

August 26th. — Cloudy weather, W. wi 
piantrd flio'it l,20(j rootml lir"in-he.i m iivll a 

cut ri»ei on lh<- Boiheii pi'i, about 3 hours distance from the fort, by 
means of his own overNeer and slaves. He also gave to the freemen 
as many as they wanted. The original stocks wiTe left standing in 
the Company's gardens. Some of them iilready Iwjre fruit last year; 
others will bear this year. Next year more in.ttings will be obtainable 
from them and those now planted for himself bj' the Commander. 

For this purpose Kiebeeck was out to-day, visiting also the free- 
men *s fiirms and the Company's lamb, which are on the road to 
hia plai'e. ennonraging all to dn their duty. He was told that 14 
slaves of the free sawyers ha^i deserteil. and also one of his own, 
who, n-ith 2 females, had been recaptiu-ed. Some soldiers given to 
the sawyei's to reoaptiuB the others. No Hottentffos at hand for 
the purpiiBP. Besides, Donian, being a bit of a i-ascaVtries to thwart 
the C<impan_\- in everything, and is thrice as bad as Herry ever 
was during his whole life : as we find out every day from evidence 
uid what Eva plainly stat«B. She calls him the chief opponent of 
the CoiiipLmy. and says that he ealls her a lickspittle and makes her 
hated among her own people, beoauae she is always speaking more 
in favour of the Dutch than the Hottentoos. When she comes to 
interpret, the latter say : " Behold the advocate of the Hollanders ; 
she is '-oming to tell her people some stories, and will finally perhaps 
betray theuj siil." &c. It is therefore a pity that the scamp was 
ever out of Africa, and very desirable to find him safe quarters on 
Kohhen Island. 

Tlie two boats arrive from Basfien Island with oil ami 3500 lbs. 
palted seals' meat, eggs, fish, &o. 

August 27th, — Dark, cloudy weather. 
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i|^, Au^st 28th. — Clearer weather. Two female alaves recovered, 

^ "who signified that their husbands had intended to cut the neoks of 

the sawyers during the night, if they oould only have obtained 

knives. 

Harman Remajenne came in with 2 slaves who had absoondedi 
and received a chain in which to clinch them. The recaptured 
females had been seen by the Commander's workmen from the top 
of the Bosheuvel, where they were busy ploughing, and had a view 
over the whole flat. They had thereupon been followed and taken 
out of the brush- wood ; the track of the others is now being followed 
up. Two slaves of the chief gardener also absconded during the 
night ; they had been locked up in the house standing outside of 
the fort, and broken out of it. 

Eva and Doman were told to inform the two Caapmen now at 
the fort of this desertion, that they should tell their people of it and 
urge them to try and recapture the fugitives, now about 30 in 
number, that we might chain them, otherwise they would very 
likely kill the Caapmen also, and rob them of their arms and 
cattle. When once armed no Uottentoo would master them, but 
continually be plagued by them. They would continually murder 
and steal, and in course of time multiplying, having about ^ of 
their wives with them, they might become masters of all the 
Qottentoos, who only possess small mat huts, and are not so well 
protected as the Hollanders, &c. 

Resolution. — It becoming plainer every day that the Guinea 
and Angola slaves are apt to desert, and that 14 have run away 
from the sawyers, who have treated them better than the freemen 
do theirs ; that also two of H. Reraajenne's have run away but been 
recaptured and placed in irons ; that 2 of the free fisherman. Marten 
Jochumsz, also ran away on the 17th last, not yet recaptured ; and 
that laat night one of the chief gardener absconded from the brick 
house outside the fort, so that at present the number has increased 
to 28, a formidable collection ; fiurther, that it is to be feared that 
they will all gather in one place and become a source of danger to 
us greater than that to be feared from the natives, as they are 
sharper, bolder and more courageous than these Hottentoos, unless 
steps are taken in time : it was resolved, seeing that the Hottentoos 
are afraid of the slaves as they pretend, and afraid also to 
tackle them, and in order to prevent future desertions, which 
would cause great loss to the Company, greater than any other 
evil to be feared, to order the blacksmith, setting aside all other 
work, to make as soon as possible a sufficient quantity of chains in 
which to confine all the male slaves, excepting the old and sickly 
and the children. The freemen also to be provided with as many 
as they want in order to prevent all desertion. 

Runners and soldiers to be sent on the track of those who have 
lately run away. — Signed by Riebeeck, de Man, Harwarden and 
Gabbema. 
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Notice given to the freemen that they are allowed to put their 1«m 
slaves in irons. "" 

August 29th. — Fine weather ; W. breeze. The two fugitive 
slaves of the Company recaptured ; also two females belonging to 
the free sawyers. The latter again assisted with soldiers, pro- 
visioned for four daySy to pursue the deserters. 

All the Corapany^s slaves put in chains to-day, excepting the old 
men, boys and women. 

August 30th. — Kne weather ; W. breeze. The two recaptured 
slaves, after being chastised, were also, at the request of their own 
countrymen, put m chains and ordered to do all the dirty work. 

The two boats of the Saldanha fishermen proceed to Dassen 
Island. 

August 31st. — Fine weather; the men of the Henriefte Lonif>e 
busy putting on board the refreshments and stores for the voyage. 
She likewise receives our letters for Batavia. 

September Ist. — Lovely weather ; jET. Loime leaves. 

September 2nd. — Same weather. Riebeeck visits the freemenV 
farms for inspection, and to encourage them. Retiurning at night- 
fall he found the Chainouqua Captain, viz., Chaihantima, at the fort 
with 31 cattle, which were bought for copper and tobacco. He was 
also well treated, and said that he would return to-morrow. 

Renofution^ 2nd Sept. — Whereas Chaihantima (as he says) in the 
name of his Master tne Chief of the Chainouquas, and of some of 
the Chief Caapmenand (iorachouquas, again earnestly requests that 
Chamy, alias Jan Couw, and Boubo, alias Simon, may be liberated 
and brought back from Bobben Island, and also surrendered to 
them, promising, as the Caapmen cannot carry out their undertak- 
ing to supply us with cattle, off and on to bring to us more cattle 
than the number required of the Caapmen ; the more so as the 
latter were afraid to come near the fort, and should the prisoners 
be liberated, they would feel more secure against us, whom 
they greatly dread ; and whereas all this was confirmed by Eva and 
Doman, who added that more cattle would assuredly be brought 
and the owners made more favourably disposed towards us, it was 
resolved, considering that satisfactory evidence (the true story) 
cannot be obtained proving that Chamy and Boubo were tlie 
murderers of the boy, and further that Chamy and Jan Couw, 
when the Hon. Cuneus was here, did no other mischief than steal- 
ing the 15 sheep, to let Jan Couw come over alone to see what 
good that would do, the heaviest suspicion resting on Boubo. 
The chief murderer is kept in hiding, and will most likely never 
be discovered. Everyone, however, cries out that Herry should be 
killed. He will therefore remain a prisoner where he is. — Signed by 
Riebeeck, de Man, Harwarden and Gkbbema. 

September 3rd. — ^Fickle wind. The boat sent to Robben Island 
^rith a letter to Overhagen informing him " that he will receive 3 
months' provisions ; amongst others 60 lbs. bread and 60 lbs rice 
for Herry and Boubo, besides the extra quantity of brandy asked 
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lUS for. The shovels were also sent for oollecting shells to be gathered 
"^ by 3 Dutch and one sla^-^e sent over purposely, but who were to 
return. Khaniy , alias Jan Couw, is also to return, but the others not; 
Heiry is to do no other work than minding the ewes and lambs, 
as he is old and unable to do any work. The rice and bread sent 
must serve him and Boubo for 3 months^ They also reoeive 3 lbs. 
tobacco. They are to come out with that and with the fish and 
birds on the island. Now and then they may smoke to encourage 
them to take care of the ewes. Herry oan castrate very well, and 
Boubo may help to collect shells. 

*' You are to send us full particulars about the sheep, rabbits and 
coneys, and whether the clover and other seeds are sprouting out. 
You must also let us know whether the antelope still fives and has 
brought forth." 3rd September, 1658. 

To-day 6 cattle and 1 sheep were bought from Chaihantima, who 
is presented with some copper, tobacco, beads, a knife, bread and 
brandy. 

September 4th. — Lovely weather. 

RexoMioH of thin date : — From the letters of the Directors, dated 
16th April last, it appears that they have been told that much 
ivory is to be had at the Cape, and that it has been sent over even 
by private parties, a thing which could not happen, unless it was 
sold by the freemen to the ships' crews. The n^emen moreover, 
living in the country had been allowed by us to barter this artide 
from the Hottentoos on cf)ndition that they would receive from the 
•Company four times as much as they gave for the tusks. In this 
juanner we hoped to obtain a quantity, but instead we find that 
not 3 or 4 tusks during all the time had been obtained, a proof 
that some underhand selling has been going on. It was therefore 
resolved to forbid this barter, and for that purpose to publish the 
following Placcaat (14th September, 1658), which is to be strictly 
enforced : " Whereas it is presumed that the freemen, before this 
allowed to barter for tusks, rhinoceros horns and ostrich feathers 
{obtainable here only in small quantities^ though we trust to get into 
a larger supply) on condition that they were to sell them only 
to the Company at 4 times the value of what they paid — slyly sell 
what they get to the ships' crews and others. It was resolved, in 
order to prevent this for the future, to forbid this barter com- 
pletely as regards tusks, horns and feathers, &c., directly or 
indirectly, or under whatever pretext it might take place. Should 
the Hottentoos bring any of these articles to them, they were to 
convey them to the fort, for the Company. Oilenders to be fined 
20 reals of 8." This prohibition does not extend to such trifles as 
tortoise-shells, egg shells, milk, &c. 

Because of his special knowledge of gardening, tree planting, 

grafting, &c., and especially because of his extraordinary diligence, 

.Jan Bundervoet of Gent, who arrived here as soldier in the Meese 

on the 12th April, 1658, receives a testimonial accordingly, and is 

appointed master garden servant at 14 gl. per month for the heavy 



woi-k which he is doing. — Signed by Riebeeck. de Man, Harwaiden 
and C^bbema. 

September 5tli. — Lovely weather. Two slaves of the sergeiiut 
and 12 of the Company ran away, each with a ohain on his leg 
and an iron ball at the end. Of the gardener's slaveH, 5 men and 
7 women also escaped. The renminiiig two men appear not to 
have found BuiRcient time to escape. People sent in every direction 
to look for them, but Coqioral van Beramel only found 2 men 
behind the Gevelbergen on the other side of the kloof, between two 
roL-ks towards the sea side. We oould not gather from them where 
the othei-8 were, hut giiessed that they were scattered about in 
difEereiit directions. (The search party) was therefore also sent 
as far as the Leopard Mountains, or the Mountains of Afrioa, 
opposite (Het overgebergte), to search for the other 7 women and 
3 men. They were not to return before being relieved by a fresh 
company. Looks were also sent to the cornlands to chain the 
fllaves to each other during the night, and to the fore'it and every- 
wiiere where they are working for the Company, whilst the 
slaves in the neighbourhood were to be confined in the fort 
every night. The freemen having also become afraid, wished to 
return some of their slaves to the Comi'any. This request was 
granted; the rest they were allowed to cliain. (See Resolution 
of 2ftth August.) 

The boat arrived from Robben Island with shells and a letter 
from Overhagen. He thanked us for tlie gooils sent. The rhebuck he 
had found dead. The white doe rabbit only will succeed in i-aising 
young ones. The grey one, which came laat, littered twice ; all dead. 
" The black one is too old ; the old grey one I can't find ; the white 
one has 4 young ones 10 days old. The coneys sent are seldom 
seen ; sometimes only 1 or 2. There are 440 sheep, about 44 have 
been born ; there are only a few ewes incapable of rearing their 
lambs. Herry says that it is not his work to castrate the lambs. 
He only castrates bulls (Koelieesten) and minds sheep. From early 
morning till late at night the boy and the black attend the sheep. 
Herry is surprised that they do it so well. We shall now and 
then give some rice to the Hottentoos. We send you as ordered 
the Hottentoo Jan Couw. "ith Sept. 16-58." 

Return during the night of the sergeant and fiscal. They liad 
been as far as the mountains behind the Leopard hills. They had 
found the footprints of pedestrians, but did not know whether they 
were those of Hottentoos or slaves. If, however, the fugitives have 
gone in that direction their recapture is impossible. It is a wide 
and broad flat where they cannot be surrounded as in the 
country behind the Cape mountains, whence Corporal Jan van 
Bemmel brought i fugitives. The sergeant and fiscal reported 
/Airi they hid seen at the Mountains mentioned {the opjio-nte Mountniat) 
thoumnds of antelopei, ateenbitcka and el'int/x, but it was as impossible 
for horfles to come up with them as a bird could be caught when 
flying. 
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llii* September 6th — Fine weather. The soldiers who htid guarded* 

" the kloof and neighbourhood brought baok two slaved of the 
sergeant. They stated that the others were scattered about every- 
where, but as the others said the same thing, we oonolude that it 
was pre-arranged among them to say so, and therefore kept close 
watch everywhere. 

Bosohttion, 6ih September : — According to the order of the Hon. 
Cuneus and bis further letter received from St. Helena, that the 
Sergeant Jan van Harwarden should be urged to give up bis tap 
business and hostelry (to conduct which he received permission from 
the Hon. B. van Gbens during the preceding year) and to accept 
the post of ensign; said sergeant gratefully agreed to do what 
was wanted, being prepared to be employed in agriculture, for which 
and for many other thmgs he is very fit and has shown gr^at know- 
ledge and zeal. He is therefcre made ensign with a salary of f36 
per month, on condition that he abandons tne liquor trade as too 
vile for a person in his position. He shall likewise continue to 
discharge his duties as sergeant and head of the soldiers. (The 
deed containing his promotion follows here). 

It was further decided to pay a reward of 6 reals for every 
recaptured male and 4 do. for every recaptured female slave. — 
Signed by Biebeeck, de Man, and Gabbema 

At night 2 recaptured females were brought in. having been 
found behind the kloof on the beach. They were sent badk with 
more men, and 5 women and two men were foimd at the same 
place about midnight ; only one is wanting now, the worst of all, 
besides those deserted from the sawyers, and who are still being 
sought for. . 

September 7th. — Dry, windy weather, S.S.E. wind. The runa- 
ways chained in couples and the links made thicker — the others 
having been broken oy them. The boat sent to Bobben Island. 
Some of the Caapmen and Gorachouquas brought an ox and a 
sheep for the release of E[hamy or Jan Kouw and 2 young bulls 
and 3 sheep for that of Boubo or Simon. They promised to take 
care that tne Hottentoos from the interior should bring down a 
large number of cattle. They begged us to release the two men. 
Jan Kouw was then released, and they were told that we did not 
want anything for it ; but they urged us to take the ox and sheep. 
We, however, paid for them exorbitant prices in copper and tobaooo, 
treating all with brandy and bread, so that with their stomachs full 
and their heads drunk, and altogether happy, they left. We told 
them that Boubo could only be brought back after the return of the 
boat now away. In the meanwhile we would wait and see whether 
such large numbers of cattle would be brought to us for sate as 
they said. They replied that a befi:inning would be made to-morrow. 

September 8th. — Dark, grey, but good weather. The fi^eiemeii 
brought the half of their slaves back ; they did not dare to keef) all 
any longer, as they were naturally inclined to run away, although 
thev are well treated. 
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^BSeptember 9tb. — Fine weather. The Peng inn &\ul Ztr Lcfiiw artiva 
from DasBen Island with 3,2'fO Iba. seals' meat and 4 half auras oil ; 
also about 4,00U fresh eggs and fish to he aold to the ships. The 
last Company's Bla\'o reoaptured to-day. Only the 7 Angola ones, 
who had previously desertsii, are still at large. Arrival of the 
Hardt oi llottGrdsm ; lei t on the 27th May ■with l-i4 men; one 
d«ad. 

The boat returns from R'lbben Island with sheila. 

Bought 13 oxen iiud 'i\ sheep for beads and tobaooo. Aoconling 
to Doman and Eva, moi-e will be brought daily. 

September 10th. — Dark, cold, W. weuther. 

September lltb. — Full Moon ; lovely suDshine, Arrival of the 
Oocrcr, consort of the ffantf, 160 men. 2 dead. The Ppitguin and 
Zee Lrruu- leave for Dasaen Island, having sold all their fish and 

Bought 6 cows for '-opper and 26 sheep for beads and tobacco, 

September 12th. — Same weather. A similar lot of animals 
obtained, 

September i;Jth, — Uark, N N.E. weather. 

September 14th. — ('iear Biinshine, S.S.K. breeze. Obtained 4 
00 ws and ^6 shepp. 

The boat leaves for the Island. 

September 15th. — S.8 E. wind. Obtained 6 cows and 31 sheep 
from Goohoqua's people, who are daily begging for the release of 
Bonbo, alias Simon, as he is one of them. 

About Merry tliey shake their heads, saying that he is welcome 
to remain on the island all his life, as thc'catisa movens'' of alt the 
troubles, 

Sejitember 16th. — Lovely sunshine. The aliips busy taking on 
board refreshments. Sent on board our despatches for India. 

During the night 3 of tlie Company '« best sheep were stolen from 
the granary, throe hours' distant from this, whilst ihe sentries, who 
had neglected their duty, found two others in the moniing before the 
door, tied together with a plaited garter. These thefts have not 
apparently been committed by Hotteutoos, but raoat likely by some 
of the freemen. Matter to be investigated. Return of the boat 
and a letter from Overhagen. He requests some butter tor castrating 
26 rama, not castrated in season, " I'hree or four have been rubbed 
with snake lard (slaugeusmnut), which has also het^n dropped into 
the wounds; it ia too thin, however, and runs out, Simon the 
Hottentoo ia ill and can h-inlly carry sheila ; he is getting very thiu. 
Plesae send us two blacks to keep the boat going. The shells are 
to be brought from the otlier aide of the islaud." 15th Septt^mber, 
1658. 

Sept«mber 18th, — Fine, warm weather. 

Re»olution, i%th ISe/if.:—As the cattle trade has revived and is 
proL'eeding nicely since Kbamy, alias Jan Kou. has been discharged, 
and aa the natives appear more favourably disposed to ub in con- 
sequence; and as daily the Coohoquaa especially (viz., the real 
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SuMiiuh.irs} Ix'g for tlio release of Boubo, alias Simon, one of their 
own tribe, promising lo briug on cattle, and associate with us on 
ooufiilenlial terniB ; further, aa it is oonsidered that a oloaer inquiry 
into the imirder of the young man will bo of little use, and that se 
RO"n ns the matter is epokeu of a terror falls upon them, whiUt 
tlipy think that we are still beeping our eyes upon some of their 
chief men, it was decided that it would be more advantageous for 
the Company to aasooiate witli them on friendly terms, ao that their 
oonfidence in us may grow stronger, and we in course of time be 
enableil to discover what is now a secret. 

The danger is also to be oousidered to our intercourse with the 
ratives should Boubo dio, who is uow very ill. It maybe thought 
that we have killed hira ; and therefore it was decided to get him 
back from the Island as soon as jiussible, and give him back to his 
friends, and so thoroughly secure thsir confideuoe. 

No one, however, saye a kind word for Herry, excepting his 
niece £va, who, living in the Commander's house, is continually, 
even as Esther did in the case of Mordecbai, begging for her umde. 
She is however told that he dots not wish to return, but desires to 
remain there always, as bis countrymen hate and wish to kill him. 
Oousequently we show hiiii a kindncBS by protecting hira and pro- 
viding for him, &c, — Signed by lliebeeok, de Man, J. v. Harwardeu 
and Uabbema. Doman faused great joy among the Hottentoos 
when he informed them of this Resolution. 

The ensign and fiscal went out during the night to search for 
the stolen sheep. Arriving at the house of Vasagie's Gom|iany, 
they found there, after a long search at dnybreak near the house, in 
a square hole near a tree on their land, two e.xtraordijiarily fine 
wethers, still with their hides on, and the insides only shaken out a 
little. They were bi-ought home by the soldiers, and already smelling 
a little, they could therefore only be used by the slaves. The 
thieves therefore stole more than they could very well eat. 

The men of Yasagie's siunmoned to the Fort by the messenger, 
in order to be examined, one of them having already let the eat 
nut of the bag. The folhiwing appeared : — Pieter Visagie and 
Hendrik Jauz : Sohayck of Montfoort. The latter at one*- declared 
that ho was g'lilty. but that neither Visagie nor any of tlie others 
had had a hand in it ; only Willem PietersE of Nymegen, free serraiil 
and agriculturist of the Uonimander on the BoSieuvel, 3 houTB 
distant from this, had last night taken away and brought home 
the third sheep. The eusign and fiscal were at once sent to fetch 
him, and Schaik was imprisoned under the gate. 

The men in search of the slaves retnrned after 10 days' absence. 
Had found uone; but everywhere many rhinoceroses and 
elephants in troops of hundreds, elands, harts, steenbucks, &c.; also 
wild horses, which the Hottentoos are daily urged to get for us. They 
are howpver not inchned to catch any, whatever we may promise 
tliem. Willem Pietersz brought lu at midnight and imprisoned. 



"September 19tli. — L-jvely weather. The two prisoners exiiiuiintd 
ooofesBed that they aLoae had done the deed, but did not know 
how to roast or ook them. One whole Bheep was atill lying with 
its entrails entire at tlie " Bosheiivet " in the buabsB, and itlready 
decoropoBAd, 

The boat leaves for Robben Islaad in a striing S.E. with a letter 
to the Superintendent, ortlering him to send Boubfi back and load 
the boat with shells. " Said Hott«ntoo is not to be employed on the 
work, for which a slave and his wife are sent,. With the next irip 
somebody will come over to see how many half bred ewes there are 
and how mu,uy wethers. You are to give us regular information. 
If Jasper Jansz Onytf wishes to see ns about his free papers he 
is to be sent liither. We send the butter for castrating the sheep." 
19th September, ]6o8. — Signed by Riebeeck and de Man. 

September 20th. — Calm, cloudy weather. Riebeeok iaspeots tbt* 
farms, and also beacf)ns oif lands for new freemen. Pine rain 
in the evening, 

September 2l8t.— W. rainy weathnr. The sheep thieves re- 
examined. They adhere ti> their former LHiufession. Dry weather 
in the evening. The boat returns with Boubo, who is joyfully 
T«oeive<l by his friends, who had two fine bulls and three sheep 
ready for liis liberation. They were accepted, but paid for with 
copper, beads, and tobaci.ii. This was considered by the Hottentoos 
OS a great piece of courtesy on our part, and they promised to do 
their best to bring more oattle. They were greatly satisfied, and did 
not wish to talk about Herry, who hail only, they said, done them 
misohief and been the cause of all the unpleasantness. For their j)art 
he might stay on Hobben Island all his life to prevent all future 
quarrels and si^h suspicious thoughts as prevented them from 
approaching iind trading with us. They were also ready to 
oatch some wild foals for us; but did not know how to manage 
antelopes and tusks, a subject on which we had been pressing them 
from the commencement. The antelopes ran to" fast and the 
elephants were too formidable. 

The superintendent of the granary examined about th,i careless 
manner in which the watch had been kept, and to transmit the 
matter to the fiscal. 

September 22nd. — Bleak, cold, dry, windy weather; S.H. 

September 2;Jrd. — Warm, calm weather. Pieter Otegno, the 
youngest son of Qogosita, the fat Captain of the Caapmen, sold us 3 
sheep. Doman and Eva re<|iiest 'o visit their friends, and ask ns for 
some presents for them, which would go in payment of their services 
H^ interpreters. They received some copper, iron, beads, tobarco, 
bread and brandy. Ac, as presents for Kva's mother, friends, and 
all the natives to be visited by her, who promised to urge them 
to bring on a larger quantity of cattle, likewise young horses, 
tasks, civet, amber, pearls (samples of which were shown her;, 
hides of elands, harts, steenbucks, &g. They promisd to do 
^Qait best, aiid in the evening they gratefully thanked \it, when 
^^L U 2 
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leaving, in nice Diitoli terms. When, however, Eva had arrived 
ouUide at the hut nf UnmaD, elie at odo« dressed herself in akins, 
and Bf*nt her clnthes home, intending on her ref iirn to put thera on 
again. She promised, however, that she would not forget God the 
Lord, whom phe had learued to know in this house, but always 
think of Him, and do her best to learn, itc. 

September 24th. — (jalm, oppreasive weather. Eva left early, 
leaving word that she hoped to bring with her on her return natives 
with muoh cattle. Doman said the aame thing. Biebeeok having 
visited (he com lands, de Man buys 5 cows and 15 sheep for copper 
and beails from the Coohoquas. Death of a free servant of the 
BRwj-er Leendert Comelisz, without leaving anything exoept debt 
in mured in Holland. 

September 126th. —Cloudy, N.W. weather. The Awj/uih and 
Zee Lee'iie retuni from Dasoen Island with 5 half sums nil and 
3,^10 lbs. salted seals-meat fot the slaves, also some fish and eggs 
to be sold among the burghers. Fine serviceable rain for the crops, 
&o.. it having been dry for a very long while. The sheep thieves 
again examined ; more of their kind lUecovered. 

Tliie evening a foal was caught by a large leopard near the fort, 
and not 4 yards from W,U. Mostaert, who was busy witli his slaves 
cutting some wood. The ft-male slave seeing tlie foal imder the 
feet of the leopard, approached the brute with an axe and cut it so 
thoroughly in the head and neck that it remained dead on the spot. 
The foal's throat had however already been bitten off and its blood 
sucked out. As horses are very scarce here, the Company's loss 
ma^- be calculated at f 100. 

September 26th. — line wet weather, W. wind. At night 
Doman rettuns with 3 of Qogosoa's sons, viz., Oringhkimmo, a£as 
Schacher, the eldest ; Khuma, alias Jan, the 2nd; and Peter Utegno, 
the 3rd, who had before this been seized with Sahacber. and anoe 
remained away on account of fear. However seeing that E^hamy 
and Boubohad been released, they had recovered their confidence, 
and brought 4 cows and 13 sheej) for nale. They promised to bring 
more, and stated that they would confido in its as long as Herry 
is kept on the island. 

September 27th (New Moon). — Rainy weather ; in the afternoon 
S.S.E. and dry. Chaihantima, one of the Chainouqua (JaptainB, 
brought 14 cows and 21 sheep Woidd not undertake to catch any 
wild horses or harts, &a., though we oSered him big presents, stating 
that the animals ran too fast, and the Hottentoos were not 
aooustomcd to do anrthing which causes them any trouble 

September 28th.— Dry, 8.E., would have liked more rain. The 
sheep thieves again examined; it was found that the servants of 
the free carpenters Pieter Cley and Dirk Vreeni were accomplices, 
according to their voluntary confesaiou before the Council 
stiV)igtAened teith thf. two free bwgher counrilloix. Their namfs are 
Jtartholomeus of Swol and Dirk Com. Jonge-Noteboom of 
Bodegrave, 
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^^Bttni cowB auii 70 sbeep obtaintd from tlie Uoohoqmis fur beads 
'wad tobaooo. Eva a^juius to do muoh good among them. Dooiaa 
and some Oaiipmen tolil ub ytatfrday that abe iuteads visiting other 
tribes tri encourago all to oome down witli cattle and make tlie 
aoquaiatanci- of tlie gootl-iiatured Dutoh, She in therefore a nnii;li 
better iustruraent for the country's benefit than Horrv has been. 
Death of a marine left on shore by the Louise, and named Frani-ois 
Isaacs;! of (iheat. 

Septemljer 29tli (ciiindayl. — Strong B.E., damaging the crops. 
The PenguiH and 6Vrt Lion return to Saldanha Bay to oitcli hartlers 
to be dried, the Company being provided for 4 months with seals' 
meat 

September ■iOth. — Calm, euushtue. Death of ii slaves and 1 female 
do., very likely because the men are mostly old and canDOt bear 
tfee cold olimate ax well as the youoger ones, who have, aeconling 
to orders, been sent to Batavia. At present, inohiding those re- 
oaptiu'ed, the entire number of slaves is 8'i — viz ■ JH men and 49 
women. The greater number are old and weak ; and many half 
mad and urijirdeB, who can do no work, and are merely a burden. 
They will, however, soon die off. 

Reiotution, 30tb September, 1658 : — Whereas the pigs have veiy 
muoh inoreased since they have been distributed amoug the freemen, 
and it has been found impossible to let them gi aboiit with collars 
round their necks, as ordered by us on the 26th Jidy ; furttier, that 
many have died in consequence, and the increase has thus been very 
oonsiderably interfered with ; also that the herdsmen are greatly 
inoouvenienced, and the pound fees have become very considerable. 
Ldkewise that it is too tr.jublesome for some to enoloae their gardens 
with strong poiea, they being not able to keep their own pigs out 
of them, BO that to get rid of the trouble, they have sold them to 
ethers, after having selected the best out of the troop, boldly 
Assertiag even to the Commander that having sold their own pigs, 
»nd findjng those of others in their open gardens, they would kill 
them ; and whereas such a jiroeeeding would greatly interfere witli 
the incrcoise so muoh wanted bv the Directors, and as necessary iis 
the growth of grain ; and finally that whereas we have as yet not 
eeeu them display the zeal required ; therefore, atcording to orders 
from home, in order to encourage the jieople to keep and breed pigs, 
we have, contrary t(j our ReBolutirrii of "ibth July, decided to relieve 
the pigs from their collars and their owners from fines ; and to order 
1iho8e who have gardens, and wish to keep pigs out of them, to enclose 
those gardens so thoroughly that the fiseiil may be satisfied, and 
olao the constable. Those who believe that this will be too 
muoh trouble must bear all losses whio)) may be sustained, oa it is 
impossible to herd so many pigs so oaretully that some mnnot 
esoape into a garden ; suoh vagrants moreover are not to be hurt 
in the leoat. Olfenders to be corporally punished and fined fluO 
for eat.:h porker hiirf or killed. The owners however shall keep 
%'Diifcoh boy or ^ve for every herd, to keep the animals from the 
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ICM. gardens and pfroperlj confined dnring^ the night. No one hoiPOfrer 
^ diall he allowed to hart those wiio may break ont and get into 

the gardms. Th^Y are to keep them until the meaning and tlien 
take them to the tUsceii^ who will inreetigate the case and do what 
is reqnired. Thoae wiio wish to suffer no low are to enoioee their 
gardens, jugt as the Compaor has been obliged to do All are 
Wiifne^l that there is not the least diseimolation in this order, as 
th^ interests of the Company and the pablic demand that it shall 
be carried out implicitly. That no one may plead ignorance, 
this ordinance is affixed at the nsoal places. (Affixed <hi the Ist 
October). — Signed by Riebeeck, de Man, Uarwaiden and 
Gabbema. 

October 1 st. — ^Lovelv weather. The 4 sheep thieres mercifnlly 
sentenced by the Cooncil, assisted by the borger oouncillova, beeamse 
it wan tkefirstt heavy offence committed by Cape Freeme n ■ asjolknn : The 
chief ofie^ider to he thranhed and pMt in innf$for 16 yean ; Ike other 
for 5 yearn ; and the tuo othe^M^ an aiders and al>ettor9j 6 year^ each, Mvery 
ane^ moreorer^ in to 9tand erpoised tn'th a nheepikin oft his head and 
Jthonidern^ and ail their profperty to he confintated. 

October 2nd.' Same weather; sentences carried out. Obtained 
3 cows, 1 calf and 12 sheep from the Uottentoos ; more would have 
been brought, but it was stated thst all the natives .were suffering 
from great sickness. Doman sent out to discover the truth, who 
is siu^ to tell us a lie. Eva, we were told, was doing her bent to 
invite every native to visit us, going from one camp to anoth^. 

Resolution 2nd October : — As it has been found that the forests 
which hare not yet been gicen out^ except prorisiona/Iy^ are very much 
destroyed and good timber cut down and left to perish to the great 
injury of this growing colony, it was decided, that, as the pree^it 
freemen are already provided with good dwellings, out buildings, 
&c., and considering the necessity to provide timber for tiie free- 
men who are still to eome — also that at present two free sawyers 
have taken their discharge for fifteen years, who have each received 
an allotment of forest from which to saw planks, ^., and upon 
which they have van'ous Dutch servants as carpenters, wagon* 
makers, sawyers, and slaves — all, whether Company's servants or 
freemen, shall be forbidden to make use of the forests mentioned, 
and should they require any timber, that they shall buy what they 
want from the freemen mentioned at a reasonable price, who have 
for that purpose become free and obtained pieces of forest land. 
Further, as some people take wood for ^el from all spots, and 
generally more than they require, often selling it at high prices to 
the English and the brickmakers, by which means their draught 
oxen given them for agriculture are very much exhausted, and not 
one of these people shows the least grateful feeling for the Company, 
it was resolved that everyone taking fuel from pJaces beyond his own 
boundaries shall pay 10 st. for the sam^, until freemen shall be 
found willing to take the lease of the fuel forests. However, everyone 
shall be at liberty to bum and sell what is on his own properly 
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SrancheB for peas or beans may freely be fetched froin the lower 
oripple (under) wood and downs-biisbes, and also whatever fuel may 
be required for the kitoheo. Everyone, however, iliall ri-fra'm front 
mttitig the smalicit hit, even from ihi: hii^h n/riiidiiig aloiiijxkle the 
Sotch Rivier as far a« ik<- Liegheek Ricer inchmve, aB the whole is 
a natural proteotiou and oloee portitiou formed of different kinds of 
wood to guard the cattle, which one day or another the Hottentoos 
may again attempt to steal. Neitln'r lime nor briekmahern nhall be 
permitted to me tfir »iiwll huiihc» gr •leiitij in the iloirns far tlmr 
indiislt'es, to pren-nt their itei/ruclion and the iaconvenienee trhicb 
would be caused to the farmers, who are accaatained to plait t/w wafl* of 
their houses with the same. To oarry out their orders effetitively the 
corporal at tlie granary, the fiacua, and the prnvoat have been striotly 
ordered to look out for offenders, to eonfiscte their timber and 
fuel taken fr'im forbidden quarters, and tine them 3 reals for each 
offence, viz , -^ pro fiaci), J I'ur the poor, and the rest for him who 
makes the seizure. This plan is auppospd tn be the most serviceable 
tot the Company and this infant colonv. and this placoaat is to be 
affixed ill the usual way. — Signed by Riebeeck, de Man, Van 
Harwarden and Gabberaa. 

October 3rd. — Fine weather, liiebeeck gcies out to sec what 
lands are already prepared for sweet pufcttoea, an important 
vegetable already abundantly grown in tJie Company *h gardens. 
Afi sowing time is past, it ia now the right time to transplant it. 
Everyone waa urged to oome aud fefch a large quantity, and also 
to bring to the blaokamith at the fort all their sieves and soythea to 
be repaired, in order to be well preparetl when harvest time oirivea 
in November and December. Everyone also busy planting his 
rurden with cabbage, water and other melona, also oucumbers and 
Indian vegetables to be ready for the Christmas, winter, aud 
Batavia return ships. 

Ootdljcr 4th. — Dry wealht-r. The ensign bnay brewing beer, 
and making yeast. 

October oth. — Lovely weatlier. The beer rising nicely in the 
uooler ; placed in a half aom, it comraeuctd to ferment well. 
Ordered that m'pre 8huu!>i be brewed to bj eent to Holland and 
Batavia as samples that we may know how long the article will 
remain good at sea. 

Retiu'u of Domun. He aays that he has been among the 
Coohoquas and Chainoquaa, whom he baa invited to visit us wilh 
their cattle. We obtained 60 aheep for beada and 10 oows for 
oopper and tobacco. 

October 6th (Sunday). — Dark, oloudy weather, calm and diy. 

Octobtir 7th. — Cloudy and strong W. weather; a little rain; 
nice for the grain. 

The tollomny J'l/icaial affixed : — As it often happens that 
pbtnks, spars, oars, Ivioks, empty caaka, &c.. are washed on 
shore from the vessels, much of which is still fit for use, 
and as the freemen take poaaeaeion of all theae things without 
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~" tiie beach such articles are the Company's property, all are warned 

at once to sh(»w whatever they have found to the fiscus when he 
visits them, and deliver the whole at the fort within 24 hours, that 
everyone may be rewarded for his trouble, or that the freeiaen 
may receive back what the Company can spare. It is not forbidden 
to secure wreckage, but everyone is to give notice of the same at 
the fort, or at the Duinhoop at Salt Kiver, that it may be in- 
>)ected by the fiscus and a commission, and it may be known what 
can and what cannot be spared, and in what way the finders are to be 
rewarded. Offenders to be fined 10 reals. Given and done on the 
7th day of October, 1658, &c. — Signed by J. van Rieb^eck 

Dry in the evening ; S.E. wind ; wished for more rain for the 
drops. 

October 8th. — Dry, S.E. Bad for the crops. 

Doman arrives with some Chainouquas, bringing 1 6 cows and 48 
bheep, which were bought wii h copper and tobacco, lie reports that 
Kva is among the Cochoquas, persuading them to visit us with 
cattle. This Doman, though disliking her, is obliged to confess, 
and seeing her efforts in our favour, pretends to return with the 
strange Hottentoos and to make himself as agreeable as Kva. We 
however do not believe that he ever went further than tlie Chapmen 
Oamp, about 5 hours' walk from here, behind the Leopard mmntains. 
When seeing Saldanhars approaching he makes it appe ir fiat he 
went to fetch them. This is plain from the fact that more natives 
come to us than he is able to inform us of. He seems to lie in 
wait for them, and follow as they approach without making their 
acquaintance. More than ono« the Commander detained him in 
conversation so that de Man had bought all the cattFe before he 
could interfere, though he begged to go outside, alleging that ho 
was anxious to get the natives to trade. There is however more 
evidence to show that Eva alone is doing her best for the Company. 

October 9th. — Dry weather. Doman absent ; 5 cows and 7 sheep 
bought from strange natives. 

October 10th. — ^Same weather. Two slaves deserted when the gates 
were opened this morning ; an old and sickly couple, almost unable 
to walk without a s ick, and incapable of doing anything. They 
must therefore perish miserably. 

October 11th. — Full moon. Lovely weather. Death of a soldier, 
Simon Sy. 

The Commander, with the officials and their wives, go out to 
enjoy themfelves by looking at the beautiful lands. De Man 
takes charge of things at home, and buys 8 sheep from the natives 
for beads and tobacco. More expected to-morrow. 

October 12th. — Boisterouc S.E. weather and drizzling rain. 
Nothing heard of the missing slaves ; bought 5 sheep. 

T/ie fllowuKj Placcndt published : — Whereas yellow-wood (the 
most serviceable for planks and the scarcest in the Cape forests) is 
cut down and^destroyel by everybody ; and whereas there is enougb 
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nber for beamB, &c., and the yellow-wood should be economizwil 
for plauke, for which other trees do uot provide the required 
artdcle, the Governor and Council have decided to warn and forbid 
freaiuen and (Jompaiiy'a eervanlB, eflpeeially the free carpenters 
and e^wyerfl, henceforth to out down any yellow-wood except for 
pUnkB and only in their forests, as according to the placoaat of the 
2nd all ingresB into the forests of others has been forbidden to tree 
carpenters and Bawyers, who have each large plots of forest sufficient 
for their requirements. The fiseus charged with seeing that this 
placcaat is strictly carried out. All illegally out wood to be oou- 
tisi-ated and offenders to be fined 3 reals for each offence. Thia 
Reaolution ^reed to as in the best interests of the public and the 
Company. — Signed by J. van Riebeeck 

October 13th (Sunday;. — Warm sunshine. Return of Doman 
with some Caapraen, and only 9 sheep, which we bought. He 
oould uot any why more were not brought, but that in 5 or 6 days 
more would arrive. Uthers say that be had not dared to go 
beyond the Caapraen 'a oamp. Kva was said to be with Oe<lasoa, the 
chief captain of tlie Coohoquas, doing her best to invite them to 
visit us, 

October 14th. — Dry, S.E. weatlier. 

T/re foUoiriiiq xecret Uevolutioii adopted for the ira^oun atitti'il. 
Sloii'lnii, I4M October, 1658: — Whereas all the agriculturists 
are sufficiently provided with draugot and milch cattle, and 
everyone has at least 50 sheep ; and whereas now and then ii 
Conjpany'a cow calves, which is not so well looked after by 
the herds in order to provide for the calf; and whereas no 
more cows can be given to tlie farmers, because their debts are 
running too higli, having already exceeded the sum fixed by tht 
Directors in their despatch of 16th April last ; and whereas a large 
quantity should be kept on Iiand as a iiecpssary refreshment for 
the ships and to provide food for the residency ; but whereas it is nlso 
necessary that the breeding aud better keeping of calves should be 
provided for, and it is found that everyone ia unwilling to keep 
pigs because of the great trouble and cost oonneoted with them, 
ike. ; and further, whereas on that acoount s^mie Imve sold their pigs 
to others who have also for the same reaKon grown tired of them, 
and among tliPra the Ensign Jan van Harwarden, who possesses 
tlie larget^t mimbpr, and for that reasou was privileged with a large 
garden, above all the oth^r Company's .servmits, in order to grnw 
carriits, &e., for the pigs ; and whereas the said ensign has often pro- 
posed to buy some milcb cows from the Company in order to use 
the butter-milk to nooriBh the sucking pigs, not earing to spend 
money to buy the milk ; but whereas such further privileges 
above those allowed fnim time to time to a Conipaiiy's servant so 
high in otBee, though rewarded for extraordinary aervioe and merit, 
would cause other marrieil servants to murmur, and also the freemen, 
giving offence to all of them — the Council, having considered the 
matter without the presence of said Harwarden, could not agree to 
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1668. allow the request, as on the 20th August it decided only to allow 
~~ the farmeis to keep oattle, that most of the freemen might he 

encouraged to take to fanning, and other freemen to keep pigs. 
But as the latter class are getting indifferent about these 
animals it was, after careful consideration, decided that all free- 
men and married servants who are willing to keep pigs besidee 
the cattle which each freeman has, Fhall be benefitted with saoh 
cows as may calve among the Comi>any's troop, by way of lease 
or hire to the highest bidder. The cow and calf to remain the 
Company's property, and to be returned when the oow is dry. 
By this plan it is hoped that more inclination will be roused for 
keeping pi^ and that it vn\l go better with the rearing of the 
calves ; so that the cattle will increase in numbers, and as much got 
out of the cows as the Company paid for them. By this plan the 
oattle will in course of time cost nothing to the Company. — 
(Sij^ed by) Riebeeck, de Man and Qabbema. 

Obtained 2 cows and 7 sheep from the Caapmen. 

October loth.— Cold and strong S.E. The cadet Jurrien Bettel- 
Meyer and company return w*th the 2 runaway slavi s, found near 
the leopard hills, N.E. by N. from the Fort, near the salt pans, 
where no water can be found in the neighbourhood. They would 
have died there from hunger auti thirst, and were very weak and 
much exhausted. It is evident that they naturally desert and are 
not harboured by the Hottentoos. 

October 16th. — Dry W. weather. Two head of cattle and 8 sheep 
obtained from the Caapmen. 

October 17th. — Rainy weather ; W. wind. Bought 18 sheep 
and 7 cows from the Gorachouquas (tobacoo thieves). 

October 18th. — Dry, S.E. wind. The boat sent to Bobben 
Island mth J. v. Uarwarden and the Fiscal to inspect the sheep 
and the station there. They take the following note to Overseer 
Overhagen : — " The bearers will inspect the sheep and the station ; 
you are therefore to communicate everything to tbem, and assist 
them in all respects, giving them as many sheep as they deem 
necessary to take with them. Men to collect shells will oe sent 
afterwards. Jasper Jausz : DuyS will remain here imtil he is restored 
to health. You receive 1 lb. tobacco, of which you may give Henry 
a little now and then, also 6 pipes." 18th October, 1658. — Signed 
by Biebeeck and de Man. 

October 19th. — Dry, N. W. weather. The boat returns with 16 
fine ewes and the report that Rijk Overhagen takes a laudable oare 
of everything. There are still 444 sheep on the Island, mostly 
ewes, fine and young, looking like picked animals ; with the 16 
brou|iht we now have here d7'6 sheep ; so that we have 1 0^2 in all. 
The freemen have also 300, so that we can command above 1,300. 
To this number others are daily added ; to-day nearly 23 were 
obtained. Then there is the increase ; every day some sheep lamb^ 
so that this industry is at present in a flourishing condition Then 
we have the cattle, about 3o0 in nuiuWr, wliiUt the freemen have

lOO besitlee. Total, about 600. The iiicrea.sf. is iauly go.Kl, and 
o is ihe bai'ter, &o. 

To-day the two free servants or farmers of Riebeeok reported that 
aet night the '6 male anil 'i female slaves attempted to kill them 
sd run away with the draught oxen. For that purpose they had 
Iready succeeded in getting one of ili'* two men aside amoQg some 
mehes, where thoy would hnve killed him if he had not been rescued 
tj the other, n strong, detenuined man. 

October 20th. — Cloudy, N.W. wind ; rain necessary. God how- 
iTer does not aeem to give much this year; raia at night. 

The Commander's slaves above mentioned brought to the Fort, 
lud the matter having been further inquired intc?, it was found 
liat they had arranged with others at the corn lauds, who were in 
hains, to kill the Company's servants there als.i, and then to run 
,way togetlier; knowing how to take the chains from eaLih other's 
Bfts. 

The slave of de Man, from the Coast of Guinea, had also beeo 
tersuaded by a slave i n the forest to run away, and told that exoept- 
ng the few in prison they had 5 men and three women who had 
leeided to run away, but that the boy mentinned had refused, as he 
tatpd in broken Dutch. They further stated that they intended 
D live on Hotteiitoo flesh, whom they woiJd kill here ami there, as 
hey were atcmstomed to do in their own country, where the victors 
t*' the conquered, He was asked how they would manage to 
Terpower the Hottentoas, who were armed with assegais, arrow and 
lowe, whilst they were unarmed ? and the reply was ttiat they would 
[rst try to over]X)wer a few and take their amis, and in that way they 
niuld gradually he able to attack more powerful parties and take 
heir oattle. Besides there were herbs and roots enough to live on. 
They had however enough knives to kill the first Hottentoos. 
Lhis was found to be the case ; s^rae had as many as nine, others 
ass, even the women had some stijlen liere and there It is there- 
ore necessaiy to take good care of the Guinea slaves, who are 
irong. tiaring fellows. The women are equally courageous. If one 
i the Commander's servants, the chief cultivator of the lands, had 
lot been a man of courage, or hail lost heart in any way, he and 
lany other Company's servants would have heeu murdered. This 
reaehery has, thank God, been discovered, and therefore a better 
rotoh has been provided over the slaves, wlio. as stated by the boy, 
letieve that they will be able to reach their own country. Some 
i them had even calculated upon seizing a boat off the ships in 
he river or on the beach and escape with it, searching for their 
Oimtry by sailing along the coast, &o. 

October 21st. — W. wind, no rain. To nur surprise Juriea 
"ensz of Amsterdam and 3 men of tlie Wri<lfrienhnd arrive over- 
nnd from Saldanha Bay, reporting that their vessel had arrived 
n the 14th in a desolate condition and fnll uf sick ; \'i sheep had 
een obtained from the natives for the sick, and the frenmi'ii tliere 
ad furtlier supplied them daily vr\.t\\ geese, fish and greens from 
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the islands by uieaaaof the Peagaiii aud Srn Lion : 150 eiok werwin 
ttaU ou .S(:tta|>eu Isiao'l, and 7i had alreo'lj died. They are 
therefore in a miserable condition, as ther canU'^t w^igh tht^ir 
auch"T« and mj prooeed hither, aa nill be seen from the following 
lettei tu thf Cuiumander : — " We cannot refrain from iufonning yoa 
of the miserable oonditiin of our men ; 7'2 are already dead, and 150 
are very ill on ehore with scurry. We shall not be able to obt^ 
guffitaent refreefament here, as wo have seut men inland, who have 
returned without seeing any natives i>r cattle. We therefore aak 
jua to provide us with suoli greens and vegetahlea as you may 
think will l>o of service. Tbe Pfngiiin could not leave witii our 
letter. We arrived in such a melancholy condition on the 14th 
tikat we ouiild not manage the aail». On the 18th l£ay we l^ft the 
Vlie with 3'i7 men, of whom at present very few are in good health. 
We are so weak-handed that we tannot weigh our anchor to go 
doejMT iut" the hay. We do not doubt that you will sucxwur us. W* 
wait f'lr ii. with great longing. Ou board the >* pitfrimland 18th 
October, IBoH." — Signed, Jacob Jancn! Hontachip and Jaooh Syau. 

The /oUoiriiiij Regolutian ot citrt takm,2Ut OftoUr, 1G58: — "Aait 
is evident from the verbal report of Jurriaan Jansen and [he letlar 
that the men of the WrstfrinlnHd are in a miserable oondition and 
Buffering sevi'rely frum sourvy, so that help '\s urgent, notmtli- 
BtJinding that th'-y have alreniiy been well supplied with greems 
birds and eggs by the Saldanha Bay freemen, it is i-e-*)lTed W 
•end the S<-fnipenjac/it thither at onoe with carrots, beet, tumics 
•nd radishes, also with an much milk and aa many eggs oa can oe 
knrriedly oollected among the freemen, that the men may tbe 
sooner recover and be urged to come hither as soon as ]»ossitile. 
It would have been desirable tn have sent some cattle also, but (he 
boat bf'ing too small, this was impossible. The bnat itself is of I 
small size though decked. Had we a vessel like the Rohl>ej-irhl or 
the Tiilp the t-ase would have Ijwii different, and the vessel mijibt 
have been supplied without calling here. This being impossible 
they are to be ordered to do their best to come hither as soon ai 
possible." — Signed by Riebeeok, de Man. G^bbemaandHa^^var<lKIL 

Bought 14 cows and '^4 sheep from the Chainouquas. Domwi, 
after 3 days' absence, reciinis with tbe request n[ th^ Caapmen add 
SoracbouquoB to 1m> assisted with "iO soldiers, that with them they 
may attack the Otfhoquas, lying in strong force behind the 
Leopofl hills, and capture their tattle, as the latter were doing 
them mischief aud hod perpetrated hostilities. He f\irther told us 
that Eva was at present amoug tbe Cuchoquaa and the wives of 
Ngoaomoa, the chief of that tribe, which is g<ivemed by two grekt 
Oaptains, viz , Ngonomoa the chief, and Ocdasoa the second. We 
are sure that she will do her best to invite them to visit us, as they 
have never been so near. We furtoer believe that the Oaapm«n 
and (jura'^^houquas are doing their best to keep thpm hank, but 
Ending that they cannot do it. they ask for our assistoave. 
- romising t<j provide us with much cattle. Domau was therefore 
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told that the ohief men of the Caapmen aad Gorooliouqaas should 1658. 
▼isit the Commander to confer with him, &c. ~ 

However, our object remains fixed to get them with their cattle 
iu the drum-net behind the Gable moimtains, and after that to 
invite the Coehoquas and other Saldanhars to come as near as 
possible, that we may be able to trade and communicate with them 
without hinder from the others, and keep these Cape fellows in 
better subjection, that thej may carry out their agreement made 
with us. Appearances are already favourable, though prudence is 
required. 

Nor is it inconvenient that Eva is now among the Coehoquas 
(the right Saldanhars). She will certainly tell them of our 
wish to trade with them in all amity. Domau also told us 
that Eva would only return when the Coehoquas were near us, but 
as they were showing a hostile feeling towards the Caapmen and 
Oorachouquas, the latter would not like to see them so near, and 
therefore requested some soldiers from us to stop them and take 
their cattle. Doman sent away with our answer. 

Death of a female Angola slave. 

October 22nd — Calm weather. The boat, well filled with greens, 
prepares to leave for Saldauha Bay and takes the following letter 
to the officers : — " Last night the freeman J. Jansz brought your 
letter of the 18th, and we were informed of your miserable condi- 
tion caused by scurvy ; also that the free Saldanhars had provided 
you with 12 sheep, &c.; also greer^s from the di£Ferent islands, from 
which various ships, and 3 years ago, thn Salarfutnder, which had also 
been in a miseraole state, had been well refreshed, so that after a 
few days they could come up to the Cape. We hope that it will 
be the same with you. But in order to assist you from here also 
we send you the boat with the following greens : 9 bags carrots, 10 
do. turnips, 39 do. radishes, 50 artichokes, tit-bits for the saloon, 
45 bundles leeks and garlick, 35 cans of milk in a cask, 564 &esh 
fowl and duck eggs in a large and small cask, both open and filled 
with sand, for the sick and the saloon ; also 6 sheep. We would 
have sent more oattle, having, thank God, an abundant supply ; but 
the boat is too small. If we had a galliot or our lost Rohfjejacht we 
might have sent you enough to have made it unnecessary for you 
to call here. You are to do your best to get on, and make use of 
every favourable breeze. The intervening coast has good anchorage 
everywhere. We are alreadv expecting you, for experience has 
shown that the greens mentioned bring a rapid cure. The boat 
is to return at once to take another cargo for you. Or, if you are 
ready, it is to come on with you and may be of assistance in calms. 
Xou may employ Jur. Jansz, or Jochum Elbertsz, as pilots when 
you come hither, they know the coast well, Ac." 22nd October, 
1658. — (&'gned by) Biebeeck and de Man. 

After the above was written the hunters brought 6 geese, 1 duck, 
and 2 curlews, which are also sent on as a treat. 
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1668. The boat leaves in the evening with a S. breeze ; we hope that it 

— will reiich its destination in about 24 hours. 

October 28rd. — Clear, calm and warm weather ; S.E. during the 
night. To-day a draught ox was carried away by a lion in broad 
daylight and from the herd. It was quickly followed up and com- 
pelled to abandon its prey, and hide in the bushes. It had 
however already devoured about 4 or 5 lbs. of the meat, and 
received a bullet through the body ; but not being mortally wounded, 
it had turned towards the shooter, and roared so awfully that the 
shooter's companion climbed into a tree, and whilst the former waa 
again loading, the lion had gradually and in a stately way marched 
towards and crept under some bushes. More men ooming up with 
gims, he was not to be found. This occurred about 5 p.m. near 
the granary. When the Commander passeil that way on the 
road home, he ordered that the lion should again be searched for 
with some soldiers, and killed if possible, lest, having tasted, he 
should come again. 

During liiebeeck's absence to the com valleys, de Man bought 2 
oxen, 3 cows and 2 calves, also 29 sheep from the Cochoquas. 
Doman did his best to make these people nateful to us, speaking 
-disparagingly of their cattle, and when the Commander came home 
in the evening, endeavouring to prejudice him against the said 
natives, and s ayi ng that Eva was only speaking evil oi us among the 
•Cochoquas. We, however, believe tJie contrary. 

And as Doman begged hard for the men, he was again told what 
he had been told before, and that also the lame **Schaapman" 
should come, in order to confer with us. He replied that he had 
already sent messengers for the purpose. 

October 24th. — Warm sunshine. 

The folhmng Resolution adopted, 24th October, 1658 : — Whereas 
notwithstanding by our placcaten of 4th May and 13tli 
September last, according to orders from the Directors, the 
freemen have been forbidden to trade in cattle with natives, 
but some still continue the practice, especial! v the freeman 
Jan Reyniersz, who continues boldly to disobey the orders men- 
tioned, and for the purpose detains the natives at his house, so that 
seldom any cattle reach the fort without his obtaining some sheep, 
sometimes amicably, and pometimes even by force, as he lives ob 
the road, killing and eating, instead of doing like the other bur- 
ghers, and before all looking after the increase ; and whereas suoh 
private barter has been found to be prejudicial to the interests of the 
Clompany and the trade, at present placed on such a favourable 
footing ; it is resolved by the Coxmcil, and approved by the 
burgerraden, in consequence of the boldness and the offences of Jan 
Reyniersz, to warn and order all for the third time, not to barter 
any living or dead cattle, directly or indirectly, and under no pre- 
text whatsoever. Offenders to be fined instead of 6, 25 reals for 
the Ist, p.nd 50 do. for the 2nd offence, J to go to the informer. 
At and after the '3rd offence the fiscal shall proceed against the 
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offeoder for diaolwdienoe and oppoaition to the lawful orders of tiia 
liovernraent, an ordered by the Directors in the intereft of the 
Company, 

Anil iiB the Hottentoos have oomplnined that aoid Reyniersz : . 
calling them to his house and unable to come to terms with them, 
takes their property by force and bents and thumps the-n, which 
naiarHlly oauses ili-feoling instead of friendship ; and as it is 
observed that by moans of the visits of the Huttentoos at the 
houses of the freemoT somewhat distant from 'he fort, this for- 
bidden cattle trade is greatly facilitated, and tlienativ>-8, becoming 
more olever, find means of discovering in whit way they oan h'lrm 
the freemen and rob their cattle during the night — Doman liaving 
2 or 3 uigbts sgo stjited tlint the Cochouquns (lo prejudice us 
against them) had asked him whether thu houses of tho Dutch 
could not be set on fire, and whether the Dutch kept watch during 
the night, &c. — it wjis further decided toonler the fi*eemen hence- 
forth not to allow any Hottentoos at and much less info their houses. 
Offenders to he liried 6 reals, that all such injuries and iucon- 
venienoes besidcB the burning of the ripe wheat may be avoided as 
much as possible. Therefore everybody ia admonished to keep a 
good watfh at liis house — (Signed by) lliebeeok, de Man, van 
Hitrwarden and G-abbema. 

Only obtained 4 sheep to-day. 

October -i5t\i. — Calm hot weather, scorcliing much young fnut. 
A, slave of the sawyer Leendert Comelisz : aeaerted. although he 
treats hia slaves better than all the other freemen. A female slave 
reported tliat the fugitive had often threatened to murder his 
master ; so that it wiU not answer with these Guinea slaves. Every- 
one is to keep a strict watoh in order to prevent his being murdered 
by them. 1 he same is done in tlie case of the Company's slaves. 
Obtained 11 sheep from the Cochoquas for beads, whilst 3 were 
killed by a lion near the granary, in presence of the herds, who 
were in imminent danger. A good look out is kept tor the brute, in 
order to kill him, ai he does great mi achief, having also eaten a sheep 
ot the burgher Steven Jansz. 

Cloudy N.W. weather, which we hope wilt bring us the Wi'it 
VrUntaii-l. Some raiu during the night. 

October 28th. — New moon. Dark westerly weather. One male 
and one female .'ulave of Steven Jamz ran away, having stfllen a 
pistol and the value of about f40 in clothes. The slave of L. 
Corneliflz recaptured. Boat returns from Saldanha Bay, bringing 
the following note : — "Receivedyourletter, and the garden produce, 
&c , in good order, which we trust will be of service. 113 men are 
still very weak on shore ; hope they will soon improve, but we are 
too weak to leave. If possible we shall weigh with his spring- 
tide, and keep Jurriiian Jansz with us. As soon therefore as the 
sick are a little better, we shall endeavour to move. It would be 
beneficial if the hmt onld return to us with another load of 
dier recovery of tlie sick. Wo had a 
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165S. Hotteutoo on boaid to>day, and hope to get some cattle from him. 
— tin board the We^t Vriesiand the 25th October, 1658." — Signed by 

Jacob Jansz :, Houtsehip and Jacob Sjms. 

The quartermaster of the boat reported that the officeis intended 
to leave with the first fair wind, and were preparing the boats to 
get the sick on board, so that thej may already be under weigh. 

Death of a Guinea slave. 

October 27th. — Cloudy W. weather. Vessel in sight. The 
wife of Jan Reyniersz : reports that during the night a lion had 
killed a cow in the kraal, which O'aly having been injured in the 
neck she wished the Company to exchange for another, as the 
carcase might be used for the ship. This was allowed, and another 
cow was given her, tie animal, beiog in calf, to help her further 
on, &c. 

This lion has for some days been going on famously. All the 
freemen complain that they are dreadfully annoyed by the beast, 
and have enough to do to protect their cattle, especially at nieht, 
when the lion threatens to pull the enclosures to pieces or to dig a 
passage underneath. They have not been able to catch him in 
the dark io spite of every attempt. Arrival of the West Vrieslttnd; 
Tost 2 men since writing their first letter. The rest were going on 
favourably ; only 60 still poorly. Befreshments of fresh meat and 
garden fruit sent on board at once. The sick to be landed. Most 
of their troubles caused by the long calms at the line. Obtained 
7 sheep this day. 

October 28th. — Warm sunshine. Strong S.E. at night. 

October 29th. — Same heavy vrind. Bought 1 ox and 39 sheep 
from the Coohoquas, who arrived at the foil with Eva. She told 
us that the Caapmen, when she left the fort, had . taken all her 
tluDgs away, and that her mother had not taken any steps to have 
them restored. She had therefore gone to her sister living among 
the Cochoquas, and the wife of one of the chief captains named 
Oedasoa, who had not seen her since she was a baby, and received 
her with great joy. She had taken the opportunity of fully 
explaining to Oedasoa our desire to trade with thwn on friendly 
terms, and that she had been educated by Mrs. Biebeeok, and that 
she had learned the Dutch language and also partly our religion, 
&c. Oedasoa felt favourably disposed towards us, and to show this, 
had during some days been sending sheep to the fort and also cattle. 
He also wished to enter into an alliance with us, but was prevented 
by the Caapmen and Grorachouquas, being afraid that we would 
help the latter. For that reason Oedasoa did not dare to visit the 
Commander, in spite of all her efforts to 'persuade him and the 
examples adduced by her to prove our patieiice under the continual 
wanton acts performed from time to time against us by the Caap- 
men and Gorachouquas. 

She thought that it would be good to send a commission with 
some presents to Oedasoa, which should take some cinnamon with 
them, which the Hottentoos had been asking for, also doves, &a, 
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tp see whether they aleo liked the latter, and the ivry vtruHifcst 
tohtum ami bi-andfi oMiiimble ; aho one or lico periom who coultl iihuj 
<m ike fiddle and (other) iiKtruitenU, the ffolteiUooi being ocrj/ fotut 
qfmu»ic; in titort , luftntecer miglit vrve to di-nw them nearer and amine 

ttMI. 

She waa told wliat Donian had said about the Coehoqiias, hut 
suw^red that he was a liar and worthless fellow with & double 
tongue, endeavouring to prejudice the Dutch against the (Joahoquas 
sod ewe verna ; therefore Oedasoa would not come liither. He 
ooi^ easilj route them, hut thny continually threatened hiui with 
oar troops, which all the natives are eo afraid of, that if they 
hear ue telked about and even see the liousea and the fort from 
afar, they uomraeooe to aliiver and shake from fear ; how then 
could they raeilitatc any harm against us '( Oodaaoa told her aho 
that ICC nhould not amintani/ of the Hottentoo tribes, but leave them to 
one another in imr and peace to itojmt an they HkKd. She was told 
that such was our intention aooording to the conditions of peace 
Dwde with the Caapmen, who did not carry out their part of the 
agreement, as they kept t)ie Oocboquaa hack instead of bringing 
them to U8. She replied " Yes ! [ was present ut the time and told 
Oedaeoaaboutit;" wboaaid, " Well! WTiydon'ttheDutch taketheir 
oattle?" and that she had answered "because we were such good 
patient people," &c. She added that she would have returned sooner 
Dal had. been very ill, also her sister, whom she had taught to pray 
to Our Lord, which all the natives listeiie<l to with tears in their 
eyes, instead of laughing like Doman and the Caapmen, who if 
^K^an to about Gk>d always lauglied at her. The Cochoquas li;id 
however told her to learn everything attentively from us, that 
aiterwArds she might be aUe to teach them, for, she said, she bad 
always prayed, <lay and night, if slie was not sleepy or had not 
ftmen asleep, until ber sister had reoovered. After that she had 
inBtruoted her about God and how He was to be thanked for that 
meroy of restoring her. All this was very pleasant to the natives 
a« alreaiiy stated, whilst they desired to have furClter instruction. 
The Caapmen and Goraohouquas were, however, (oo angry with 
her, and would have killeil her long ago if they had not be^i 
a&oid of us. We told her that we had been partly afraid of tliis, 
because r^be had stayed away so long. Slie replied, " No, sir, have 
no anxiety ; they dare not, they are too afraid of master's people," 
£c., adding also other reasons. 

October 30tb.— Same heavy 8.E. 

The folh'riny livHolnt'ton (uhpted. Wednesday, 30th October, 
1658: — Eva having made us aoquointed with the kindly 
disposition of the Cochoquas towards us, and with their 
request not to assist their enemies with out aims, a threat 
they must bear every day from the Caapmen and Gora- 
oboaquaR, who further added that we intended to rob them 
(Oochouquas) of their cattle and capture ^eir chief, just the reverse 
oi'What Llomui geuemlly aays, who ioaist* upon our assisting the 
■ Td. TI. N 
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1868. Caapmen and Gbrachouquas — ^the neoeesity was felt of obtaimng 
^^ more cattle for the Company by means of buier than oould poeaibly 
be obtained from the Caapmen, so that it was consequently resolved, 
as advised by Eva, to send a largepresent to Oedasoa, now in the 
neighbourhood, with the ensign Herwerden, and 15 well-armed 
soldiers, with offers of our friendship and favour, and the deolaia- 
tion that we were prepared to make an alliance with him. Both 
the ensign and Eva were ordered to do their best to bring Oedasoa 
to the fort, to enable us to treat him well, and bring about an 
interview between him and Biebeeck, that eternal friendship might 
be established, &c. — Signed by Biebeeck, de Man, Harwarden and 
Ghkbbema. 

Every arrangement at once made for the expedition, which leaves 
with 4 of Oedasoa's meo about 10 a.m. They had a pack-ox oanying 
the presents, which were : — Seven copper plates, 4 pieces thin and 
4 pieces of thick wire, weight, 5 lbs. ; 2 " mas *' beads of different 
colours, red, lavender, violet and milk white ^^ quispel greyn '' ; \ 
gross tobacco pipes, 7 lbs. tobacco, 1 box containing 4 tin bottles 
with Spanish wine and brandy, and another with beer, 100 lbs. 
bread in two bags, some cinnamon, cloves, &c., in paper parcels, 
also some white and black sugar. Eva had spoken of all these 
articles, and neither she nor the 4 men of the Cochoquas wished 
that any Cape men or Gorachouquas should go or return with 
them, but that everything should be done without their assistance. 
This entirely agreed with our view, and was carried out accordingly, 
trusting that God will bless this effort. 

The Caapmen did not know what was going on and dared not 
ask for whom the presents were. Moreover, as eood luck would 
have it, Doman had been detained on board by the weather, who 
would otherwise have hindered us with his presence. He is very 
impertinent, sticking his nose into everything, and when he had 
landed, and been told of what had occurred, he was very angry, and 
asked us why we made friends with the Cochoquas, the enemies of 
the Caapmen and Gorachouquas. He was told we wished to live on 
friendly terms with all the natives, none excepted^ who wished to trade 
with us and be friendly. If, however, Caapmen and GK)raohouquas 
feared annoyance, they might, as they had often been offered, 
proceed to the back of the Gevel (Gsble) Mountains, where we told 
them that we would protect them well, and where we thought that we 
would do so thoroughly. He and Peter Otegno, 3rd son of 
Gogosoa, replied that the Caapmen had already retired to the 
Steenbergen and the Kloofpass, and should the Cochoquas oome 
nearer, they intended to retire further into the Hout Valley. 

October 31st. — Fine fickle weather. Death of Jasper JanssDuyff 
in the hospital. He had been banished from Batavia to Robben Island. 
Doman told Biebeeck this morning that the ensign and his men 
would never return, but would be killed by the Cochoquas, so that 
we must not blame Caapmen and Gorachouquas for the murder. 
He was told that we knew better, as the real Saldanhars only cared 
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? a friendly trade, but that if any hami came to Uie iiitjii their 
deathB would be revenged on the Cuapmt^n, who were tlierefore to 
take oare what they were about. Dumnu eaid. "Yes! I eee the 
CoDunander wishea to make friends of the Coohoqiias and all the 
Soldauhars; this is not good, and Eva's fault." The (JftHpmen are very 
angry with her. He, liowever, acknowledged that the chief wife of 
Oedasoa was the sister of Eva. This will be of great service to the 
Company, Chaibantiraa, one of the Chainouqua Captains, arrived 
in the afternoon without any cattle, requesting to go ou board the 
Went VrieHlaiid. Thiswasallowed to earn his favour, for he has much 
cattle, and brought mb niuoh, hut Doman says he is very friendly 
disposed towards the Cochoquns, and only foroureakeseutered into 
an alliuQce with the Caapiuen and Q-oraohouquas. 

Betum of Harwarden and his men with one of the Ooohociuas 
bringing 3 cows, 2 calves and 19 sheep as a present to the Commander 
from the great Captain of the Ctiohoqtias named Oedaaoa. They 
were, however, paid for. " The chief had with pleasure accepted our 
gifts and treated the men well. lie however could not make up his 
mind to come to us, saymg that his chief wife was ill and in the 
family way. She was Eva's sister He was a beardless man, beyond 
middle age, emsU and thin, very stately, and a man of authority 
among his people. It appears that none of them had ever seen a 
Christian before. They bad a.sked whether the Dutch Captain was 
also «f high deaoent, and what sort of people they were, and who the 
ancestors were of the ensign. Answers were given as required. The 
whole night was passed in recreation to amuse the ensign, who 
amused them with the fiddle, whilst a oertam soldier made a lot of 
fun to the great amusement of all. Only at daybreak a little sleep 
was indulged in. After Ihat, and the enjoyment of a tot of sweet 
milk, the party left, accompanied by Oedafloa and about a thousand 
human beings, a distance of fully half an hour on the road. The 
chief declared that he desired to live in friendship with the 
Commander, and allow his people to sell as mut'h cattle as 
they liked, but as there was no pasture in the neigh hour Itood 
for their cattle, and no water to driuk, a statement confirmed 
by the ensign, they eould not very well come nearer ; but if 
cepper and beads were sent, his people would bo allowed to traile." 

The Eiisign, who hud nerred in the Btafen' Ann)/, declared furthe'', 
" that he had never before seen so many people living in so many 
encampments all on one spot, all full grown powerful men, living 
in large round houses madu of mate, '60 or 40 ft. in diameter. 
Oedneoa had 3 houses for himself, much larger even, and sn full of 
oaaegaiB, arrows and bows as if they were armour rooms. Hi's 
ute^ing plate teas on n tery fine mat in a hole in fhf yroiinil. Like all 
the Hottentoos he was dressed in skins, and so besmeared that the 
fat dripped down bis body. This is their greatest pomp. 

llieir cattle were in such numbers that the end could not bo 
seen, In half a day they would clear all the pastures of the Cape, 
whatever besides the Company and freemen pOBsessed. 
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This moniiug the ahoep aluoe took 3 lioura to leave tlt«ir 
kraals, aad the cattle not less. Tlie latter were bigger th&n any 
nsen ever £"611 at home, ami about W^ ft. broad on the baok ftod 
the buttoiJis. They were iiIbo so higli /!i<if he, brmg a rayy Uill person. 
could ecorcely look over the haeka of the auimalp, or rea,ch them 
with (he elbow, lu sliort it was a. catioa rich in cattle, and able, a» 
they said, to drive the Caapmen into their holes whenever llieylike<l. 
They, however, did n"t care about them {y attacking) unless they made 
too niuoh bother." We have therefore no reason to dread them, ftnr 
wo would be able t" trade freely with them if we went to them. 
For the reasons stated they coidd not come nearer to the fort. 
The Kusign fuither stated tliat it' liist night, when he arrived, be had 
had enough beails and copper he oould have bought many oxen. 
But he stated that he bald only brought presents to the chief. 
XJpoo this he was fetched in, hic^ pack os was driven among the 
others, and orders were given for the protection of our men and 
their goods. 

The following Rnolatwii 'idopM, 3Ut October, 1658 :— Having 
heard the favourable report of Ilarwarden and the reason why the 
Saldanbars caunot come nearer, their camp being about 9 hoius 
away from tliis towards the N.E. right across the bay, aud that 
Oedasoa's wife is Eva's si-st^r, and these n&tivee are kindly dispoeed 
towards ns because of our kindness to Eva, and lastly in order to 
open trade i.'Ouneotious mtb them — it was resolved to prepare a good 
lot of eopiter, beads, tobaooo, Ac, for t)ie Ensign to take to the 
HottentiKJS, witli another present for Oedasoa, that a large number 
of cattle may he fibtained, ito. — (Signed by) Riebeeok, de Man, 
Harwarden and Gabbema. 

November Ist. — Cloudy weather. Everything prepared for the 
expeilitioD. Two slaves desirt from the servioe of Steven Jansi:, 
but voluntarily return half starved. Death of a slave woman. 

November ind. — Harwarden and company leave early for the 
Goohouqutts He tofik 17 men and 1 wagon with 6 oxen ladeu 
with merehandize tor trailing with the natives, viz. ; 1,000 strings 
red beads, 3 oopper chains of four, 866 lbs. plate and wire oopper, 
60 doz. tobacco pipes, lOo lbs. tobacco. The present consisted of 
7 bottles brandy, 2^ do, sherry, 121b8. plate copper, 13 oopper bells, 
10 do. (smaller ones), 1 oopp^ir chain, 1 lb. tobacco. 1 Mas beads. We 
truat tliat God Almighty may be pleased to enable us to <jbtain a 
large number of oattle. The ensign was ordered ta treat Uedaso* 
in the kindest possible manner, and by means of Eva expUin to 
her sister our caae in the most favourable manner, that we may 
obtain men from them to help our people in the protection of their 
merohandi/,e md the bringing hither of the cattJe bartered, with the 
promise that they would be well rewarded, This work ix>uld be 
ill performed by our men, as the cattle ore unaocustomed to them. 
We hope for suooess in 3 or 4 days. 

In the meanwhile these Cape Hottentoos strangely etaxed when 
they found that our men had left early in the uioroiug with tbt ' 
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Goohoquas before they had become aware of it. The Chaihantima 1658. 
likewise, who also left to-day with tlie promise that he also would ~ 

retom and bring a large number of cattle to retain our favour 
more than the Cochoquas. To encourage him, a small present 
was given him. We trust that success may crown our efforts. 

November 3rd (Sunday).— Fine weather. The Conmiander and 
the officers of the Westvriesland visit the lands. 

November 4th — Strong N.W. The boat of the Westvriesland 
driven on shore to the east of Salt Kiver. In the afternoon, the 
weather, having abated somewhat, another boat was sent to Salt 
Biver to fetch the one on shores but it capsized in the surf and 4 
men were drowned. 

. November 5th. — ^Quiet weather, but heavy seas. Supposed that 
it must have blown harder at sea than here. 

November 6th. — ^Fine N.W. weather. Hendrik Boom cutting 
his barley. 

Whereas the wife of Ensign van Uarwarden (according to the 
Batnre of women) is getting anxious about her husband, whose 
return was expected to-day, we offered her some burghers, not 
agriculturists, to go and see where the Ensign and his people might 
be, the Company providing them with food, powder and lead, and 
alflo merchandize to see whether they could not also buy some sheep 
and cattle for the Company, receiving a percentage on every sheep 
brought. The following volunteered : Elbeii Dirksz of Emmerich, 
mamed to Harwarden's wife's daughter; H. Hendricksz of 
Surwarden, both free tailors ; Christian Jansz : of Hoesum, free 
hunter ; Jurrien Jansz : of Amsterdam, free Saldanha trader and 
pilot ; Martin Jochumsz : van der Qoude, Pieter Jacobsz : of Bode- 
grave, free fishermen ; and Dirk Binckes, free mower. 

Having agreed to give them 30 st. for every sheep, they left this 
evening (ta^ng also a present for Oedasoa) via the fisherman's 
house at Salt River, in order to be with the Ensign to-morrow and 
at once bring back some tidings. Elbert Dircksz : to be chief of 
the expedition, because he had been there once before with his 
&ther-in-law. 

November 7th. — Calm, warm weather. Heturn of the Ensign 
with all his men, bringing 203 sheep and 25 head of cattle ; 100 
sheep and 7 oxen had been obtained from Oedasoa, and the rest 
from the chief Captain of the Cochoquas, namely, Ngonomoa. The 
natives were soon over-supplied with beads, whilst me wire copper 

aniokly came t<j an end. If more had been at hand, no doubt twice 
lie quantity of sheep would have been obtained. The Hot- 
tentoos however paited with difficulty from their cattle, however 
mudi plate copper was offered. Moreover the trade with Oedasoa 
would have succeeded better if some of the Qorachouquas, or tobacco 
fbieves, had not arrived among them and caused an immediate 
hindnmoe, as translated by Eva. Upon this the Ensign resolved to 
proceed to Ngenomoa, where he remained until he had sold all his 
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1608. ^ire. He then ret iime-i yunxh 2 Caapmen, who had served as inter- 
"" preters at NgODomoa's. 

The ensign reported that the latter chiefs cattle were as abuntlant 
as the grass on the fields, so that neoessarilj thev cannot long 
r<>m&in on the same spot, but must more from one place to another. 
With 20 or 30 good sr»ldiers, 15 or 16,000 sheep or oxeu might he 
taken from them without a blow. This Ngonomoa we knew as the 
Black Captain, who was at the foit five years ago, in the evening, 
when the next day, five years ago, Herry stole the cattle. He had 
asked after Herry, and quietly smiled when he receivwl the reply. 
He may be considered at lea-t as one of Herty's advisers, upon 
whom the Commander alwavs had his eve, and from whom bv 
way of reprisal good booty might be obtained. Since that time he 
has never been here, and consequently it was always believed that 
he had a share in the deed of Herry. 

Oedasoa, though only the 2nd Captain, and of smaller stature, is 
a more stately and commanding man, and by no means the niggardly 
and beggarly fellow that the black captain is, wdc» has most extra- 
ordinarily trained his men for the b^ging business, which men 
were also the same persons against whom the Ensign (when the 
Hon. Cuneus was here) had in March last been wam<Hl, because 
they had attempted to waylay and rob him of all the copper and 
tol^oco, and then to murder him. Further, when the ensign a few 
days previously to the theft of Herry had been fishing in the Salt 
Siver, he had been driven away to the side of the stream by them, 
as it was their intention to kill him. It is therefore plain that 
this black fellow owes the Company something, and that necessarily 
an eye is kept on him with the hope that he may again one day 
come to the fort with as few men as he had with him in 1652, and 
likewise with 200 head of cattle between Salt Siver and the fortress, 
none of which he would sell to us, and as he did in 1655, which the 
Hon. van Gt)ens was a witness of, and when in the same autumn 
he was stationed in the neighbourhood, when he was visited by the 
Hon. Frisius and the Commander in his camp, and woidd not sell 
a single cow, but as now helped himself by wheedling and begging. 

November 8th. — Fine warm weather. 

I7ie /ollotrtHg RrsolufioH adopted^ Friday^ Hth November^ 1658 : — 
Ab it appears from the report of Ensign Harwaiden that 
Oedasoa's people are abundantly supplied with beads, whilst 
thoee of Ngonomoa wish to have copper wire, but also that 
neither parties are willing to part with their cattle, prefeniog 
to sell sheep, and as it appears also that because of the 
moltitude of their cattle they can never stay more than a 
fortnight on the same spot, and must move like flying armiee, so 
ffaat tney can onlv be caught like birds in the air, and muat be 
taken advantage of whilst here, if we wish to get as much oattle as 

■rihle, it was resolved to send as soon as possible another expedi* 

' Ngonomoa with enough copper wire for 1,000 sheep, and 

'*d* for those who may want them. Also, enough plate 



copper for 80 or 100 head of cattle, and should not enough be 
obtained there, the expedition ia to proceed to the Cliainoiiquaa, 
about 10 or I'-i hours' distant on foot in tlie dinsution of False Bat, 
where tlipse two chief captains of tlie Cochoquas are camped in the 
middle of the laud of Africa, and the Cbarugriquas towards tlie 
sea side of Saldanha. Tfiere/ore these three tn'les, q/ whkh flu 
Cochof/uiu itrr t/m wont pmoerfiil, ewlose, or with their eiieampitunU 
miclose, the icholf region benreen hoth the seag of Imlta /ouninls the 
£<ut and Ethiopia on the leest. Tlie tchol« breadth of the hud heiieem 
the MoufUttim, aiid the beautiful mlleyB, are iravetled oBer by them, tiud 
therefore as thry are here mm, the chance is to be taken rtdvantiffe nf. 
The Ensign ifl therefore again to be despatched with 17 or 18 men, a 
wagon and osen, and also a present to the chief, Ac. — Signed by 
Biebeeck. de Man, van llarwanlen and Qabbema.

presentB for Indian Princes, espei'ially for tlie Emperor of Japan, 

November 9th. — -Fine, but too warm for the Iniit, com, &g. 

Strong S.E. at night. 

The free fisher Martin J. Vloeknert and another, \-iz., J. 
Adriaeusz : , both of de Goude, were searched for on hoard the 
Wettcriestniiil, but not found. Their house at Salt Itiver iiad been 
denuded of everj-thing — fowls, Ac, all gone. This Martin owes 
the Company fd95 6 10, part of which is debt contracted in 
Holland. The other has f24 to ilraw, but many of the freemen 
are also great losers. Tlsereforo in order to prevent such desertion 
by sea and their injurious results, it will be necessary to forbid 
the freemen to go on board. 

The volunteers who had gone In search of the Unsign return 
about y p.m. When they arrived in the morning at Oedasoa's 
camp, they found all busy packing the oxen and preparing to leave. 
They therefore only obtained 30 sheep for beads, and Eva told them 
that the natives had parted witli all which they bad intended to 
Bell ; moreover that she would proceed inland with her sister and 
after that pay a visit to the Commander ; that she would also keep 
faith with us, as she had a Dutch heart inside of her, that 8h» 
would never forget ua, but do for us what she could, &c. Like her 
dstor and brother-in-law she hail, as if she were a lady of quality, 
been placed on an ox aooonling to the native custom. Tiie otliers 
had to walk. Heavy S,E. during tiie night. 

November 10th (Sunday). — Full moon. Harwanlen lenves 
early in the morning with a wagon load of uienhanilize and 17 
soldiers for the camp of Ngonomoa. He has also with him two 
trustod Caapmen, ont- nameil " Little John " (Cleijn Jan) a clever 
little fellow of about 13, and the otiier called Siginman, more tlian 
30, who ere this has more than once accompanied the Ensign inland 
audbeen very true. They arc to serve as ioterpraters. Little John 

BTfonned this office last time at Ngonomoa 'a, as be can fairly ^peok 
uf,oh, Doman dares not go, se Eva has made him stiniiing 
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among the Coolioquns, wliom she toM thut he was alwaj-s OTgiBg 
us to attack, witli the aseistance of the Caapmcn. He is thetwOre 
obliged to remain near the fort, and dares not go 1 a league from 
it for fear of being killed. No one thinks of Kerry or cnreo about 
him, but in ooDsequence of our ao^O!" in his oaso thej' have become 
dreadfully afraid of ub. Eva, being bo thoronghly luved by her 
Bister, seems to have forgotten Hpitv ; very likely beoausi; she is eo 
young, not being more than 16 ur 17 years old. When last Iwre, 
Btie told na that her sisttr was going to give her a husband, ^ 
owner of much cattle and sheep and n great Captain, l^e will 
show. 

Heavy S.E. during the night and very dry weather, Afl it is 
dearly the case that the two fishermen above named have tan snnj 
in the We'^trrirnlaiui, their land and house, nets, boat«, &e,, wwe 
seized for the Company and the following notioe affixed on the 
land: — " Whereas M.J. Vlockaert and J Adriaenaz, fishermen, both 
from de Goiide (or Ter Gouw), have absconded to Bulaviahi tJ*e 
Wpxtprifslniiil and showed (heir faithless ohiracter by leaving 
a lai^e debt behind them, all their projierty has be«n seized for 
the Company ; ami as some have alrmdy been so bold as to take 
the fiiwls and other articles in the garden and the house, it le 
notified, in order to check snoh further spoliation, that everyone is 
expressly forbidden to do the least dam^e to tlie houses of tliese 
deserters or to anything on the place. Offenders to suffer corpond 
punishment and to pay all the debts left behind by the runaways, 
or even to undergo neavier punislinient. Should anyone however 
ha^niig no land of bis own, be ivilling to buy said land (b mnrgen), 
a part of which has been plimghe*! and dug, and planted wiUi 
TOgetables, and also the boats, nets, &c., be is to apply at the fort i 
to the Commander for the conditions. Tell this to others." A i^'' 
anchnred off Lion's Bump l)ecftU8e of the 8 E. to wait, juatU 
TVhole letuni fleet in 1650 under Commander t'rab, until t' 
, ilfaates, which never lasts longer than ■"! or 4 days. 

November llth — Same S.E. wind. lu order to g 
desertions the following notice was published ] 
from boarding any vessels : — 

That to prevent such desertion of \

they leave behind, not one of them, t" "' " 
allowed to go on board of any vessel, l 
not with their own boats, or thoseT 
have beforehand received special « 
teandrr.

All, especially the fieemen r 
ore likewise t'>Id and expresBla 
and without injury, within ^^ 
talcen out of the dwellings T 
this order they will be reqJ 
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and persecuted as robbers by the fiscal in the ordinary way. llth 165S. 
Norember 1658. — Signed by Riebeeck. "" 

H. Boom reports that during the night a slave of his had run 
anuy, and that the one of Yisagie had returned, quite famished, 
Hke those of Steven. It was ordered not to punish them, that 
seeing that there is nothing to eat in the country, and voluntarily 
returning without being punished, they may be encouraged to 
oraie ba^ after desertion. 

November 12th. — Same 8.E. wind. 

November 13th. — ^Ditto. Death in hospital of Willem Lammertsz 
of Waert, late arquebusier on the WeHtrrmlaiuL 

Resolution 13th November^ 1658 : — Whereas M. J. Vlockaert and 
J. Adriaensz of Gouda have deserted on the 8th inst., and the 
ftrst'^mentioned, amongst other debts owing to various freemen, left 
behind a debt of f395 6 10 (f 250 of which ho contracted in Holland 
and owes to a certain H. Egbertsz, and for which the Company 
can no longer be responsible), f247 14 4 of which he owes the 
Company, and which cannot at all be realized out of his assets, as 
he took away what he could carry; and whereas his partner 
Pieter Jacobsz of Bodegraven is likewise responsible for the debt, 
and consequently claims the half of what is left, requesting that 
the house, ground, &c., may be given to him alone for the 
f247 14 4, as he had helped to cultivate everything, Ac. — it was 
resolved to grant his request and make him alone responsible for 
file whole debt. Further that the debts of the fugitives shall not 
be written o£F until we have received instructions from Batavia. 
Extract of this Besolution given to Bodegraven and likewise the 
title deeds of the ground, none having as yet been issued in 
consequence of the travels of the surveyor inland. — (Signed by) 
Kebeeck, de Man and Gabbema. 

H. Boom finds his slave among the com, where he had been lying 
down from laziness, which is very much observed among the slaves. 

November 14th. — S.E. wind. Doman arrives with one of the 
Cochoquas despatohed yesterday by the Ensign from Oedasoa's 
camp, with the following note: — " We have not reached our object, 
though we obtained from Ngonomoa 80 sheep and 11 cows ; thence 
we proceeded northwards as far as under the Klapmuts, where we 
found Oedasoa, where we got nothing. It h not advisable to visit 
others, as the roads cannot be passed by the fcagon, besides it would take 
about 12 days to find them. We are tlierefore obliged to return. 
We are still we)l, and commend you to the (care of) the Supreme 
Bmng." — (Signed) J. v. Harwarden. 

P.8 After two days we intond to return. 

November 15th. —Heavy S.E. Bad for the com, which is 
ripening and suffering much, so that it must be cut before it is 
^orou^Iy ripe. The Hottontoo left ttith the follou ing letter to 
Santafden : — " We received your letter and regret that you have 
not succeeded in your design to secure a large number of cattle, and 
fiuit you have obtained only 80 sheep and 11 oxen. It is evident 
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thiit tlio Hot.l«iitt)08 only a:!! what they wish to get rid of, viz., 
their worst animals; fur d.iily some die. You should therefore 

Srooeed no turtlier inland or delay any lunger at the oamp of 
rgonomna leet yow run any risk of being surprised and mosaaoTod 
by bis tribe, just as tbey tried to do in your lase when the Hon. 
Cuneus was here ia order to obtain the oopfier. His evil deeds are 
still fresh in our memory even after the lapse of 5 years. Tott 
may, howevpr, visit cji ;irt«M«/ the Gorachouquas (or to hooco thieves), 
if not too tar out of the way, tj> see what you oan get from them. 
But be on your guanl everywhere, especially among the latter, as 
they also are faithless rascals and thieves. Do not delay longer than 
□eoessory. The harvest is ripening and the meu are wanted. ISth 
November, 1058." — (Signed by) Biebeeok and de Man, 

The wind having abated somewhat, the boat was got leady to 
take refreshments to the vessel anchored outside since Sunday lost. 
aad the folloiditg note: — 

" As the S,E. wind has prevented you from coming into the ba] 
and we believe that you are I)e Unrp from Zealand, we send yi 
with the boat i sheep and some vegstables, It is extraordinaiy 
that the S.E. has blown such a long time iu Bueeessioa ; should it 
blow again, then please take good care of our boat, as it is BUiaU, 
and not well able to ride out a South Easter." I5th Novembei^ 
1658. — (Signed by) Hiebeeck and de Man, 

Heavy S.E. again iu the afternoon. 

November 16th. — The boat leaves and reaches the ship 
safety. Vessel makes an attempt to reiich the bay, but is obliged 
anchor about 3 leagues to the N.N.E. from the Fort. 

The Ensign returns with 105 slieep and 11 cows. He repoi 
that no more cattle could possibly be obtained, as the natives 
fast retiring inland, not staying mure thou 2 or 3 days on one 
More than 3 or 4 weeks' li-avel would have been necessary to : 
the Chainouquas. Nothing could he obtained from the (ji 
chouquas, and it is evident that all are over supplied with beads 
and copper, or had sold whatever cattle they wished to get rid of — 
the refute of thfir Jtockn, as is evident from the deaths oecurring 
doily. They however ascribe these deaths to a mortality whioh 
had ravaged tlieir flocks this year ; this may be tiue to a certain 
extent, but they have nsmuch grass as there is cattle. Nererthelesa 
they will not part with any ; we must therefore await their retuio 
next year. 

Only 2 or 3 tusks had been seen, also some rhinoceios 
but the latter had not been bought. They had been enooi 
to coUei't tusks and catch some young horses, wliiclj 
estraordinarily coloured or marked as is seen nowhere else in 
the world, and as rarities would be above price. This is seen from 
two pieces of skiu brought by the Ensign, one of a young colt and 
one of an old horse, of which they make shoes similar to tboso 
worn by Uie Minorites. They sang their old xoiig iihovt catching 
/lartH or briiigiiuj the skiim hither, dcvlnring that the nnimah ran t» 
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faiil, iiiui (hat thei/ :ieiv not in (he hahit of tal.iiuj »o much (roril>/>\ 
They were satisfied with the increase of their Block, whoae hidoB 
they required for olothisg, so that the proBpects ou this matter 
are getling beautifully leee. The prospects for agriculture however 
are very fine, Everywhere fine lauds for ngrioulture Imve been 
found, and not aubjeot to the heavy S.E. winds. TheEiisiijit haft 
dunny his aUeiirt eurountfi-eil no icimi, but from afar hnd sccw Table 
Mouutaiti eocered, and concludtd that it am blotriiig great (jhiis here, 
vhich teas (he case/or 8 </ai/s, an occurrence which had never taken 
place during the SJ years of our stay here. Good land for 
agriculture is therefore not wautin? at a distauce of J, I, 2, 3, or 
more days from tiiis per wagon. Every day more is discovered. 
Moreover ice are finding out more about the Hottenfoo-i, mul ns the 
nvmfier of freentea increase, tee shall be able better to get on 'rithout 
them, anil hare /e»s/enr of them. 

November 17th, — Calm sunshine. The Harp anoliors in the 
bay, from Zealand 31st May; 1^8 men on board, 5 womeu and 
ohildren included ; 4 deaths, 1 man jumped overhoanl. Called at 
Sierra Leone ; had been becalmed on the line 8 weeks ; the men 
Buffering from scurvy ; unuleasantness between the skipper and 
officers ; charges handed to the Commander. S.E. in the evening, 

November 19th. — Calm. The charges examined. Found that the 
officers wished to have greater liberty with the i\ines than the 
Bki]i]jGr would allow, aud such-like quarrels, interfering with the 
authority of the skipper. Commander goes on hoard to enquire 
further into tlie matter and not needlessly get the parties on shore. 
W. wind and cloudy weather. 

November 20th — Arrival of the Zeekeuu- from Saldanha Bay. 
bringing 700 lbs. ilried fiah and aome egga. The Peitgiiin arrived 
leaky and empty. 

November 21sf. — Calm. Riebeeck visits the lands. The freemeu 
and Harwarden, with Company's men, busy reaping barley. Some 
of the seamen busy clearing the frexh river Liesfweck, whioh in many 
places was found to be the depth of a pike, and if deepened every- 
where will become a fine enclosure for the cattle of tlie Company 
and freemen. Thime seamen irho m're agricHltnriHt" icere itsfd a" 
reapers and exchanged for others. 

November 2i2ud. — Same weather. 

Rennhitiun, 2-ii>ti November, 1658;— The Council of the Foi-t, 
having at different times read over the charges against the 
skipper Couwallua of the flute aliip l)e Harp, brought by the 
bookkeeper Jooeit de Vos, e.a , oonsisting of different absurdities 
and dissipations of which said skipper has been guilty, and als-i 
the notes of tlie flkip]ier referring to what passed at table among 
the guests and other officers ; likewise having taken full evidence 
and made personal inspection ; further, having noted the ])er- 
sonal comportment of the pailies iuteresled, concludes that the 
skipper take^ more brandy than is becoming to one in his 
rf;ation ; that the chief mate is as had as the skipper, if he can only 
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of both is the best (or worst) as appears from the evidence (wfaioh 
however, mainly refers to the skipper's irregular oooduot), ttioagfi 
it IB also evident that said atipper is blameleea as a oaTigator 
in (lischarging his duties, lli'solvi.'d, as there are do oompetpnt 
men at hand to cakp a ohauge with, and the ship cannot be 
deliiyed, to leave the ofScers mentioned in their respective offices 
and maiiitaiQ the skipper in his position ; further to adsiee the 
offioers, instead of finding fault with the skipper (espeoially the 
first mate, wlio also takes too muph) and divulging his failings to 
the crew, to keep proper disoipliue and respect the orders of their 
superiors, a most necessary tiling to do on such a long voyage, for 
the safety of all and everything. And as it has further been 
found thai the bookkeeper took, according to the opinion of tiiB 
skipper, and on his own authority, with the mate and others at 
table, more than their share alloweil them of French and Spani^ 
wines, and which the skipper wishes to reduce somewhat, thongh 
unable to do so ; he is admonished to refrain from doing so any 
longer, but to help the skijiper in the maintenanoe of his authority, 
and to drink less. JJe is likewise with the skipper to keep a 
proper account of the consumption. Tliis the skjpper seems to 
havi^ always properly done, in ejiiie of his dissipalioii. And that 
all might sail witn the least amount of quarrelling towanls Batavia, 
the following saloon passengers, considered to be the most qoairri- 
Bome and of the least importance in the ship's management, are to 
remain here and wait for other ships, viz : tlie ooiporal of the 
soldiers, to be exchanged for ours; the chief surgeon, ditto for 
ditto; the boatswain, always drunk and quarrelsome, and the 
gunner.

November 'iSth.— Cloudy weather aud oulm ; at night as yester- 
day a heavy S.K. 

November atith.— Ditto. 

November 27th. — ^Wind abates during the night. 

November 28lh aud 29lh. — Calm W. weatlier. The boat retuins 
with the timber aud Overhagen, who reports that there were on the 
Island 474 sheep, which addwl to the 93^ lieie gives the number of 
1406 ; with those of the freemen the quaoiity is now 1756. The 
Company further has here 4'iO oxen and the freemen about 1?00, 
mofitJy cuoBisting of drauglit oxen and milch cows The rabbits 
were multiplying, and the snakes were nearly all killed. Tilings 
took briglit. 

November 30th. — Cloudy weather. The Hor/) receives her des- 
patch and our papers for Batavia. 

Ufaulai'tii '-iOt/i November, 165S — " Whereas Overhagen has 
nciorted that last year more than 120 sheep had died from rain and 
ooui (on Itobbeo Island) through wont of sheds, and that the 
remaining 474 nre an fine ami large us calves, &adthat to keep them 
in condition and for breeding, proper sheds should be ereeted ; the 
Cotueil, conaidering the necessity of making those sheds, resolves to 
Older the men in the forest t<) prepore the following timber for 
a sliBd 100 ft. long and 18 broad, the present one being too small 
via. ; 36 poles 6 tt. long and o or 6 inches thiok ; 500 ft, for gird- 
inga, &a., 200 spars of 15 ft. each, 2 fmmes and doors through 
which to remove the dung, which is to be brought hither by boat 
for the gudens. The sides to be closed wiili planks. It was also 
resolved to prepare wood for a large kraal at the granary, where the 
best pastures are, in which to keep the eatHe during the night ; so 
that during the day they may feed in the neighbourhood and as 
far as Bosoliheuvel, or on the large flat beyond the Liesbeeok. 
Thia ia not only neceseary to keep them from the lands of the free- 
m«B, hut likewise to secure the lattor's cattle. Moreover a change of 
pasture is necessary, as we have such a large troop now, for as long 
as they feed on one spot, the other bos time to grow again. Besides 
the country beliiud the Lion's hill, granted to Riebeeck by Com. 
von Qoeas, has been entirely eateo off, so that a broad rood must be 
made from H, llemajenne's dwelling io order to enable the cattle to 
piOCMd to the pastures. 

Whilat the wood for Uobben Island is being prepared, the car- 
peotAOS iiere are to fiuish of! the stables, with oom lofts above, for 
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Oabbema. 

Deoember 1st ^Sll^^3ay). — Warm S.W. weather. 

December 2nd. — Cloudy N.W. weather; Bciine rain foil, greatly 
to the benefit of the fruit. 

December 3rd.— Dark weather. The H'up leaves, but only 
after a gun had been fired from the fort. 

Jieao/iition Hi'/ Devemfii-r, 165S: — " Whereas the steward Jaoob 
Deekman, finding the work in the stnres too muoh fur him, 
has proceeded to Ba'iivia as cooper, it was resolvad tbat oa 
the work in the stores, in consequence of the growing re<iuire- 
ments of freemen, &o., is much heavier now, instead of 
a steward a dispenser should be appointeil, and to select 
Jochum Blaikcq of Lubcck for the office, as he is an exporienoed 
man, at 124 per month.

December 5th.— Cloudy N.N.W. weather and rain. 

December titb. — Calm clear weather, diying tl.e day W.S.W. 
wind. Death of Jan Bundervoet, master gardener, in whom the 
Company has lost a faithful and induutrious servant. During the 
first year after our arrival we also lost such a man a few months 
after he had oome here. The rest are all a lazy lot, and out of 100 
two lite the deceased will with difficulty be found. 

December 7th. — Same weather. Two free oarpentere, Pietot 
BuiuBsen Cley and Dirk Vreem, fought with knives; the 
dangerously woimded in the side. Cley fled inland. 

December 8th (Sunday). — !Fine lovely weather. 

December 9th. — The same. P. Cley caught. 

December 10th (Full moon). — All busy nding their grain horns. 

December 11th.— Dark N.W. weather and a little rain. Cley 
e:^flmined, and confesses ; escapes with the chain on his legs from 
above the gate, whilst the provost was getting the tubs. Not yet 
found. 

The Saldanlia freemen's boats arrive from Dassen Island with oil 
and eggs. 

December 12th. — Finf wfatlier. The shepherds Hud the chain 
of Ibe prisoner, whit.-h had been sawn oft. The boat leaves for 
Uobben Island. Bought a poor cow and sheep from the tobaoDv 
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[fliieveB (Goracliouqvifta). Amoiig them were some of Oeduaoa's 
people, who were treixted with bread, tobacco aud brandy. 

Deoeiiiber l^lh, — Fine W. weather. Tho boat returns from the 
talsud with report that Vi lambs had been born, mo that we have 
there now 487. 

Remhitioii Vith Di'cemher, Iti58: — "As much salt is aanually 
required for the Company and freemen, and the collection in the 
pans, if doue by the Uompany's servants, is too expensive, and very 
hard fur the garrison, which being at the ualtpauH and not under 
the eye, do as httle as they lite, and an, if everyone is allowed to 
collect as much ua he wishes, the salt would soon he spoilt and 
become as impure as the ytuff collected by the Hottentoos, who 
only take a very little at a time ; aud as according to Hon. van 
Q-oens' instructions salt should also be sent to India, it was resolved 
to hand over by the free 8aldanhara for this season all tlie saltpans 
of the Oaiie, big and small, wherever they may be, on condition 
that they are to take the salt out of the pans as cleanly as possible 
and protect the heaps under matting, •'ka., that the salt may not 
melt and may be fetched the whole j'eiii, in dry or wet weather, by 
the Company's wagons. I'lie colleetoi-s however not allowed to 
sell salt to anybixly, or give any away, but only to tho Company, 
wliit-'his owner of everything and of the hmd, and iitthe rate of one 
real per full leaguer. And in order properly to maintain the 
rights of the Comijany, the following interdict is published ; — 

" Whereas (as stated above) the saltpans have been given over 
to the free Saldanha men on the conditions mentioned, all iire again, 
in accordance with the prohibition formerly publishetl, expressly 
forbidden to take any salt from the pans, aud neither by means of 
the Huttentoos, directly or indirectly, or under any pretence what- 
ever, aud however near the salt may be to tlieir own dwellings. 
Offenders to be fined 10 reals for the lat, 20 for the second offence, 
and to be arhitroi-ily punished after that ; also to be prosecuted for 
stealing Company's property. The pans given to the free 
Saldanliars for their profit and for the oonvenieufe of the Company 
and all the freemen ; \ of the fine to go to the free Saldanhars, J 
to the Fiscal and J to the poor. — (Signed by) Riebeeck, de Man, 
Hanvarden and Gabbema.

December 15th. — N.W. wind aud rain, 

December 16th. — Ditto, The boat prooeetls to Rohben Island 
with the timber for the sheds, and a letter: — " (Fe do not 
kiioic wlidhcr any goo'i stone ej'ist'i on the itlnnd as supports for 
the stands, aud will send you some if requireil. We send 
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IW. jou fiome heavy wood for beacon fires to guide the ships; aiuL 
~ to serve instead of pitoh rings, whioh are costly and not so good. 
A lo((d of fuel only costs 13 if brought to the fort. With the last 
portion of timber Uiebeeck will come over himself , to seleotthe site 
for the kraal and slieil. Should you get serviceable stone we can 
send you fuel for ballast. You are to remain on the island until 
Biebeeck's arrival. Elias Giers is to return with the boat. Let us 
know whether the island produces grass for geese." 16th Deoember, 
1658. — Signed by Riebeeck and de Man. 

The boats r<^tum to Dassen Island and Saldanha Bay for oil, 
fish, eggs, &c. Four of the Saldanha men remain here to work the 
saltpans. Another is said to have been found near Saldanha Bay. 

December 17th. — ^Fine sunshine. The boat returns. 

December 18th. — Boat again leaves with timber for the Island. 
Biebeeck goes with her, and arrives at 1 o'clock. He fixes the sites 
for the stables, and on another spot for a battery for the cannon to 
prevent any boats from landing in the sand bay. The present 
4te has been indifferently selected. Astonished that the 489 sheep 
were thriving so well, there being no grass on the island, only a 
few bushes, it being the dry season the whole island is like a 
sand desert. In winter it yields grass, wild sorrel and spinage. 
The rabbits were increasing and tame, but no rock rabbite were 
found. 

December 19th. — Uiebeeck returns ; 4 sheep bought from the 
Cafl^men. 

December 20th. — Fine sunshine; Biebeeck visits all the corn 
Uindh ; one man was reaping, another sowing, another gathering 
into gamers. The boat takes fuel and timber to the Island. 

December 21st. — Dry S.E. weather. 22nd, do. 

December 23rd. — Ditto. Arrival in the afternoon of the burgher 
councillors Steven Jansen of Wageningen and H. Boom of the 
Overtoom with the following petition : —

and this the Company cannot 
suffer from her subjects. Every- 
one is therefore warned to desist 
from this, lest the Company be 
compelled to take the necessary 
steps to put this movement 
down. 



to get our com and barley clean. 
We therefore, before deuvering 
our com to the Company, wish 
to know what we are to get for 
it. Our price is flO per muid. 
The barley will be averaged in 
course of time, as we cannot 
as yet fix a price ; we have no 
mind to sell the com for less, 
and are determined not to 
cultivate one foot of land more. 
Please fix a price, and what is 
more, with black on white, by 
your full Council andour burgher 
oouncillors, that we may have 
something to depend npon, for 
we no longer bcuieve in words. 
We are put ofiF on all sides by 
fine words, .but the deed is 
wanting.

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those from whom they are to 
reoeive it, but obey the oon- 
fitituted authoritiee like upright, 
honest burghers. 

As the Company cannot allow 
her subjects to prescribe laws or 
to fix prices on anything, a 
right belonging to her alone, 
and as she will take care that 
the well disposed will be pro- 
tected, who are not treated 
or looked upon as slaves, it is 
questionable whether the ring- 
leaders in this conspiracy can 
be protected by her, because of 
their offences and evident 
mutiny. They should look oi|^, 
as it is a serions matter to 
attempt to compel the Company 
to anything; and remember 
their free papers and title deeds, 
from which they will learn that 
they are to be loyal and obedient 
to the Company according to 
rules already existing, or still 
to be framed. 

They were answered that this 
calculation has already long 
before been made by the Direc- 
tors, who, as they insist upon 
knowing it, have decided that as 
they have the land for nothing, 
they ought to get on with less 
than f 6 per muid, and are bound 
to deliver to the Company 
wheat and other grain as 
required. The price, however, 
has hitherto been communicated 
to no one, but a few days ago 
the Commander spoke as follows 
to the junior burgher councillor 
H. Boom : " Boomtjen, I wish 
for their own sfiJkes that all the 
burghers were sure of f6 per 
muid, which would still pay 
them, but we sliall try and get

What reason then can the latter 
have to bring compulsion to bear 
on a chief who is so favourably 
disposed towards them. Instead 
of being seditious they should 
show proper obedience, and this 
the well disposed should bear in 
mind. However, a^ most of ihem 
cannot irrite and the seditious docu- 
Dient does not agree with their 
better and good inten tions, no blame 
will be attached to them, but only 
to the writer and 2 or 3 others 
of the most seditious conduct and 
language, who are afraid to act 
up to what they threaten and 
are well known to the Com- 
mander (these will be held re- 
sponsible). These men have up 
to date entirely neglected them" 
selves and loitered away their time, 
although they have received many 
advantages above others, Sfc. 



They were told to point out 
the oppressors, but they remained 
silent, and brought the charge 
home to no one, stating that 
they did not mean it in that 
way, as the document had not 
been read to them in those 
violent and strong terras. 



When, after reading this 
threat, they were asked whether, 
if the fixed price of the Direc- 
tors were made known to them,

Nevertheless, if we do not 
get a fixed price for our wheat, 
we shall bring back all our 
cattle and slaves and everything 
that we have in hand, for we do 
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in their own mind it might be 
too little or sufficient, to deliver 
their grain for it, and again 
plough as honest burghers, the 
Commander reiterating Iub often 
expressed promise to ^et for 
them the nigkest possible sum, 
and they replied, " Yes " ; the 
letter of the Directors of 16th 
April, 1658, was read to show 
them what rates had been fixed 
for the grain when delivered to 
the Company, viz. : " We have 
authorized you to take over for 
the present the grain mentioned 
as follows : — A last of rice from 
f70 to f 100, do. wheat from f70 
to flOO, do. rye from f50 to f 70. 
Every last calculated at 3,600 
lbs., smaller quantities in propor- 
tion." After having heard this 
they immediately lost heart, but 
the Commander gave them some 
courage by promising to lay 
before the Directors that they 
would not be able to come out 
with it, and to speak in their 
favour. This seemed to revive 
them somewhat.

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They were told that the sum 
required from the sureties by 
the Company had been com- 
municated to them, and that 
nwst of them had been able to pay 
it off\ whilst some of them wish

This 
tm« not said be/ore^ that fce were 
to give mreties for our food ; we 
were only told that toe were to pay 
in grain when it had been reaped 
We therefore do not wish to be 
compelled any longer. We 
were forced to sow peas, barley, 
mealies, and beans if we did not 
wish to see the doors of the 
depot closed against us. There 
the lot- is lymg now, and we 
have not been able to get rid of 
it. If therefore we are to remain 
on our lands we decline to be 
ordered in our farming arrange- 
ments ; in fact, in nowing. 
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166S, never vet been done, in order to 
"~ urge tnem on to better efforts 
in ae^riculture, in which Har- 
man^ oompanyhave been found 
to be the most lazj. This is 
evident from the faot that he 
was the first who ooidd pick the 
most and best draught oxen, 
but in two years time had only 
ploughed 9 morgen of land. H. 
Boom, on the contrary, had in 
this, his first year, and with the 
youngest and smallest oxen 
among all the freemen, ploughed 
more than 10 morgen, and so 
nicely filled his fi^anaries witli 
com. Again, Jan Beyniersz 
ploughed more than 11 morgen 
with 6 little oxen; Steven 
Jansz 15, and Otto vanVreede 
16 morgen, all with less and 
weaker animals than those of 
Steven Bemajenne. Caspar 
Brinckman also did fairly well, 
having ploughed 12 morgen 
with less oxen than Herman 
Brcmajenne, who cries out the 
loudest because of his laziness, 
for the threat that the depots 
would be closed was simply 
intended to urge them to do 
their bounden duty. It was also 
intended to compel Herman 
Kemajenne especially to put his 
hand to the plough, as he is the 
essence of laziness, and to thresh 
his com, left outside a whole 
year exposed to rain and wind, 
and so thoroughly spoilt that it 
ooidd not be delivered to the 
Company, and is quite unfit for 
food. On that account only the 
ensign had been allowed to buy 
it for his pigs. It was therefore 
submitted to the consideration of 
the industrious and well disposed 
burghers, who are the best 
esteemed among the number, 
whether it was not necessary to 
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bring such lazj grospiDg fellows 
to their bearings with all the 
power at our command, and to 
compel them henceforth to take 
better care, that the Company 
for the reasons stated might 
not be too heavilv taxed above 
the sums tixed as advances 
allowed to the freemen.

They were told that they 
themselves would be the cause 
oi the danger, and remain so, as 
long as they, contrary to orders, 
allow the Hottentoos to call at 
their houses to look about, 
&c. Likewise the redoubt 
Cournhoop, with 2 cannons, 
had been erected for their 
defence, at the cost of the 
Company, which had also 
commenced to clear the river 
liesbeeck, and to make it so that 
no cattle could be driven across. 
They were also informed that 
all the Company's cattle would 
graze on the other side, and 
alongside of their corn lands, 
oared for by soldiers expressly 
ordered to look after them and 
the property, &c., of the freemen. 
This is something different from 
the statement that they are 
their own protectors, seeing 
that many, through sheer lazi- 
ness, were not even inclined to 
look after their own cattle 
unless compelled to do so by us, 
though we had no wish to make 
use of coropidsion were it not 
that it was highly necessary. 
In consequence they lost and 
allowed to be captured by the 
Hottentoos, to the great incon- 
venience of the Company, a good 
many cattle. The Company was 
obliged to give them others to 
prevent them from becoming

For we suffer great danger 
from the Hottentoos, and any 
day or night may suffer great 
loss through them, which the 
Company cannot suffer, as we 
are the defenders of our country. 
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1^8. impoverished, and likewise had 
■~ great trouble with the Hotten- 

toos, and to such an extf nt, that 
there had been war with them 
on ihat account. Thank God 
however there is again peace, 
and the Hottentoos have been 
brought to such subjection that 
they will not again venture to 
trouble any freemen or others, 
a great thing indeed for the 
CSompany, and no small source 
of security to the burghers. 
From the above it is evident 
•what little danger the freemen 
have to dread, if only like all 
subjects they submit to the law. 
However if they refuse to do so, 
judicial steps may be taken 
against them, for which we are 
every moment prepared, &c. 



They were told, that if any- 
one required what was necessary 
and which had been refused to 
him, he should speak, but all 
were silent except some of the 
most industrious, who declared 
that they had been fully satis- 
fied. It was further proved to 
them, that hithciio they had 
been allowed freely to take 
from the forest their fuel, and 
timber for the sirfes of their houses^ 
garden sticks, &c., likewise salt, 
though no one on earth had ever 
promised them such a privilege, 
and certainly not for 12 years. 
It was only stipulated that they 
woidd have their lands free for 
12 years without taxes, as is 
evident from the title deeds 
and the conditions made with 
theHon.vanGoens. And where- 
as the forests containing service- 
able timber are most shamefully 
destroyed, and carpenters and

It comes to this, that if we 
Bfik for a thing which we require, 
we expect to get it, because it 
has been promised to us. More- 
over that which we ask, should 
be allowed us. We were told 
that we would get free fuel, salt 
and what else we require for 12 
years : also our rations of meat, 
pork, rice, oil, vinegar, and the 
right of slaughter. Further 
that we could have our oom 
ground to our own satis- 
faction, &c. Therefore we 
wish the Commander to show us 
a forest whence timber may be 
fetched freely, so that everyone 
may make what is necessary. 

It was also said wken Hon. 
van Goens was here, that the 
freemen were to get abeep, 
though they wanted a thousand. 
They can get none now, unless 
they pay cash, whilst it is 
known to the gentlemen that 
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sawyers have beea placed there 
to cut and prepare wood in the 
proper manner, that posterity 
may also have some wood for 
their benefit and not be at a 
loss ; they were ordered to 
obtain and buy from the free 
carpenters and sawyers their 
wood at a reasonable price, as 
the latter must make their liv- 
ing by it. Moreover the salt 
was taken from the pans in 
such a disorderly way, that the 
latter were handed over to free- 
men, who were bound to deliver 
salt clean and dry to the 
Company and the burghers at 
reasonable prices, and from whom 
the article can be obtained 
cheap and clean. 

Meat and pork were only 
allowed them for 3 months by 
the Hon. Cuneus. Wo extended 
the time contrary to orders, 
though there is fish enough to 
be l)ad, and every one can fish 
as freely as he Hkes. This is 
more than what the Hon. van 
Goens allowed them. Accord- 
ing to the reasons now read rice 
is to be sold them for J st. per 
lb., the price paid in India ; oil 
and vinegar they still fetch. 
This complaint is therefore all 
moonshine, like all the others, 
fius we feed the Company's ser- 
vants with garden produce in 
order to provide the freemen 
with rice, which is cheap food 
to them at i st. per lb. 

It is rather early to speak of 
grinding now, but these im- 
patient people can't bide their 
time and wait and see what 
orders will be issued on this 
point. But the chief mover in 
this is Master Hendrik Boom, 
who would like to bave every- 
thing in his own way, and 



we have no monev. It is 
always money, money, where 
no money is received. We have 
to pay heavy interest accordingly 
and therefore request that we 
freemen may be apportioned 
equally in cattle, as we cannot 
till with cows. It was told us 
that we would be helped, and if 
we are not, everything will be 
abandoned, the one with the 
other.

itegarding the thousands of 
sheep promised them by the 
Hon. van Gk>ens, it must be 
oonfessed that there is some 
apparent truth in the statement, 
suDJeot however to the condi- 
tion that they would be given, 
when the Company was well 
provided and the freemen were 
prepared to pay for them. No 
cash h6wever was required ; 
only sureties were- asked by the 
Directors, but because of the 
avarice of these freemen so 
much debt was incurred that 
the amount fixed was far ex- 
ceeded, and we dared no lon^r 
to extend the credit in the m- 
terest of the Company. We 
know that they have and can 
get no money, except at hi^h 
rates ; they therefore promise 
so much and would even give 
more if there were only men 
willing to advance, and place an 
immovable yoke on their shoul- 
ders. This would certainly 
have been the case if we had 
not provided against it in time. 
Now, however, they have con- 
ducted themselves in such a way 
that no one trusts them any 
lonfi^er, &c. 

Everyone has received as 
much cattle as he requires for 
his lands, and if all were to use 
them only for the purposes of 
agriculture, instead of working 
the oxen dovm by conveying 
reeds, bricks and fuel for others, 
they would have about double 
of what they require, and they 
know that that is the case. The 
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young cattle given them is above 
the number really required, 
whilst the Company was in 
need of it to provide the 
other freemen - ag^culturists 
who offered themselves every 
day, and imtil this moment 
cannot be accommodated. It 
appears now that some of the 
present agriculturists would like 
to have the game in their o«irn 
liands, and so create a monopoly, 
as even yesterday some of the 
strongest cows were gpven them 
for the yoke to the injury of the 
breeding stock, and to replace 
the oxen that were required. 
Now they say that they cannot 
work with the cows, though the 
Company as a rule used cows 
for her own culture and wagons, 
instead of oxen, which were 
generally given to the freemen 
as soon as they were fit for use. 
In the face of this they dare to 
say that they cannot farm with 
cows, adding the threat that if 
iiofc otherwise helped (though as 
stated they have been aoun- 
dantly helped) they would 
abandon everything, and leave it 
wliere it is. Where was such 
a complaint ever heard of 
from well disposed and honest 
burghers brought against the 
Company, which offers such a 
fine chance to secure prosperity, 
and from the beginning has 
supported all with everything, 
and on credit, for such a long 
time, accommodating everyone 
with what he wanted, &c. 
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This is also untrue. The 
ensign keeps the largest number 
of pigs — others, as stated, 
declinins^ to have any, because of 
the trouble. He only had five

For we see that the ensign 
takes the best milch cows out of 
the kraal, and also Hendrik, 
whilst it has never been laid 
down that they should have the 
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M58. fows, which he publicly leased best pick. On the oontrary we 
"^ in order to feed the youDg pigs have been promised the best 
on the butter milk, as we cattle. On that we became free, 
encouraged (all and) him to do. 
The five mentioned are the 
worst, and likewise animals 
which with great danger and 
inconvenience he had obtained 
for the Company far inland. 

The cows in possession of 
Hendrik, the free tailor, are not 
his own, but those of the Com- 
mander, whose wife had given 
them in charge of said tailor's 
wife, with a servant paid at f 16 

ier month by the Commander. 
1 oreover the tailor's wife enjoys 
all the privileges, as the freemen 
know. They mention Hendrik, 
but they mean the Commander, 
and so kick against all lawful 
and proper authority vested in 
the head of the Government 
here. The best cattle, which 
they say have been promised 
them, they have taken away 
long ago; for the Commander 
purposely postponed cultivating 
his own lands until they had 
been helped. Only after this 
had been done, he chose the best 
for himself in 1658, after he had 
first selected the very best for 
the Company. There is there- 
fore no reply to this, as the 
petitioners are telling no end of 
imtruths, greatly to their dis- 
honour. The freemen were 
likewise not promised that they 
only would be allowed to have, 
as agriculturists, milch cows and 
sheep, whilst all others would 
have to do without them. They 
ought on the contrary to have 
been grateful to the Commander 
who, on the 20th August last, 
with the Council, took the Reso- 
lution to their own personal 
Advantage. 
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This has also been allowed, 
after the third day, without a 
question being asked ; but after 
tiie desertion of the burgher 
Martin Vlookaert, it was found 
necessary that the consent of 
the Commander should first be 
obtained, according to the con- 
ditions made with the burghers 
by the Hon. van Goens. How- 
ever, it is evident that the 
freemen would very much like 
to be their own masters and 
over-rule the authorities placed 
over them, yea, even the Com- 
pany. Care will however be 
taken, that the ringleaders of 
this seditious opposition are dis- 
covered. Some are already 
known ; that is, if they do not 
endeavour henceforth to make 
up for their bad behaviour by 
good conduct.

Moreover by making 
expeditions inland they neglect 
their work on their farms, and 
for that alone they had been 
made free. Thoy are also 
sufficiently provided with cattle, 
according to the confession 
of most of the subscribers 
to the request, excepting

to barter cattle freely, so alone 
will we be able to get some oxen 
to get on with. The Company's 
kraal at present is full of cattle, 
but we can get none of them. 
We therefore request that the 
trade may bo allowed us. Please 
give us an answer to this peti- 
tion. We have nothing more 
to say and remain together, 
your obedient servants.

It also appeared that no one had still in his possession a single 
one of the sneep bartered whilst the trade was free, but that the 
whole had been neglected ; excepting Boom, Jansen, and Vre<ie ; 
the rest had eaten what they had obtained. 

All these answers given by ns were publicly read three times in 
the Council room to the petitioners, plainly and carefully. Upon 
this they confessed their faults, and requested that the Commander 
world not be too much offended* They had made a mistake, and 
now saw that the Commander had all along worked in their favour 
and endeavoured in every way to help tnem on their legs, &c. 
The Commander replied that he could overlook the matter as 
regarded himself, but that the Company would take it amiss that 
they had endeavoured to compel her to do certain things ; in her 
case they had managed to run against the wall, and the Com- 
mander wished that they had taken better counseL They still had 
time to do so, and should henceforth do their best with the plough ; 
that the answer of the Hon. Van Qoens, given to the Council 
in reply to the first memorial of the freemen was ready for them, 
viz., that those who will not cultivate for themselves will be com- 
pelled to do so for the Company. Besides, other freemen are ready 
to take the ground, shouM it be confiscated because of the rebellious 
conduct of the present owners. They are even prepared to pay 
rent. Everyone is therefore warned to take care of what he is 
about ; the Commander will do his best for them with the Commis- 
sioner soon expected from India, and in his letters to the Directors, 
that the price may be increased somewhat, only let the plough go 
on and the threshing floor be kept warm. But he would also see 
that no shirking of work shall take placA on the Company's or his 

ni lands, liiveryone's courage seemed to revive, and all promi8*»d 
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to do their best, imd eJioli received a few goblets of wiue from the 
Cominiinder. I'eaee ami quiet were restored, and everyone went 
home with a sniilmg faoe, the one ctiaffiiig tlie other, because 
everyone had got hia tlue, &e. 

Deoembar 24th. — New moon. Heavy S.E. 

December 25tli. — Christmas. Hot, dry weather, 

December 26tb. — N. breeze. Tlie boat retiinis from Rubben 
Island, having in the S.E. lost both its lee-boanls. 

December 27th. — Hot as yesterday, The bunt lailran with fuel 
and timber, 3 geese and 1 muid oats for the island, to be sown there 
for the geese, wliioh greatly injure the garlene here, and win with 
diffioulty be protected from tho wihl auimdh. A Irttur lo Ocerhniiim 
informs him of what is seat, and he ia advised to take good oare of 
the geese, and would reoeive a hollow tree in serve as a trough ; 
and some ducks would also be sent. The boat leaves in the evening. 

To-day the freemen and their arms, cattle, &c , were iiispecte<l. 
The following was foond : — 
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Total of cattle 238, and sheep 348. Everyone has fowls, but these 
are not counted. Turkeys and geese do not awyet seem faj thrive. 

December 2!Sth. — Cloudy, and cooler weather. Htebeeck visits 
the saltpans, where fine salt was in abundance. The free Saldanhars 
had been shown the wrong spots by the other freemen ; Rieheeok 
told them h'lw Ui net to work as he bad seen it done in the West 
Indian and Caribbean Islands. If they curry nut his instructions, 
a good quantify cjuld be shipped to Bataviu aa desired by Van 
Ooens.
